New  York.  Nov.  22.— Search  for  a 
missing  witness,  who  formerly  has 
eliulid  the  detectives  of  the  district  at- 
torney's office,  and  the  possibility  that 
one  of  the  centra)  figures  In  the  case — 
th»'  dead  iiiaii's  widow — \rir)uld  appear 
before  the  jury  and  tell  her  story,  wire 
the  points  of  special  Interest  today 
when  the  trial  of  Nan  Patterson  for 
the  alleged  murder  of  Caesar  Young 
wuu  resumed.     In     outlining     his     case 

yesterday,  .Assistant  District  Attorney 
Jtaiid  infornied  the  jury  tliat  the  pr«>se- 
cutioii,  after  months  of  »  ndiavoi-.  had 
been  successful  in  lorating  J.  Morgau 
Smith,  who,  he  «  laimed.  punhased  tlie 
revolM'r  wikh  which  Young  was  killed. 
He  hopetl,  howevtr.  that  Smith  would 
be  brought  forward  by  the  defense  at 
the  prcper  time.  Later  in  the  day  Miss 
I'atterson's  counsel,  Mr.  l>fvy,  said  the 
defense  had  no  intention  of  producing 
amllh. 

"If  the  prosecution  wants  Smith  as 
a  witness  they  have  got  to  llnd  hlni. 
We're  having  our  own  troubhs  with 
the  defen."e  ami  are  not  going  out  of 
our  way  to  help  the  people  supply  the 
rents   in    their   fabrics  «)f  evidence." 

Mr.  l.,evy  said  that  he  did  not  know 
T\h<Te  Smith  and  bis  wif<'  were,  nor 
would  he  lake  any  trouble  to  discover 
their    whereabduts. 

Following  the  announcement.  It  was 
paid  that  the  district  attorney's  office 
renewed  its  search  for  the  missing 
witness  with  the  hope  (»!"  locating  him 
an<l  compelling  hint  to  appear  in  court 
before  it  is  too  late. 

Only  the  announcement  that  the  de- 
fendant herself  would  go  on  the  stand 
and  tell  of  her  a»-quaintance  with 
Youiig  rould  have  treated  more  public 
Inteiest  than  tiie  rt  port  that  the  dead 
bookniaker'H  widow  might  appear  In 
the  case.

During  the 
trial  she  lia.s  not  appeared  iji  the  eourt 
room,  but  it  is  said  she  has  fnlbiwed 
all  the  proc«'e<lings  from  an  adjoining 
loom. 

A  big  crowd  wan  present  In  the  court 
room  when  the  trial  was  resume<l.

Haiielton,  of  (>neenta,  one  f)f  the  nn-n 
who  claims  to  have  seen  Young  fire  the 
shot  which  caused  his  death.

A 
moment  later.  Miss  I'attorson  opened 
the  trap  and  told  hln>  to  drive  to  a 
drug  store.  He  fiillowed  her  Instruct- 
ions without  making  any  Investigation 
and  did  not  look  inside  the  <'ab  wiion 
the  drug  clerk  refused  to  treat  the  in- 
jured man  atid  ordereil  him  taken  to  a 
hospital   with  all  speed. 

Michaels  sal<l  he  pleked  up  Young 
and  .Miss  raiteryon  at  the  circle  at 
Fifty-ninth  street  ami  liroadway  on 
the  morning  <  f  June  4  and  Yttiing  :>r- 
tlered  him  to  drive  rapidly  as  he  hul 
to  be  at  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  Ful- 
ton  street   at   it  «i'clock. 

The  tirst  witness  ealled  yesterday  af- 
ternocn  fri>in  among  those  who  were  in 
the  vlelnlty  of  the  eal>  whue  Your»g 
was  shot  wa"<  William  .1.  Junior,  a  po- 
ll* enian.  He  saw  the  call  coming  up 
West  Urcailway.  when  It  was  about 
lifty  feet  from  where  he  stoo<l.  He 
could  see  but  one  of  the  occupants. 
Miss  I'atterson.  His  attention  had  been 
calleil  to  a  commotion  in  the  cab  by  a 
cUlzin.  and  as  the  vehicle  drew  up  he 
ordered  the  driver  to  stop.  .\s  he 
climbed  upon  the  step  he  saw  a  man 
•whose  body  had  been  loncealed  by  the 
closed  door.  The  nam  was  unconscious. 
Miss  I'atterson  told  bim  that  her  com- 
panion had  shot  himself,  and  he  or- 
dered till'  cabman  to  drive  to  a  hos- 
pital. In  Ihi-  meantime,  he  had  found 
a  revolver  In  the  rl>;ht  hand  pocket  of 
Young's  c<Jat.

When  word  was  brought  to  the  sheriff, 
of  the  murder,  he  and  hib  deputy  took 
a  rig  at  K!k  River  and  started  in  hot 
pursuit.  The  men  were  tractd  from 
point  to"  point,  the  pursuers  getting 
word  of  their  movements  from  farmers 
along  the   v\ay.  t 

They  learn<'d  that  the  men  had  taken 
a  roundat>out  way  to  the  village  of 
Dayton.  At  McNeills  store  they  pur- 
chased crackers  and  chetse.  and  one 
of  them.  Palmer,  bought  a  pair  of 
shoes.  They  built  a  bonfire  in  the 
woods  and  partook  of\n  hasty  repast. 
Then  th^y  took  to  the  road  again  and 
made  their  way  to  Uogers  siding,  whieh 
they  reaehtHl  at  1  o'clock  Monday  morn- 
ing.    lliMc  tiny  put  up  at  Helnes  hotel. 

In  l<ss  than  an  hour  afterwards  th«' 
sheriff  and  his  deputy  arrived  and  went 
dlrc<  tly  to  the  hotel. 

The  |»roprietor  was  awakened  and 
stated  that  two  strange  men  had  taken 
rooms  on  the  second  fioor.  I'osting  a 
man  at  the  outside  to  prevent  escape 
by  the  wijidows,  Sh»>rlff  Wanl  went  to^ 
the  ro»m  occupied  by  C.  D,  Schraw  ford,' 
one  of  the  fugitives. 


"Open  the  door,"  said  the  sheriff, 
after  knocking  vigorously.  "Dpen,  or

Schrawf«)rd   could     be     heard  arising! 
from  bis  bed.  i 

Wlih  a  heavy  lunge  the  sheriff  forced, 
the  door  and,  with  pistol  In  hand.  con-| 
fronted  Schrawford,  whom  he  ordered, 
to  throw  up  his  hands.  The  latter  had  | 
reached  for  his  revolver,  but  the  sheriff 
had  the  drop  on  him  and  up  went  thoi 
suspects'  hands. 

While  Ward  was  covering  Schraw- 
ford. lliff  secured  admission  to  Pal- 
mer's room.  The  two  men  were  quickly 
handcuffed,  renjoved  to  the  rig  below 
and  driven  to  Elk  River. 

Monday  afternoon  the  prisoners  were 
cfinfronted  by  the  four  men  who  saw 
their  companion  fhot  down.  All  Iden- 
tified them  as  the  right  parties. 

The  men  waived  examination  at  the 
l^ellmlhary  h«arlng  at  Elk  River.  In 
the  afternoon  they  were  removed  to  the 
<  ounty  jail  at  Mlnneai)olls  for  safe 
ket  ping. 

A  starch  of  the  prisoners  reevaled  a 
watch  and  $12.  believed  to  have  been 
taken  from  Lun<leen.  the  murdered 
man.  Two  other  watches  belonging  to 
the  other  victims  were  also  found.

Believed  to  Be  Mur- 
dered. 

Clie  Foo,  Nov.  22.— A  roinantic  story 
develops  around  Miss  Corelle,  the  Rus- 
sian war  nurse,  who  is  on  her  way  to 
Japan.  She  refuses  to  talk,  but  a  reli- 
able authority  says  her  capture  by  the 
Chinese  bandits,  who  took  her  Into  th.? 
Japanese  lines  was  part  of  her  scheme 
to  find  her  lover.  The  first  reports 
Kald  Miss  Corelle  had  voluntarllv  en- 
tered the  Japanese  lines.  This  now 
seems  to  be  incorrect.  Miss  Corelle  U 
Is  now  said,  was  a  nurse  during  the 
Boxer  rebellion  and  won  the  Stanislaus 
medal.  During  that  war  she  wa.s 
wounded  In  the  arm  and  received  th.; 
St.  George's  medal  because  she  con- 
tinued to  work  when  her  wound  was 
dressed.  She  Is  a  remarkably  hand- 
some woman  of  twenty-one  years  <»f 
age.  A  young  Russian  officer  fell  in 
love  with  the  pretty  nurse,  who  reci- 
procated his  affection  fully. 

Reienlly  this  oflicer  was  among  the 
rnl-'sslng  and  It  was  believed  he  was 
wounded  or  a  prisoner  among  the  Jap- 
anese. In  order  to  find  him.  it  is  al- 
leged. Miss  Corelle  stroHed  from  the 
Russian  camp  and  very  cheerfully  al- 
lowed some  Chinese  bandits  to  capture 
htr.  This  was  about  ten  days  ago.  The 
next  step  in  her  scheme  was  to  become 
a  Japanese  prisoner,  or  reach  their 
lines.  The  bandits.  It  is  asserted,  al- 
lowed her  to  communicate  with  the 
French  consul  at  Newchwang,  follow- 
ing which  a  detail  of  Japunees  soldiers 
reporte<l  to  their  camp  and  Miss  Corelle 
was  takcui  to-  Newchwang.  She  tried 
to  secure  permission  to  go  to  Japan  and 
search  for  her  lover,  but  the  Japanese 
gave  her  twenty-four  hours  In  which 
to  leave  the  town,  suspecting  her  of 
being  a  spy.  The  French  consul  at 
Che  Foo  is  now  endeavoring  to  obtain 
permission  for  Miss  (^orelle  to  nurse 
the  wounded  Russians  in  Japan. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Associated  Pres« 
from  c;en.  t^kus'  headquarters,  via 
Fusan.  Nov.  20.  said  that  a  Russian

Mukden,  Nov.  I'D.  via  Tein  Tsln,  Nov. 
22. — Since  the  Japanese  attack  oi. 
Putiloff  hill  on  the  night  of  Nov.  IS, 
no  activity  has  been  apparent.  Tl:<* 
character  of  the  attack  on  Putiioif 
hill  is  not  fully  understood  beyond  the 
fact  that  theree  or  four  battaiijn.s 
participated.  It  probably  was  made 
on  the  initiative  of  the  local  command- 
er without  the  consent  of  headquai- 
ters,  and  as  an  attack  it  can  only  be 
favorably  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  re- 
coimolssance  in  force.  This  incident 
is  the  most  Important  that  has  happen- 
ed since  the  battle  of  Shakhc.  Pouti- 
lolT  hill,  which  is  now  the  center  of 
interest  of  the  entire  line,  could  l/c 
seen  flashing  the  signal  of  attack  froiu 
her  fortifications  as  the  Japanese  In- 
fantry   advanced. 

On  account  of  repeated  reports  th.it 
the  Japanese  Intended  to  attack  on 
Nov.  I'J,  this  assault  wag  believed  to 
be  the  signal  for  an  advance  of  the 
entire   line,   and  consequently,   the  eu- 


tire  Russian  army,  on  the  qui  vivc, 
inaugurated  its  own  hostile  move- 
ments, both  east  and  west  of  Pouti'off 
hill. 

The  Jaanese  arrived  within  fifty 
yards  of  the  Russian  trenches.  The 
Russian  fire  was  too  deadly  f«r  a 
further  advance.  The  next  morni;:g 
disclosed  about  eighty  Japanese  dead, 
which  the  Russians  burled  yeat€!•da^. 
The  Japanese  succeeded  in  carryhu: 
off  in  haste,  200  wounded.  The  Rus- 
sians lost  half  a  dozen  men  In  the 
trenches. 

Scouting  operations  on  both  sidert 
result  in  daily  encounters,  some  times 
between  battalions,  but  the  encounters 
are  little  more  than  skirmishes.

BOMBARDED  THE  AURORA. 

She  In  Turn  "Fired  Shells  at 
Russian  Fleet. 

London,  Nov.  22.— The  Daily  Mali's 
Copenhagen  correspondent  recounts  a 
story  from  the  crew  of  the  Russian 
cruiser  to  the  effect  that  Admiral 
Rojestvensky's  ffaglship  Kniaz  Slav- 
haroff,  mistaken  in  the  fog  off  Dogger 
bank,  bombarded  the  Aurora,  where- 
upon the  Aurora  signalled  "We  are 
being  fired  at"  and  herself  fiie'l  35<> 
shells  at  the  British  trawelers  and  the 
Russian  fleet.  This  information  dis 
tlnctly  avers  that  there  were  but  t./o 
Russian  torpedo  boats  with  the  first 
division  of  the  Baltic  squadron,  to 
which   the  Aurora  belonged. 


Chica.go,  Nov.  22. — An  eye  witness  ot 

the  mysterious  murder  of  Chauffeur 
John  W.  Bate,  Jr.,  ha«  been  found  in 
John  Hennes,  a  farmer  who  lives,  a 
mile  north  of  the  place  on  Archer  road 
at  which  the  automobile  containing 
Bate's  body  was  discovered.  Today 
Hennes  gave  to  the  police  a  detailed 
account  of  Jiis  experiences  on  the  night 
of  thes  murder.  According  to  Hennesr 
he  was  aroused  about  11  o'clock  by  the 
■chug-chug"  of  an  automobile.  At  first 
he  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  it  be- 
cause man.v  automobiles  pa^s  along 
that  road.  Just  as  the  machine  near- 
ed  his  place,  however,  he  heard  loud 
voices  as  if  the  occupants  of  the  ma- 
chine were  (juarreling.  He  arose  fron» 
bed  drew  aside  the  curtain  of  a  window 
and  looked  out.  About  10  feet  away 
passing  in  front  of  the  house  he  saw 
the  outlines  of  an  automobile.  The  ma- 
chine seemed  to  be  swaying  from  side 
to  side,  its  occupants  were  talklntf 
loudly,  and  one  of  them  seemed  to  be 
Ktatiding  up  in  the  rear  seat.  Suddenly 
the  person  in  the  rear  held  a  revolver 
at  arms  length  and  fired  stralg-ht 
ahead.  The  machine  continued  on  it» 
way  and  Hennes  heard  nothing  more. 
He  believed  that  no  body  was  hurt  un- 
til he  learned  of  the  murder. 

Martin  Delaney.  living  near  Sag* 
bridge,  just  north  of  Lemont,  claims 
that  to  the  best  of  his  belief  he  wa» 
the  Intended  victim  of  the  murdeie.-. 
He  also  declares  he  Is  acquainted  with 
"Dove"  and  to  have  anticipated  an 
attack  from  him. 

"I  had  trouble  over  property  soma 
tim.e  ago  and  for  years  have  been  a 
marked  man,"  Delaney  is  reported  tJ 
have  said.  "I  believe  the  automobile 
murderer  wa«  ioeklng  for  me  when  ha 
stopped  at  'the  neigtil>orlng  fai'tn 
houses  on  the  evening  of  the  crime." 

Chicago,  Nov.  22.— Evidence  has  Decji 
unearthed  by  the  police  indicating  that 
"Mr.  Dove,"  the  mysterious  passenger 
who  engaged  the  automobile  In  whicl* 
<'hafteur  William  Bate.  was  fouad 
dead,  with  two  bullet  wounds  in  his 
head  at  Lemont,  Friday  night,  was  in 
hiding  in  a  Jollet  boarding  house  as 
late  as  sundown,  Sunday  night,  forty- 
two  hours  after  the  crime  was  coui- 
mltted.  The  clew,  which  sends  the  de- 
1  tectives  off  on  the  first  tangible  scent 
picked  up  since  the  fi.iding  of  the 
body,  was  discovered  at  Romeo,  a  vil- 
lage a  few  miles  out  of  Jollet.  Mayor 
Crolius,  of  Jollet,  early  today,  sent 
word  to  the  Chicago  detectives  at  Le- 
nient that  the  suspect  was  under  sur- 
veillance and  would  be  arrested  wiih- 
in     twenty-ft>ur    hours. 

Frederick  Doehly,  a  saloon  keeper  at 
Romeo,  told  the  detectives  that  eai.y 
Saturday  morning  a  stranger  walked 
Into  his  barroom.  He  carried  a  shab- 
by canvas  suit  case  to  which  was 
I  snapped,  with  the  lining  outward,  a 
light  overcoat.  The  man  walked  ner- 
vously about  in  the  tavern  for  three 
hours,  when  he  walked  out  and  l>oard- 
ed  a  car  going  in  the  direction  of 
Jollet. 

On  the  car  rode  Miss  Farrell,  the 
village  school  teacher,  who  noted  her 
fellow  traveler  minutely.  Her  atten- 
tion was  attracted  by  his  extreme  ner- 
vousness. Both  Doehly  and  Miss  Far- 
rell. when  questioned  by  detectives, 
described  the  man  In  detail.  In  every 
point  they  pictured  "Mr.   Dove." 

A  supplementary  trace  was  picked 
up  iat'-  last  night  at  a  boarding  housi 
in  Joliet,  kept  by  H.  Hauser.  Hauser 
infoinied  the  police  that  at  breakfast 
time  Sunday  morning  a  strange  inaa 
had  taken  lodging  at  the  house.  He 
seemed  on  the  verge  of  nervous  col- 
lapse. 

For  some  time  he  remained  in  hi;« 
room,  the  floor  littered  with  news- 
papers. In  the  afternoon  he  invitol 
Hauser  to  take  a  drink  at  a  saloo.n. 
opiioslte  the  boarding  house.  Whll*) 
there  he  called  for  pen  and  paper  and 
tried  to  write  a  letter.  His  hauvis 
shook  so  that  he  tore  the  sheet  up  in 
despair. 

When  darkne.cs  had  fallen,  the  pro- 
prietor .saw  his  guest  sneak  down  tho 
back  stairs  with  a  canvas  suit  case  la 
his  hand  and  an  overcoat  over  his 
arm.  He  left  by  the  kitchen  dojr 
and  walked  in  the  direction  of  the 
Rock  Island  station.  A  train  left  fo* 
the  west  shortly  afterward. 


THREE  WOMEN  FATALLY  HURT 
IN  FIRE  IN  BROOKLYN  FLATS 


New    York,    Nov.    22.— Three    women  i 
were    probably    fatally    hurt    and    five] 
firLmen    were     Injured     severely    In    aj 
blaze  that  destroyed   two  buildings   ln| 
Brooklyn  early  today.    The  flre  started 
^n  the  cellar  of  a  drug  store  at  Fulton 
and     Adelphia     streets.     Three     upper 
floors  were  occupied  by  three  families, 
consisting     of     fifteen     persons.       The 
flames  spread  upward  so  quickly  that 

when  the  sleeping  tenants  were  aroused 
by  the  smoke  and  crackling  flames  they 
found  all  escape  by  the  stairways  had 
been  cut  off.  Bella  Hill,  Florence  Sea- 
brook  and  Hetta  Richardson,  all  of 
whom  lived  on  the  fourth  floor,  made 
their  way  down  one  story  and  out  onto 
a  cornice.    Mrs.  Seabrook  had  her  baby 


in  her  arms.  The  cornice  gave  way 
beneath  the  combined  weight  of  the 
women  and  they  were  precipitated  to 
the  ground.  Mrs.  Seabrook  clasped  the 
Infant  to  her  bosom  In  such  a  way  that 
when  she  struck  the  sidewalk  the  little 
one  escaped  injury.  The  woman  was 
hurriedly  carried  to  a  hospital  where 
her  injuries  were  pronounced  probably 
fatal. 

Eight  families,  comprising  thirty- 
four  persons,  escaped  or  were  rescued 
from  a  building  adjoining  the  drug 
store  before  the  bouse  was  destroyed.

Then  th^y  look  to  the  road  again  and 
made  their  w.ay  to  Kogers  si<ling,  whieh 
they  re  ichiHl  at  1  o'clock  Mf>n(lay  morn- 
ing.    Here  tin  y  i)Ut  up  at   Heines  hotel.

Japane.se  lines  was  part  of  her  scheme 
to  find  her  lover.  The  first  reports 
said  Miss  Corelle  had  voluntarily  en- 
tered the  Japanese  lines.  This  now 
seems  to  be  incorrect.  Miss  Corelle  ic 
Is  now  said,  was  a  nurse  during  the 
Boxer  rebellion  and  won  the  Stanislaus 
medal.  During  that  war  she  was 
wounded  in  the  arm  and  received  th.; 
St.  George's  medal  because  she  con- 
tinued to  work  when  h"r  wound  was 
dressed.  She  is  a  remarkably  hand- 
.some  woman  of  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  A  young  Russian  officer  fell  in 
love  with  the  pretty  nurse,  who  reci- 
procated his  affection  fully. 

Retently  this  oftlcer  was  among  the 
missing  and  it  was  believed  he  waa 
wounded  or  a  prisoner  among  the  Jap- 
.anese.  In  order  to  find  him.  it  is  al- 
leged. Miss  Corelle  strcdled  from  the 
Russian  catnp  and  very  cheerfully  al- 
low(-il  some  Chinese  bandits  to  capture 
hfr.  This  was  about  ten  days  ago.  The 
next  step  in  her  scheme  wae  to  become 
a  Japanese  prisoner,  or  reach  their 
lines.  The  bandits.  It  is  asserted,  al- 
lowed her  to  communicate  with  the 
French  consul  at  Newchwang,  follow- 
ing wnich  a  detail  of  Japunees  soldiers 
report »«d  to  their  c  amp  and  Miss  Corelle 
was  takun  to.  Newchwang.  She  tried 
to  secure  permission  to  go  to  Japan  and 
search  for  her  lover,  but  the  Japanese 
gave  her  twenty-four  hours  in  which 
to  leave  the  town.  suj=iiecting  her  of 
being  a  spy.  The  French  consul  al 
Che  Foo  is  now  endea\oring  to  obtain 
permission  for  Miss  «'orelle  to  nurse 
the  wounded  Russians  in  Japan.

He  carried  a  shab- 
by canvas  suit  case  to  w  lilch  was 
strapped,  with  th<'  lining  outward,  a, 
light  overcoat.  The  man  walke<i  ne: - 
vously  about  in  the  tavern  for  three 
hours,  when  he  w.ilked  out  and  board- 
ed a  car  going  in  the  direction  of 
Joliet. 

On  the  car  rode  Miss  Farrell,  the 
village  school  teacher,  who  noted  her 
fellow  traveler  minutely.

In  the  afternoon  he  invitoj 
Hauser  to  take  a  drink  at  a  saloon, 
opposite  the  boarding  house.

His  hands 
shook  so  that  he  tore  the  sheet  up  ia 
dcsjiair. 

When  darkness  had  fallen,  the  pro- 
prietor saw  his  guest  sneak  down  the 
back  stairs  with  a  canvas  suit  case  i:i 
his  hand  and  an  overcoat  over  his 
arm.  He  left  by  the  kitchen  dojr 
and  walked  in  the  direction  of  ih* 
Rock  Island  station.  A  train  left  fov 
the  west  shortly  afterward. 

COLLIER  COLLIDES 

WITH  A  BARK. 


New  York.  Nov.  22.— Three  women 
were  probably  fatally  hurt  and  five 
firemen  were  injured  severely  in  a 
blaze  that  destroyed  two  buildings  in 
Brooklyn  early  today.  The  fire  started 
*ln  the  cellar  of  a  drug  store  at  Fulton 
and  Adelphia  streets.  Three  upper 
floors  were  occupied  by  three  families, 
consisting  of  fifteen  persons.  The 
flames  spread  upward  so  quickly  that 
when  the  sleeping  tenants  were  aroused 
by  the  smoke  and  crackling  llames  they 
found  all  escape  by  the  etairways  had 
been  cut  off.  Bella  Hill,  Florence  Sea- 
brook  and  Hetta  Richardson,  all  of 
whom  lived  on  the  fourth  floor,  made 
their  way  down  one  story  and  out  onto 
a  cornice.    Mrs.  Seabrook  bad  ber  baby 


in  her  arms.  The  cornice  gave  way 
beneath  the  combined  weight  of  the 
women  and  they  were  precipitated  to 
the  ground.  Mrs.  Seabrook  clasped  the 
infi'.nt  to  her  bosom  in  such  a  way  that 
when  she  struck  the  sidewalk  the  little 
one  e.scaped  Injury.  The  woman  was 
hurriedly  carried  to  a  hospital  where 
her  injuries  were  pronounced  probably 
fatal. 

Eight  families,  comprising  thirty- 
four  persons,  escaped  or  were  rescued 
from    a    building    adjoining    the    drug 

store  before  the  house  was  destroyed. 
The  firemen  displayed  great  bravery  in 
the  work  of  rescue,  and  two  of  them 
fell  from  a  ladder,  two  stories  above 
the  street.

WHY  IT  IS  CALLED  DIXIE. 

Origin  of  NamFby  Which  the 
South  is  Known. 

"Dixie."  Dixie's  land— there  is  the  sug- 
gestion in  the  words  of  romance  of  war 
and  peace,  of  love  and  bloodshed,  of 
charging  columns  and  the  dashing  half- 
frontier  life  of  the  antebellum  south  of 
the  Mississippi  river  days.  Through  near- 
ly three  generations  it  has  meant  all  this 
to  the  natives  of  the  South,  and  now 
the  stirring  strains  of  "Dixie"  are  played 
to  cheering  .audiences  of  Americans  In 
every  part  of  the  whole  United  States. 
It  was  plaved  at  the  battle  of  Manila, 
at  the  battle  of  Santiago,  and  to  Us 
rhythm  now  march  the  soldiers  of  the 
nation  as  proudly  beneath  tlie  stars  an  J 
stripes  as  ever  strode  the  southern  le- 
gions bonath  the  stars  and  bars.  And  in 
the  song  there  is  a  story,  of  moment  in 
New  Orleans. 

The  meaning  of  the  term,  how  it  orig- 
inated, how  it  grew  in  favor,  is  a  ques- 
tion often  mooted  and  never  yet  settled 
to  tho  general  satisfaetion  of  all  thosG 
investigators  of  the  unitpte  and  uiiusual 
who  delve  into  the  mine  of  trauition 
and  legend.  "Dixie  "  was  a  negro  min- 
istrel  song,  sung  in  music  halls  of  New- 
York  in  the  late  'SO's.  bellowed  lustily 
to  Mark  Twainesque  audiences  from  the 
•floating  palacess  "  of  the  antebellum  Mis- 
sissippi by  burntcork  artists  and  artisans, 
who  have  long  since  followed  the  echoes 
of  their  songs  Into  silence  and  oblivion 
And  the  song  took.  By  1859  it  was 
whistled  and  sung  from  the  J.ames  to 
the  Passes,  from  Richmond  to  New  Or- 
leans. Peculiarly  was  it  the  favorite 
song  of  the  Jolly  gentry  who  thronged 
the  steamboats  upon  the  old  highway  of 
thp  MfssL-sippi.  and  all  through  the  states 
tributary  to  the  stream  the  song  spread 
with  a  rapidity  strange  in  that  day  of 
restricted  communication  and  slow  travel. 
Then  the  war  came,  and  blood  made 
precious  the  suggestion  of  the  song,  and 
the  song  Itself  became  a  part  of  that 
which  It  suggested.  Young  lips  sang 
the  song  at  parting,  went  forth  to  death, 
and  died.  In  stricken  homes  the  stir- 
ring strains  have  brought  througli  all 
the  ears  gone,  which  might  have  been 
or  that  which  was.  Graybeards  of  to- 
da,  through  the  mist  of  decades,  hear 
In  the  appealing  cadences  voices  which 
long  ago  blended  sweet  soprano  witu 
their  bass. 

And  the  song  itself.  Nothmg  m  the 
words  beyond  silly  doggered— but  a  silly 
doggerel  which  laughingly  referred  to 
all  the  Southerner  held  dear.  The  music, 
catcy.  with  a  spark  of  the  vital  fire  In 
the  lilt  and  turn  of  the  dashing  phrases, 
otruck  a  responding  chord  in  every  listen- 
er hailing  from  the  "land  of  cotton." 

And  the  origin  of  the  song?  There 
ar«    several    explanations.  Everyt>ody 

knows  th«  name  of  the  jolly  comedian 
Dan  Emmet,  who  Immortalized  the  bal- 
lad,   but    f^w    knew   where    he    got   the 


phrase.  One  theory,  long  since  explod- 
ed, was  that  the  exprosssion  "Dixie's 
land"  came  from  the  phrase  "Ma.son  and 
Dixon's  line."  The  other  was  that  a 
certain  farmer  down  In  New  Jersey,  just 
before  tlie  war,  ran  his  fields  witli  negro 
labor  and  assumed  the  manners  and  the 
bearing  of  a  Southern  planter.  His  name 
was  Dixie  and  topical  songs  of  the  period 
referred  to  his  estate  as  a  minature  south- 
land. Audiences  which  did  not  know  the 
local  refrerence  took  tho  song  as  referr- 
ing to  the  real  South,  and  Emmet,  in  his 
famous    ballad,    .so    used    the    expression. 

However,  there  Is  another  story  and 
one  which  brings  the  subject  home  to 
New  Orleans.  For  twenty  yem-s  prior 
to  the  civil  war  the  Citizens'  bank  of 
Louisiana  was  the  greatest  financial  in- 
stifution  of  the  South  and  ranked  among 
the  one  or  two  largest  in  the  land.  Its 
name  was  as  familiar  upon  the  I'aris 
bourse  and  the  I..ondon  exchanges  as  is 
now  the  name  of  the  City  National  bank 
of  New  York.  In  the  days  of  "shin- 
plasters"  and  depreciated  state  bank  cur- 
rency the  issues  of  the  Citizens  bank 
passed  at  par  all  over  the  land. 

The  best  known  l.ssue  was  .a  ten-dol- 
lar note  done  In  red  upon  one  side  and 
black  and  red  upon  the  other.  The  fea- 
ture of  this  denomination  was  tliat  the 
most  conspicuous  part  of  the  engraving 
was  the  French  word  "Dix.  "  I  pon  tho 
river  steamers  on  the  ships  bound  for 
New  York,  on  the  stage  coaches  which 
Went  west  from  Galveston,  these  nills 
were  termed  "Dixies."  Not  one  man 
of  any  twenty  that  handled  them  knew 
that  dix  meant   ten. 

Upon  the  upper  Mississippi  and  the 
Ohio  people  begiin  to  speak  of  the  South 
as  Dixie's  land  and  as  the  years  passed 
they  forgot  why  the  name  was  applied. 
The  gamblers  who  won  luscious  rolls  of 
the  *  Dixies"  at  pOker  played  with  the 
roof  removed,  the  victims  who  gave  up 
their  rightful  wallotfuls  of  red  and  black 
currency,  the  Irish  deckhands  and  tlie 
negro  roustabout— all  spoke  of  Dixie's 
land. 

The  civil  war  came  on.  Months  passed 
and  Butler's  army  occupied  the  city. 
Butler  ordered  the  Citizens'  bank  to 
pav  back  all  deposits  to  private  individ- 
uals in  confederate  bills  and  ordered 
that  all  sums  due  to  officers  or  repre- 
sentatives of  the  confederacy  should.be 
paid    to    the    United    States    government 


in  United  States  coin.  M<»re  than  $225.- 
(WO  was  tlius  conlisc.atod  and  the  bank 
has  now  pending  In  congress  a  war  claim 
for  this  amount.  lyator.  General  Butler 
made  the  Citizens'  bank  the  United  States 
depositary  and  distributing  center  for  the 
territory  under  his  ciiarge. 

After  the  war  came  new  banking  laws, 
new  customs,  new  ways  and  habits  of 
though*.  Tho  "Dixie"  had  gone  (^ut  dur- 
ing tho  changed  inaugurated  immediately 
l>efore  the  civil  war  and  by  the  end  of 
that  struggle  and  the  national  b.inklng 
law  of  the  late  ''W's  the  once  famous  cur- 
rency was  forgotten.

Principal  Smith  of  Ihc  hib'h  school  Is 
evidintly  very  much  in  eainist  in  his 
effort.'s  to  break  up  smoking  among  the 
boys  of  the  sclioul. 

The  boys  have  been  in  the  custom  of 
gatlH-ring  In  the  alky  in  the  rear  of  the 
Unu-h  room  across  from  the  High  Scliool 
to  smoke  during  the  hnuh  period  from 
VJ.Oa  to  v.;:*.:o. 

Last  Week  Principal  Smith  read  the 
boys  a  severe  lecture  on  the  evils  of 
smoking,  and  suited  that  he  would  do 
evtrvtlilng  in  his  power  to  stop  them 
smoldng  on  tlu-  UIgli  Scliool  grmiiuls  at 
least.  He  iirRod  the  boys  to  abandon  the 
habit  as  one  injurious  not  only  to  their 
health  but  to  their  morals,  and  criticised 
the  larger  bovs  especially  fi>r  setting  the 
example  to  tho.se  In  the  lower  classes. 

His  lecture  ai>paienlly  had  Utile  effect. 
and  Mr.  Smith  decided  to  adoyt  other 
means  to  break  up  the  hahit  of  congregat- 
ing for  the  usual  after-dinner  smoke. 

At  noon  toilav.  when  the  boys  Iiad  finish- 
ed theh-  lunch,  a  small  party  of  them  ail- 
Journed  to  the  alley  to  light  their  pipes 
and  cigarettes,  Tlie  tlrsl  whiffs  hatl  hardly 
been  taken  wh<n  Probation  Officer  With- 
row  appeared  on  the  scene  and  succeeded 
in  capturing  four  of  the  boys  before  they 
escai)ed.  ,         ....  ,       , 

The  four  bovs  were  taken  into  the  school 
huiltling  and"  carpeted  before  Principal 
Smith.  Just  what  conversation  took  place 
In  the  principals  office  is  known  only  to 
the  bovs  themselves,  the  probation  officer 
ami  liie  principal,  but  they  came  out 
minus  their  pipes  and  with  a  serious  ex- 
pression on  tluir  faces. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  boys  will  be 
prosectited.  although  there  Is  a  state  law

The  car  for  the  new  ferry  bridge  will 
be  shipped  from  the  shops  of  the  Modern 
Steel  Structural  company  at  Wauktsha 
some  time  during  the  present  week,  and 
should  be  received  in  Duluth  before  the 
end  of  next  week. 

The  bridge  structure  is  now  practically 
completed.  The  last  beam  of  the  lower 
chord  was  placed  In  position  yesterday 
and  It  will  be  bolted  in  place  this  after- 
noon. Hvdraulic  Ja' ks  will  have  to  be 
used  in  bolting  the  la-st  section  owing  to 
the  slight  varlatio-ji  from  the  calcula- 
tions. It  win  probably  be  completed  be- 
fore night,  however. 

As  soon  as  the  connection  is  compl' ted 
the  tru«s  will  be  riveted.-  The  towers 
are  already  riveted,  and  when  the  rivet- 
ing of  the  truss  Is  completed  tne  fal^e 
work  will  be  taken  d<wn.    :

NARROW  ESCAPES  FROM 

BURNING  BUILDING. 


St.  Louis,  Nov.  22.— Thirty  negroes,  men, 
women  and  children,  penned  in  on  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  a  burning  Mor- 
gan street  lodging  house  today,  saved 
themselves  from  death  by  jumping  from 
windows  into  tarpaulins  held  by  firemen, 
bv  groping  their  way  to  the  street  down 
smoke  and  fiame-filled  stairways  and  by 
climbing  through  a  scuttle  to  the  roof  and 
thence  to  adjoining  buildings,  to  be  taken 
down  by  firemen.  One  woman  is  uncon- 
scious and  will  probably  die.

When 
he  reached  the  gate  the  man  in  charge 
refused  to  let  him  pass,  as  he  did  not 
have  a  ticket.  In  the  meantime,  the 
crowd  was  pushing  and  shoving  and 
giving  the  police  a  good  deal  of  trouble 

Davies  tried  to  get  through  several 
times,  but  was  shoved  back.  Accord- 
ing to  the  police,  they  arrested  him  be- 
cause he  became  too  obstreperous.

quiry into  the  suicide  of  Mrs.  Grate 
Morand  Fennessy  wa.s  begun  before 
Coroner  Weaver.  The  first  witness  to 
be  called  was  Mrs.  Maude  Morand 
Phelan.  sister  of  the  dead  woman,  who 
was  with  her  in  her  rooms  in  the  Hen- 
rietta building  whtn  .she  drank  the  car- 
bolic acid. 

■U'hen  Mrs.  Phelan  stepped  forward 
to  the  railing  to  be  sworn,  the  first 
things  which  her  eyes  rested  on  were 
!he  empty  acid  bottle  and  the  glass 
from  v\hich  her  sister  had  fjuaffed  the 
deadly  lluid.  the  bottle  still  containing 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  add. 

For  an  instant  Mrs.  Phelan  seemed  to 
be  about  to  fall  to  tht  floor  in  a  faint 
then  she  leaned  forward  until  her  head 
rested  upon  her  arms  on  the  desk  in 
front  of  hei^  and  sobs  shook  her  slight 
frame.  Faintness  seized  her  and  she 
would  have  slipped  to  the  floor  had  not 
Clerk  Fred  Raine  caught  her  and  as- 
sisted her  to  a  seat.  The  bottle  and 
glass  were  «iuickly  removed  to  a  rear 
room,  where  the  fainting  woman  could 
not  see  them,  and  she  soon  recovered 
her  composure  enough  to  testify. 

Mrs.  Phelan  told  of  the  manner  In 
whi<h  her  sister  had  acted  .and  of  her 
asking  her  to  remain  with  her.  She 
al.«o  said  that  on  Thursday  nights  Mrs. 
Fennessy  sent  for  Dr.  Earl  Harlan  and 
told  him  that  she  wa«  feeling  bad.  Dr. 
Harlan  wrote  a  prescription  for  her. 
After  he  had  gone  Mrs.  Fenuespy  told 
her  sister  that  Dr.  Harlan  had  accused 
her  of  being  full  of  morphine,  and  she 
declared  that  it  was  not  morphine  she 
had  been  usivig.  but  "fomethiag  harder 
to  get,"  and  that  the  pre.scrlption  left 
for  her  was  to  eradicate  this  from  her 
system. 

Mrs.  Phelan  said  that  her  sister  was 
greatly  worried  because  her  attorney. 
Th'omas  Shay,  had  not  called  to  see  her 
lately.  Mrs.  Phelan  started  to  go  home 
and  it  was  then  that  her  sister  begged 
her  to  stay.  Mrs.  Phelan  kissed  her 
good-bye  several  times,  and  was  about 
to  start  away,  when  Mrs.  Fennessy 
said:  "I  am  not  one  who  talks  much, 
but  Ihave  been  doing  a  lot  of  thinking, 
and  when  people  want  to  go  It  Is  no  one 
else's  business;"  Mrs.  Phelan  began  to 
cry.  and  Mrs.  Fennessy  said:  "Maude, 
don't  feel  sad  about  this;  you  will  get 
everjthing  I  have  got.  *  Mrs.  Phelan 
said-^     "«'th.   Kid.  how  can  you?" 

Tht  n  she  de«  ided  to  stay,  and  had 
gone  into  the  hall  to  talk  to  Miss  Cella 
and  to  call  up  Dr.  Harlan  to  ask  him 
what  her  sifter  had  been  taking,  when 
she  heard  a  glass  click  and  went  to  the 
room.,  where  she  saw  her  sister  with  a 
bottle  under  her  arm  and  a  gla«s  in  her 
hand.  Her  sister  was  attired  In  a  night 
robe,  and  when  a.sked  what  ehe  was  do- 
ing,  said   that   she   was  going   to   lake 


some  whisky.  She  added  that  she 
wanted  some  warm  water  and  went 
into  the  bathroom.  A  few  moinents 
later  she  rushed  out,  with  a  towel  to 
her  mouth,  and  cried:  "Maude,  tele- 
graph papa;  I  have  taken  carbolic 
acid." 

Mrs.  Phelan  at  once  hurried  for  a 
physician,  running  down  the  stairs  and 
not  waiting  for  the  elevator.  Mrs. 
Phelan  said  that  she  believed  her  sister 
committed  the  act  because  her  trial 
was  coming  up  Nov.  30.  and  she  had 
lost  hope.  Miss  Laura  M.  Olla,  who 
was  also  called,  could  throw  no  light 
upon   the  matter  whatever,   she  said. 

Mrs.  Phelan  returned  to  the  coro- 
ner's office  and  demanded  of  Cloik 
Hame  that  he  turn  over  her  sister's 
jewelry  to  her.  Clerk  Raine  refused, 
saying  that  he  could  not  do  so  until 
he  had  been  legally  authorized.  Then 
Mrs.   Phelan   said: 

"I  knew  that  Fennessy  would  get 
here  first.  I  did  not  want  to  give 
those  things  up,  but  Dr.  Meade  lold 
me  to.  They  are  mine.  I  am  her  sis- 
ter, and  she  wanted  me  to  have  Iho.se 
things.  They  do  not  belong  to  any 
one  else,  and  no  one  else  will  nave 
them.  When  my  father  arrives  he  wil! 
take    steps    to    secure    them." 

She  left  the  coroners  office  in  anger. 

Among  the  effects  found  In  Mrs. 
Fennessys  room  and  which  were 
taken  in  charge  of  by  the  coroner,  were 
a  number  of  letters.  Two  of  these 
were  addressed  to  Jesse  Bloom.  One 
was  a  letter  of  condolence  for  the  re- 
cent death  of  his  father,  while  the 
other  contained  the  seal  ring  which 
she  desired  him  to  have,  as  expre3.^od 
in  her  last  note,  penned  while  in  ihe 
throes  of  death.  The  letter  was  hllcd 
with  complaints  over  the  delay  in  hev 
divorce  suit  and  was  written  in  a  most 
despondent    tone. 

A  letter  was  also  found  addressed  to 
her  and  signed  "J,"  in  which  she  was 
told  to  bear  up  under  the  strain  ai.d 
not  lose  heart,  as  her  case  was  m 
the  hands  of  a  good  attorney  and 
there  would  be  no  trouble,  but  ali 
would  come  out  right  in  the  end.  A 
fourth  letter  was  addressed  to  Attor- 
ney Shay,  protesting  against  the  delay 
in  her  divorce  case  and  asking  him  to 
call   to  see  her. 

"There  were  no  good  grounds  fo"- 
the  mention  of  Jesse  Bloom's  name  i.i 
the  cross  petition  filed  by  Mr.  Fennc«- 
sv,"  said  Mrs.  Phelan.  My  sister  has 
not  se-n  Mr.  Bloom  since  the  divorce 
action  was  begun  and  there  could  be 
no  reason  foi  any  rumors  that  Grace 
mav  have  been  prompted  to  the  rach 
act"  because  she  feared  she  had  lot 
Mr.    Bloom's   fjyendship. 

"As  the  time  for  the  trial  of  tne 
divorce  case.  Nov.  SO.  approached,  sne 
became  wrought  up  and  nervous  be- 
cause of  the  suspense.  It  was  the  sole 
cause  of  her  act.  She  feared  that 
strong  Influences  were  being  '"'  '^- 
against  her.  She  did  not  know  w».iit 
progress  had   been   made  in  the  ca«c." 

Attorney  .Shay  stated  that  attorneys 
of  both  parties  to  the  suit  had  como 
to  a  partial  agreement  regarding  the. 
amount  of  alimony.  Mrs.  Fennessy 
wanted  him  to  dismiss  the  $25,000  dam- 
age suit  against  Jesse  Bloom,  but 
this  Fennessy  declined  to  do.  He  also 
refused  to  consent  to  Mrs.  Fennessy 
taking  the  decree  of  divorce. 

The  wife's  dower  rights  in  the  hus- 
band's  property    was   another   question 


in  dispute.  Much  of  the  real  estate 
is  in  Kentucky,  and  as  Mrs.  Fennessy 
was  not  21  years  of  age,  the  time  of 
majority  for  woi.ien  in  that  state.  It 
was  a  QU«jstion  whether  she  could 
I  make  a  valid  contract  relinquishij:g 
her  dower  interests.  This  question 
caust  d   delay.

TO  RECLAIM  THE  INTEMPERATE. 

In  an  address  delivered  before  the  thirteenth  Min- 
nesota state  conference  of  charities  and  corrections 
held  at  Faribault  from  the  i6th  to  the  i8th,  Frank  R. 
McDonald,  superintendent  of  the  Minneapolis  work- 
house, made  the  excellent  point  that  society  owes  some- 
.hing  to  the  inmates  of  workhouses  besides  confine- 
ment and  punishment  for  their  misdeeds.  There  are, 
cf  course,  many  men  sent  to  these  places  who  arc  prac- 
tically beyond  redemptiaon,  but  as  the  speaker  truly 
?aid: 

"With  the  honest  men  who  still  love  life  and  the 
good  things  of  earth,  the  pos.sibilities  for  reformation 
nre  limitle.ss.  They  do  not  belong  to  the  irreclaimablcs, 
whom  Macauley  characterized  as  'men  who  could  no 
more  be  tamed  than  the  wild  boar  to  feed  out  of  the 
hand.'  No;  these  men  still  love  wife  and  children;  they 
meant  no  wrong,  and  in  very  truth  it  may  be  said  their 
vices  are  nothing  more  than  their  good  qualities  run 
wild." 

How  nnich  more  happiness  there  would  be  in  the 
world  if  all  well-intentioned  people  would  look  upon 
*he  misdeeds  of  others  as  truthfully  and  charitably? 
Mr.  McDonald  says  what  is  well  known,  that  intemper- 
ance in  the  use  of  intoxicants  is  among  the  chief  pro- 
moters of  poverty  and  crime  and  he  believes  that  society 
owes  it  to  those  who  are  afflicted  with  this  disease, 
not  to  lock  them  up  like  brutes  that  they  may  "learn 
A  lesson,"  but  to  provide  such  treatment,  medical  and 
moral,  as  may  lead  them  to  overcome  their  misfortune. 
He  believes  in  providing  them  with  cheerful  work 
•iud  that  the  profits  from  their  labor  should  be  used  in 
supporting  other  unfortunates,  the  charges  of  the  state. 
This  work  of  redemption  has  been  tried  in  Minne- 
apolis and  not  found  wanting.  Out  of  twenty  four  cases 
treated  in  the  Minneapolis  city  workhouse,  fifteen  have 
returned  to  a  life  of  usefulness  and  are  no  longer  a 
char|?e  upon  society  and  the  city. 

Concluding  his  paper  Mr.  McDonald  said":  "I  meet 
them,  .often  upon  tiie  streets,  I  see  their  eyes  brighten 
with  I'tjncwed  hopes  of  a  better  future.  I  know  their 
wifes  are  clothed,  their  children  joyous,  and  happy. 
Sh'Hild  we  not  put  forward  our  best  efforts  towards 
reclaiming  those  unfortunates?  This  subject  like  every 
other  affecting  the  human  race  should  havfe  carcfnl  con- 
sideration, the  forces  leading  to  it  should  be  well 
understood  and  recovery  of  the  fallen  be  made  a  regular 
practice  in  the  workhouse." 

All  good  citizens  will  agree  with  these  humane  con- 
clusions. Why  should  not  this  work  of  reclamation 
and  encouragement  to  higher  and  nobler  things  be  un- 
dertaken in  Duluth  and  in  all  the  cities  of  the  state 
rnder   the   direction  of  the   commonwealth? 

There  is  many  a  man  going  to  a  drunkard's  grave 
in  this  city  who  might  be  reclaimed  and  transformed 
into  a  useful  citizen  by  a  little  timely  assistance  and 
encouragement?  Why  should  they  be  denied  a  helping 
hand? 


torical  story  that  Christ  stood  mute  before  his  judges  I 
and  accusers.  He  knew  that  the  charges  were  untrue 
and  He  knew  that  those  who  accused  Him  as  well  as 
the  judges  who  questioned  Him  knew  they  were  un- 
true. Therefore  He  maintained  a  dignified  silence,  in 
the  same  way  God  refuses  to  answer  the  prayer  that 
is  not  entirely  sincere. 

The  writer  truly  says  in  his  "foreword:"  "The  com- 
mon man,  freed  by  education  from  the  age-long  bondage 
of  superstition  forgets  to  pray.  Yet  the  shallow 
scepticism  of  a  former  generation  has  practically  dis- 
appeared.    Human  hearts  are  full  of  longing." 

Why  has  the  man  freed  from  superstition  forgotten 
to  pray?  Because  he  realizes  that  there  can  be  no 
direct  answer  to  prayer,  and  that  only  such  blessings 
come  to  him  as  are  a  result  of  the  observance  of  the 
immutable  laws  of  nature.  He  feels  that  if  there  be  a 
God  it  is  simply  the  "First  Cause"  that  is  revealed  in 
the  works  of  nature  and  he  realizes  that  it  is  only  the 
.'pirit  within  him  and  not  the  clay  surrounding  it,  that 
tears  any  image  of  that  First  Cause. 

Some  men  would  blame  God  for  such  disasters  as 
occurred  on  the  Gen.  Slocum,  when  thousands  of 
young  and  innocent  lives  were  destroyed.  Yet  that 
was  a  direct  result  of  inefficient  government  inspection 
3nd  violation  of  both  natural  and  man-made  laws.  The 
people,  themselves,  are  therefore  responsible  instead  of 
God.  We  recognize  great  evils  in  government  and 
yet  through  moral  cowardice,  and  fear  of  the  effects  on 
our  own  private  welfare,  we  do  not  dare  to  elect  men 
to  office  who  would  strive  to  right  these  wrongs. 

This  is  all  true.  But  these  questions  arise:  How- 
can  a  man  be  blamed  for  his  thoughts?  How  can  lie 
prevent  himself  from  being  unconsciously  hypocritical? 
Must  a  man  wait  until  he  is  practically  perfect  before 
he  can  reach  the  ear  of  the  Almighty?  Who  is  to 
blame  if  he  is  an  imperfect  creature  and  apparently 
always  will  be? 

"Only  be  sure  that  if  He  is  silent  when  yon  cry,  it  is 
because  there  is  for  you  a  richer  blessing  in  the  silence 
than  in  any  word  which  He  might  speak,"  is  the  con- 
cluding sentence  of  this  work.  Be  sure  also  that  if 
God  ever  did  or  ever  will  speak  to  man  the  still  small 
voice  will  arise  from  that  man's  own  heart  as  a  result 
of  the  good  that  is  therein  contained,  and  as  that  good 
is  encouraged  to  grow  so  will  that  voice  grow  in 
strength.  Man  must  work  out  his  own  salvation  within 
himself.

Even  in  writing  his  Thanksgiving  proclamation,  Gov- 
ernor Vardaman  of  Mississippi  could  not  lose  the  oppor- 
tunity to  vent  his  spleen  on  the  president  and  all  those 
citizens  who  oppose  the  Mississippi  plan  of  disfranchis- 
ing thousands  of  citizens  "bf  the  state  because  their  skins 
are  black  .  In  this  document  he  warns  the  citizens  of 
Mississippi  to  reflect  that  "grave  problems"  confront 
them,  as  well  as  the  people  of  most^jf  the  other  Southern 
states.  He  says  that  as  "the  organic  law  of  the  nation 
may  be  enforced  by  an  unfriendly  hand,  it  will  call  for 
wisdom,  courage,  and  patriotism  of  the  highest  order  to 
meet  the  diflficulties  and  solve  them." 

This  is  certainly  indication  of  a  mind  filled  with  evil 
thoughts,  and  i>  altogether  out  of  place  in  such  a  paper. 
There  are  no  grave  problems  facing  the  people  of  the 
South  except  Such  as  they  have  created  with  their  own 
hands,  neither  is  there  reason  to  believe  that  the  organic 
law  of  the  land  is  to  be  enforced  by  an  unfriendly  hand. 
Vardaman's  statement  to  that  effect  is  evidence  that  he 
realizes  that  the  orgiVtic  law  has  beeji  violated  and  he  in 
effect  advises  the  p'e«»«ple  of  the  South  to  resist  its  en- 
forcement.  t  ,r 

The  assurance  is  frequently  given  by  Southern  news- 
papers that  the  uttcnances  of  such  men  as  Vardaman 
do  not  represent  the  scniipients  of  the  better  element 
in  that  section,  but  if  that  is  so  it  seems  rather  a 
peculiar  thing  that  such  men  and  so  many  of  them  are 
chosen  as  the  official  representatives  rtf  the  Solithern 
people.  If  they  do  not  represent  the  sentiments  of  the 
better  element  it  would  seem  to  be  about  time  for  that 
element  to  assert  itself  at  the  ballot  box.

Some  time  ago  men  were 
making  tl500  per  day  washing  ocean  sand 
in  a  rocker,  which  Is  a  contrivance  which 
goes  back  and  forth  witli  water  washing 
the  contents.  The  sand  Is  washed  off 
while  the  gold  dust  drops  into  a  cup 
below  the  center  of  the  machine.  Tlierc 
is  more  modern  machinery  now  for  the 
handling  of  the  gold,  and  if  there  was 
such  machinery  convenient  for  use  in 
Alaska  and  places  where  men  were  mak- 
ing $1600  per  day  with  a  rockor,  they  could 
make  a  great  deal  more  with  bigger  and 
better  machinery.

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A  GOOD  SELECTION. 

It  appears  to  be  practically  settled  that  Hon.  Frank 
Clague,  of  Redwood  county,  will  be  the  next  speaker 
oC  the  Minnesota  house  of  representatives,  as  it  appears 
to  be  a  fact  that  N.  F.  Hugo,  Duluth's  candidate  for 
this  place,  has  been  defeated  in  the  preliminary  skirmish 
for  votes  and  has  abandoned  the  contest,  throwing  his 
influence  to  Clague. 

This  is  a  result,  no  doubt,  of  the  old  warfare  always 
waged  by  Southern  Minnesota  against  the  northern 
portion  of  the  state,  especially  against  Duluth  and  St. 
Louis  county,  and  for  this  reason  particularly  the  de- 
feat of  Mr.  Hugo  is  to  be  regretted.  He  was  among  the 
first  in  the  field  and  apparently  his  chances  of  winning 
the  position  were  excellent.  His  ability  and  his  experi- 
ence as  a  legislator  had  well  fitted  him  for  the  position 
and  the  merits  of  his  candidacy  were  admitted  and 
favorably  commented  upon  by  many  newspapers 
throughout  the  northern  portion  of  the  state.  But,  as 
has  already  been  pointed  out,  he  is  a  victim  of  an  unjust 
prejudice  against  Duluth  and  St.  Louis  county,  which 
seems  to  control  the  actions  of  a  majority  of  the  Re- 
publican politicians  of  the  state.  So  he  has  gone  down 
to  defeat,  despite  the  fact  that  the  northern  portion  of 
the  commonwealth  was  really  entitled  to  this  recog- 
nition. 

However,  in  their  selection  of  a  candidate  for  speak- 
er the  maojrity  have  made  a  splendid  choice.  Mr. 
Clague  is  an  able,  bright  and  clean  young  attorney, 
who  has  made  an  excellent  record,  both  in  private  and 
public  life.  Considering  these  facts  it  may  be  expected 
that  he  will  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the  lower 
house  fairly  and  fearlessly  with  an  entire  absence  of 
favoritism  in  the  distribution  of  committee  appoint- 
ments.

One 
kind  of  prayer  is  accompanied  by  con.scious  hypocrisy, 
another  by  unconscious  hypocrisy.  Neither  can  be 
heard.     That  is  why  it  is  so  hard  for  the  indivulual  to

TO  RECLAIM  THE  INTEMPERATE. 

In  an  address  delivered  before  the  thirteenth  Min- 
nesota state  conference  of  charities  and  corrections 
held  at  Faribault  from  the  16th  to  the  l8th,  Frank  R. 
McDonald,  superintendent  of  the  Minneapolis  work- 
house, made  the  excellent  point  that  society  owes  some- 
thing to  the  inmates  of  workhouses  besides  confine- 
ment and  piini>h!nent  for  tluir  misdeeds.  There  arc, 
cf  course,  many  men  sent  to  these  places  who  arc  prac- 
tically beyond  redemptiaon,  but  as  the  .speaker  truly 
<>aid: 

"With  the  honest  men  who  still  love  life  and  the 
good  things  of  earth,  the  possibilities  for  reformation 
.-ire  limitless.  They  do  not  belong  to  the  irreclaimables. 
whom  Macauley  ch .iracterizcd  as  'men  who  could  no 
more  be  tamed  than  tlie  wild  boar  to  feed  out  of  the 
hand.'  No;  these  men  still  love  wife  and  children;  they 
meant  no  wrong,  and  in  very  truth  it  may  be  said  their 
vices  are  nothing  more  than  their  good  (jualities  run 
wild." 

How  nuK-h  more  happiness  there  would  be  in  the 
world  if  all  well-intentioned  people  would  look  upon 
the  misdeeds  of  others  as  truthfully  and  charitably? 
Mr.  McDonald  says  what  is  well  known,  that  intemper- 
nnce  in  the  use  of  intoxicants  is  among  the  chief  pro- 
moters of  poverty  and  crime  and  he  believes  that  society 
owes  it  to  those  who  are  afflicted  with  this  disease, 
not  to  lock  them  up  like  brutes  that  they  may  "learn 
a  lesson,"  but  to  provide  such  treatment,  nie<lical  and 
moral,  as  may  lead  them  to  overcome  their  misfortune. 
He  believes  in  providing  them  with  cheerful  work 
iud  that  the  profits  from  their  labor  sliould  be  used  in 
supporting  other  unfortunates,  the  charges  of  the  slate. 
This  work  of  redemption  has  been  tried  in  Minne- 
apolis and  not  found  wanting.  Out  of  twenty  four  cases 
treated  in  the  Minneapolis  city  workhouse,  fifteen  have 
returned  to  a  life  of  usefulness  and  are  no  longer  a 
charRc  upon  society  and  the  city. 

Concltuhng  his  i>aper  Mr.  McDonald  said^  "I  meet 
them  often  upon  the  streets.  I  see  their  eyes  brighten 
with  I'l^newed  hopes  of  a  better  future.  I  know  their 
wiles  are  clothed,  their  children  joyous  and  happy. 
Should  we  not  put  forward  our  best  efforts  towards 
reclaiming  those  unfortunates?  Tht>  subject  like  everj- 
other  affecting  the  human  race  should  havt  careful  con- 
sideration, the  force,-  leading  ti.^  it  should  be  well 
underst'jotl  and  recovery  of  the  fallen  be  made  a  regular 
practice  in  the  workhouse." 

All  good  citizens  will  agree  with  these  humane  con- 
clusions. Why  should  not  this  work  of  reclamati<in 
and  enconrauremcnt  to  higher  and  nobler  things  be  un- 
dertaken in  Dnluth  and  m  all  the  cities  of  the  state 
I'uder   the   direction   of  the   commonwealth? 

There  i-  many  a  man  going  to  a  drunkard's  grave 
in  thi<«  city  who  might  be  reclaimed  and  transformed 
into  a  useful  citizen  by  a  little  timely  assistance  and 
encouragement?  Why  should  they  be  denied  a  helping 
hand? 


direct  answer  to  prayer,  and  that  only  such  blessings 
come  to  him  as  are  a  result  of  the  observance  of  the 
immutable  laws  of  nature.  He  feels  that  if  there  be  a 
God  it  is  simply  the  "First  Cause"  that  is  revealed  in 
the  works  of  nature  and  he  realizes  that  it  is  only  the 
spirit  within  him  and  not  the  clay  surrounding  it,  that 
bears  any  image  of  that  First  Cause. 

Some  men  would  blame  God  for  such  disasters  as 
occurred  on  the  Gen.  Slocum,  when  thousands  of 
young  and  innocent  lives  were  destrt)yed.  Vet  that 
was  a  direct  result  of  inefficient  government  inspection 
?ud  violation  of  both  natural  and  man-made  laws.  The 
people,  themselves,  are  therefore  responsible  instead  of 
God.  We  recognize  great  evils  in  government  and 
yet  through  moral  cowardice,  and  fear  of  the  effects  on 
our  own  private  welfare,  we  do  not  dare  to  elect  men 
to  office  who  would  strive  to  right  these  wrongs. 

This  is  all  true.  Hut  these  questions  arise:  How 
can  a  man  be  blamed  for  his  thoughts?  How  can  he 
prevent   himself  from   being   unconsciously   hypocritical^

It  appc-irs  to  be  practically  settled  that  Hon.  Frank 
Claguo,  of  Redwood  county,  will  be  the  next  speaker 
oi  the  Minnesota  house  of  representatives,  as  it  appears 
to  be  a  fact  that  N  F.  Hug(».  Duluth's  candidate  for 
this  place,  has  been  defeated  in  the  preliminary  skirmish 
for  votes  and  has  abandoned  the  contest,  throwing  his 
influence  to  Clague. 

This  is  a  result,  no  doubt,  of  the  old  warfare  always 
waged  by  Southern  Minnesota  against  the  northern 
portion  of  the  state,  especially  against  Duluth  and  St. 
Louis  county,  and  for  this  reason  particularly  the  de- 
feat of  Mr.  Hugo  is  to  be  regretted.  He  was  among  the 
first  in  the  field  and  apparently  his  chances  of  winning 
the  position  were  excellent.  His  ability  and  his  experi- 
ence IS  a  legislator  had  well  fitted  him  for  the  position 
and  the  merits  .»f  his  candidacy  were  admitted  and 
favorably  commented  upon  by  many  newspapers 
throughout  the  northern  portion  of  the  state.  But,  as 
has  already  been  pointed  out,  he  is  a  victim  of  an  unjust 
prejudice  against  Duluth  and  St.  l.ouis  covmty,  which 
seems  ti>  control  the  actions  of  a  majority  of  the  Re- 
publican politicians  of  the  state.

Soo   Road    Runs   First 

Through  Trains  to 

Winnipeg. 


New  Schedule  Is  Fast — 

Passenger  Business  to 

Pacific  Coast. 


219  W.  Superior  Street. 


La«t  nierht  was  the  first  for  the 
running  of  tht  new  trains  over  the  re- 
cently constructed  branch  of  the  Sv>o 
line  between  the  Twin  Cities  and  Win- 
nlpeer.  The  trains  were  scheduled  to 
start  simultaneously  from  either  e.id 
of  the  line  at  5  p.  m. 

The  new  line  is  426  miles  in  length 
and  the  running  time  is  fifteen  houis 
going  north  and  five  mluntes  less  go- 
ing south.  This  Is  pretty  awlft  for  a 
new  roadbed,  but  the  ^oo  officials  say 
that  the  road  was  built  for  speed  and 
the  work  has  been  well  done.  The  rails 
are  eiglity  pounds  to  the  yard  and  tht 
roadbed  along  its  whole  length  i* 
gravtl  ballasted.  The  officials  have  no 
fear  that  the  schedule  will  not  be 
maintained  on  th»  first  day  and  eveiy 
day   thereafter. 

Leaving  the  Twin  Cities,  the  new 
service  makes  use  of  the  main  line 
to  Glenwood,  where  the  new  line  tdki* 
oft  to  the  north  to  Winnipeg.  It  passed  [ 
through  Alexandria,  Parker's  Prairh>,  j 
Hennmg  and  Detroit,  all  thrifty  ani 
growing  towns  surrounded  by  innum- 
erable lakes.  North  of  Detroit  the 
read  passes  through  Callaway,  Ers- 
klne.  Thief  River  Falls  and  several 
new  points,  giving  a  highly  fertile  and 
rather  well  s«tlled  district  direct  rail- 
road connection  with  the  Twin  Cities. 
The  Canadian  boundary  is  crossed  at 
Emerson.  Some  booming  town*,  jltq 
already  started,  particularly  Callaway, 
which  has  a  high  standard  to  reacii. 
but  is  full  of  confldenre.

With  fair  suc^^ess.  and  is  invariably  a 
generous,  hospitabl*-  and  delightful 
host,  and  almost  always  a  charming, 
frank   and   amusing   guest. 

The  good  points  end  with  the  man  as 
a  society  unit;  as  a  leader  of  fighting 
mvn,  as  a  trained  expert  in  the  art  of 
war,  any  Cossack  commander  is  Itls  uu- 
ptrlor. 

He  does  not  regard  it  as  a  part  of  his 
bu.-siness    to    do    any    nirhtlng.

Men  who  were  ordered 
to  command  the  naval  gunners  in  the 
forts  again  and  again  were  absent  from 
their  posts.  An  offiier  abs<ilul«ly  re- 
fused to  lake  command  of  the  torpedo- 
boat  destroyer  to  which  he  had  been 
appointed  because  he  dreaded  the  risk 
the   duty   entailed. 

To  walk  the  deck  of  an  ironclad  wa* 
one  thing— to  stick  in  the  conning  tower 
or  remain  in  the  turrets  during  an  cn- 
gaKement  q\ilte  another— a  duty  the  naval 
officer  rf>gard<d  as  scarcely  part  of  his 
oontract. 

I  have  been  told  by  naval  officers  since 
the  war  commenoed  that  in  their  opin- 
ion It  wj.s  the  duty  of  the  army  to  de- 
fend the  country  and  that  they,  the  naval 
officers.  ouj:lil  not  to  b©  eJtpecrt*  d  to  i^sk 
their  shipn  and  theli-  lives  In  such  un- 
equal encounters  as  the  Japanese  forced 
upon  tiiern. 

Before  the  war  commenced  a  naval 
officer  on  hoard  one  of  th»'  finest  battle- 
ships in  tlK  world  informed  me  that  If 
there  should  be  war  l'ctwe<'n  Kus.>ila  and 
Japan  the  Russian  navy  would  not  fight 
Ten  dayti  later  his  ship  was  torpedoed 
at  P<ul  Arthur,  hut  neither  then  nor  at 
any  other  time  lia.s  aJie  shown  any   fight. 

The  naval  offii-cr  wh«'n  his  passions  are 
inflamed     b>     wim     or    vodka    la    apt     to 


become  quarrelsome,  and  when  in  the 
company  of  his  inferiors  in  rank  he  bullies 
unmercifully. 

A  naval  officer  struck  an  American 
citiien  at  Port  Arthur  merely  because 
tlie  lad   was  a  civilian  and   an   American. 

The  Rusnian  naval  officer  will  knock 
down  waiters,  smash  tables  and  crock- 
ery in  restaurants  with  drawn  side  arms 
and  cocked  revolvers,  terrorize  chorus 
girls  at  a  cafe  chantau  and  so  enjoy 
himself. 

But  in  that  direction  he  knows  his 
limitations.  He  rarely  so  far  forgeUi 
himself  as  to  strike  one  his  equal  in 
rank  and  never  hits  a  man  whom  he 
knows    Is    able    to    hit    back. 

The  engineer  officers  are  a  different 
sort  and  belong  to  quite  another  caste. 
For  the  most  part  they  are  plain-living 
Baltic  Russians,  men  of  quiet  demeanor 
and  genial  temperament,  but  puslllanl-  ' 
mous  In  the  extreme.  ! 

The    Russian    Jack    Tar    Is    the    Ru.ssl.-in  ' 
peasant  sent   to  sea,   unless  a  Klnn.  he  Is 
just    a   drilled    mujik.    made    fit    food    for  ; 
powder   iuid   sacrificed    without   compunc- 
tion. 

With    such    a    navy    Russia   is    no   more 
able     to    drive    Japan     from     the    Yellow 
8«a  than    she    is   to   coerce   Great    Brlliiin 
or  Intimidate    the    I'nited    States   of  Am-  i 
erica   by  a  display  of  power.

Washington.  Nov.  2:;.— Through  the  Am- 
erican ambasador  to  Mexico.  (Jen.  Powell 
Clayton,  the  state  department  has  ad- 
dressed a  vigorous  protest  to  the  Mexican 
government  against  the  sentence  imposed 
by  a  local  court  upon  Hermalao  Torres, 
local  judge  of  the  district  of  Fucrte,  for 
his  connection  with  the  murder  at  Aug- 
u.'icaliente  «ie  Baca,  on  June  10  last,  of 
Clarence  Way  and  Edward  B.  Latimer, 
two  American  citiz-i-ns.  Torres,  who. 
according  to  reports  received  at  the  state 
department  was  the  chief  instigator  of  the 
crime,  received  a  sentence  of  ten  months' 
imprisonmnt  and  a  small  fine,  which  .sen- 
tence this  government  deems  wholly  in- 
adequate. It  is  charged  by  foreign  re- 
sidents of  the  Fuert  district  that  the 
court  shielded  Torres  at  his  trial  and 
that  Torres  ha»  threatened  other  for- 
eigners. Led  by  David  Gibson,  formerly 
a  resident  of  Chicago,  the  foreigners  have 
prepared  a  detailed  statement,  which  has 
been  presented  to  the  state  department. 
Representative  Fosa,  of  Illinois,  who  is 
Interested  in  the  case,  has  been  assured 
by  the  state  department  th.at  the  latter 
is  expediting  the  Inve.stigalion  as  rapidly 
as   possible.

PLUM  ST0NE:S  FOR  PAVEMENT. 

The  streets  of  London  are  not  yet 
paved  with  gold,  despite  popular  tradi- 
tion to  the  contrary,  but  one  of  the 
busiest  southeastern  metropolitan  suburbs 
has  discover»Hl  that  pliun  stones  consti- 
tute a  highly  serviceable  and  inexpensive 
substitute  for  ordinary  material,  says 
Pearson's. 

This  suburb  is  the  center  of  the  jam 
and  preservers'  m.'inufacturing  Industry. 
Durmg  the  season  the  fruit  often  de- 
teriorates ar.d   the   magistrate  thereupon 

confiscates  the  consignment.  It  is  no  un- 
common circumstance  for  from  5<t  to  100 
tons  of  fruit  to  be  condemned  in  a  single 
day. 

Instead  of  being  discharged  into  bargee 
and  dumped  into  the  sea,  the  fruit  is  de- 
stroyed in  a  much  more  hygienic  manner. 
It  is  consigned  to  the  refuse  destructer. 
and  the  ashes  are  colIe«-ted.  and  by  vari- 
ous processses,  are  compressed  into  slabs 
like  stone,  which  they  resemble  very 
closely. 

A  well-known  sug.ir  refinery  utilizes  the 
dross  frcim  th«-  product  for  paving.  The 
waste  IS  a  very  thick,  viscous  liquid- 
What  to  do  with  it  was  a  thorny  probleA 
lor  some   time. 

At  last  one  of  the  employes  conceived 
the  idea  of  mixing  It  with  ashes,  the  lat- 
ter being  applied  in  sufficient  qu.Tntltle* 
to  render  the  mass  solid  and  stable.  The 
mixture  is  then  cut  into  small  bricks  and 
compressed. 

In  the  north  of  England  many  of  the 
roads  are  laid  with  glass  slag.  This  re- 
fuse is  the  waste  from  the  factories,  and 
for  many  years,  as  no  commercial  use 
was  found  for  it.  tlie  slag  was  left  to 
accumulate  in  huge  mounds,  disfiguring 
the    countryside. 

A  Paris  inventor,  however,  came  to  th© 
rescue.  He  advised  a  process  for  prepar- 
ing this  refuse  .md  burning  it  into  small 
blocks  Tht  slag  was  melted  ar.d  by  a 
secret  treatment  Its  brittle  quality  was 
successfully  overcome. 

Experiments  are  now  being  carried  out 
to  prove  the  efflclencr-  of  steel  for  road 
iiavintr.  The  steel  's  two-Inches  thick  and 
Is  In  large  plate,  which  are  bolted  to- 
gether. 

One  town,  whose  great  desire  is  to  re- 
duce t#ie  noise  of  the  traffic  in  streets  to 
the  minimum,  nas  paved  some  of  tho 
thoroughf.ires  with  a  composition  of  cork 
and  other  material.  The  cork  Is  first 
granulated  and  then  mixed  wltii  a  pre- 
pai.'Uion  which  sr^lldifies  the  powdered 
cork  and  converts  it  into  a  solid,  durable 
substance. 

India  rubber  is  also  used  for  the  same 
purpose,  being  laid  three  Inches  in  thick- 
ness, but  the  high  cost  of  the  material 
precludes  its  ext^nsiv^  adopti<pn.

HAND  GRENADES 

Enable  Russians  to  Hold  Port 
Arthur. 

By  the  use  of  hand  grenades,  charged 
with  an  explosive  powder  similar  to 
our  melinite,  the  Russianse  at  Port 
Arthur  are  obtaining  very  serious  re- 
sults, says  Public  Opinion.  For  In- 
stance, recently  in  attacking  a  post  ■ 
tlon  fortified  by  the  Japanese,  a  de- 
tachment under  orders  from  Gen. 
Stoessel,  approached  the  position  about 
daybreak  without  firing.  The  sappers 
hurled  some  of  these  hand  grejiades 
over  the  works  and  produced  an  ac- 
tual panic  among  the  Japanese,  for  the 
position  was  taken  by  surprise  and  with 
great  loss  to  the  Japanese.  Tlie  Rus- 
sians have  used  this  weapon  thus  in  of- 
fensive operations,  although  It  seems 
especially  designed  fjr  the  defensive. 

The  charging  of  hand  grenades  with 
explosive  powder  has  certainly  h*- 
creased  the  value  of  this  little  pro- 
jectile, but  the  ordinary  hand  grenade 
charged  with  black  powder  is  in  com- 
mon use  and  all  our  forts  are  provided 
with  them.  They  are  hollow  spheres 
about  the  size  of  ten-pin  balls.  Tli.» 
Interior  is  filled  with  the  explosive.  An 
opening  In  the  ball  serves  for  the  plac- 
ing of  the  fuse,  which  is  of  a  special 
kind,  In  order  to  be  ready  for  action 
at  the  moment  of  firing.  It  is  a  large, 
quick-match.  Inclosing  a  column  of 
quick-firing  composition,  and  Is  held  in 
place  by  passing  through  a  wooden 
plug  which  fits  exactly  into  the  open- 
ing. The  quick-match  is  surrounded 
by  a  coil  of  barbed  wire,  which  serves 
to  protect  It  before  firing  and  to  fire  '.t 
when  desired.  This  coll  terminates 
In  a  sort  of  buckle,  and  when  one 
wishes  to  fire  the  grenade  he  attaches 
to  this  buckle  a  hook,  which  is  fastened 
bj-  a  light  drawing  cord  to  a  horn 
bracelet  on  the  right  wrist.  He  takes 
the  hand  grenade  In  the  right  hand 
the  fuse  pointing  backward,  and 
throws  It,  extending  his  arm  to  its 
full  length  In  front  of  him.  He  dots 
not  bring  his  hand  back  again  until 
the  barked  wire  has  been  pulled  en- 
tirely off  by  the  motion  Imparted  to 
the  grenade,  otherwise  the  grenade 
would  be  Jerked  back  with  dis- 
astrous results  to  the  thrower.  The  or- 
dinary range  of  grenades  hurled  in 
this  manner  from  a  parapet  is  twenty 
meters,  but  with  a  sling  a  man  can 
hurl  one  fifty  meters.  The  time  of 
combustion  of  the  quick  match  by 
which  the  powder  in  the  genade  Is  ex- 
ploded Is  ordinarily  about  four  and  a 
half  seconds.

BEARDLESS  PRESIDENTS. 

Few  Had  Whislters  and  Only 
Two  Wore  Mustaches. 

When  Roosevelt  Is  inaugurated  on 
March  4,  1»05,  he  will  be  the  second 
president  with  a  mustache.  Cleveland 
was  the  first,  says  the  New  York  .Sun. 

Whatever  the  presidency  of  this 
country  ha«  done  for  the  incumbents. 
It  has  not  been  productive  of  beards. 

The  first  four  chief  executives  were 
as  clean  shaven  as  Benedictine  friars. 
J.  y.  Adains  was  the  first  to  break  the 
rule,  but  he  wa-s  not  a  full  bearded 
president.  His  facial  growth  of  hair 
hardly  came  up  to  what  are  usually 
termed  side  whiskers,  but  they  were  a 
tritle  more  expansive  than  the  Scotch 
Presbyterian  type. 

When  he  retired  the  beardless  presi- 
dent came  in  again  with  Jackson,  but 
his  successor,  Van  Buren,  brought  to 
the  White  House  almost  an  exact  pat- 
tern of  the  whiskers  grown  by  J.  Q. 
Adams. 

William  Henry  Harrison  again  set 
the  beardless  face.  The  seven  who 
came  after  were  clean  shaven. 

When  Mr.  Lincoln  was  elected  there 
was  not  a  hair  on  his  face,  but  before 
he  finished  his  first  term  he  wore  a 
sparse  beard,  with  clean  shaven  upper 
lip.  One  of  the  authenticated  stories 
is  that  he  did  this  to  please  a  child. 

Grant  was  the  first  president  with  a 
lull  short  beard.  His  immediate  suc- 
cessor, Hayes,  was  the  first  to  wear 
full,  long  whiskers,  covering  his  shirt 
front.  Garfield  also  wore  a  full  beard, 
i  but  it  was  less  luxuriant  than  that  of 
'  Hayes. 

Arthur,    who    was    the    most    correct 
!  dresser  of  all   the  presidents,    was   the 
first  in  the  list  to     grow  the  Burnside 
type  of  whiskers. 

Benjamin  Harrison's  beard  was  full, 
with  a  slight  tendency  to  curl  at  the 


end,  and  was  tinged  with  gray. 

After  Cleveland  the  clean  shaven  face 
returned  with  McKlnley.  The  mus- 
tache came  In  for  the  second  time  when 
Roosevelt  succeeded. 

Most  of  the  presidents  were  bounti- 
fully supplied  with  hair  on  top  of  their 
heads.  The  two  Adamses  were  the 
first  to  show  a  slight  tendency  to  bald- 
ness. 

\'an  Buren  was  bald  on  the  forehead. 
Garfield  was  similarly  marked. 

Polk  was  the  first  and  only  presi- 
dent who  wore  his  hair  In  the  ante- 
bellum Southern  style.  It  was  long 
and  reached  back  from  the  front,  over 
his  ears.  Buchanan  was  the  first  and 
only  one,  so  far,  to  wear  the  top 
roach. 

Cleveland,  in  returning  to  the  second 
administration,  showed  a  tendency  to 
baldness.  McKinley  was  not  notlco- 
ably  blessed  with  a.heavy  growth. 

But  no  baldheaded  man,  .as  the  term 
is  understood,  has  yet  been  president 
of  the  United  States. 


MONKS    GO    M.\X>. 

"The  Prison  of  Ten  Thousand"  is  the 
name  given  by  the  wandering  Arabs  of  the 
districts  across  Jordan  to  the  fortress 
monastery  of  Mar  Saba  on  the  Dead  Sea. 
Not  many  years  ago  there  were  actually 
10,'XiO  monks  living  In  this  giiin  and 
mournful  retreat,  and  even  today  there 
are  more  thin  1000  left,  says  the  San 
Francisco  Argonaut.  The  monastery  Is 
one  of  the  lodcst  in  the  world  having 
been  founded  some  1300  years  ago  by 
Kuthvmius.  who  lived  there  In  a  cave 
dug  in  the  rocky  wall  of  the  Kedron 
ravine.  The  fair  Empress  Budoxia  form- 
ed a  lomantic  attachment  for  this  stern 
ancliorite  and  built  near  by  a  tower, 
which  still  existJ.  from  which  she  might 
watch  him  at  a  distance,  for,  true  to 
his  vowj.  Eulhymius  utterly  refused  ever 
to  see  or  speak   to  a  woman. 

Now  the  tower  is  Inhabited  by  a  watch- 
man who  keeps  constant  guard  against 
the  Incursions  of  prowling  Arabs.  Twice 
during  the  past  century  the  place  has 
been  raided  by  hordes  from  the  desert. 
The  monks  who  live  there  today  are  the 
most  rigorous  of  any  in  the  Greek  church. 
They  pas  stheir  lives  in  everlasting  pen- 
ance, witn  no  hope  of  pleasure  and  no 
cheerful  incident.  Many  of  them  go 
mad  from  the  horror  and  desolation  of 
their  surroundings.  No  woman  is  per- 
mitted to  come  within  sight  of  Mar 
Saba.

"WashlnRton,  Nov.  22.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)  —  An  extra  session 
of  congress  seems  to  be  .as- 
sured for  the  early  spring:.  The  presi- 
dent desires  to  have  legislation  on  the 
statute  books  covering  a  number  of 
Important  matters  and  he  is  not  mealy 
mouthed  in  telling  his  desires  to  his 
friends.  The  leaders,  however,  in  both 
senate  and  house  are  opposed  to  an 
extra  session.  They  argue  that  th3ri 
will  be  ample  time  in  which  to  par:n 
necessary  legislation  not  only  affect- 
ing the  Panama  canal  but  tariff  ro- 
vlsioa  whlili  now  seems  certain  to

the  tlfty-ninth  congress  which  ordin- 
arily would  begin  on  the  first  Monday 
of  December,  190r).  The  president,  how- 
ever, believing  that  legislation  is  de- 
manded for  the  control  of  the  Panama 
canal  particularly  having  relation  to 
the  establishment  of  a  system  of  courts 
sind  laws  fur  the  government  of  the 
8trlp  is  emphatic  m  his  declaration 
that  an  extraordlTiary  session  of  the 
fifty-ninth  congress  should  be  con- 
vened very  shortly  after  the  termin- 
ation   of    the    fifty-eighth    congress.

Representative  Hull  of  Iowa,  chair- 
man of  the  comndttee  on  military 
aflalrs.  has  furnished  the  Army  and 
Navy  iteglster  with  a  statement  of  his 
views  on  probable  legislation  affecting 
the  army.  Mr.  Hull,  referring  to  the 
proposed  camp  sites,  said  that  he  ts 
heartily  In  favor  of  the  establishment 
of  sites,  because  he  believed  if  tiie 
arm  maneuvers  were  to  be  continued 
there  should  be  permanent  locations, 
and  each  year  certain  needed  Improve- 
ments should  be  made,  so  that  eventu-

prove  beneficial  to  the  militia  and  the 
regular.s.  When  the  legislation  was  en- 
acted providing  for  the  maneuvers  at 
Manassas,  it  wai*  the  Intenticm  of  con- 
gre.ss  to  bring  the  militia  and  the  reg- 
ulars together  for  the  purpo.se  of  edu- 
cation and  experience  in  actual  camp 
life,  to  have  marches,  sham  battles, 
pitching  and  breaking  camp,  and  to  In- 
struct the  militiamen  how  to  take  care 
of  themselves  in  camp.  The  affair  at 
Mana;<.sas  only  la^ited  about  four  days,  | 
at  a  cost  of  perhaps  $750,000,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Hull  the  experience  was 
hardly  worth  that  sum.  The  house  bill 
provides  for  four  camp  slte«i,  one  each 
in  <'alifornla.  Texas,  Wisconsin  and 
Pennsylvania.  It  Is  under.<tood  that 
Oen.  Chaffee  Is  oppo.sc^l  to  any  sites  In 
Texas  and  Wisconsin.  We  already  have 
a  sltti  at  Riley,  and  while  the  experi- 
ence at  Manassas,  where  large  sum?  of 
money  were  expended  for  putting  the 
place  in  condition  for  the  maneuvers.

In  speaking  of  future  maneuvers,  Mr.  I 
Hull  said:  "There  is  a  feeling  that  it. 
would  be  better  to  send  a  regiment  of 
regulars  to  each  state  encampment, 
where  they  would  be  in  camp  at  least 
two  weeks  and  get  the  benefit  of  man- 
euvers on  a  smaller  scale  than  those 
at  Manassas.  The  men  would  then 
have  more  experience  In  drill  and  camp 
life  and  a  good  many  believe  this 
movement  would  be  more  beneficial 
than  v.as  the  Virginia  encampment, 
where  the  line  officers  received  no  In- 
struction to  amount  to  anything.  Such 
a  plan  would  undoubtedly  cost  the  gov- 
ernment infinitely  less." 

Mr.  Hull  said  he  did  not  think  any- 
thing would  be  done  about  or  for  the 
canteen  at  this  session.  The  army,  he 
knew,  was  practically  unanimous  In 
favor  of  Its  establishment  and  very 
strong  arguments  are  pre.sented  in  'ts 
behalf,  but  he  thinks  it  would  be  pre- 
mature to  undertake  anything  in  taat 
direction  now.  The  present  system  has 
not  been  running  long  enough  to  see 
its  effects.  With  the  amusement  and 
recreation  halls  we  are  now  building, 
in  his  opinion,  it  is  best  to  wait  awhile 
until  the  8y3tem  now  in  vogue  is  thor- 
oughly tested;  besides,  nothing  couid 
be  accomplished  even  If  an  attempt 
were  made.

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BARK  SINKS 
ATSEA 

Spanish  Vessel  Founders 

When  Help  Was  Near 

at  Hand. 


Sea  So  Rough  That  Crew 

Could    Not   Be 

Rescued. 


Philadelphia.  Nov.  22.— The  British 
steamer  Aros  Castle,  Capt.  Day,  flfty- 
seven  da>'s  out  from  Java  with  a 
cargo  of  sugar,  arrived  at  this  port 
yesterday  and  reported  the  probabie 
foundering  on  Nov.  15  of  the  Spanisn 
bark  Taffala  with  her  crew  of  fifteen 
men  during  the  recent  storm.  The 
steamer  stood  by  the  sinking  bark  lur 
two  days  and  on  the  second  night  the 
Spanish  vessel  disappeared.  The  con- 
dition of  the  Taffala  when  the  crew  of 
the  Aros  Castle  last  saw  the  vesstl 
was  suclk  as  to  lead  them  to  believe 
that  the  bark  went  down  during  the 
night. 

Capt.  Day  reported  that  shortly  be- 
fore daybreak  on  Sunday.  Nov.  13, 
during  a  terrific  gale,  rockets  weie 
sighted  about  220  miles  east  of  the 
Bermudas.  The  rockets  were  answered 
by  flare  lights  from  the  Aros  Castle 
and  the  steamer's  cour.se  was  changed 
In  the  direction  of  the  rockets. 

The  sea  was  running  .so  high  that 
the  steamer  could  not  safely  go  near 
the  distressed  vessel  and  she  lay  to, 
waiting  for  daylight.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  flare  lights  were  kept  burn- 
ing, to  encourage  the  crew  of  the  un- 
known vessel.  After  daybreak,  it  was 
learned  that  the  dlstrtJtised  vessel  was 
the  Tafella,  91)5  tons,  t'apt.  S.  Roig, 
with  a  cargo  of  pitch  pine  from  Bruns- 
wick. Oa.,  for  Valencia.  The  storm 
was  so  great  that  no  small  boat  could 
be  sent  to  the  assistance  of  the  Tafal- 
la,  and  Capt.  Roig  hoisted  the  follow- 
ing signal:  "Leaking  six  inches  an 
hour.  Main  pump  broken  and  smaller 
pump  clogged.     Men  worn  out." 

Capt.  Day  signalled  he  would  lay  by 
until  the  storm  abated.  Toward  noou, 
however,  the  captain  of  the  British 
steamer  dc^cided  to  shoot  a  line  to  \\vi 
bark,  which  he  succeeded  in  doing, 
after  steaming  his  vessel  dangeroualy 
near  the  bark.  A  hawser  was  fastened 
to  the  bark  and  slow  progress  was 
made  in  the  turbulent  sea.  Late  In 
the  afternoon  the  hawser  snapped  and 
the  Spanish  ves.sel  again  drifted  help- 
lessly with  the  water  gaining  In  ihe 
hold.  Night  came  and  <'apt.  Day  do 
elded  to  stand  by  until  morning.  Dur- 
ing the  night  the  storm  did  not  abute 
and  Capt.  Roig  continued  to  send  up 
rockets  and  <'apt.  Day  to  burn  flaie 
lights  so  that  they  would  not  become 
separated. 

With  daylight  on  Monday,  it  waa 
seen  that  the  bark  was  no  lower  in  the 
water,  but  the  British  crew  could  d^i 
nothing  until  the  sea  became  calmer, 
because  the  only  hawser  on  the  ve.^- 
sel  was  the  one  that  had  <been  broken. 
Monday  night  the  vessels  were  stil 
together,  and  the  rockets  and  flare 
lights  were  kept  going.  After  4  a.  m.. 
Tuesday,  the  crew  of  the  Aros  Castle 
saw  no  more  rockets  and  all  was  dark- 
ness. When  daylight  came  not  a  sigi- 
of  the  Spanish  bark  could  be  seen  on 
the  ocean,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the 
British  crew  that  the  vessel  was  rip- 
ped open  by  the  tremendous  waves 
and  went  down  with  all  hands  on 
board.  The  fury  of  the  storm  was 
so  great,  Capt.  Day  reports,  that  no 
small  boat  could  have  safely  rode  the 
waves.  The  Aros  Castle  for  half  a 
day  steamed  In  all  directions  in  the 
hoi)e  of  finding  some  trace  of  the  ves- 
sel,   but    saw    nothing.  .

their  reserves.  The  city  men  arc  indig- 
nant that  this  should  be  so.  They  claim 
to  have  positive  proof  f>om  the  scttkrs  to 
the  effei-t  that  the  red  men  have  over- 
stepped thelv  bounds  In  thu  hunting  of 
d«  el    and    intiose. 

This  Indian  proposlticii  Is  one  that  o-^- 
casions  a  great  deal  of  worry  to  game 
wardens  in  the  parts  of  the  state  where 
re.'»-rvatlous  are  located.  L,aws  gover- 
ning the  lndia>is  in  this  re.-^pect  are  littb- 
un«lerstood  by  the  whites  In  general,  but 
tl  ey  are  such  that  the  convietio-n  of  any 
of  these  wards  of  the  government  for 
brciklng  them.  Is  made  exceedingly  dil- 
hcult,   it   not   entiitly   Impossible, 

After  taking  his  lands  frcmi  him,  or 
n.rst  of  them,  it  would  ill  become  the 
government  if  it  did  not  allow  the  In- 
dian the  privilege  of  huntiiig  at  all  si-a- 
sens  when  wild  garie  is  eitalde.  This 
jirivilege  is  accorded  him.  but  only  <ui 
the  re.-'ervatioi's.  He  is  not  supposed  to 
hunt  at  all  In  the  outside  foiests,  unless 
such  hunting  Is  done  in  the  open  se.isou 
for  game,  and  some  so  re.ul  the  law  that 
he  lias  not  the  right  to  kill  game  at  any 
time    unless    huaiting    in    the    reservation. 

The  Indians  know  the  law,  u.id  are 
careful  to  dee  that  they  are  not  laught 
breaking  it,  though  in  many  instances 
they  live  so  far  from  a  game  w;irde  i 
that  they  become  careless,  and  open 
violations  are  said  to  be  frequent.  But 
even  i'u  cases  of  this  klntl  It  is  no  easy 
matter  to  secure-  a  convictl<m.  for,  even 
though  th<'  proper  man  be  arrested,  It  Is 
diffiiult  tfi  gel  proof  against  him.  The 
red  men  .ire  careful  to  protect  one  of 
their  own  number,  and  stolhlly  refuse  to 
testify  against  him,  especially  In  atTair.i 
of  tills  kimi.  As  ii  general  thl'ng  the  war- 
den pays  little  or  no  attention  to  suih 
violations,  and  lets  the  Iinllan  hunter 
do  as  he  will.  Kven  when  the  hunter 
knows  a  game  warden  is  in  his  vicinity, 
he  c.in  usually  contrive  to  hi  ing  down  his 
g.'ime  and  get  it  Into  the  reservation  be- 
foie   delected.

From  thft  sentiments  expressed  by  the  lo- 
cal logging  Interests  having  large  camps 
in  the  district  tributary  to  Duluth,  it  is 
believed  that  the  camp  foremen  will  have 
strict  instructions  this  coming  season  to 
keep  out  of  camp  all  supplies  of  liquoi 
and  all  those  so-called  medicinal  supplies 
which  are  usually  sold  to  the  woodsmen 
In  large  quantities  and  from  the  con.sump- 
tlon  of  which  they  are  enabled  to  get  at, 
big  a  Jag  as  they  can  on  Bowery  whiskey, 
although  the  expense  may  be  a  little 
greater. 

The  presence  of  Intoxicants  In  the  log- 
ging camps  has  alwavs  been  disrouraged 
for    ol)vlous    reasons.      The    loggers    know 
that  the  presence  »)f  liquor  in  camp  means 
that    the    men    will    be    unfitted    for    then- 
work   and   sometimes   the  foremen  at   the  . 
variuos    camps    takes    the    precaution    of  | 
making  a  personal  search  in  case  of  new 
arrivals  from  town  and  confiscating  such  j 
supplies    of    booze   as    he   may    lind.     The  \ 
t)ottles  or  jugs,   as  the  case   may   be,   are 
promptly    smashed.      If    the    ownir    de- 
murs  to   this  summary   way  of  disposing 
of    his    liquor    he    itt  given    his    choice    of 
giving  It  up  or  else  leaving  the  camp  im- 
mediately. 

One  of  the  local  loggers  who  has  been  a 
long  time  In  the  business  says  that  It  Is 
rarely  the  case  that  a  sober  woodsman 
will  attempt  to  take  liquor  into  camp. 
The  latter  realizes  that  It  Is  against  the 
rules  and  he  Ua\^'r<  "his  habits"  behind, 
to  take  them  up  when  he  again  visits 
town.  The  woodsm«ni,  however,  who  ac- 
quire a  big  Jag  before  heading  out  to  the 
Camps  are  not  so  particular,  though  it  Is 
claimed  that  there  are  very  few  who 
have  any  ol)j<-cilon  to  confiscation  of 
their  bottle  wlieii  they  become  sobered  up. 

Since  the  logjjcrs  liave  been  successful 
In  either  keeping  wiiiskey  out  of  the 
camps,  or,  at  least  reducing  its  use  to  a 
minimum,  there  has  been  a  remarkable 
Increase  in  the  consumption  of  so-called 
patent  medicines  whose  chief  constituent 
Is  alcohol.  Immense  qualities  of  ihese 
"medicines"  are  being  sent  out  among 
some  of  the  camp  supplies  to  be  placed  In 
the  camp  stores  and  doled  out  to  the  men 
at  "so  much  per,"  during  the  winter  even- 
ings when  they  are  through  work  and  are 
seeking  for  some  re<reation.  Medicine 
■old  under  these  circumstances  is  not 
consumed  by  carefully  measured  doses, 
but  the  woodsmen  go  after  a  bottle  and 
and  never  let  up  until  It.  and  sometmes 
several  more,  have  been  empted. 

Men  who  have  been  in  contact  witk  this 
practice  claim  that  the  rerfult  is  worse 
than  whiskey,  even  when  the  latter  may 
be  bad  whisky,  for  not  only  does  the  al- 
leged alcohol  in  the  patent  medicines  pro- 
duce drunkenness,  but  the  excessive  use 
of  the  other  ingredients  mixed  with  it 
cause  a  serious  disarrangement  of  the 
whole  physical  system,  sometimes  caus- 
ing a  complete  brealulown  in  health. 
The  woodsman  thus  afflicted,  unless  he 
has  relatives,  usually  falls  back  on  the 
county  for  hospital  aid  and  support. 

It  Is  said  th«t  it.  cases  of  some  of  the 
isolated  logging  cainns  where  the  woods- 
men are  kept  for  a  long  time  from  visits 
to  the  towns  to  get  liquor,  that  they  h.'iv« 
even  purloined  the  extracts  used  for  fla- 
voring and  used  them  for  drinks. 

Nobody,  it  is  claimed,  but  a  Minne.sota 
lumberjack  could  drink  such  a  mixture 
and  remain  alive  to  tell  about  it.  but 
there  are  many  Instances  known  where 
this  practice  has  been  earned  on. 

The  better  class  of  loggers  do  not  sanc- 
tion the  practice  of  srtling  liquor  under 
any  guise  to  the  woodsmen  under  their 
employ.  When  patent  medicines,  whose 
chief  constituent  ^  alleged  to  be  alcohol, 
Is  sold  to  the  wcnidsmen  in  large  quanti- 
ties. It  Is  said  to  be  usuall.v  done  t)y  un- 
scrupulous men  who  after  paying  the 
wrtotlsmen  their  wnges,  seek  to  fleece  them 
out  of  aa  much  as  possible  of  the  same 
by  selling  to  them  at  high  prlce-ji  bottles 
of  dope  that  costs  little  and  which  is 
bound  to  ruin  the  health  of  the  men. 

Various  temperanve  organizations  have 
been  doing  a  great  work  among  the  nor- 
thern luniber  csmps  in  the  psust  winters 
in  l)rlnglng  Rl)out  conditions  of  sobriety 
among  the  men  and  some  of  the  largest 
logging  operators  are  now  suggesting  that 
tliere  is  an  excellent  opportunity  tipen  to 
temperance  w»»rker»  to  begin  a  crusade 
against  the  so-caUed  patent  medicine  evil.

MORE  VICTIMS 
OF  HUNTERS 


FloatiDg  Arsenal  to  Over- 
shadow the  Largest 
Warships. 

New  York.  Nov.  21. — An  island  of 
■teel.  a  huge  .«emi-globular  floating  ar- 
senal that  will  over8had<iw  any  mod- 
ern battleship  of  16.000  tons;  an  im- 
pregnable naval  battery,  bristling  with 
guns  of  enormous  destructive  power, 
is  conceived  for  harbor  and  coast  de- 
fense by  Mlllonalre  Anson  Phelps 
Stokes,  ex-vice  commodore  of  the  New 
York  Yacht  club,  father  of  Mrs.  Phelps 
Stokes  Hunter,  the  slum  worker,  who 
pre.sented  to  the  twelfth  general  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  of  Naval  Architects 
his  latest  plans  for  the  monster  vessel. 

The  members  of  the  .society,  includ- 
ing naval  officers,  shipbuilders  and 
naval  architects,  gave  the  closest  at- 
tention to  Mr.  Stokes'  noval  scheme, 
which  Is  a  radical  departure  from  ex- 
isting designs  as  radical  as  was  the 
monitor.  In  the  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed the  reading  of  the  paper,  the 
navel  men  present  spoke  favorably  of 
the  Idea. 

Mr.  Stokes  has  named  the  invention 
the  "Cerberus."  and  has  protected 
himself  with  patents  at  Washington 
and  in  E>urope.     He  says: 

"The  late  naval  battles  make  It  evi- 
dent that  for  a  leading  position  in  sea 
power  and  for  the  proper  protection 
of  our  coasts  and  of  our  officers  and 
crews  in  battle,  there  is  need  of  some- 
thing more  powerful  than  the  present 
i 6,000-ton  battleship,  with  its  13-inch 
guns  and  InsufUcient  armor. 

"Nations  weak  in  battleships  may 
hug  the  idea  of  commerce  destroyers. 
,  but  that  barbarous  sj'stem  of  waging 
I  war  mu.st  be  destroyed  as  were  prl- 
Ivateering  and  piracy.  Commercial  ves- 
sels are  now  pullt  much  larger  than 
the  largest  battleships.  But  more  pow- 
erful battleships  are  sure  to  be  built 
^and  more  powerful  guns.  Land  forti- 
fications cannot  now  be  made  sufficient 
to  protect  our  ports. 

"How  dangerous  will  be  the  position 
of  New  York  and  other  large  cities 
when  attacked  by  naval  guns  having 
a  range  of  twenty  miles  or  more  if  we 
do  not  provide  adequate  coast  defense 
ships." 

Mr.  Stokes  then  de.scribed  his  inven- 
tion in  detail, 

"One  such  .semi-globular  battery," 
said  Mr.  .Stokes,  "could  defend  or 
blockade    an    important    strait;    could 


Two   Men    Meet    Death 

Io  the  Wisconsin 

Woods. 

Ashland,  Wis,,  Nov.  21.— Two  more 
men  have  been  killed  by  hunters  In  the 
vicinity  of  Mellen.  Late  yesterday  af- 
ternoon the  body  of  an  unknown  man 
was  found  near  Penokee,  three  miles 
above  Mellen.  A  bullet  hole  in  the  body 
and  a  loaded  gun  lying  a  little  distance 
from  the  lifeless  form  told  of  the  man- 
ner of  death. 

The  body  was  found  near  the  Central 

railroad  tracks  and  was  still  warm 
when  discovered.  A  party  of  Mellen 
citizens  have  gone  to  take  possession  of 
ihe  remains,  which  they  will  bring  to 
Mellen.  where  an  inquest  will  be  held. 

While.it  is  not  detinitely  known,  it  is 
presumed  that  the  man  is  not  a  resi- 
dent of  Wi.sconsln.  there  being  a  large 
number  of  non-resident  hunters  in  that 
vicinity. 

Sunday  John  Cresset te,  an  Italian 
section  man,  was  shot  and  killed  while 
he  was  going  through  the  woods.  <-arry- 
ing  on  his  shoulders  a  deer  that  had 
bicn   killed    by    a   man    named    Trum- 

bly. 

At  an  Inquest,  evidence  taken  showed 
that  the  dead  man  and  a  number  of 
his  companions  learned  that  Trumbly 
had  killed  a  deer,  cut  out  the  entrails, 
tagged  it  and  hung  it  up  In  the  woods, 
going  to  Mellen  to  secure  a  wagon  to 
convey  the  venison  to  Mellen.  While 
Trumbly  was  at  Mellen,  Cres.setle  went 
mto  the  wotKls,  took  Trumblys  deer 
from  where  it  was  hanging,  threw  it 
over  his  shoulders  and  struck  off 
through  the  woods,  avoiding  all  trails 
and  paths,  fearing  presumably  that  he 
rpight    be   apprehended. 

While  he  was  in  one  of  the  heavy 
timber  tracts  that  cover  the  bottom 
lands  he  was  shot  and  killed,  his  body 
being'  found  a  short  time  afterwards. 
The  deer  which  he  had  been  purloining 
lay  several  feet  in  advance  of  the  body. 

At  the  Inquest  it  was  divulged  that 
three  hunters.  Agent  Beach  for  the 
Central  at  Mellen;  Earl  Poundstone,  of 
Mtllen  who  is  a  student  in  the  high 
sclKiol  of  this  city,  and  William  J.  Bab- 
ler  of  Ashland,  went  into  the  bottom 
lands  near  Mellen.  Just  about  the  time 
that  Cressette  did.  The  testimony 
tended  to  show  that  the  Poundstone 
boy  saw  a  deer  moving  slowly  through 
the  timber  and  fired.  Near  there  the 
body  of  Cre-!.sette  was  found.

"Joshua  Simpkins"  is  a  very  satisfying 
play,  and  these  who  witnessed  its  first 
presentation  at  the  Metropolitan  last  nigut 
left  the  theater  at  its  conclusion  with  a 
comfortable  feeling  of  having  spent  an 
enjoyable  evening.

It  would  seem  aa  If  the  fates  hiul  a<j- 
eidf-d  that  the  year  1904  should  see  the 
mysteries  of  thu  earth  passing  away.  A 
modern  railroad  has  tapped  Mecca,  that 
secluded  Mohammedan  holy  of  holies, 
and  now  a  British  armed  mission  has 
torn  away  the  gloom-clouded  hinges  of 
mystery  from  off  Lhas.^sa,  the  secret  hid- 
ing place  of  a  whole  race  and  the  seat 
of  religious  adoration  fur  nearly  60,00<3,UOO 
of  people— black,  brown,  red  and  white- 
scattered  over  three-fifths  of  the  known 
world. 

Thei  success  of  the  mission  to  Tibet 
under  Colunel  Younghusband  can  now 
no  longer  be  questioned,  since  the  Dalai 
Lama  has  been  Induced  to  sign  a  com- 
mercial treaty  drawn  up  by  the  British 
Foreign  Office  and  given  Into  the  cus- 
tody of  Younghu.sband  by  Ix)rd  Curzon. 
who  was  then  viceroy  of  India,  and  who 
has  sinoe  been  appointed  for  another 
term.  The  fact  that  t!ie  Dalai  I^ma 
has  since  mysteriously  disappeared  in 
company  with  a  supposed  KuH.slan  .««e- 
cret-servlce  ag'-nt  dots  not  affect  the 
legality  of  his  act.  Moreover,  what  Brit- 
ish influence  In  Tibet  was  able  to  get 
Colonel  younKluishnnd  and  his  military 
aid,  CJeneral  RiacDonuld,  may  be  relied 
on  to  hold  fast. 

It  was  only  after  many  months  of 
terrible  privations  and  after  battling 
througli  hordes  of  fanalbal  natives  that 
the  Brltlali  mission  of  l.'XKJ  was  able  to 
enter  into  mysterious  Lha.xsa,  that  broad 
and  imposing  capital  of  the  unknown 
country  whloh  lies  In  th.at  marvelous 
valley,  snugly  Intrenched  in  the  very 
center  of  thu  "ruof  .if  the  world."  Many 
eminent  students  of  science  and  religion 
have  determinedly  contended  that  it  was 
on  this  lofty  plateau  whore  was  located 
the  Garden  of  Eden  and  the  birthplace 
of  mankind.  In  the  curious  language  of 
Interior  Tibet— which  Is  merely  a  de- 
generate Sanskrit  —  the  very  name 
Lhassa  Implies  "The  Seat  of  the  Gods." 

In  Titet  Colonel  Younghusband  has 
stirred  to  the  core  the  last  known  ex- 
ample of  that  ancient  political  regime 
known  as  the  "religious  autocracy." 
This  visit  of  Younghusband  is  the  only 
one  In  modern  history  that  has  held  out 
any  hope.««  of  opening  permanently  this 
vast  country  to  any  amicable  relation- 
ship with  the  rest  of  the  world.  During 
the  past  century,  however,  several  trav- 
elers have  reached  the  capital  city  of 
Lhassa.  In  ISll  Manning  penetrated  Into 
Its  streets  In  disguise,  and  he  was  fol- 
lowed In  \%^■^  by  two  French  mlsslon- 
arleii,  Hux  and  Gabet.  Since  that  year 
no  European  has  reached  Lhassa.  Mr. 
Henry  Savage  Landor.  It  will  be  re- 
menil'Tod,  was  compelled  to  return  be- 
fore rea   lilng  the  city. 

But  though  no  Europeans  hn\e  suo- 
ceodod,  one  or  two  native  Asians  have 
brouKbt    out    a    little    more    Information 
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which  enables  one  to  form  a  fairly  clear 
picture  of  the  city  and  Its  surroundings. 
An  Indian  survey  explorer.  Pundit  Naln 
Sing,  made  two  Journeys  to  Lhassa  In 
1S68  and  1S73,  and  he  was  followed  by 
A.  K.  (or  Krishna)  In  18T9-18S0.  Then 
came  Chandra  Das,  a  member  of  the  In- 
dian Education  Department,  ac^'om- 
E anted  by  another  native  who  visited 
,ha.ssa  In  1801-2.  To  him  wo  owe  the 
most  detailed  account  yet  published  con- 
cerning the  city.  His  view  Is  one  of  the 
very  few  photographs  of  Lhassa  which 
have  up  to  the  present  been  obtained  hy 
nailve  Asians.  Now,  of  course,  the 
many  canseras  witli  the  expedition  wTU 
obtain  numerous  records  of  the  appear- 
ance of  the  strange  city  with  Its  pur- 
ple-walled temples.  So  far,  however,  the 
accompanying  illustrations  are  the  only 
ones  which  have  been  sent  back  to  the 
outside  world. 

The  present  high  priest  Is  practically 
ruler  of  this  vast  Interior  domain  In 
Central  Asia.  He  is  called  variously  the 
Dalai  I.»ama  or  Grand  Lama,  and  he  Is 
actually  a  tool  In  the  hands  of  the  theoc- 
racy, lie  dwells  In  the  Vatican  of  tlie 
Far  East,  a  vast  accumulation  of  pal- 
ace.H  which  crowns  the  low  summit  or 
a  mountain  over  W.OOO  feet  above  the 
sea  level  and  overlooking  the  Imperial 
city  of  Lhassa. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  when  tak- 
ing Into  account  the  potency  of  the 
Lamman  government,  that  aside  from 
the  native  Tibetans  there  are  In  the 
Asian  mainland  and  on  the  Islands  of 
the  I'aclflc  40,000,000  of  people  who  rec- 
ognize Implicitly  the  supremo  power 
wielded  In  the  past  seven  years  In  the 
name  of  the  16-ycar-old  boy  who  was 
selected  at  the  age  of  nine  to  become 
the  pope  or  grand  lama  of  this  wlde- 
stretchlng  aristocracy.  The  Grand  I^ma 
Is  taught  by  his  priests  as  an  Immortal 
being,  the  change  from  the  old  and 
dying  lama  to  the  child  who  succeeds 
him  being  taught  as  the  reincarnation 
of  the  soul  of  Buddha  himself,  the 
Lamman  faith  being  chiefly  a  priestcraft 
corruption  of  the  simple  and  beautiful 
ten.-ls  taught  by  Buddha.  What  trage- 
dies accompany  the  rafild  transmigra- 
tions of  grand  lamas  within  the  walla 
of  this  strange  palace  can  only  be  sus- 
pected, for  fewer  details  are  known  of 
them  than  of  the  dark  deeds  In  the  Im- 
perial palace  of  Pekln.  The  Dalai  La- 
ma Is  described  as  a  child  of  16,  with  a 
bright  and  fair  complexion  and  rosy 
cheeks.  His  eyes  are  large  and  pene- 
iratlng,  and  his  whole  face  European 
but  for  the  slanting  eyes.  Chandra  Das, 
one  of   the   latest  authorities,   says  that 


"the  thinness  of  his  person  was  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fatigue  of  court  cere- 
monies and  to  the  religious  duties  and 
ascetic  observances  of  his  estate.  A 
yellow  ralter  covered  his  head,  and  its 
pendent  lapels  hid  his  ears;  a  yellow 
mantle  draped  his  person,  and  he  sat 
cross-legged,  with  joined  palms." 

When  Manning  had  audience  of  the 
Dalai  I..ama  he  was  offered  tea  to  drink 
and  knelt  to  receive  the  blessing  of  the 
little  monarch.  He  appears  to  have 
been  strongly  Impressed  by  the  child, 
and  says  he  could  have  wept  with  emo- 
tion. "He  had  the  simple  and  unaffected 
manner  of  a  well-educated,  princely 
child.  His  face  was  poetically  and  af- 
fectlngly  beautiful  He  was  of  a  gay 
and  cheerful  disposition.  His  beautiful 
mouth  was  perpetually  unbending  Into 
a  graceful  smile  which  Illumined  his 
whole  coimtenance.  Sometimes,  par- 
ticularly when  ho  had  looked  at  me.  his 
smile  almost  approached  to  a  gentle 
laugh.  No  doubt  my  grim  beard  and 
spectacles  somewhat  excited  hts  rlai- 
blHty." 

Chandra  Das  entered  Potala  by  the 
eastern  gateway  on  his  visit  to  tha 
Dalai  Ij^ima,  and  he  states  tliat  he  flrst 
"walked  through  a  long  hall,  on  either 
sides  of  which  were  rows  of  prayer 
wheels  which  every  passerby  put  in  mo- 
tion. Then  ascending  three  long  lines 
of  stone  steps  we  proceeded  toward  the 
palace.  We  had  to  climb  up  five  lad- 
ders before  we  reached  the  grand  floor 
of  Plu>dang  Marpo,  or  the  Red  Palace, 
thus  called  from  the  exterior  walls  be- 
ing of  a  dark  red  color.  Then  we  had 
half  a  dozen  more  ladders  to  climb  up, 
and  we  found  ourselves  at  the  top  of 
Potnla  (there  are  nine  stories  to  this 
building),  where  we  saw  a  number  of 
monks   awaiting  an   audience. 

The  Tongsar  Penlop  Is  the  civil  head 
of  the  Tibetan  Empire,  as  the  rules  of 
the  Lamman  religion  prevent  any  ap- 
pearance In  the  world  of  those  highly 
sacred  and  lofty  Individuals,  the  Grand 
Lamas,  'i'he  Penlops  are  really  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  various  provinces,  and  cf 
these  civil  rulers  the  Penlop  of  Tongsar 
province.  In  which  lies  I.ihassa,  Is  the 
actual  head.  It  was  he  who  received  the 
treaty  from  Colonel  Younghusband.  and 
conducted  the  negotiations  between  the 
British  and  the  Grand  Lama  and  hla 
advisory  council  of  priests.  It  was  he. 
also,  who  c«>nducted  Younghusband  Into 
the  grand  hall  In  the  Potala  or  Vatican 
after  Younghusband  had  Insisted  upon 
seeing  these   mysterious  personages. 

Although  It  has  been  customary  with 
many  writers,  who  have  done  little  more 
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than  penetrate  the  fringe  of  the  vast 
mountain  ranges  around  Tibet,  to  write 
harrowing  tales  of  the  Immorality  of 
this  people  as  a  whole.  Colonel  Young- 
husband's  dispatches,  as  sent  to  the 
British  government,  authoritatively  con- 
tradict the  statements. 

The  city  of  Lhassji.,  as  shown  In  the 
bird's-eye  view  given  by  the  accom- 
panying Illustration,  atfOngly  resembles, 
curiously  enough,  Us  antipodes  among 
cities— Paris.  In  the  center  of  the  great 
towering  domes  Is  the  chief  Lamman 
monastery,  covering  15  acres  of  ground, 
surrounded  by  lofty  walls  In  which  over 
2,00U  monks  chant  through  every  hour 
of  every  day  and  every  year  Incessantly 
prayers  to  the  I>alal  Lama.  At  the 
western  sId*  of  the  city  Is  situated  the 
P'ltala.  Through  tbe  city  runs  a  mag- 
nificent boulevard,  curving  very  much 
as  Broadway,  New  York,  twists  lt» 
course  from  the  Battery  to  the  Harlem. 
The   residences   of   the   several    hundred 


thousands   who    live   In    Lhassa  are   us- 
ually two  stories  In  height,  built  around 
a   courtyard    very   similar    to    the   usual 
oriental    type,     with    flat    roofs    walled 
about,      on     which    roofs    much    of    tho  ^ 
household    activities    take    place.      It    Is   , 
here  In  the  cool  of  tho  evening  that  the  ' 
citlxen    of    Lhassa,    with    his    wife    and   i 
children,  occupy  themselves  In  much  the 
same    manner    as    do    the    middle    class  | 
citizens  of  any  other  large  city   la   the 
world. 

One  Important  point  tliat  should  bn 
thoroughly  understood  In  trying  to  form 
a  comprehensive  Idea  of  this  strange 
race  Is  that  aside  from  their  Isolation, 
and,  perhaps,  because  of  it,  the  people  of 
Lhassa  live  practically  the  same  lives 
as  do  the  better  class  of  Chinese  and 
East  Indians.  Moreover,  when  speaking 
of  the  isolation  of  Tibet  It  should  be  un- 
derstood that  this  refers  merely  to  a 
prohibitive  policy  against  any  Inter- 
course   with    Europeans.     Up    until    the 


middle  of  the  last  centurv  Chinese  In- 
fluence was  dominant  in  Tibet,  and  even 
Colonel  Younghusband  found  when  he 
reached  Lhassa  a  representative  of  the 
Dowager  Empress  of  China,  who  still 
claims  the  titular  sovereignty  or  pro- 
tectorate over  Tibet. 

The  only  clear  description  of  the  dif- 
ficulties encountered  in  actually  enter- 
ing Tibet  is  that  which  has  come  from 
Oyangtse,  on  the  north  border  of  India. 
This  was  a  letter  sent  by  General  Mac- 
Donald,  who  commanded  the  military 
escort  of  Colonel  Younghusband.  De- 
scribing the  terrible  difficulties  of  the 
way  General  MacDonald  said: 

"Shortly  before  commencing  the  ascent 
of  the  Jelap  Pass  we  had  a  last  look, 
across  a  sea  of  clouds,  at  the  snowy 
range  of  mountains  lying  between  Sik- 
klm  and  Nepaul,  crowned  by  the  giant 
mountain  Kanchenjunga,  the  second 
highest  summit  of  the  Himalayas,  which 
raises   its    topmost   peak   to   an    altitude 


of  28,150  feet.  The  ascent  to  the  JelaP 
Is  easier  If  one  Is  lucky  enough  to  b« 
preceded  by  a  train  of  mules,  whose 
trail  It  Is  wise  to  follow,  for  the  slight- 
est deviation  may  plunge  the  unwary 
In  a  snowdrift  of  unknown  depth.  Th« 
photograph  here  reproduced  shows  with 
suflSclent  clearness  the  absolute  dreari- 
ness of  the  country,  but  perhaps  th« 
height  of  desolation  Is  reached  sora« 
way  below  the  pass  in  the  Kapup  Basin, 
whose  marshy  hollows  of  black  ice  and 
hummocks  of  coarse  grass,  half  coverea 
with  white  terraces  of  frozen  snow,  ne- 
cessitating the  utmost  care  in  crow- 
ing, can  never  t>e  forgotten. 

"One  of  the  peculiarities  of  travel  in 
the  Himalayas  and  Tibet  Is  the  great 
risk  one  runs  of  being  frost-blttcn  ana 
knocked  over  by  sunstroke  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  Another  danger  Is  that 
the  reflection  of  the  tropical  sun  from 
the  snow  frequently  causes  snow  blind- 
ness, for  the  prevention  of  which  Tlt)*- 
tans  wear  fringed  eye  protectors  of 
woven  horse  hair,  or,  falling  these,  pitll 
their  own  black  hair  over  their  eyes  to 
shield  them  from  the  trying  glare.  Al- 
though living  at  an  average  altitude  oC 
more  than  12,0'V>  feet  above  sea  level, 
the  Tibetans  T.ffer  from  rarlfled  air  not 
a  whit  less  than  the  European  when 
crossing  these  elevated  passes. 

"At  the  top  of  tho  pass  there  is  a  calrti, 
to  which  we  piously  added  a  stone  and 
impiously  annexed  some  praying  flags-- 
sllps  of  flying  park  paper,  covered  with 
Tibetan  invocations.  Here  there  Is  a 
glorious  view  of  the  Chumbl  Valley  be- 
low, the  vl.sta  closed  In  by  a  new  range 
of  mountains  dominated  by  the  24.000 
feet  high  Chumularhl  (the  "Goddert 
Mountain')  or  virgin  white,  In  TIbetan'e 
folklore  Kanchenjunga's  lovely  bride. 
At  the  foot  of  this  mountain  Is  Phart 
fort    now  occupied  by  British  troops. 

"Wo  are  now  In  Tibet  and  from  here 
down  to  Yatung  Is  the  worst  passage  of 
Ihe  whole  Journey.  For  over  an  hour 
we  had  to  descend  great  bowlders.  toi>- 
pllng  precipitously  one  upon  the  other — 
an  Ice-coated  primeval  grand  stalrcaee. 
Here  riding  Is  Impossible,  and  the  men. 
having  loosened  the  girths,  led  tholr 
ponies  by  long  ropes,  and  looking  back 
from  a  safe  distance  ahead  one  saw 
their  noses  between  their  forefeet  on 
one  giant  step  and  their  hind  legs  re- 
luctantly abandoning  the  one  above. 
Passing  a  Chinese  resthouse  the  flrst 
sign  of  habitation  on  Tibetan  territory, 
and  after  many  risky  crossings  and  re- 
crosslngs  of  a  rushing  streain.  spanned 
I  by  loosely  laid  pine  stems— rallless.  ellp- 
!  pery  with  Ice  and  snow,  with  spray 
I  splashing  up  through  the  Interstlcou— 
;   we  came  to  Yatung." 


The  recent  attempt  of  three  famous 
European  long-dlslance  swimmers  to 
cross  without  a  moment's  rest  the  22 
miles  that  separate  the  chalf  cliffs  of 
Dover  from  tho  low  sand  dunes  that 
guard  tlie  approach  to  the  French  coast 
near  Calais  resulted  In  failure.  "Monty" 
Holboin,  who  for  sometime  was  swlm- 
n.ing  instructor  to  the  imperial  princes 
of  the  Hohenzollern  family,  man.Tgod, 
aft"r  .swimming  over  10  hours,  to  cover 
almost  exactly  half  the  distance,  gomg 
Just  a  tilfle  over  11  miles. 

Holbein  was  accompanied  In  his  at- 
tempt by  M.  Burgos;  -.  the  champion 
swimmer  of  France,  and  an  amateur 
nampJ  Haggerty.  Haggorty  was  seized 
with  cramp.-i  after  having  been  In  the 
w.'.ter  50  minutes  and  was  hauled  in  by 
his  friend.s  on  board  the  steam  yacht 
Gn.'.t,  after  having  sunk  twice. 

The  intense  interest  taken  by  these 
men  In  their  more  or  less  dt-sperate  at- 
tempt to  cross  the  22  miles  of  choppy 
waves  between  France  and  England 
was  well  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
Haggerty  was  only  gotten  aboard  the 
Gr::it  by  strenuous  elToris.  two  swim- 
mers having  to  get  In  the  water  and 
drag  him  out  against  his  will,  although 
he  was  undoubtedly  In  danger  of  sink- 
ing when  pulled  aboard. 

There  were  no  cash  prlrts  to  stimu- 
late the  ambitions  of  the  three  con- 
te«?t.»nts,  the  affair  having  narrowed 
down  to  a  triangular  international  ri- 
valry between  Haggerty,  who  was  an 
Irishman,  and  wore  the  colors  of  the 
St.  James  Swimming  School,  a  swell 
London  club,  M.  Burgesse,  who  wore 
the  French  tricolor  about  his  middle. 
and  Kerr  Holbein,,  who  wore  a  Gorman 
ensign,  which  had  been  sent  him  for 
the  occasion  by  his  old  pupils,  tho  sons 
Of     Emperor     WllUara.      An     enormous 


amount  of  time  and  no  little  expense 
was  attached  to  the  preparations  made 
by  tho  three  national  champlone  of 
France,    England  and  Germany. 

It  was  exactly  at  4:30  P.  M.  on  Sei>- 
tember  7  that  Holbein  entered  the  water 
from  the  beach  by  Shakespeare  Cliff, 
near  Dover.  From  there  a  line  south 
by  southwest  gave  the  shortest  possible 
distance  to  the  French  mainland,  which 
was  actually  a  long,  sandy  point  jut- 
ting out  near  Calais  on  the  Briton 
coast.  All  three  of  the  swimmers  had 
been  oiled  with  a  heavy  linseed  oil. 
which  gave  a  rich,  glistening  brown 
tone  to  their  sunburnt  limbs  and  sturdy 
torsos.  Over  their  heads  they  wore  a 
white  canvas  covering,  with  huge  gog- 
gle eyepieces  made  from  thick  plate 
glass.  This  was  to  prove  a  great  pro- 
lection  against  the  short,  choppy  waves 
of  the  Channel.  I 

The  conditions  seemed   well  nigh  per- 
fect,  but  the  thermometer  showed  that   | 
the    water    temperature,    even    at    that   j 
hour,   was  on  the  wrong  side  of  63.     At 
6:.'0    Holbein    took    his   su'^per  of  steak, 
sandwiches  and  hot  cocoa.    At  the  same   { 
moment    Haggerty,    also    stripped    and 
oiled,    was    making    his    dive    from    the 
steps    of    the    Admiralty    Pier,    nearby. 
Alongside   the    Scotia,    a   short   half   ca- 
ble's   lengt.^   away,    was   the   tug   Calal- 
slen.   chartered   by   a   party   of   French  i

gentlemen,  to  attend  on  M.  Burgesee. 
Holbein's  course  was  a  splendid  one 
and  the  slack  tides  swept  him  but  a 
little  to  the  eastward.  

Whenever  Holbein  l>ccame  hungry, 
which  was  often,  a  man  In  the  stern  of 
the  foremost  rowing  boat  would  sing 
out.  "Sandwiches.  Monty?"  "Tes,  sand- 
wiches first,"  would  come  the  cheery 
answer,  "and  a  hot  drink." 

Then  one  heard  the  tlng-tlng  of  the 
engine-room  bell,  and  the  clank  and  Jar 
as  the  slowly  revolving  propeller  came 
to  a  standstllL 


"Here  you  are.  Maqcy.' 

And  Holbein.  looking  like  some  weird, 
goggle-eyed  deep-sea  monster,  would 
come  up  surging  along  Into  the^glare  of 
the     acetylene    laiAp     swung    overside, 


open-mouthed,  while  the  man  in  the 
rowing  boat's  stern  deftly  dropped  In  a 
sandwich. 

Then  a  gulp  and  a  swallow,  a  couple  of 
powerful  strokes  into  position  and  an- 


other  sandwich. 

"Now.  then,  a  hot  drJrJc" 

"Here  you  are.  Monty."  and  a  plated 
pot,  with  a  8X>out  and  a  convenient  han- 
dle, was  held  oat  to  him.    A  stroke  and 


a  grab,  and  with  head  tilted  back  he 
poured  the  contents  into  his  mouth 
through  the  spout,  swimming  along  tba 
while  with  his  free  hand. 

About  this  time  even  he  began  to  feel 
inconvenience,  especially  after  feeding, 
and  vomiting  set  In  at  Intervals.  The 
breeze  rose  slightly,  and  there  was  a 
steady,  spiteful  little  lop.  lop  of  wavelets 
beating  persistently  against  his  face  and 
mouth,  causing  him  to  .cwallow  consiu- 
erable  quantities  of  water,  especially 
when  taking  nourishment. 

At  this  time  the  Gnat,  which  had  ac- 
companied Haggerty.  came  bustling  up 
to  say  that  he  had  been  seized  with 
cramps  In  65  minutes  and  against  hla 
will  l:ad  been  hauled  aboard  In  the  nlolt 
of  time.  At  five  minutes  to  9  a  hall  from 
the  Calalslen  gave  the  news  that  M. 
Burgesse  also  had  been  taken  on  boara. 
The  tide  made  up  tmtU  11  o'clock  and 
was  very  slack.  The  French  mailboat 
came  out  of  Dover  at  midnight,  using 
her  powerful  searchlight,  and  the  Scotia 
lay  bathed  In  a  radiant,  silvery  glow 
as  she  succeeded  In  picking  b.er  out.  kui 
"Monty's"  bad  time  was  coming— those 
deadly,  dreary,  monotonous  hours  ba- 
for*  the  dawn. 

He  still  forged  ahead  with  almost 
mnddening  clockwork-like  regularity. 
Twenty-two  strokes  to  the  minute, 
neither  more  nor  less,  and  that  after 
seven  hours  continuous  exertion,  now 
on  one  side,  now  on  the  other  for  a 
f^hange.  and  then  once  mrre  on  to  hla 
back.  Even  to  thos<»  In  comfort  on  the 
tug  the  monotony  was  bad  enough. 

The  lights  of  Dover,  the  Sou-sand  light 
on  the  Groodwln  sends,  and  the  big 
wheeling  flash  of  the  new  Grlsnez  Light- 
house l.ad  gradually  been  left  behind. 

From  1:30  to  2:30  In  the  morning  the 
tide  was  still  favorable,  and  Holbein 
covered  over  two  miles  during  that  time, 
but  the  swimmer,  who  now  had  been 
In  the  water  nearly  10  hours,  was  suflfor- 
Ing  badly  from  the  Immense  quantities 
of  salt  wafer  which  he  had  swallowed, 
and  for  a  time  every  bit  of  nourishment 
taken  had  been  followed  bv  violent  fits 
of  retching,  which  had  ureakened  him 
considerably. 

Shortly  before  S  o'clock  In  the  morn- 
ing, when  the  first  pale  light  of  the  dawn 
was  showing  over  the  coast  of  France, 
still  11  miles  oft,  the  swimmer  suddenly 
called  for  help  In  a  voice  that  sounded 
strained  and  weak.  Despite  the  fact  that 
he  had  l)ecn  steered  by  relays  of  swim- 
mers In  the  water  with  him.  who  re- 
lieved each  other  In  directing  his  course, 
Holbein,  while  still  11  miles  from  France, 
had  swam  slightly  over  20.  This  was  due 
In  a  large  measure  to  the  tide  and  the 
heavy  waves. 

The  difficulty  of  the  task  lay  more  la 
the  peculiar  choppy  and  evasive  cur- 
rents of  the  British  Channel  rather  thaa 
the  distance  Itself. 

At  a  quarter  to  4,  after  ha^'1ng  been  In 
the  water  11  hours  and  15  minutes,  Hol- 
bein was  hauled  over  the  bow  of  tha 
rowboat.  In  which  was  his  trainer,  ^fr. 
Dxiffy.  of  the  London  Swimming  Cluh. 
During  the  entire  night  Mr.  Duffy  had 
steered  Holbein  by  means  of  a  small 
acetvlene  lamp  and  a  white  handVer- 
chlef,  which  was  held  over  the  boat  to 
the  right  or  left,  so  as  to  Indicate  the 
proper  course. 

Holbein  stated  that  he  would  never 
again  make  the  attempt,  although  he 
had  frequently  swam  much  longer  dis- 
tances and  been  In  the  water  much 
longer  periods  of  time. 

The  unique  difficulties  presented  by 
this  problem  of  swimming  across  the  9 
miles  that  separate  England  and  France 
are  strikingly  shown  by  the  fact  that 
out  of  these  three  superb  swimmera 
specially  trained  and  fitted  for  the  tasK. 
one  had  only  been  able  to  remain  In  tha 
water  for -56  minutes  end  the  other  but 
for  a  few  hours,  while  Holbein  himself, 
who  was  comparatively  much  more  stip- 
cessful,  was  only  able  to  cover  half  tne 
distance,  with  such  results  to  himawt 
that  this  plucky  swimmer  has  definitely 
abandoned  any  idea  of  repeating  tba  a£> 
tempt.

The  recent  sudden  rescinding  by  the 
Pittsburg  Steamship  company  of  Its  orders 
to  lay  up  its  barges  Is  explained  by  the 
need  of  ore  below  by  the  manufacturers 
of  pig  iron,  which  Is  explained  by  the 
following  taken  from  the  Pittsburg  Post: 

"Iron  ore  consumption,  wliich  fell  oft 
during  the  long  period  of  blast  furnace 
suspension  In  the  Middle  West,  has  in- 
creased so  remarkably  during  the  past  two 
months  that  leaders  prominent  in  the 
minds  of   the    furnace   interests   fear   the 

lake  carriers  will  be  unable  to  get  a  suffi- 
cient supply  down  from  the  Lake  Superior 
mines  before  navigation  closes.  The  pres- 
ent lake  season  will  be  the  shortest  ever 
known  since  the  Superior  ores  were  a 
factor  in  the  iron  trade,  and  wiiiie  every- 
thing possible  has  been  done  to  make  the 
most  of  the  time  between  the  start  and 
the  finishing  cargoes  for  the  season,  but 
in  spite  of  this  the  tonnage  has  been  weak 
and  the  reserve  supply  in  prospect  un- 
usually  small. 

"The  flr.«t  of  the  lake  docks  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Steel  corporation  have  suspend- 
ed for  the  season.  This  was  at  Lorain, 
Ohio.  The  supply  of  ore  there  is  suffi- 
cient for  local  use  at  the  Lorain  furnaces 
all  winter,  but  tliat  Is  not  all  that  may  be 
demanded  of  this  supply  If  the  shortage 
becomes  acute.  The  corporation  is  also 
arranging  to  bring  down  on  Its  last  ship- 
ments sufficient  ore  to  leave  in  the  holds 
of  the  vessels  during  the  winter,  and 
while  many  of  the  vessels  of  the  Pitts- 
burg Steamship  company  will  winter  at 
Lorain,  thev  will  be  ready  to  move  with 
the  first  apening  of  the  spring  weather 
to  any  point  In  the  lower  fakes  with  toe 
holdover  cargoes  for  distribution  amount- 
ing to  probably  100.000  tons,  which  will 
make  at  least  a  supply  for  a  short  time. 

'There  is  some  hope  expressed  thus  far 
that  the  lake  season  will  last  until  Dec. 
1.  All  this  depends,  however,  on  the 
weather  conditions,  which  the  ve.'j.sei  men 
-say  are  an  uncertain  quantity  at  this  time. 
If  the  suspension  is  forced  earlier,  there 
are  serious  doubts  as  to  the  ore  sunply 
lasting.  An  ore  famine  would  then  become 
almost  a  certainty. 

"The  ore  ouestion  has  become  such  a 
serious  matter  that  at  this  late  day  Fir.st 
Vice  President  Ji^mes  Gay  ley  of  ttlie 
United  States  Steel  corporation  has  pone 
to  the  Lake  Superior  regions  to  study 
the  conditions  for  a  movement  of  ore  dur- 
ing the  latest  possible  days  of  this  year 
and  as  earlv  as  possible  next,  and  also 
to  Btudv  the"  best  means  of  getting  a  sup- 
ply during  the  supposed  closed  season 
in  case  of  emergencies  arising  that  are 
alwavs  looked  for  in  this  great  corpora- 
tion." 

THE  LIVINGSTONE  RELEASED. 
Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Nov.  22— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  Livingstone  was  re- 
leased after  lightering  about  2000  bushels 
of  grain.  The  Algonquin,  which  also 
stranded  In  the  Soo  pa.ssage,  was  fioatcd, 
with  no  apparanet   damage. 

IRON  DUKE  STRANDS. 
Port  tHuron,  Nov.  22.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Tlie  steamer  Iron  Duke  stranded 
at  the  mouth  of  Black  river  today.

Such  a  boat  woul.l 
take  all  the  grain  to  be  had,  and  would 
have  to  be  divided  into  twenty  or  more 
compartments. 

Ottawa,  Nov.  22.-( Special  to  Tlie  Her- 
ald.)—The  one  big  Inciease  in  th'^  com- 
merce of  the  port  of  Montreal  during  the 
eeanon,  which  has  been  one  of  great  dull- 
ness, is  the  traffic  brought  to  that  port 
by  the  Great  Lakes  &  St.  I>awrence  line 
from  American  upper  lake  ports.  The 
boats  of  that  line  have  brought  37,000  tons 
of  flour  and  slightly  over  2,0<i0.000  bushels 
of  wheat.  The  removal  of  canal  tolls  has 
diverted  this  traffic  to  the  St.  Lawrence 
route.  It  formerly  went  by  lake  to  Buf- 
falo and  then  was  exported  via  New  York, 
Phlladelplita  and  Baltimore.  The  traffic 
of  the  line  has  shown  a  substantial 
growth,  and,  great  things  areexpected 
of  it  next  year,  in  case  there  Is  a  brisk 
export  trade  between  the  United  States 
and   Europe. 

INSPEi^TOR  DISCHARGED. 

Washington,  Nov.  22.— Henry  Bloraker, 
local  Inspector  of  steam  vessels  at  Grand 
Haven,  Mich.,  was  dismissed  from  the 
service  by  the  secretary  of  commerce  and 
labor  yesterday. 

The  charge  against  Bloraker  was  that 
he  inspected  a  small  steam  yacht,  the 
Julia,  at  Spring  Lake.  Mich.,  although  she 
was  aground,  partly  filled  with  water  and 
in  no  sense  a  proper  object  of  Inspection. 
In  connection  with  this  case  the  depa.»-t- 
ment  calls  at'.ention  to  the  report  of  the 
Slocum  commission  which  denounces  as 
vicious  the  presmt  salary  system,  which 
makes  the  salary  oi'  an  inspector  depend- 
ent on  the  number  of  vessels  he  Inspects 
and  passes.

447.  This  year  the  total  valuation  is 
approximately  $30,000,00-). 

The  large  increase  in  the  school  taxes 
was  rendered  necessary  by  the  fact 
that  the  board  came  out  at  the  end  of 
the  last  fiscal  year  with  a  deficit  In 
the  general  ftmd.  which  caused  over- 
drafts on  the  building  and  sinking 
funds.  In  order  to  reimburse  these 
funds  and  meet  runidng  expenses  the 
board  was  compelled  to  levy  an  addi- 
tional mill  for  both  the  building  and 
the  sinking  funds,  making  a  total  of 
U.a  mills. 

The  city  will  spend  a  little  more 
money  for  its  administration  this  year 
than  it  did  lastt  year,  owing  to  lncreas«» 
In  the  police  force,  and  increased  ex- 
penditures in  the  park,  health  and  per- 
manent improvement  funds.  This  addi- 
tional expense  is  more  than  met,  how- 
ever, by  the  increase  In  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  city  property,  and  the 
levy  is  consequently  smaller.

They  hitch  up  their 
broad  two-wheeled  beach  carts  and  work 
from  morning  till  night  gatheriiie  in  the 
crabs,  taking  them  to  the  station  .seven 
miles  away,  where  they  are  shipped  to  the 
markets  or  canning  factories,  and  then 
coming  back  for  more. 

At  nightfall  the  lighthouse  keepers,  the 
weather  bureau  and  the  signal  men  and 
the  life-savers  h.ave  gone  home,  but  the 
darkles  up  toward  Lynn  Ha\cn  are  still 
:il    work. 

Those  th.at  have  m  carts  cm  tent  them- 
selves with  burlap  bags  thrown  over  the 
shoulder,  and  many  uf  them  bring  pitch- 
forks to  help  disentangle  the  great  masses 
of  seaweed.

Now  York,  Nov.  ::3,— When  the  Irii.l 
of  Xan  Patterson  was  resumed  today, 
her  attorney.  Abraham  Levy,  de- 
clared that  althoUKh  the  prosecuUon 
has  erected  .several  strong-  barrieis 
through  vvhieh  the  defense  will  have 
to  batter  its  way  to  seceure  the  u;- 
(luittal  of  Miss  Patterson,  he  had  no 
fear  that  they  would  not  succeed.  He 
asserted  that  he  would  briiis  forward 
a  witness  who  would  tell  a  convincing 
story  of  havlnff  actually  seen  the 
phootlnp,  no  matter  how  strong  tro 
evidence  of  the  people  to  the  effovjl 
that  no  one  was  within  range  of  vU-ilon 
of  the  cab  when  the  fatal  shot  wa.^ 
fired. 

This  witness  was  a  pas.senger  on  h 
street  car  passing  across  West  Droal- 
way,  a  short  distance  from  the  scene 
of  the  carriage,  he  said,  and  In  uia 
narrative  he  will  swear  from  where 
he  stood,  though  his  glance  was  put 
momentary,  he  saw  Nan  Patterson' j 
companion  in  the  cab  grasping  a  re- 
volver in  his  hand  and  strugglir.g 
with  the  young  wnman,  who  was  en- 
deavoring  to   wrest  It    from  him. 

At  the  close  of  toay's  pro«-ef;dmfT3 
an  adjournment  will  be  taken  until 
next  Mond.iy,  as  it  is  the  custom  of 
the  court  not  to  reconvene  on  a  i<ri- 
day  after  Ji  holiday. 

I?eW|fe  the  opening  of  today's  pro- 
ceedings, Mr.  Itainl  annoui»eed  th".t 
none  of  the  most  Important  wltnessis 
would  be  callrd  before  M<inday.  and 
that  the  greater  part  ot  lotlay  woulu 
be  taken  up  with  the  expert  tcsthnony 
of  phvslclans  an<l  other  wllnesse;<  by 
whiiin"  it  win  be  attemi»ted  to  provoi 
that  Young  could  not  have  shot  niu>- 
self. 

While  vitally  important  to  the  presc- 
cution's  case,  this  testimony  will  no! 
have  the  human  interest  motive  that 
will  l)e  found  In  the  narratives  of  Mrs. 
Y«)ung,  John  Millin,  the  bookmaku's 
former  partner,  and  a  dozen  nthir  v.  it- 
nesses. 

The  skeleton  which  was  brought  ir.to 
the  case  yesterday  for  the  tise  of  eor- 
onei's  physhian  tJ'lIanlon  In  de.><;ib- 
Ing  the  coui.-e  of  the  bullet  uhieh 
caused  Young's  death,  was  again 
brought  into  the  court  room  wh«  ti  the 
trial  w.is  resumed  today.  The  gha.-<tly 
exhibit  was  suspended  near  the  wit- 
ness stand  when  Mr.  Levy,  for  Ihr  de- 
ifenstj,  (ontinued  the  «TOss-examina- 
tioi'  i>f  the  (oioner's  physician,  whl^.h 
was  interreptetl  by  the  adjournmeiu. 
of  court   yesterday  afternoon. 

Mr.  I^evy  in  his  cross-examination 
led  Dr.  <>"H;i!iliin  back  over  the  ground 
covered  in  Ids  dli-ect  testimony  yestv^-- 
day.  The  witness  described  in  tletail 
the  autopsy  which  he  performed  >ai 
Young's  body,  lie  then  regarded  It  as 
a  «'flse  of  suiciile. 

Dr.  f)'Hai]lon  said  that  while  per- 
fi  ruling  the  autopsy  he  found  thien 
black  marks  on  the  se«(ind  linger  of 
Young's  rlKht  hand  and  he  stripped 
off  pieces  of  skift  which  weic  turned 
over  to  the  district  attorney.  The  wit- 
ness was  not  permitted  to  answer  a 
question  as  to  whether  the  black  marks 
were  made  by  gunpowder. 

Another  MUestWm  as  to  whether  he 
found  any  indieathui  of  gun  powder 
when  he  examined  N;in  Patterson's 
han<ls  sOcMi  after  the  shooting  :ilso  met 
with  an  <d>jecti(ni  from  the  prosecu- 
tion .'tnd  the  court  directed  the  witness 
rot  to  answer.  At  the  conclusion  ot 
!>••.  O'Hanlon's  examln.ition  that  part 
of  his  testimony  in  v.hlih  he  said  that 
he  <-onsiden'd  the  case  to  be  one  of 
puicide  and  not  homicide  when  h'r  por- 
ftirmed  the  autopsy  was  striken  from 
the  reeord  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hanrl. 
rouiuil  for  <lcfense  took  an  exception 
to  the  ruling  of  Justice  Davis  on  this 
point.

A  Company  to  Exploit  Great 
Sulphur  Deposits. 

On©  of  the  last  business  enterprises  In 
which  the  late  Andrew  11.  Green  was  en- 
gaged was  the  organlz.ation  of  a  company 
to  exploit  the  great  sulphur  deposits  of 
Mount  Popocatepetl,  the  extinct  volcano, 
savB  the  New  York  Sun,  about  sixty  miles 
from  the  City  of  Mexico.  It  was  announ- 
ced in  the  press  dispatches  a  few  days 
ago  that  the  purchase  of  tha  mining 
rights  had  been  accomplished  by  Charles 
Holt  on  behalf  of  a  New  York  mining 
company. 

It  was  Into  Mr.  Holt's  hands  that  Mr. 
Green  committed  tlie  task  of  making  an 
investigation  of  t|^:.*ulphur  mine  property 
and  of  its  connneicial  availability.  Mr. 
Holt,  who  Is  a  mining  engineer,  spent 
something  Ukfe  V^-im  in  this  Inquiry.  He 
visited  Sicily  and  other  sulphur  producing 
countries  and  made  a  report  as  to  the  cost 
of  mining  and  marketing  the  i*ulpliur  In 
eaeh. 

His  report  on  the  commercial  side  of  the 
question  was  that  It  cost  upward  of  $1»».S0 
a  long  ton  to  mine  and  market  the  sul- 
phur of  Sicily,  which  is  about  the  most 
formidable  competitor  in  the  Held.  To 
mine  and  deliver  the  Mount  Popocatepetl 
sulphur  on  the  New  York  market,  he  Ug- 
ured  would  not  cost,  taider  the  advanced 
methods  of  working  proposed,  over  $10  a 
ton,  thus  giving  the  l"ng  leeway  of  JtJ.SO 
a  ton  as  a  basis  for  cutting  under  exist- 
ing conditions  of  comp«  tltlon. 

Sulphur  commands  a  market  price  of  $22 
a  long  ton.  The  total  sulphur  consump- 
tion of  the  I'nited  States  and  Europe  is 
about  56o,0«>  long  tons  a  year,  of  which 
the  United  States  takes  JOti.ixW  tons  and  all 
Europe  comblrted*-Jl>out  350.0<)i)  tons.

The  first  Indian  hunter  or 
horse  herder  who  caught  the  dan.ger 
signal  from  the  Icokout  station,  re- 
peated it  to  the  village  by  riding  !ii.3 
horse  furiously  in  a  circle  or  by  other 
forms   of  signs.

That  symbolism  was  in- 
terwoven with  Indian  basketry  in  typi- 
ficatiou  of  the  ideal,  was  the  burden 
of  the  lecturer's  thought.  Indian  art 
was  inseparable  from  religious  senti- 
ment and  signaficance.  In  his  narra- 
tive of  -Ramona."  Mr.  Janies  exhibited 
a  basket  woven  by  her.  A  large  star 
was  emblazoned  in  the  center,  indi- 
cative of  the  "great  light  from  which 
she  derived  .solace  and  comfort  in 
hours  of  distraction  and  despair."  "Hvi 
sought,"  says  the  Saginaw  News,  "to 
demonstratate  that  true  art  la  a  manl- 
festration  in  all  mankind  and  is  no 
more  to  be  hidden  or  written  into 
books  than  is  the  breath  of  life."

SERIOUS    CHARGES 


Prerented  To  President  Con- 
cerning Treatment  of  Indians. 

Washington,  Nov.  23.— Edward  Ros<'- 
water,  proprietor  of  the  Omaha  Bte, 
who  today  presented  to  the  r»resideiit. 
Father  Schell,  the  Nebraska  Catholic 
priest,  who  recently  made  serious 
charges  concerning  the  treatment  of 
the  Winnebago  Indians  In  Nebraska, 
was  a  guest  of  the  president  ut 
luncheon.  Mr.  Roosevelt  suggeg^Lod 
that  one  way  to  eradicate  the  evils 
from  which  the  Indians  on  the  Win- 
nebago reservation  were  suffering  was 
for  the  legislature  of  Nebraska  to  es- 
tablish a  zone  of  prohibition  about  the 
reservation  and  thus  wipe  out  the 
saloons  which  were  lo  be  found  every- 
where on  the  borders  of  the  reser- 
vation. It  was  probable,  he  thought, 
the  Nebraska  legislature  might  enact 
such  a  law  at  its  approaching  se.s.-.ioii. 

Father  Joseph  Schell  talked  briedy 
with  the  president  about  the  con- 
ditions surrounding  the  Winnebago  li  - 
dians.  but  did  not  take  up  fuliy  tl.o 
subject  of  his  charges.  It  Is  under- 
stood that  later  he  will  submit  a  state- 
ment which  will  be  investigated  "oy 
the   Indian   bureau.

TWENTY  SQUARE  MILES 
BURNED  BY  PRAIRIE  FIRE 

Rosser.  Man..  Nov.  23. — Prairies  fires 
fanned  by  a  furious  gale  today  have 
devastated  the  country  to  the  noi^h- 
west  of  Rosser.  The  conflagrratlon  was 
spectacular,  and  as  the  flames  swept 
along,  fire  guards  were  of  no  avail. 
The  whole  population  fought  valiantly 
to  stem  the  destruction  and  succeeded 
in  saving  the  Grosse  Isle  station.  Many 
residences  and  the  schools  all  narrowly 
escaoed. 

The  fire  is  still  burning  though  the 
wind  has  abated.  The  extent  of  the 
country  burned  is  over  twenty  square 
miles. 


The  Cook  County  Herald,  published 
at  Grand  Marais,  the  little  shore  town 
which  has  the  pleasure  of  entertaining 
so  many  distinguished  big  game  hunt- 
ers from  outside  points  every  Novem- 
ber, does  not  take  kindly  to  the  meth- 
ods adopted  by  State  Game  Warden 
Fullerton  and  party  in  killing  moose, 
and  in  an  article  in  a  recent  edition 
takes  the  warden  severely  lo  task,  as 
fellows: 

"Every  man  hereabouts  who  lays 
claim  to  any  knowledge  of  the  art  of 
moose  hunting  has  been  busj-  since 
the  opening  of  the  sea.son  acting  as 
guide,  etc.,  for  the  numerous  visiting 
moose  hunters  who  arrive  on  every 
boat.  If  our  ears  serve  us  right  the 
guides,  in  some  cases,  did  all  the  hunt- 
ing while  the  'hunters'  enjoyed  free 
and  easy  times  in  lavishly  supplied 
camps.  Not  all  have  been  successful, 
several  of  the  hunters  having  returned 
to  their  homes  in  other  parts  empty 
handetl  and  discouraged.  Others  have 
been  mere  fortunate— with  the  aid  of 
excellent  guides.  A  parly  of  three,  in- 
cluding State  Game  Warden  Fullerton. 
left  on  the  America  Thursday  with  four 
mooseheads.  They  could  not  bring  the 
carcasses  out  so  they  left  them  in  the 
woods.  This  information  comes  to  us 
from  sources  that  seem  reliable.  It  has 
caused  considerable  comment  in  town 
and  lovers  of  true  sport  freely  express 
their  indignation  at  such  wanton  waste 
of  precious  game.  They  can  see  uo 
virtue  in  a  game  law-  that  forbids  the 
settler  killing  moose  to  supply  one  of 
the  necessities  of  life  for  himself  or  his 
family  and  then  permits  them  lo  be 
thus  reckles.sly  destroyed  in  bunches 
and  left  in  the  woods  lo  rot." 

Now,  it  so  liaiipcns  that  very  definite 
rumor.s  of  this  same  hunting  trip  have 
been  alloal  in  Duluth  for  several  days 
past,  and  In  effect  they  are  similar  to 
those  given  publication  in  the  Cook 
County  Herald.  To  some  local  sports- 
men the  matter  has  only  an  amusing 
side,  while  others,  in  view  of  tuo 
alleged  facts,  can  .see  nothing  of  the 
humorous  because  of  their  iiidisnation 
at  what  is  claimed  to  been  the  un- 
pardonable actions  of  the  head  of  tiie 
stale  department  for  the  protection  of 
game  in  the  great  conunonwealth  of 
Minnesota. 

These  latter  ask  the  question,  v»hich 
naturally  arises,  as  to  how  it  comeg 
that  a  party  can  take  home  four  moo.^.e 
lioad.s,  when  the  law  allows  each  hun- 
ter only  one  of  the  animals  during  che 
entire  season.  And  if  the  Indian  killed 
all,  or  more  than  one  of  the  animals, 
as  insinuated  in  the  north  shore  papo.*. 
why  didn't  Mr.  Fullerton  have  him  ar- 
rested, and  try  to  bring  about  a  con- 
viction? 

Some  go  so  far  as  to  hint  that  three, 
of  the  four  heads  were  properly  t.ig- 
ged,  while  Mr.  Fullerton.  using  his 
IJrerogative  as  a  game  warden,  brought 
the  fourth  along  as  a  seizure  by  the 
state  authorities. 

Even  before  the  article  in  question 
made  its  appearance,  the  story,  sut>- 
stantlally  as  published,  had  gone  thn 
rounds  in  Duluth,  and,  coming  from 
a  seemingly  reliable  source,  was  givL-n 
quite  general  credence.  And  wilh  ihe 
arrival  of  the  America  came  another 
tale,  along  the  .same  line,  showing  in 
rather  an  amusing  way  what  the 
opinion  of  the  residents  of  the  north 
shore  town  is  regarding  the  matter. 

Tlie  story  has  it  that,  on  thtir  ar- 
rival at  Grand  Marais,  the  party  of 
Twin  City  sportsmen  had  their  photo- 
graphs taken,  with  guns,  moose  headts 
and  everything,  except  one  "unimport- 
ant detail."  While  the  photographer 
was  preparing  to  get  In  tils  work,  the 
people  crowded  forward.  It  did  nut 
suit  the  ideas  of  Mr.  Fullerton  that 
others  than  himself  and  party  should 
grace  the  photograph  whieh  will 
doubtless  be  reproduceil  in  Twin  Cuy 
papers  for  the  edification  of  the  gen- 
eral public,  and  he  so  expressed  him- 
self, it  is  said.  In  view  of  what  tol- 
lowed,  it  will  be  we  well  to  state  that 
the  Indian  guide  was  nowhere  to  be 
seen. 

"Stand  back,"  Mr.  Fullerton  is  re- 
ported to  have  said.  "We  don't  want 
anyone  in  the  picture*  except  those  who 
killed  the  moose." 

"Then  where  the  devil  is  the  Indian?" 
piped  up  the  village  wag,  much  to 
the  discomfiture  of  the  stale  dignitary 
and  his  guests.

AN  INVESTIGATION 

Will  Be  Made^Uniform  Bill 
of  Lading. 

Washington,  Nov.  23.— The  inter- 
state commerce  commission  has  or- 
dered an  investigation  in  Chicago,  Dec. 
4,  of  numerous  petitions  filed  by  ti  e 
Illinois  Manufacturers'  association 
and  other  trade  organizations  In  the 
official  classification  territory,  com- 
plaining of  onerous  conditions  in  the 
uniform  bill  of  lading  which  carriers 
propose  to  put  into  effect  Jan.  12.  Ihe 
petitioners,  the  various  carriers  ty 
railways  in  the  territory,  and  the 
members  of  uniform  bill  of  lading 
committee  have  been  cited  to  appear 
and  make  full  disclosure.  Othei-s  in- 
terested are  invited  to  appear  and 
participate  in  the  hearings.  It  is  com- 
plained that  the  new  regulations  will 
malce  bills  of  lading  not  negotiable, 
will  require  shippers  by  signature  to 
absent  ,'lo  conditions  not  heretofore 
enforced  and  thereby  recognize  such 
conditions  to  be  reasonable  and  just 
and  will  compel  shippers  to  bind  them- 
selves to  conditions  which  largely  ex- 
empt the  carrier  from  its  common  law 
liability.  Complaint  Is  made  also  that 
it  will  diminish  the  value  fo  the  ser- 
vice to  the  .shipper,  while  maintaining 
the  accustomed  charge  and  will  maJ^e 
the  shipper  pay  20  per  cent  of  the 
rate  in  addition-  if  he  insists  on  the 
carriers'  common  law  liability,  there- 
by giving  the  old  service  an  increaoe<i 
charge.

.\  singular  phenomenon  occurs  on  the 
borders  of  the  Red  s«  ii  as  a  place  called 
Nahou.«.  where  intermittent  underground 
sounds  have  been  heard  for  an  unknown 
number  of  centuries.  It  is  situated  at 
about  a  half-mile  distant  from  the  shore, 
whence  a  k-ng  reach  of  ^:and  ascends 
rapidlv  to  a  height  of  30<»  feet,  says  the 
Chicago  Journal.  TliLs  reach  is  ab«iut  800 
feet  wide,  and  resembles  an  amphitheater, 
being  walled  by  low  rocks.  The  .sounds 
coming  up  from  the  giouml  at  this  place 
recur  al  intervals  of  .iliout  an  hour.  They 
at  first  re.«emble  a  low  murmur,  but  ere 
long  there  Is  heard  a  loud  knocking 
.something  like  the  strokes  of  a  bell,  and 
wiii(  h  at  the  end  of  about  five  minutes 
becomes  so  strong  as  to  aglt.'ite  the  sand. 
The  explanation  of  this  curious  phenom- 
enon given  b.v  the  Arabs  is  that  there  Is 
a  convent  under  the  ground  here,  and  th»»t 
these  monks  ring  for  prayers.  So  they 
call  It  Nakou«.  w-hlch  means  a  bell.  The 
Arabs  affirm  that  the  noise  so  frightens 
their  eomds  when  they  hear  It  as  to 
render  them  furious.  Philosophers  at- 
tribute the  sound  to  suppressed  volcanic 
action— ru-obably  to  the  bubbling  of  gas  or 
vapor  under  ground.

Chicago.  Nov.  23.— Walter  Wellman 
says  in  a  Washlngtofi  special  to  thel 
Record-Herald:  There  is  trouble  ahead  j 
for  tho  beef  packers  of  Chicago  andi 
other  We-stern  cities.  Attorney  General  i 
Moody  has  decided  to  remain,  for  a 
time  at  least,  at  the  head  of  the  de- , 
partment  of  justice,  his  special  reason 
being  that  he  sees  a  chance  to  do  a  j 
big  piece  of  work  in  connection  withj 
the  investigation  of  the  so-called  beef 
trust  which  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor  has  been  making 
under  the  direction  of  Commissioner 
Oarfield  of  the  bureau  of  corporations. 
Although  no  one  In  authority  can  be 
Inductd  to  say  so  In  plain  words,  the 
Inference  is  that  enough  has  been  dis-

The  New  Corset. 

Philadelphia    Ledger:     The   new   cor- 


set, while  retaining  the  straight-front 
effect,  is  not  so  shaped  as  to  permit 
much  of  the  former  abnormal  drawing 
clown  over  the  hips  and  abdomen  of 
that  article,  and  Is  so  constructed  as 
to  leave  no  uncorseted  space  below  the 
bust — that  is,  In  properly  developed 
figures.  The  new  corsets  have  a  more 
pronounced  curve  over  the  hips  and  a 
spring  at  the  back  that  makes  the 
\\aist  appear  smaller  and  more  nearly 
round.  In  adjusting  the  corset  now 
it  must  not  be  pulled  down  on  the  ilg- 
ure,  but  after  being  clasped  on  the  hoso 
supporters  should  be  attached  at  the 
front  and  sides  and  the  laces  gently 
drawn  to  fit  the  figure,  when  the  cors>.H 
will  assume  the  best  position  to  .H. 
Three  corset  strings  are  better  than 
two — one  at  the  top.  one  in  the  center 
and  the  third  at  the  bottom.  Their 
use  enables  the  wearer  of  ready-made 
corsets  to  adjust  them  comfortably  to 
her  own  personal  peculiarities  of  fig- 
ure. The  new  corset  is  not  high  bust- 
ed creations,  as  those  were  only  ex- 
periments which  the  manufacturers 
put  forth  to  ascertain  just  what  sylea 
were  bes  adapted  to  the  American 
woman,  and  as  experiments  the  box 
fronts,  not  proving  quite  satisfactory, 
have  departed.

AGAIN  THE  PRIMARY  LAW. 

II.  E.  Fales,  a  re>ident  of  Boston,  gives  these  very 
good  reasons  in  a  letter  to  the  Boston  Herald  why  vot- 
ers should  not  be  asked  to  declare  their  political  al- 
legiance at  the  primaries: 

"In  your  editorial  of  Nov.  i6  entitled  The  Voting  To- 
morrow," you  refer  to  the  disappointingly  small  number 
voting  at  the  primaries  and  sec  no  rea>on  why  men 
should  not  willingly  declare  their  political  affiliations 
just  as  they  used  to  at  the  caucuses.  My  answer  is  that 
there  always  were,  and  always  will  be,  men  who  can  tind 
good  candidates  in  both  of  the  great  political  parties  and 
who  wish  to  be  pk-dgc  free  from  both  when  they  exercise 
their  right  of  franchise. 

•'Is  there  any  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  they 
should  be  obliged  by  law  to  declare  their  political  pref- 
erences to  the  politicians  at  the  primraics  and  not  at 
the  following  electi.)n?  Political  freedom  and  the  secret 
ballot  was  undoubtedly  the  intention  of  the  makers  of  khe 
present  law  in  regard  to  voting,  but  the  secret  vote  part 
of  it  is  male  null  and  void  unless  one  refrains  from  vot- 
ing at  the  primaries.  Who  wants  his  mail  encumbered 
and  his  independent  proclivities  outraged  by  receiving 
large  quantities  of  political  literature  from  one  side  and 
none  whatever  from  the  other?  Men  who  think  like  to 
be  infoj'med  on  both  sides  of  a  question." 

This  will  meet  the  endorsement  of  nine-tenths  of  the 
voters  of  Minnesota.  Every  voter  should  have  the  priv- 
ilege of  choo.-ing  any  ticket  he  desires  at  the  primary 
election  without  being  compelled  to  disclose  his  party 
aflfilialions. 

While  on  this  subject  it  might  be  well  to  mention  a 
disagreeable  feature  of  the  Minnesota  registration  law, 
as  applied  to  cities.  Why  should  a  man  who  has  been 
a  citizen  residing  in  one  precinct  for  many  years  be  com- 
pelled to  answer  a  lot  of  foolish  questions  as  to  nation- 
ality, place  of  residence,  how  long  in  the  state,  in  the 
precinct,  etc.?  There  arc  many  voters  who  do  not  enjoy 
this  kind  of  interrogation,  especially  from  judges  who  are 
hardly  able  to  speak  or  write  the  American  language, 
and  Some  stay  away  from  the  polls  on  account  of  it.  It 
would  seem  as  if  the  law  ought  to  be  amended  so  that 
these  facts  could  be  copied  from  previous  registers  so 
that  all  the  vf>ter  will  need  to  do  is  to  give  his  place  of 
residence  and  his  name.  A  new  venter  in  the  precinct 
expects  to  answer  these  questions,  but  a  previous  voter 
ought  not  to  be  obliged  to  do  so.

Furthermore  the  defeat  of  Russia,  one  of  the  allegedly 
greatest  powers  of  Europe,  by  a  nation  that  has  here- 
tofore been  considered  no  greater  than  a  third-rater,  has 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  world  to  the  fact  that  the  days  of 
conquest  are  about  over  and  that  what  is  left  of  the  earth 
to  be  won  by  force  is  too  small  and  unimportant  to 
tight  over.  The  consequence  has  been  the  signing  of  num- 
erous peace  and  arbitration  treaties  between  the  diflfer- 
cnt  countries  of  Europe  and  between  these  countries  and 
the  United  States,  as  well  as  a  movement  to  end  the  war 
between  Russia  and  Japan  by  arbitration,  which  has  been 
hastened  by  the  magnanimous  offer  of  Japan  to  withdraw 
enitrely  from  Manchuria  if  Russia  wil  agree  to  do  the 
same. 

Much  as  the  Russian  ambassadors  and  other  represen- 
tatives of  government  despotism  may  bluff  and  bluster, 
they  may  as  well  read  the  handwriting  on  the  wall,  which 
says:  "The  Russian  people  must  be  given  a  constituitonal 
government  and  Russian  aggression  in  the  far  East  or  in 
any  other  quarter  is  at  an  end."  If  they  do  not  heed  that 
warning  now  of  their  own  free  will  they  will  be  compelled 
to  heed  it  later  on. 


THEIR  REAL  ANIMUS. 

It  is  an  interoiiDg  tact  that  American  Industries,  the 
organ  oi  the  Parryiles,  the  enemies  of  organized  labor, 
rejoices  in  the  fact  that  Dunn  was  defeated  in  Minnesota 
"because  he  posed  as  a  union  printer  and  because  he  was 
running  on  an  eight-hour  plank  in  the  state  platform."  It 
will  perhaps  not  disturb  the  j.^y  of  these  Tarryitcs  to

Here  arc  two  paragr:iphs  taken  liom  a  di-^cussion  of 
insurance  legislation  in  Vermont,  which  appeared  in  a  re- 
cent number  of  the  Weekly  Underwriter,  a  subsidized  or- 
gan of  the  insurance  trust,  which  says  that  state  insur- 
ance i^  the  favorite  nostrum  of  the  halt-baked: 

"The  house  has  killed  the  Russell  valued  policy  bill, 
and  tliV  Bullard  bill  of  monstrosities  will  share  the  same 
fate.  The  insurance  people  made  a  strong  fight  against 
it,  and  succeeded  in  cuinincing  a  majority  of  members 
of  its  absurdity  and  wickedness. 

"The  town  and  country  co-operative  insurance  com- 
panies bill  has  also  faile<l  in  the  house." 

Did  the  insurance  people  also  make  a  strong  fight 
against  the  town  and  country  co-operative  in>urance 
companio  and  "convince  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
their  ab-^urdity  a!id  wickedness?"

The  suc- 
cess of  tlu'st*  institutions  lias  also  donionstratcd  that  a 
system  of  state  insurance  wouM  provide  insurance  to  prop- 
erty owners  in  the  cities  at  much  less  cost  than  they  are 
now  compelled  to  pay.  That  is.wlij-  state  insurance  is 
designated  by  the  organs  of  the  iiiMiraiice  trust  as  the 
favorite  nostrum  of  the  half  baked  and  that  is  the  reason 
the  insurance  trust  lobby  is  always  present  before  the  dif- 
ferent legislatures  to  prevent  any  remedial  legislation 
along  those  lines. 

The  insurance  business  is  not  such  an  intricate  prob- 
lem that  it  must  necessarily  be  left  tti  the  editors  of  trust 
organs  for  solution.  Although  their  great  and  com- 
manding ability  is  generally  recognized  by  themselves

The  butchers  and  wooers  have  ap- 
parently not  come  to  any  agreement 
this  year  as  to  the  price  of  turke-a, 
but  each  dealer  is  Bettingr  his  own 
price  for  the  Tlianksgiving  birds,  ac- 
cording to  the  price  which  he  was  com- 
pelled to  pay  for  them. 

Some  dealers  who  contracted  for 
their  turkeys  early  In  the  season  are 
ufftTing  thfin  for  as  low  as  seventeen 
and  eighteen  cents  per  pound,  uihi-rs 
will)  bouKht  later  are  charging  as  high 
ujj  twenty  to  twc-nty-two  cents  lor 
I  hem.  Tliere  are  no  less  than  six 
prices  for  the  birds,  ranging  from  sev- 
enteen to  twenty-two  cents. 

While  the  turkeys  received  In  the 
early  shiiiments  were  for  the  most 
part  thin  and  small,  later  shipments 
have  brought  in  some  line  birds,  and 
the  house-keeper  who  is  willing  to 
pay  from  twenty  to  twenty-two  cents 
per  pound  can  secure  as  line  a  Thanks- 
giving turkey  as  ever  graced  a  table. 

The  high  price  of  turkeys  is  causing 
a  brisk  demand  for  geese  and  duckd 
for  the  Thanksgiving  trade.  They  are 
selling  at  fetail  by  the  local  dealers 
for  fourteen  and  fifteen  cents  per 
pound  and  many  house-keepers  who 
feel  that  they  cannot  afford  to  pay 
twenty  cents  a  pound  tor  their  Thanks- 
giving meat  are  purchasing  ducks  or 
geese.  And  not  a  few  are  buying  them 
because   they  prefer  them  to  turkeys. 

Hens  and  chickens  are  still  lower. 
Hens  are  selling  from  ten  to  twelve  and 
one-half  cents  according  to  the  qual- 
ity, and  spring  chickens  are  retailing 
for  from  twelve  to  llftecn  cents.  There 
has  also  been  a  heavy  demand  for 
spring  chickens  for  the  Thanksgiving  ] 
trade,  and  the  noble  bird  will  be  re- 
placed on  many  tables  by  a  pair  of 
roast  chickens. 

Tlio  local  retail  meat  and  grocery 
dealers  an«  making  large  displays  of 
Thanksgiving  goods,  and  offering  very 
attractive  bargains.  In  addition  to 
the  poultry  exhibits,  many  dealers  are 
offering  for  sulo  young  suckling  pigs, 
which  when  roasted  whole,  and  placed 
<in  the  Thanksgiving  table  with  an 
apple  held  between  llie  Jaws,  make  a 
"l>iece  de  resistance"  which  appeals  es- 
pecially to  the  people  of  Southern 
1  birth. 

Fruits,  nuts,  candles,  figs,  tomatoes, 
celery,  raisins,  and  all  kinds  of  special 
delicacies  to  grace  the  feast  are  being 
advertised  by  the  dearlers  in  a  man- 
ner that  suggests  (.'hristmaa. 

Druggists  and  candy  dealers  are  of- 
fering specially  prepared  boxes  of  bon 
I  bons.  Dairymen  arc  offering  bargains 
'in  butter  and  cream.  Hakers  are  of-

BOY  SLAYER 
ACQUITTED 

Dramatic   Scene    When 

Young  Siebert  Was 

Given  Freedom. 

Oxknloosa,  Iowa.  Nov.  23.— The  Jury  In 
the  casjo  of  Jlmniie  Scil>erl.  tried  for  the 
murder  of  J.  L.  Ncl.s<rn.  returned  a  ver- 
dict of  not  BolUy.  The  trial  brought  out 
ma^iy  piithetic  features  connected  with 
the  boy's  life. 

Young  Sieb.-rt  shot  and  killed  Nelson 
one  day  last  nummor  under  ih<'  impres- 
sion that  lie  was  killing  John  Carpenter, 
a  weaJthv  farmer  now  .nerving  a  term 
ii\  the  penitentiary  for  a  criminal  assault 
Upon  Sleberfs  sl.xter.  It  was  sliowii  at 
the  trial  that  Seil.ert  had  been  hlamed 
bv  the  family  for  leaving  his  sister  in  the 
care  of  Cnrpenter  while  ho  tSeiberti 
went  to  attend  pomo  work  on  anotlier 
part  of  the  farm.  Sclijeit  hlm-xeif  felt 
lie  was  to  blame,  and  a.>*  Carp'-titer  had 
appealed  the  »ase  after  conviction  /n  the 
lower  court,  the  boy  believed  his  sistwr's 
b<trayer   would   never   be   punished. 

Tliero  had  been  rumors  that  Carpenter 
would  attempt  to  ki"lnap  the  Rlrl  and 
tiiat  the  family  would  he  given  mueh 
Iruiiblo  If  tliey  persisted  In  prosecuting 
him.  All  tills' had  worked  on  tlie  boy's 
mind  until  he  became  a  nervous  wreck. 
0"/ie  evening  Carpeaiier  and  a  young  man 
named  Nelson  drove  up  to  the  Seihert 
home  and  Nel-^on  entered.  Wlien  they 
discovered  Carpenter  was  waiting  outside 
for  Nelscm,  the  family  was  alarm- d  and 
young  Selbert.  coming  In  from  the  Held, 
.suddenly  became  frantic,  aad  srlzinK  a 
gun  started  for  thu  buggy.  In  tlie  mean- 
time Carpenter  had  escaped  down  the 
road  and  Nelson  started  In  another  rli- 
reeilon,  young  Sell  ert  following.  He 
chased  Nelson  tnto  a  neighbor's  door- 
vard  and  shot  him  twico  with  a  sliot- 
gun.   killing  him  Instantly. 

At  the  trial  a  .sens.ttional  bit 
dence  wa.i  brought  out  bearing 
case  of  Carpenter.  It  uliowed 
deep-laid  plot  had  been  laid  to  .secure  a 
stateme^u  from  the  Selbert  urirl  exoner- 
atmg  Carpenter.  The  g\r\  was  led  to 
believe  that  a  «-ertalu  young  man  from 
Ottumwa  was  in  love  with  her  and  she 
was  Invited  by  him  to  take  a  trip  to 
Ottumwa.  At  Ottumwa  they  visited  an 
office  where  the  Klrl  was  a-^kcd  to  sign 
a  receipt  for  a  railroad  ticket.  It  .after- 
ward developed  that  the  receipt  was  a 
statement  exonerating  Carpenter.  Detec- 
tives were  put  upon  the  case  and  un- 
earthed the  plot  aiid  the  statement  was 
never  u.sed  In  Carpenter's  behalf,  the 
men  who  were  Instrumental  In  securing 
It  makhiR  a  complete  confession  and  ap- 
pearing at  the  Selbert  trial  in  the  boy's 
behalf. 

The  evidence  also  hidleated  that*  the 
Seihert  family  hsid  been  persecuted  be- 
yond belief  by  Carpenter,  wlio  w.i>«  weal- 
thy, and  wlu>  had  placed  the  a<ibert< 
under  obligations  to  nim  In  money  mat- 
ters.

Complete  official  returns  from  every 
county  in  the  state  have  been  secured 
by  the  Minneapolis  Journal,  as  to  the 
vote  for  president  and  governor.  They 
show  a  larger  plurality  for  Roosevelt 
than  any  one  dreamed  of  before  elec- 
tion, larger  than  the  first  returns  in- 
dicated. His  vote  is  almost  four 
times  as  large  as  that  cast  for  Parker. 
The  vote  cast  for  minor  candidate; 
will  not  be  ascertained  until  the  state 
canvassing  board  has  met,  but  ilic 
vote  for  Debs  is  likely  to  reach  25.0«x'. 

The  final  figures  have  reduced  John  • 
son's  plurality  for  governor.  Tha  last 
counties  reporting  gave  a  larger  vote 
for  Dunn  than  was  estimated.  The  re- 
turns now  show  that  outside  of  Hen- 
nepin county  Dunn  got  a  plurality  ol

Dunn  carried  only  three  congres.slon- 
al  districts,  getting  his  heaviest  u:ur- 
allty  in  the  eiglith.  white  me  flr.sf^  d.."?  • 
trict  gav«  him  only  l!»56,  and  the 
seventh  district  Just  :;2r>  more  voles 
than  Johnson.  Two  districts  gave  ,  R^d  Lake 
Johnson  an  equally  small  lead,  the  !  Ro.seau  .. 
second  district  showing  him  281  to  tno 
good,  and  the  ninth  Just  150.  Curious- 
ly enough,  th.^e  three  close  dislrbtji 
are  all  on  the  western  boundary  of  the 
state.  They  are  all  heavily  Repub- 
lican. 

Johnson  carried  the  third  district  by 
]  2671,  getting  pluralities  in  seven  of  the 
nine  counties.  The  fourth  went  for 
Johnson  by  994,  very  small  pluralities 
for  Dunn  in  Chls.igo  and  Washlnglou 
not  being  sufficient  to  offset  Johnsoi.'s 
lead  in  Ramsey,  The  sixth  gave  John- 
son 8042.  the  counties  outside  cf 
Steams  being  almost  a  standoff.

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Narrow  Escape  From  Death 

of  Superintendent

<Miisbolm.    Minn..    Nov.    23.— (Special    to 
The   Herald. (-Superintendent    D.   C.    Pea- 
coek   and   Captain    Henry   Tallon,    of    the| 
Shenarigo   Iron    mine   were   walking  along 

one  of  the  drifts  of  the  mine  Friday  even-] 
ing  when  the  superintendent  forgot  abnUt 
a  pocket  In  front  of  him,  and  slumVilIng, 
on  some  ore  plunged  be  i<l  first  and  fell 
tliirty  feet,  striking  tbo  dumped  ore  In 
the  bottom  of  the  poeket.  Just  as  he 
fell  Captiiin  Tallou  warned  blm  of  the 
danger,  but  it  was  too  late.  A  tr.ira 
lo.ad  of  ore  was  about  to  be  dumped  into 
the  pocket  from  th?  next  level  above, 
but  Bimie  Olio  rushed  up  the  ladder  In 
lime  to  stop  the  men  from  dumping  the 
ore  .and  thereby  burying  alive  the  super- 
intendent of  the  mine,  under  a  train  load 
of  iron  ore.  The  train  of  ore  would 
have  fallen  perhaps  fifty  feet  and  would 
have  killed  the  superintendent  instantly. 
He  was  rescued  from  his  subterranean 
prison  and  taken  to  the  office  when  he 
asked  "what  had  happened."  I-Vom  the 
office  he  waa  t.iken  to  his  home  and 
Dr.  Kirk  was  summoned  and  said  that  he 
had  narrowly  escaped  concussion  of  the 
brain.  The  sup^-rintendents  hands  were 
batllv  bruised,  his  Jaw  bone  wa.s  brui.sed 
and  "hi.-,  elu-ek  ha<l  to  be  sewed  up.

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Fargo— A  prisoner's  fate  decided  by 
the  roll  of  tlie  dice  is  said  to  be  the 
method  by  which  H.  Forester  was  ac- 
quitted. He  was  on  trial  on  tlie  charge 
of  selling  silk  which  his  wife  is  alleged 
to  have  stolen.  The  jury  was  out  ten 
hours  and  stood  seven  to  five  for  ac- 
quittal. Finally  each  side  appointed  a 
representative  and  an  agreement  w.is 
made  to  return  a  verdict  which  the  two 
men  would  determine.

Brabec  Said  to  Have  De- 
secrated Indian  Burial 
Plot. 

Fergus  Falls.  Minn..  Nov.  23.— Dr.  F.  J. 
Brabec,  of  Perliam.  has  been  indicted  by 
the  grand  jury  here  on  the  charge  of 
desecrating  an  Indian  grave.  For  many 
years  past  a  band  of  Chippewa  Indiana 
has  had  a  burial  groimd  \n\  the  shore  of 
Big  Pine  lake,  in  the  vicinity  of  Perham. 
The  Indians  formerly  lived  near  there, 
and  since  their  removal  to  the  Widte 
Karth  reservation  they  have  not  aban- 
doned the  burial  ground,  and  return  an- 
luially  and  hold  weird  ceremonies  there. 

A  curious  little  canopy  is  erected  over 
each  grave,  cinstructed  in  some  histances 
of  boards  and  In  others  of  sticks  driven 
into  the  ground.  The  canopies  or  boxes 
are  onen  at  each  end,  and  the  Imllans 
throw  pi«'ces  of  tobacco,  pipes  and  other 
articles  under  them  for  the  use  of  Ihe 
dead.  Dr.  Brabec  Is  interested  in  Indian 
relies  and  Is  accused  of  having  opened 
one  of  the  graves,  and  It  Is  presumed 
that  he  removed  one  of  the  skeletons.  He 
appeared  before  the  court  here  and  his 
bail  W.IS  fixed  at  $300.  which  he  agreed  to 
furnish.  The  charge  is  brought  under  the 
statute  which  prohibits  the  unauthorized 
removal  <»f  l)odie.«. 

Axel  Bogen.  Harry  Bogen  and  Frank 
Post,  boys,  were  brought  from  Henijlng 
yesterd.ay  to  answer  to  the  charge  of 
burglarizing  the  store  of  Carl  Ol.son.  They 
are  accu.^ed  of  crawling  Into  the  building 
through  a  rear  window  and  taking  $5  from 
the  till.

CORRECT  RAILWAY  TIME. 

How  It  Is  Distributed  In  the 
Norihwest.  s 

Northfield,  Minn..  Nov.  23.— The  Good- 
sell  observatory  of  Carleton  college  Is 
the  largest  and  best-equipptd  InstituMon 
of  its  kind  west  of  Chicago  and  east  of 
Lick  observatory  In  California. 

The  purpose  of  its  complete  building 
and  outfit  of  five  astronomical  In.strumenta 
costing  $65,000,  Is  to  make  a  speclaltty  of 
correct  time-keei)lng  and  the  telegraohlo 
distribution  of  time-signals  for  railways 
and  citie;s  of  the  Northwest.  Electrical 
railway  time  .signals  were  first  given  from 
Northfield.  They  began  Oct.  23.  1877,  and 
have  been  furnished  and  ^Idely  distribut- 
ed continuously  since  that  time  to  rail- 
ways sueli  as  tlie  Great  Northern,  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Soo  lines. 

The  standard  astronomical  clock  at 
Northfield.  from  which  time  .signals  are 
sent  out.  Is  one  of  the  best  of  the  How- 
ard make.  It  is  provided  with  an  elec- 
trical switch  and  a  galvanometer  attach- 
ment so  that  It  may  be  kept  very  clos<.'ly 
on  true  standard  time  without  disturbing 
Its  dallv  rate.  The  rate  of  this  clock  is 
determined  at  Goodsell  observatory  by 
frequent  star  observations  regularly  mad« 
and  reduced  with  care  by  astronomical 
methods.  The  fine  astronomical  Instru- 
ment used  in  computing  time  ob.servatlons 
is  of  German  make  and  cost  $5000.  It  was 
a  gift  from  James  J.  Hill.  The  time  sig- 
nal t.s  sent  out  daily,  except  Sundays, 
from  tlte  telegraph  ofTlce  In  the  observa- 
tory, the  standard  clock  being  so  con- 
structed as  to  send  its  own  signal  auto- 
matically when  the  telegraphic  connec- 
tion*'  with  outside  lines  are  properly  made. 
Master  clocks  are  located  in  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul,  and  through  recent  im- 
provements It  is  possible  to  control  similar 
synchronized  clocks  at  any  distance  from 
the  observatory.

Wa.^hlnirton.  Nov.  23.— In  his  annual 
report  for  this  year.  Commissioner 
Itichiards  of  the  general  land  office  rec- 
ommends tiie  exercise  of  more  delib- 
erate consideration  of  propositions 
l(H)|{lng  to  the  establishment  of  forest 
reserves  than  has  been  exercised  In 
the  past. 

During  the  Inst  fiscal  year  nine  re- 
.<crve8  have  been  created,  bringing  the 
total  tiumber  up  to  fifty-nine  and  In- 
creasing the  aggregate  area  covered  by 
f<  re«t  reservations  to  62.7fi3.494  acres. 
Thi»  report  shows  a  falling  off  of  $1,741,- 
4til  in  the  total  receipts  of  the  oflice.  as| 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and 
a  decrease  in  the  area  of  pul>lic  land 
disposed  of,  amounting  to  6.418,477 
acres.  With  the  exception  of  1903.  the 
lash  receipts  were  greater  than  any 
previous  year.  The  patents  issued  for 
the  year  numbered  56,386.  and  exceeded 
tho?e  for  any  other  twelve  months  in 
the  history  of  the  office.  The  r-n-eipts , 
a;e  $9.'_'S.'{.341  and  the  land  disposed  ofj 
aggregated  16,40.'>.821  acres.  Of  this! 
quantity  10,171.265  acres  were  entered 
under  the  homestead  law.  2.3r.;)..'.S4  were 
patented  as  railroad  sections,  and 
1. 806.261  under  timber  and  stone  en- 
tries.

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According  to  Reports  of 

Ann  Arbor  Poison 

Tasters. 

Ann  Arbor,  Nov.  23.— The  University 
of  Michigan  society  of  drug  provers. 
the  so-caJled  "Poijion  Drinkers'  club," 
organized  last  spring,  is  eating  gin- 
seng, a  drug  which  for  3000  ycar.s  has 
been  the  greatest  medical  remedy 
known  in  the  Chinese  empire,  while 
scoffed  at  by  the  rest  of  the  world  as 
mere  superstition. 

The  experiment  has  been  under  way 
only  two  weeks,  but  aJready  Michi- 
gan's students  have  made  one  start- 
ling discovery,  which  practically  raises 
ginseng  from  the  state  of  the  world's 
greatest  medical  superstition  to  one  of 
the  most  powerful  of  drugs.  With 
headquarters 'at  Ann  Arbor  100  medical 
students  and  physicians,  scattered  .ill 
i>ver  the  country,  are  taking  ginseng 
in  this  one  experiment.  In  Ann  Ar- 
bor there  are  twenty  young  qjen  and 
seven  co-eds  at  work,  and  the  others 
are  in  Detroit.  San  Francisco,  Cincin- 
nati, Syracuse  and  Rochester.  All 
names  are  secret.  'VN'hen  a  Chinaman 
of  .«ixty  or  seventy  years  Is  just  about 
sinking  Into  his  second  childhood  a 
big  dose  of  genseng  Is  given  to  him. 
For  a  time  he  breaks  out  In  bolls.  And 
then  for  a  period,  averaging  two  years, 
he  feels  once  more  as  if  almost  In  th2 
prime  of  life. 

Every  one  of  the  students  has  hail, 
in  a  milder  degree,  corresponding  with 
the  amount  of  medicine  he  is  taking 
these  same  symptoms  of  heated  blood, 
which  the  Chinese  claim.  Wheth*"' 
ginseng  really  will  prolong  life  at  all. 
or  whether  in  the  long  run  Its  effects 
might  be  harmful,  cannot  be  said  at 
this  early  stage  in  the  tests.

St.  Louis,  Nov.  23.— Aftfr  remaining  In  ' 
the  air  for  forty-five  minutes,  only  for  a  \ 
brief  period  of  which  It  was  propelled  by  ' 
ll.s  own  power,  tht^  "Montana  Meteor,  '  [ 
the  airship  designed  and  constructed  by 
Thoma.s  Benbow.  of  Columbus.  Mont.,  was 
brought  safely  to  the  ground  In  an  open 


field  three  miles  southeast  of  the  'VN  orld  s 
fair  aerodrome. 

The  air.ship  was  navigated  by  the  in- 
ventor, who  iJtated  to  a  representative  of 
the  Associated  Pr*»ss  after  the  flight  that 
he  considered  it  very  succes.^ful  in  the 
light  of  the  accident  that  happened  to 
his  machinery.  A  leak  in  the  gasoline 
tank  allowed  all  the  fluid  to  escai>e  and 
rendered  his  motor  useless  shortly  after 
lie  had  started  the  flieht. 

Benbow  was  also  handicapped  by  having 
too  much  gas  In  his  balloon,  and  It  was 
necessary  for  him  to  allow  some  of  the 
hvdropen  to  escape  during  the  flight.  Vor 
that  rea.son  he  did  not  Plart  the  motor 
until  he  had  drifted  with  the  wind  for 
nearlv  a  mile. 

During  the  brief  time  that  the  motor 
was  working  the  airship  made  headway 
against  the  wind  and  answered  its  rudder 
perfectly.  Shortlv  after  Benbow  .-started 
his  motor  he  found  that  the  gai^oUne  had 
become  exhausted,  and  allowed  the  meteor 
to  drift  with  the  wind  until  he  found  a 
landing  place.

wa-s  designated  to  take  the  treaty  to 
King  Menellk,  yesterday  spent  some 
time  at  the  state  department  in  confer- 
ence with  tho  as.sistant  secretary  of 
state.  The  assistant  secretary  questioned 
Mr.  Ellis  very  closely  regarding  all  the 
circumstances  leading  up  to  his  brother's 
death.  Mr.  Ellis'  replies  were  entirely 
satisfactorv  to  Mr.  Loomls.  The  depart- 
ment later"  issued  a  statement  officially 
expressing  its  satisfaction  with  Mr. 
Elll.s"  explanation.  This  statement  was

Tokio,  Nov.  23.  3  p.  m.— A  telegram 
from  the  headquarters  of  the  Japanese 
third  army  besieging  Port  Arthur  dated 
at  midnight  Nov.  Tl.  says: 

"On  Monday  night,  Nov.  21,  the 
enemy  made  a  counter  attack  on  our 
force  In  front  of  the  north  forts  of  the 
eastern  group  of  forts  on  Keekwan 
mountain.    The  attack  was  repulsed." 

Tokio.  Nov.  23.  3  p.  m.— Army  head- 
quarters yesterday  received  the  fol- 
lowing telegram  from  Manchurian 
head<iuarters:  "On  Monday,  Nov.  21, 
at  6:30  In  the  morning,  our  detachment 
advanced  towards  Weitzuku,  north  of 
Zlenchuang  and  attacked  and  occupied 
the  enemy's  bivouacking  ground. 

'•i>ubsequenlly  a  superior  force  of  the 
enemy  gradually  pressed  our  left  flank 
and  rear.  Receiving  reinforcements  we 
drove  the  enemy  towards  Chenholin  at

Smith  l^ounding  down  the  stairs  at  the 
Crystal  Palace  station  to  catch  Ids  train 
to  the  city  was  altogether  a  different 
perr.on  from  Smith  the  paralyzed  beggar 
wh-)  pi f vailed  upon  kindly  policemen  to 
stop  the  traffic  while  he  hobbled  across 
the  road,  and  tlie  soft-hearted  nims 
giver,  who  threw  him  a  penny  every 
morning  In  the  city  would  not  have 
recognized  the  poor  recipient  had  he  met 
him  the  same  nlKht  at  a  fashionable  bar 
cJianiing  sovereigns  for  drinks. 

Smitu  in  bis  time  has  played  many 
parts.  By  his  own  account  he  was  n 
rancher  In  Canada  and  the  state,  and  told 
thrilling  stories  of  bar  fights  in  mining 
<  amps.  He  has  al.so  .slione  as  a  street 
vocalist,  not  to  mention  his  connection 
for  a  very  limited  period  with  the  Sal- 
vation   Army. 

The  provident  Mr.  Smith  was  a  member 
of  tho  Hearts  of  Oak  society,  from  which 
he  WIS  drawing  18  shillings  weekly  on 
the  .strength  of  this  spasmodic  paralysis, 
which,  apparently,  only  attacked  him 
after  he  left  London  Bridge  station  for 
his  walk  cityward,  and  was  Immediately 
dispelled,    after   "office"    liours.

Cleveland,  Nov.  24.— The  Commercial 
Bulletin  says:  "The  United  Statts  Steel 
corporation  has  opened  negotiations  for 
the  purchase  of  the  control  of  the  Am- 
erican Shipbuilding  company.  It  has 
plans  formulated  for  the  replacement  of 
the  entire  fleet  of  Its  subsidiary  com- 
pany, the  Pittsburg  Steamship  company, 
with  modern  steel  vessels  of  over  10,000 
tons  carrying  capacity  each.  This  pro- 
gram will  cover  a  period  of  several 
years,  but  before  it  will  be  consummated 
the  total  bill  of  expenes  for  the  replace- 
ment of  the  present  fleet  alcr.ie  would 
foot  up  $25.000000,  and  if  the  carrying 
capacity  of  the  fleet  is  to  be  expanded  in 

groportion  to  the  growth  of  the  trade  the 
teel  corporation  will  have  to  expend  at 
least  $40,000,000  in  the  next  ten  years  In 
the  construction  of  new  tonnage  for  the 
ore  and  coal  carrying  trade.  The  con- 
templation of  this  prospect  is  one  of  the 
causes  of  the  desire  of  the  Steel  cor- 
poration to  control  the  shipbuilding  sit- 
uation on  the  great  lakes. 

"About  a  month  ago  the  Pitt.sburg 
Steamship  company  ordered  four  vessels 
of  over  10,000  tons  capacity  each,  at  an 
aggregate  cost  of  $1,700,000,  placing  the  or- 
der with  the  American  Shipbuilding  com- 
pany. These  big  vessels,  of  the  A.  B. 
Wolvin    and    Sahara    type,    have   demon- 


strated their  ability  to  operate  as  econo- 
mically as  the  veosel  of  aC<j0  tona  Jn 
other  words,  the  10(00  ton  vessel  will  do 
the  work  of  two  vessels  of  6000  tons  ca- 
pacity at  the  expense  of  oTie. 

"The  Steel  corporation  proposes  to  lead 
in  the  ievelopment  of  lake  carrying  trade 
and  at  the  same  time  as  fax  as  possible 
control  it.  The  cost  of  the  item  of  de- 
livering ore  at  the  lower  lake  ports  Is  on«^ 
of  the  utmost  Impirtance  to  the  Steel  cor- 
poration. When  the  corporation  is  in  a 
position  to  dictate  carrying  charges  on 
the  lakes  its  control  of  the  ore  situation 
will  be  fcomplete. 

"In  local  financial  circles  it  is  accepted 
as  a  fact  that  a  definite  proposition  will 
soon  be  made  upon  term.-;  so  attractive 
to  the  shipbuilding  company  that  it  will 
be  accepted.  The  preferred  stock  of 
the  company  has  advanced  In  the  last 
few  months  from  68  to  97  and  the  com- 
mon from  18  to  40. 

"Negotiations  arc  now  said  to  be  In 
progress  for  the  absorption  of  two  or 
three  of  the  most  aggressive  competitors 
of  the  American  ShipbuilPwng  company  to 
the  end  that  the  latter  may  be  able  to 
deliver  over  to  the  Steel  corporation  not 
only  its  own  extensive  plants  on  the 
lakes  but  also  those  of  the  Great  L<akcs 
EJnglneerIng  company,  of  Detirolt.

H.UtVESTlNG  COFFEE  BERRIIvS. 

Early  in  il.-'  spring  tlie  coffee  tree 
breaks  forth  in  a  ma.ss  of  bloom,  but  the 
complete  covering  of  delicate  wJiite  blos- 
.sums  di-sappear  in  a  very  few  days.  A 
peritKl  of  ofur  or  five  months  must  elapse 
before  the  next  period.  Then,  as  the  bean 
is  firmly  attached  to  the  branch  and  the 
legion  is  not  subject  to  heavy  storms, 
the  crops  are  not  depleted  by  wiiidlalls, 
the  tree  showing  almost  as  complete  a 
eo\eriiig  of  fruit  as  of  bloos.<!oms.  The 
lacking  is  done  by  a  l.irge  luioe  of  p<  :us- 
anlK.  each  with  basket  hung  over  his 
.shoulder,  in  a  siiort  time.  Tli»-  fruit  Is 
hauled  in  lumbering  ox  carts  of  mediaeval 
pattern  to  the  patios  or  drying  yards. 
The  latter  ar?  literally  huge  cement  floors, 
which  lor  admirable  tennis  courts  when 
not  being  put  to  their  legitimate  use.  and 
on  a  large  plantation  will  co\er  several 
acres.  . 

Here  the  berries  are  spread  out  in  a 
iiiver  a  few  inches  deep  and  then  hoed 
up  into  rows,  being  continually  turned, 
so  as  to  present  all  the  fruit  to  the  sun. 
Bv  a  new  method  the  cortee  Is  dried  by  a 
machine  wliich  resembles  a  huge  roaster 
and  a<:ts  in  much  the  same  manner.  TlxQ 
lormer  cherrvhke  fruit  has  now  become 
a  lough,  black  and  wrinkled  mondescript, 
re.semljiing  pebbles  as  much  as  anything 
and  wiih  pebbles  it  is  more  or  less  mixed. 
From  here  it  is  shoveled  Into  the  large 
fermenting  tanks,  wlnre  it  is  covered  with 
water  and  allowed  to  remain  some  time, 
being  continually  stirred  and  having  the 
extremely  malodorous  water  drawn  off 
at  intervals. 

From  this  process  it  ernerges  complete- 
ly cleansed  of  the  large  amount  of  soft 
jiulp  which  has  hitherto  covered  it,  but 
the  beans  are  still  held  face  to  face  by 
a  thin  and  very  strong  parchment-hke 
covering,  which  can  only  be  removed  by 
a  huller.  which  breaks  the  beans  apart 
and  blows  off  the  covering.  The  im- 
purities such  as  black  and  worthless 
b<aas,  .stones  and  similar  rubbish,  are 
then  picked  out  by  hand  and  the  eoffee 
is  baged  ready  for  shipment.  rhe 
roasting  and  grinding  are  always  done 
where  the  coffee  is  to  be  u.sed.

From  "The  Social  Side  of  Washing- 
ton," Alnslee's  for  December:  Officers 
of  the  army  and  navy  are  as  a  rule, 
men  of  more  than  ordinary  intelligeflce, 
and  the  be.st  and  most  talented  .are.  for 
obvious  reasoms.  met  in  Washington 
more  frequently  than  anywhere  else.

In  their  opinion,  a  suf- 
ficient offset  to  the  financial  priaes  they 
might    secure    el.sewhere. 

Now.  many  of  these  peoph-  do  flot  be- 
long and  do  -not  care  to  belong.  10  so- 
detv  or  what  calls  Itself  society.  That 
goes  without  saying.  And  yet  it  would 
be  idle  to  deny  that  unconsciously  they 
contribute  toward  creating  the  .social  at- 
mosphere which  distinguishes  Washing- 
ton from  other  citieis  In  this  country,  and 
that  thev  contribute  to  it  very  largely. 
They  not  only  raise,  as  I  have  alreaxJy 
remarked,  the  general  level  of  intelli- 
gence, culture  and  refinement  to  an  ex- 
traordinary extent,  but  they  Hkf-wlse  in- 
troduce a  variety  of  interests  into  the 
.<50cial  life  of  a  community  .small  enough 
to  absorb  and  digest  them,  and  without 
which  Washi-ngton  society  would  simply 
be  a  reflex  of  the  society  of  New  York 
and  other  commercial  centers.  What  I 
mean  to  say  is  that  Washington  society, 
though  it  shows  distinct  tendencies  to 
break  into  cliques  and  sets  Is  as  yet 
small  enough  to  take  what  is  worth  tak- 
ing into  on»*  camp,  as  It  were.  It  is  still 
able  to  provide  a  commoji  meeting 
ground.  As  yet.  the  different  elements  do 
not   refuse   to   fuse.

Tiie  president  lb 
willing  that  he  shall  iii:v\<i  his  full  term, 
and  Mr.  Sliaw  does  not  want  to  sta: 
hmger  than  that,  so  the  arrangement  1- 
sal'sfactory   all   around. 

As  soon  as  he  leaves  the  cabinet  Mr. 
Siiaw  will  begin  to  shape  his  plans  t« 
secure  the  Republican  nomination  for 
pre.sldent  In  l'J<»8.  His  presidential  am- 
bition Is  given  as  one  of  the  reasons  fo. 
the  little  coolness  existing  tietween  bin 
and  Mr.  Roosevelt,  and  .so  long  as  h" 
remains  in  the  pre.-ideiit's  family  he 
will  keep  his  political  ambitions  in  thi 
biickground. 

Hecjiuse  of  his  desire  to  be  Mr.  Roose- 
veils  successor  in  the  White  House,  Mr. 
Shaw  has  d«  ellned  two  offers  of  th. 
presitleney  of  New  York  trust  compan 
les,  and  has  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  sslm- 
llar  advances  from  other  sources.  He 
believes  his  chatices  of  b-ing  nominated 
for  jiresident  woul»l  be  seriously  intei 
fered  with  if  he  should  become  too  close- 
ly Identlhed  with  Wall  street.  He  has  no 
said  that  no  tiffer  would  tempt  him  to 
give  up  politic^  but  he  has  stated  tliat  i 
would  have  to  i)e  very  (lattering  before  i( 
would  be  ffiven  «erious  consideration.

During  our, brief  hunting  season  scarcely 
a  day  passes  wllhout  Its  record  of  young  I 
men    accidentally    killed    while   In    pursuit 
of    de<r.      During    the    pn  sent    y<  ar    the 
casualties    in    the    localities    trlbutarv    to  I 
Duluth   have   averaged  one   human   iffe   a  ! 
day.     A  ncord   so  appalling  certainly   re-  I 
quires    sv>me    drastic    measure    to    prevent  i 
its  ye.irly  r«i)etiiluii.  j 

During  th«-  prehent  Season  some  120<i  ' 
hunters  liccuiics  have  been  issued  in  I 
this  county.  It  Is  probable  that  half  as 
many  have  hunted  without  Uctnses  as 
with  them,  so  tiiat  it  may  be  safely  as- 
serted that  IS'V  men  and  bo^a  ar«  "daily 
using  high-power  riflfs  within  a  ra<llu.-< 
of  fifty  mites  cf  L>uluth.  Many  of  theae 
huntersi  know  little  or  nothing  of  woods 
life,  are  unaciuainti-d  with  the  f»rce  or 
power  of  the  modem  sporting  ritle.  are 
unconcerned  about  the  pri  slmfty  of  oiher 
louiters,  and  are  aUogether  until  to  be 
hunting  in  woods  crowded  with  other 
humiin  beings. 
I  I'nfortun.ittly.  no  test  or  examination 
can  well  lit-  made  as  to  the  iiualitkalions 
'  of  An  applicant  for  a  hunters  license,  and 
consc<|ucntiy  the  rec!:less  and  ignorant 
must  hunt  In  the  vicinity  of  the  cautious 
and    llie   Instructed. 

Such  being  the  conditions.  It  would  seem 
wise  to  extend  the  open  season  and  re- 
strict the  time  in  which  the  llcen.se  should 
be  operative.  I'nder  the  present  law 
only  twenty  days  are  "open.  '  and  thi- 
license  is  for  the  season,  would  It  not  be 
far  better  to  double  the  length  of  the 
season,  letting  It  commence  on  the  1st 
insi«'aii  of  the  10th  of  November  and  ex- 
tend to  the  10th  of  December?  Then  Issue 
licenses  good  for  not  to  exceed  ten  d.iys 
and  re<iuire  some  return  cf  the  license  to 
show  that  the  limit  had  not  been  ex- 
ceeded. 

Hy  adopting  this  plan  It  would  seem 
that  the  present  overcrowding  of  the 
favorite  hunting  grounds  would  be  largely 
avoided  and  the  consequent  casualties  be 
greatly  diminished.

It  is  true,  however,  as  It  was 
true  when  Prentiss  said  it.  that  the 
name  of  Washington  and  of  others  of 
hi.s  time  serves  as  an  inspiration  to 
people  fighting  for  freedom  againf=t  the 
oppressor.

Choked  to  Death  In  Asylum 
In  Illinois. 

Chicago,  Nov.  24.— Samuel  P.  Glosscr.  a 
patient  In  the  county  asylum  for  the  in- 
sane at  Dunning,  was  choked  to  death, 
and  the  coroner  will  endeavor  to  ascertain 
whether  he  was  killed  by  Alexander  Har- 
per, a  colored  man,  who  is  also  a  patient 
in  the  asylum,  or  whether  he  was  choked 
by  John 'Conway  and  Scott  Uogan,  at- 
tendants. 

Hngan  and  Conway  assert  that  Glosaer 
was  violent  and  that  Harper  a.sslsted 
them  In  placing  him  under  restraint,  and 
HariH^r  declares  that  both  the  attendants 
kicked    Glosoer    and    tlial    Hogan    choked 

him.  „   ,  ^    , 

The  trouble  started  with  a  flght  be- 
tween Glosser  and  Harper,  in  which  the 
former  was  the  aggressor.  He  was  finally 
strupned  to  his  bed  by  the  attendants 
and  Harper,  but  working  loose  from  the 
straps  that  held  him,  he  again  attacked 
Harper.  The  two  attendants  came  to 
the  assistance  of  Harper  and  a  desperate 
struggle  ensued.  Glosser  soon  became  un- 
conscious and  one  of  the  physicians  was 
called,  who  pronounced  Glos.ser  dead. 

His  wind  pipe  had  broken  in  the  se- 
vere choking  he  had  received  and  his  lx>dy 
was  terribly  brul-sed,  there  being  many 
mnrks  of  boot  heels  in  the  llesh.  Di-. 
Springer,  the  county  physician,  who  held 
an  autopsv  last  night,  declared  that  it 
was  utterly  Impossible  for  Harper  to 
have  Inllicted  all  the  w-ounds  on  the  body 
of  Glosser.  and  he  recommended  that  the 
two  attei'dants  be  held  until  after  the 
coroner's  inquest.  Glosser  was  taken  to 
the  asylum  May  12.  He  was  a  train  dis- 
patcher and  formerly  lived  in  Trinidad. 
Col.  He  became  suddenly  insane  on  a 
train  coming  from  Colorado  to  Chicago 
and  was  committed  to  the 
request  of  his  sister.  He 
a  violent  patient.

Hugh  Steele  Finishes  Up 

Riprap  Work  at  Grand 

Marais. 


Hugh  Steelv?,  the  local  contractor,  has 
this  week  completed  liis  contract  witli 
the  government  for  riprapplng  the  old 
pile  dike  which  forms  part  of  the  har- 
bor protection  at  Grand  Marais,  Mich. 
The  repair  worVt  was  started  about  the 
first  of  September  last,  about  1400  feet 
of  the  5700-foot  pile  dike  having  been 
riprapped  with  stone. 

The  pile  dike  was  constructed  by  the 
government  some  eight  or  nine  years 
ago  in  order  to  prevent  the  harbor  from 
becoming  filled  in  with  sand,  and  to 
hold  the  sand  as  it  was  washed  up  by 
the  action  of  the  lake  water,  until  It 
formed  a  beach  outside  the  dilie  suf- 
ficiently wide  enough  to  protect  the 
harbor  of  refuge  inside  the  lighthouse. 
During  the  past  ye:ir8  some  of  the  dilce 
has  givsn  way  and  other  parts  were 
weakening.  Sand  began  to  sift  through 
between  the  cracks  in  the  dike  like 
snow  through  a  fence,  and  It  seemed 
only  a  question  of  time  until  enough 
would  work  its  way  through  to  ob- 
struct the  harbor. 

xiy  riprapping  the  dike,  that  is,  filling 
in  behind  it  for  several  feet  in  d^P^-l^i  i^.^^.^r.^.- 
and  width  with  rock,  the  dike  has  been!  l-ngiana  s 
strengtheiied  and  tlie  rock  prevents 
the  sand  from  filling  in  the  harbor  in- 
side the  dike.  Already,  it  is  claimed, 
several  feet  of  sand  beach  has  been 
formed  in  front  of  the  riprapped  dike 
first  constructed  in  September.  At  the 
rate  the  beach  is  now  building  out  on 
the  lake  side  wliere  the  riprap  hag  been 
put  in,  it  Is  believed  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  the  purpose  for  which  the 
dike   was  built  will  be  accomplished.

I  know  from  personal  exper- 
ience in  the  past  that  a  great  deal  of 
good  has  been  accomplished  through 
these  holiday  meetings,  and,  God  will- 
ing, we  expect  to  keep  the  up  in  ihe 
years  to  come." 

Not  only  do  the  persons  confined  at 
th«»  county  penal  institution  during 
the"  Thanksgiving  time  have  reason  to 
be  thankful  for  the  spiritual  treatment 
accorded  them,  but  the  Jail  officials 
usu.illy  go  to  the  trouble  of  making 
the  ordinary  Jail  fare  a  little  move 
elaborate  on  that  day  and  it  is  proo- 
able  that  few  Thanksgiving  days  ha.t 
passed  in  recent  years  when  the  u:i- 
fortunates  who  are  paying  the  pen- 
alty for  Infraction  of  the  laws  have 
not  had  delicacies  outside  the  usual 
Plain  bill  of  fare.

"I  have  read  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest,"  said  J.  P.  Johnson,  clerk  tt 
district  court,  yesterday,  "the  hunting 
stories  purported  to  have  been  told 
by  some  of  the  local  nimrods.  on  their 
return  with  a  few  deer  carcaiises  fr^jm 
the  northern  Minnesota  wilds.  While 
I  appreciate  the  lively  Imagination 
and  exceedingly  smooth  manner  in 
which  some  of  the  prominent  Duluth- 
lans  can  so  vividly  portray  in  print 
those  stories  which  run  very  close 
to  the  danger  line  of  prevarication,  I 
cannot  help  making  the  claim  liiat 
when  it  comes  to  shoveling  out  hot 
air  to  the  public,  the  real  high  lem- 
peratured  stuff,  there  are  some  fellous 
down   at    Rush    City,    Minn.,    to    wliom 

the  Dultith  li ,  1  mean  story  teller^s, 

must  give  way. 

"I  cannot  recall  the  names  of  ilie 
parties  to  whom  I  refer — there  were 
three  of  them— but  1  believe  that  I  am 
safe  in  saying  that  were  they  to  pub- 
lish their  related  experiences,  Buion 
Muchausen  would  turn  over  in  n's 
grave  and  sigh.  When  you  can  run 
across  three  fellows  who  will  put  up 
a  hot  air  story  so  smoothly  that  it 
will  deceive  such  wise  old  birds  os 
Henry  Van  Brunt  and  myself,  you  just 
come  around  and  notify  us  and  we 
will    make  a  special   trip   to  see   them. 

"However,  this  is  not  my  stor>',  so 
I  will  give  you  the  "facts'  and  you  can 
rix  them  up. 

"Several  da.vs  ago,  Mr.  Van  Brunt, 
C.  A.  Pond  and  myself  were  overcome 
with  that  hankering  which  usually  af- 
flicts people  during  the  open  seascn 
for  deer  hunting,  and  we  set  out  on 
a  trip  in  the  Cloquet  river  district. 
We  clid  not  have  muc-h  succe.'<s  and 
were  coming  in  from  .Skibo,  on  the  St. 
Louis  river,  when  three  Hush  City  men 
got  on  the  train  at  Cioquet.  These 
fellows  had  Just  about  their  full  quota, 
nine  big  deer  and  two  moose.  Of 
course,  as  they  walkcjd  through  the 
train,  everybody  was  for  stoppiuji 
them  and  asking  for  directions  as  to 
the  locality  where  such  line  specimeiis 
could  have  been  seen  m  their  native 
state. 

"Without  any  seeming  effort  to  le..i 
his  eager  hearers  astray,  and  with 
tn-ery  Indication  of  truthful  earnest- 
ness, that  Hush  City  artist  put  up  the 
foiling  story: 

iJ'  say  fellows,  our  party  Just  came 
in  from  Brync-a  cami..,  which  is  about 
nine  miles  out  of  Cloctuet,  and  run  by 
Frank  .lawyer.  We  have  had  splendid 
luck  as  you  can  see  by  the  ciuantlty  of 
game  ve  have  bagged.  Let  me  tell  you 
that  the  lo-ality  about  the  samp  is 
about  the  finest  hunting  ground  that 
any  man  ever  saw.  We  certainly  never 
before  saw  anything  like  it.  Why, 
gentlemen.  It  was  not  a  ciui^tion  ot 
simply  shooting  our  full  <iuota.  but  of 
restraining  ourselves  from  overtlolng 
It  and  holding  our  Inclinations  well 
enough  In  hand  to  make  a  selection. 
That  Is  exactly  what  I  mean,  to  make 
a  selection.  My  companions  here  will 
back  me  up  in  the  statement  that 
there  is  a  high  piece  of  ground  near 
the  logging  camp  where  all  you  have 
to  do  la  to  stand  and  wait  for  the  big 
game  to  come  up  and  be  killed.  You 
don't  have  to  shoot  the  first  that  comes 
either,  for  If  you  are  on  to  the  ropes 
vou  will  pass  up  some  of  the  small 
deer  seen  in  plenty,  and  Just  select  a 
few  of  the  big  fellows.  We  were  told 
before  hand  at  the  camp  Just  what  to 
do.  and  you  see  we  followed  our  in- 
structions. 

"'How    about    the    two   moose?     Oh, 
yes,  I  was  Just  coming  to  that.     If  you 
fellows    will   give   me  your   word    there  I 
ii.    not    a    game    warden    among    you    I| 
will   give   you  a   quiet   tip   that   I  shot , 
both  of  them.     It   hapi>ened   this   way:  ; 
I    was    out    one   morning   at    an    early, 
hour  "  standing     i>ehlnd      a      clump     of. 
bushes    in    a    sort    of    swampy    place.  | 
Suddenly    there    was    a    crashing      of  I 
bushes    to   my   right,   and   a   big   moose 
stepped  out.     I  lired  and  he  disappeared  1 
suddenly.     Thinking  I  had   mis.sed  him  ' 
I   stepped  out   from   behind   \.\\<-  bu.shfS.  1 
and  there,  a  few  rods,   was   the  moose  \ 
running  away.     Again   I   fired,   but  the; 
fellow    disappeared    In    the    bushes.      I ' 
ran  across   the  little  clearing  and  saw 
the   moose     disappearing     several   rods; 
away  through  the  underbrush.     A  third 
tlnn^   I    tired,   but   missed  him.     Natur- 
ally  I   was  very   much  disgusted   with 
so  poor  marksmanship  at  close  range, 
and  walked  back  where  I  made  the  first 
shot.     There    lying   in    the   bushes    was 
the    moose    at    which    I    fired    the    first 
shot.     This  rather  startled  me     and     I 
began   to   wonder   If  I   had  had  an   at- 
tack of  nerves  when  I  fired  the  second 
shot.    To  make  sure  I  went  over  to  the 
edge  of  the  clearing,  and  there  lay  the 
second   moose,   stone  dead.     I    then  re- 
alized that  instead  of  Hring  three  shots 
at    the   same    moose,   as   I    supposed,    I 
had  been  shooting  at  as  many  moose.' 

'That  fellow's  story,"   continued   Mr. 
Johnscn.  "was  told  so  realistically,  and 
sounded' so  plausible,   that   Henry  Van  I 
Hrunt   and  myself  swallowed   It   whole.! 
We    decided    to    say    nothing    about    it  t 
after   getting   bavk   to   Duluth.    but   to 
Just  slip  out  to  that  camp  the  follow- 
ing week   and  make   a  few   'selection.s' 
ourselves. 

"We  did  so.  and.  after  a  tiresome 
hike  over  nine  miles  of  bad  road,  found 
the  camp  and  Frank  Sawyer,  who  was 
in  charge  of  It.  To  him  we  told  our 
little  tale,  or  rather  the  tale  imparted 
bv  those  Rvuh  City  fellows,  and  Saw- 
yer nearly  threw  a  fit.  right  there. 
When  his  paraoysmx  of  mirth  had  sub- 
sided so  he  could  talk,  he  broke  the 
news  to  us  as  gently  as  he  could  that 
those  Rush  City  men,  although  they 
were  three  of  the  best  fellows  that 
ever  escaped  the  asylum,  were  the  most 
finished  and  cheerful  prevaricators  that 
ever  broke  bread  in  a  logging  camp, 
also,  tiiat  they  spouted  so  much  hot 
air  while  they  were  in  the  vicinity  that 
the  Weather  had  moderated  for  a  week 
past  to  such  an  extent  that  work  had 
to  be  slopped.  Sawyer  told  us  that 
during  the  whole  ten  days  those  men 
were  in  camp  they  only  shot  two  deer, 
and  the  remaining  seven  deer  and  the 
two  moose  they  bought  at  Cloquet  l»e- 
fore  going  to  the  station.

stories  told  by  either  local  or  outside 
talent.  We  feel  that  we  have  had  our 
experience."

Again  the  annual  day  of  feasting,  rejoicing  and 
thanksgiving  has  arrived.

But  for  some  reason  these  rifles  arc  given  the  prefer- 
ence and  as  many  as  nine  out  of  every  ten  men  who  go 
into  the  woods  to  hunt  big  game  carry  one  of  them.  To 
pass  a  law  prohibiting  the  use  of  these  guns  would  be 
practical  confiscaticm  of  all  this  property,  because  they 
are  of  no  use  for  any  f>tlier  purpose.  To  secure  the  pas- 
sage of  such  a  bill  wift  therefore  be  difficult  if  not  impos- 
sible. 

But  it  would  seem  that  a  bill  might  be  passed  prohibit-

Alexandria,  Minn.,  Nov.  24.— Un- 
known peisons  concealed  in  weeds 
along  the  .shore,  flied  on  r>eputy  Gaiiic 
Warden  D.  S.  Walker  and  an  a.s.«<istdnt. 
who  were  crossing  lA»bster  lake  -.vllh 
Peter  Forboard.  a  ILsherman  they  n<i*l 
Ju.st  arrested  fur  Illegal  t1.shing.  the 
man  having  been  caught  dragging  In 
a  net. 

A  revolver  was  the  weapon  Ilrst  ui^ed 
by  the  secreted  partle.s.  the  tiring  com- 
mencing Immediately  after  the  ti.sher- 
man  wa.s  arrested.  The  latter  oa.le'J 
to  a  friend  or  friends  on  the  bank  a.s 
the  warden.^  took  him  Into  custody, 
and  the  rtring  began  at  once.  Sev- 
eral bullets,  all  of  which  flew  wide  of 
the  mark,  were  fired  in  rapid  Hucces- 
slon.  The  bombar.lment  ceased  for  a 
time,  but  aoon  began  again,  shotguivt, 
probably  two  of  them,  being  used  by 
the  hidden  men.

The  Polk  Cfiunty  board  of  cfiualiia- 
tlon  thought  that  the  assessment 
against  the  Crookston  Lumber  com- 
pany in  lUu:J  was  too  low  and  Man.Tger 
RichardB,  of  that  company,  was  caliej 
before  the  board  to  show  cause  way 
the  assessed  valuation  should  not  be 
raised  so  a«  to  include  $20.0i>0  wort!- 
of  logs  in  the  river.  Mr.  Kichards 
claluied  that  the  logs  did  not  belong 
to  them,  but  that  the  title  remaloe  I 
with  the  Clearwater  Logging  com- 
pany until  the  logs  were  sawed.  The 
board  then  ln.structed  County  Auditor 
Hoffard  to  assess  the  logs  against  ihe 
Cltai  water  company,  which  was  doj:e, 
the  logs  being  put  in  at  $20.(ti)0,  which 
was  raised  by  the  state  board  to  $22,- 
000, 

In  the  contract  between  the  two 
companies  there  was  a  provl.slon  that 
the  title  should  remain  with  the  log- 
ging lompany,  as  claimed  by  Uichard.s, 
but  there  was  also  another  one  whi<  h 
held  the  Crookston  Lumber  company 
for  the  taxes,  no  matter  against  whom 
tliev    were    assessed. 

On  Nov.  J»  the  logs  in  question  wetc 
asse:^sed  at  $SOiH)  by  the  auditor  ct 
Washington  county,  but  they  were  first 
spread  on  the  Polk  county  assessment 
rolls.  Polk  county  will  make  a  ilght

!  probable  that  the  « a.-ie  will  get  into 
the  courts  before  it  is  finally  adjusted.

"Simply  to  eliminate  the  railroads  as 
corporations,  .is  well  as  other  similar 
financial  organizations,  from  active  pol- 
itics in  the  state.  Influences  of  this  kind 
do  not  tend  to  cleanliness  In  politics  or  to 
the  elevation  of  tlie  individual  voter.  This 
government  was  founded  upon  manliood 
suffrage,  not  upon  money  suffrage,  and 
as  long  as  money  has  more  Influence  In 
politics  than  manhood,  we  can  never 
expect  a'iiylhlng  very  clean  in  popular 
government.  When  a  million  dollars 
counts  for  more  in  party  councils  and  In 
I.aw  m.Tking  bodies  than  a  million  voters, 
popular  government  has  ceased  to  exist, 
and  we  are  ruled  by  the  dollar,  and  sold 
out  to  the  highest  bidder,  like  the  Roman 
empire    of    old. 

"We  want  to  tax  the  railroads  of  Wis- 
consin the  same  as  any  other  property, 
and  we  want  to  establish  a  railroad 
freight  commission  in  this  state  with 
power  to  fix  railroad  freights  so  that 
those  rates  cannot  be  raised  above  a 
reasonable  figur>-  when  railway  taxation 
Is  ral.«ed.  by  ttxrng  it  on  the  same  stand- 
ard as  that  of  other  property  throughout 
the   state. 

"The  rates  are  now  higher  in  Wl.scon- 
stn  than  any  other  Western  or  Central 
slate.  In  addition  to  this.  Wisconsin 
has  done  mf>re  for  lallways.  through 
state  lavid  grants,  city  and  county,  and 
even  individual  bonding  and  mcutgaging 
than  any  other  state  in  the  Union.  The 
rallri>ads  of  Wisconsin  owe  us  much. 
We  owe  thom  nothhig  that  they  were  not 
paid  for.  Howi'ver.  we  have  no  desire  to 
treat  them  unfairly  or  to  take  any  steps 
to  1.  ssen  their  profits  below  a  reasonable 
figure."

Attorneys  Believe  Fatal 

Bullets  Were  Intended 

For  Another. 

Chicago,  Nov.  24.— A  labor  union  con- 
spiracy is  the  latest  explanation  of  th-i 
automobile  tragedy  near  Lemont,  111. 
According  to  this  theory,  John  W. 
Bate,  the  young  chaffeur,  was  the 
victim  of  bullets  intended  for  Edwin 
Archer,  a  vital  witness  for  the  pro.se- 
cution  in  a  criminal  case  involving  a 
number  of  Chicago  labor  union  otfl-  I 
dais.  Archer  was  an  employe  of  the 
same  automobile  company  for  which 
Bate  worked.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that 
Archer  and  Bate  were  the  only  two 
chauffeurs  when  the  automobile  w.i.s 
ordered  by  telephone  for  "Mr.  Dove." 
the  suppo.sed  murderer.  Only  a  moment 
before  Archer  was  alone  and  it  was 
he  who  received  the  original  commis- 
sion to  accompany  "Dove,"  A  sudden 
impulse  or  presentiment  of  danger,  led 
Archer  to  turn  the  work  over  to  Bate. 
Archer  has  for  months  believed  hini- 
self  In  danger  since  he  gave  testimony 
In  the  case  of  an  alleged  professional 
slugger  who  was  charged  with  at- 
tacking non-union  electrical  workers 
and  who  was  freed  by  a  change  of 
court  records.  The  alteration  of  the 
records  was  discovered  and  led  to  the 
conviction  of  a  court  clerk  and  several 
officials  of  labor  unions  on  a  charge  of 
conspiracy.  Other  cases  are  still  pend- 
ing. Archer's  attorney  was  yesterday 
so  strongly  Impressed  with  the  prob- 
ability of  the  labor  union  conspiracy 
explanation  of  the  tragedy  that  he  laid 
all  the  facts  before  the  state's  attor- 
ney. A  partial  confirmation  of  the 
theory  is  the  fact  that  "D<ive"  is  said 
to  be  himself  an  electrician,  while  cas- 
ually evplainlng  his  Identity  during  an 
attempt  to  hire  a  horse  and  buggy  in 
Jollet  the  day  after  the  tragedy.

Reach  Japs. 

London.  Nov.  24.— A  dispatch  from 
Tokio  to  the  .Standard  reports  Increas- 
ing desertions  from  the  Pert  Arthur 
garrison  into  the  Japanese  lines,  the 
stories  deserters  tell  indicating  the  ao- 
moralization  of  the  Russian  defendci-s. 
The  same  correspondent  says  the  Kus 
slan  defense  on  the  sea  front  of  Port 
Arthur  no  longer  fire  in  the  approaeii 
of  the   Japanese  warships. 

A  Japaiu'se  correspomlent.  writing  'o 
the  Morning  Post,  betrays  growing 
anxiety  concerning  the  Russian  t^ec- 
ond  Pacific  squadron,  which  probably 
is  due  to  the  "strength  of  Port  Ai- 
thur's  re.sistlng  pei|wer.  '  He  pointr 
out  the  Inconsistency  of  Egjpt  in  per- 
mitting Vice  Admiral  RoJestvensKys 
ships  to  coal  when  not  going  to  a 
Russian  port,  compared  with  the  re- 
fusal of  such  facilities  when  ihe 
Spanish  Admiral  Camera  wanted  to 
take  the  battleship  Pelayo  by  the  Suez 
route  six  years  ago,  and  maintains 
that  it  is  Great  Britain's  business  to 
compel  Egypt  to  maintain  neutraluy 
in    the   present   case. 

The  Daily  Telegraph's  correspondent 
at  Port  Said  says  the  Russian  wai- 
ships,  when  berthed,  will  be  com- 
pletely isolated  from  other  shippli.g, 
and  they  will  be  allowed  to  take  on 
water  and  provisions,  but  the  co--

At  the  trial  it 
came  to  light  that  because  of  a  supersti- 
tious fear  that  the  devil  would  catch  and 
punish  him  If  he  did  so.  he  has  not  for 
si.v  years  sal  down  In  the  presem'e  of  anv- 
oiie,  slept  In  a  recumbent  p.isltlon  night 
or  day.  or  ridden  in  any  sort  of  vehl.le. 
He  labors  under  the  delusion  that  If  he 
were  caught  in  a  sitting  or  recumbent 
posture  or  riding  in  a  vehicle,  the  devil 
would    catch   and    i^iinish    him.

lln.  s  of  tendency  are  toward  greater 
achievements  in  the  future.  He  .said  that 
It  I.S  In  the  thought  realm  Into  which  he 
would  tak.3  his  hearers  where  they  would 
find  the  things  which  have  made 
nation's  material,  political  £ 
blessings   iio.sslble. 

Mind  being  a  creative  energy,  he 
all  things  else  as  bound  to  ih 
powor  of  ilioughl,  referring  to  the  author 
of  Genesis,  who  .says  that  God  created 
man  in  his  own  likeness  and  gave  him 
power  over  animal  life  on  the  globe  as 
well  eui  over  the  earth  Itself  to  minister 
to  his  needs.

Most  of  the  ticket  offices  on  Superior 
street  had  clerks  working  in  them  this 
morning  but  it  was  claimed  that  busi- 
ness of  the  regular  order  was  being 
turned  down.

Some  of  the  probate  court  officers  claim 
that  the  law  was  passed  .so  li.'ag  ago  that 
p.-ople  have  forgi>tteii  Its  exist. nee.  and 
that  Is  the  rea.son  so  little  Interest  is 
shrown    in     the    matter. 

Before  the  law  wius  passed  probate 
judges,  particularly  those  In  thl.s  county, 
were  frerpnntly  importuned  by  people 
who  wished  to  leave  their  wills  on  file 
for  safH  keeping,  before  their  death,  but 
the  proffer  of  doeume.its  was  refused 
then  because  the  probate  judges  could 
And  no  law  which  would  authorize  them 


to  accept  a  person's  will  before  hii  or 
her  death.  The  law,  it  should  be  un- 
derstood, do»'.-j  not  provide  for  the  pro- 
l>ating  of  the  will  of  a  live  person,  but 
sinii'ly  authoiizes  tin-  <ourt  to  aceept 
the  document  in  the  way  of  a  safety  de- 
po.sit.  suliject  to  its  probation  at  tiie 
di-ath    of    the    testator. 

The  act  making  the  provision  is  four.id 
In  sections  one,  tW(»  and  three  of  chap- 
ter ~\  of  the  general  laws  of  I'^'S.  It 
says  th.il  any  will  which  Is  inclosed  In  a 
sealed  wrapper  having  Indorsed  on  it 
the  Mame  of  the  testator,  his  place  of 
residence,  date  ot  liling.  and  the  naitly 
of  the  person  depositing  H.  may-  be  de- 
liosUeil  in  probate  court  either  by  the 
testat<ir.  or  some  per.Jon  authorized  by 
the  testator,  ami  the  judge  of  probate 
court  shall  give  the  depositor  a  certili- 
eaie    of   deposit    thereof. 

During  tin-  lileilme  of  the  testator  the 
v.ill  can  be  delivered  by  the  court  only 
to  the  person  maklMg  it  or  somebotly 
authorized  by  the  ti'statoi-.  on  an  order  in 
writing.  The  written  order  must  be 
duly  acknowledged  and  witnessed  by  at 
hast    twi>    sul)scriliing    witne.-;s.  s. 

If  a  will  is  left  with  the  probate  court, 
after  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  at 
the  first  probate  court  session,  'aotice 
thereof  liavljig  been  glvei.  the  Judge 
shall  open  and  give  publicity  to  the  will. 
retaltduK    the    document. 

Further.  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  Judg- 
of  probate  holding  the  will  to  give  notice 
of  the  satne  to  Uie  executor  of  the  es- 
t;.ti>  of  the  testator  or.  If  there  be  no 
executor  appointed,  to  give  iiotlee  to  jht- 
sons  Interested  In  the  provisions  of  the 
wll.  If  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  case  be- 
longs to  any.  other  court,  the  will  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  executor  named  In  th»' 
wll.  or  to  some  other  trusty  person  Inter- 
ested In  the  same  to  be  presciiied  to  111'' 
court    having    jurisdiction. 

It  Is  claimed  that  a  law  similar  to  that 
passed  In  this  state  foi-  the  ante-mortem 
tiling  of  wills  has  been  In  vojjue  In  many 
of  the  Knstern  states  for  years  past  and 
It  Is  quite  the  thing  for  people  to  use 
their  privilege  ill  the  matter.  The  provi- 
sion was  passed  for  the  convenience  of 
the  people  and.  It  Is  claimed.  «if  taken 
advantage  of  more  generally,  it  would 
prevent  the  confusion  that  frequently 
.-jrlses  over  the  death  of  persons  owning 
property  who  do  not  leave  written  In- 
structiims  as  to  its  di-^nosal.  or  licause  of 
the  loss  (if  wills  whicli  have  been  made. 
Where  a  will  Is  filed  with  the  probate 
conrt  by  the  testator,  when  In  life  there 
is  claimed  to  be  absolutely  no  danger  of 
Us  being  lost  or  withdrawn  without  the 
testator's  knowledge,  or  t>f  its  8uppre*8l<T.i 
from   publicit.v  after  the   testator's  death. 

If  a  iHTson  files  a  will  and  at  a  subse- 
quent date  wishes  to  withdraw  It  and  file 
another,  the  matter  is  easily  arranged. 
All  the  testator  does  In  such  case  Is  to 
surrender  to  the  judge  of  probate  the  cer- 
tificate of  deposit  for  the  first  will  when 
he  t^ill  be  given  a  new  t-ertltlcate  for  th.> 
new  will.  I'nder  this  provision  the  will 
can  be  changed  at  any  time  before  the 
death   of   the   testator   without   expens«. 

If  the  testator  desires  to  send  some 
other  person  to  withdraw  a  will,  he  must 
also  send   back   the  certificate  of  deposit.

London,  Nov.  24.— "Csona"  Is  a  name 
for  the  I'nited  States  of  North  Am<.rica, 
suggested  last  night  at  the  annual 
Thanksgiving  banquet  of  the  American 
society  at  the  Hotel  Cecil.  To  Ambassa- 
dor t'hoate  was  jjresented  a  portrait  of 
himself  painted  oy  Hubert  Harklmer  and 
paid  for  by  sut^-H-rlption  by  piembers  of 
the  society.  It  was  Sir  Kdw'ard  Ciarke. 
who.  proposing  Mr.  Choate's  health, 
sarcastically  derided  the  title  'American' 
aml>a.ssad<>r,  declaring  that  the  word  Am- 
erican implied  d'iminatlon  over  the  whole 
western  hemisphere.  Sir  Edward  sug- 
gested that  a  more  suitable  title  would 
be  "I'sona,"  signifying  the  I'nlted  Slates 
of    North    America. 

Having  In  mind  the  first  public  critic- 
ism here  of  the  state  departments  ordt»r 
that  embassies  hereafter  shall  be  calleii 
"American."  iie  thus  uttered  a  "respect- 
ful protest"  ag.iln.st  the  assumption  of 
the  larger  name.  Sir  Bdward  Clarke  pre- 
ceded to  refer  to  the  "miserable  under- 
payment of  American  Judges  and  Ami-r- 
Ica's  waste  of  energies  In  providing  for 
8ur\-lvor»  of  the  clvlT  war  and  in  building 
iron    clads.    which   she   could    never   u.se.  ' 

Ambassador  Choate.  replying,  said  that 
.\merlcans  were  satisfied  with  their  name 
and  then  referred  to  the  recent  election 
In  the  I'nlted  States  as  a  splendid  tribute 
of  respect  and  affection  to  a  great  man. 
hliiving  remarked  ujxin  the  regeneration 
of  public  life  in  America,  regardless  of 
party  now  In  progress.  Mr.  Choate  allud- 
ed to  the  ever-growing  friendship  be- 
tween Qreit  Britain  and  America  as  rea- 
son   for   thanks:jiving   and    added: 

"I  asked  Lord  I.,ansdowne  If  he  was 
ready  to  nejotiate  a  treaty  of  arbitra- 
tion. 'Why,'  said  I-ord  Lansdowne,  It 
goes   without   saying.'  " 

Continuing  Mr.  Choate  maintained  that 
many  things  go  without  saying  between 
Great  Britain  and  .\merlca.  above  all 
that  th«y  should  avoid  all  possible  causes 
of  offense  and  settle  all  differences  by 
peaceful    means.

Charitable  Collections 

By  Professionals. 


Recent  Revelations  Suffi- 
cient  to  Condemn 
the  Practice.

The  practice  employed  by  certain  In- 
stitutions of  commissioning"  profess- 
ional collectors  to  solicit  subscriptions 
from  the  business  men  of  the  city, 
these  collectors  to  receive  a  percentage 
of  all  they  get,  is  bitterly  complained 
of  by  the  merchants  and  professional 
men  who  pay  the  money.  It  is  not  the 
idea  of  contributing  that  they  object 
to.  but  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  proceeds  should  go  to  these  indi- 
viduals who  make  their  living  in  that 
way.  and  generally  leave  the  city  with 
a  good  fat  "rake-off"  from  the  contri- 
butions to  charity.  These  collectors 
are  employed  for  the  very  reason  that 
they  claim  to  have  unusual  ability  in 
separating  hard  headed  business  men 
from  their  dollars. 

The  revelations  that  have  been  made 
recently  in  connection  with  the  sub- 
scriptions that  were  made  on  behalf  of 
the  Red  Cross  hospital,  have  not  tend- 
ed to  reduce  in  any  measure  the  ob- 
jections that  the  men  of  the  city  have 
against  the  method.  A  so-called  state- 
ment was  made  that  was  Intended  to 
account  for  all  of  the  funds  collected. 
The  incompleteness  of  it  and  the  ab- 
solute impossibility  of  verifying  it 
wwe  apparent  to  everyone  who  rea«l 
It,  a  f^ct  which  is  causing  very  gen-

eral  comment.  The  statement  simply 
announced  a  certain  sum  total  collect- 
ed and  a  certain  sum  paid  to  the  hos- 
pitaf.  No  name.s  of  contributors  were 
given  so  that  it  is  impo.ssible  to  tell 
whether  the  full  amounts  contributed 
were  reported  to  the  hospital  by  the 
collectors  or  not. 

The  woman  in  charge  of  the  work 
In  her  statement  says  that  the  larg- 
est contribution  was  {.'JO.  Whether  true 
or  not,  it  Is  common  talk  around  the 
street  that  a  well  known  business  mai 
who  is  rarely  ever  known  to  give  sub- 
scriptions to  collectors  was  worked  by 
the  collector  in  this  Instance,  first  for 
$20  and  later  for  another  J80.  In  view 
of  such  rumor.s  as  this  the  hospital 
owes  it  to  itself  to  give  full  publicity. 

Said  a  well  known  business  man  to- 
day: "The  statement  made  by  the  Red 
Cro.ss  hospital  is  sufficient  condem- 
nation of  the  practice  of  making  use  of 
professional  collectors  in  getting  sub- 
scriptions for  charitable  institutions. 
Think  of  It,  $1373.20  paid  in  by  peopie 
who  expected  it  to  go  to  the  Ijenefit  of 
the  hospital,  and  just  $510.72  received 
by  the  institution:  In  other  words  It 
cost  $862.48  to  collect  $510.72.  I  am 
willing  to  say  that  is  positively  a  rot- 
ten condition  of  affairs  for  the  hos- 
pital to  be  compelled  to  make  publi';. 
I  will  say.  too,  that  the  statement  "s 
not  such  a  one  as  the  large  number  of 
people  who  contributed,  are  entitled  to. 
They  should  see  a  full  list  of  the  con- 
tributions and  an  itemized  statemen't 
of  expenses.  Let  us  know  how  much 
was  spent  for  advertising,  how  mucn 
went  for  the  rent  of  the  Lyceum 
theater  for  the  concert  and  just  how 
much  the  percentage  of  those  women 
amounted  to.  If  the  hospital  Is  not 
willing  to  do  this  it  has  no  right  to 
a£k  the  public  to  contribute  to  its  sup- 
port." 

It  is  said  that  another  institution  in 
Duluth  which  appeals  to  the  public 
for  aid  now  has  solicitors  out  who 
work  on  the  same  plan  and  this  fact 
has  led   to  much  criticism.

Mr.  Brown  will  spend  several  days 
in  this  city  and  will  study  the  birds 
in  the  fields  and  forests  and  make 
careful  reports  to  Miss  Gould  upon  his 
return  to  St.  Louis,  where  Miss  Gould 
is  for  the  present.  He  will  also  de- 
liver a  number  of  addresses  to  the 
schools  of  the  city  and  county. 

He  is  a  very  interesting  talker  and 
is  regarded  as  one  of  the  «^eate8t 
students  of  nature  in  the  union.  Miss 
Gould  has  engaged  him  for  the  entire 
year  and  will  through  him  conduct  a 
strong  campaign  for  the  protection  of 
the  birds  in  the  country,  and  esiiecially 
in  this  state.

Alabama  City,  Ala.,  Nov.  25.— Ala- 
bama City  is  the  most  remarkable  town 
in  the  state. 

Its  public  square  Is  broad  and  gen- 
erous and  the  pavemeiiLs  glisten  bright 
in  the  sunlight.  The  only  matks  acrosj 
it  are  the  black  raiLs  of  the  Aial>ama 
City,  Gadsden  &  Atalia  Electric  rail- 
way line.  The  streets  that  radiate  fiom 
the  .square  are  brf>ad  and  firm,  paved 
with  clinkers  and  coal  ashes.  The  side- 
walks are  wldo  and  giistening  with 
chert   pavement.

A  few  yards 
away  in  bcautiiul  oak  groves  are  the 
Union  tliureh  and  the  library.  Tlie- 
church  is  used  as  a  place  of  worship 
by  all  denominations.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful building.  Tliere  is  perhaps  in  no 
other  town  of  its  size  in  Alabama  so 
handsome  a  structure.

The  inscrli>ti)n  re<ites  that  he  was 
born  in  Haverhill,  Mass,  in  1>»71,  was 
graduated  from  Harvard,  in  1><M  atid 
tha  the  di-'d  in  IHUS  of  inuries  receiv;  I 
while  |)erf ormlng  his  duties.  The  in- 
scription thus  ceases;  "lleloved  and 
lamented,  his  memory  lives  to  ble.^'s 
this  community." 

Another  picture  of  the  yotmg  man,  1 
photoKraph,  hangs  In  the  (.lllee  of  he 
Dwlght  mills.  He  is  wearing  tlie  cap 
ivnd  ffown  of  Harvard  ami  has  in  his 
hand   his  doctor's  degree. 

The  town  Is  a  monument  to  the 
young  man,  who  was  the  son  of  J. 
Howard  Nichols,  treasurer  of  the 
Dwlght    Manufacturing    compan.v. 

It  was  tile  young  man's  dream  to 
make  Alabama  <  lly  his  life  woik.  He 
was  favored  by  fate  in  working  to  the 
fultlllment  of  his  ilream.  His  natural 
gifts  wen;  varied  and  strong,  .and  ne 
was  equipped  by  envlornnient.  hei-edlly 
and  education  for  tlie  task  lie  had  map- 
ped  out    for  bis   life. 

The  Dwlght  company  one  of  the  larg- 
est manufacturers  nf  cotton  goods  in 
tlie  Cnited  States  had  d.termined  10 
extend  its  operations  to  the  South.  Th ; 
home  mills  of  the  company  are  at  Chl- 
copee.  M.iss.  .\s  a  S'>n  of  the  treasur."'r 
and  Alabama  agent,  Howard  Gardn-r 
Nichols  took  active  part  in  forming 
tin-  plans  for  a  southi.'rn  mill. 

The  whole  .South  was  gouH  lAer  an-l 
it  was  determined  to  build  the  mill  in 
Alabama.  Gadsden  put  forth  its  claims 
ami  obtained  It. 

Alabama  Cia.v  was  laid  out  with  the 
mill  at  its  center.  Young  Nichols  drev,- 
the  plans  and  au|>erintended  the  laying 
out  of  the  new  town.  Work  on  the 
mill  was  done  under  his  supervision. 
Alal)ama  «'ity  and  the  ndll  were  three 
years  in  building. 

Willie  directing  tho  installation  of 
machinery  In  May.  1S3S.  a  heavy  pleco 
fell  Upon  young  Nichols  and  he  re<'eiv- 
ed  inuries  from  which  he  died  thirty 
days  later. 

The  thing  that  most  Impresses  tho 
visitor  to  Alatxama  City  is  the  diver- 
sity of  architecture  in  the  houses  of 
the  employes.  The  statement  that  no 
two  in  the  town  are  alike  conveys  some 
idea  of  this  diversity.  The  building  of 
eaih  house  called  f<u-  separate  plans, 
i'^ome  of  the  slx-n>om  house.s  in  whl:h 
the  bo.sses  live  are  nothing  short  of 
beautiful,  with  their  walks,  flower 
y.irds  an. I  oak  tiee  shade.  The  houses 
range  in  size  from  three  to  six  nxmin. 
The  rent  is  one  dollar  a  room  a  month, 
three  dollars  for  a  three-room  hou  ^e, 
six  dollars  for  a   six-r«xim  house. 

The  tenants  have  ample  room  for 
t'.ower  and  \egetable  gardens.  The 
lots  are  .seventy-live  feet  front  and 
they  run  back  17.'>  feel.  The  hoii.«.  s 
slaml  thirty  feet  liack  from  the  street. 
The  Dwighl  Inn  is  .1  two-story  hot  M 
of  attractive  appt  arance  that  wtntld  be 
an  ornament  to  a  town  much  larger 
than  .\labania  City.  The  company 
gives  this  rent  free  to  the  proprietors 
of  the  Inn  for  keeping  a  boarding 
house  for  the  unmaried  workers.  The.^e 
single  employes  are  thus  enabled  to 
get  board  at  a  low  rate. 

The  church  is  in  the  Elizabethlan 
style  of  architecture.  Over  the  chan- 
i-ei  is  a  menwrlal  window  erected  in 
memory  of  How.ird  Gardner  Nichols 
by  his  sisters.  It  is  a  renroduetion  of 
Allisojis  famous  painting  of  the 
"Young   Man  of  the  Hible." 

The  school  buildhig  Is  a  model  struct- 
tire.  It  has  "2.'.  pupils,  and  four  teach- 
ers. Not  a  cent  cost  is  attached  to  the 
pchool   for  any   patron. 

The  company  sells  coal  to  Its  employ- 
es at  reduced  rate.  Said  the  company 
manager.  A.  n.  Mitchell:  "We  have 
absolutely  no  drunkenness  here.  No 
whisky  Is  sold  in  Alabama  <'lty.  More- 
over, we  discharge  a  man  the  first  time 
he  gets  drunk:  not  the  second  or  the 
third  time,  but  the  first  time.  This 
rule  is  intlexlble."

KENTUCKYj:OLONEL 

Will  Be  Urged  to    Take  to 
Be^r. 

LouLsvllle.  Ky..  Nov.  25.— A  campaign 
of  education  In  favor  of  beer  as  a  bev- 
erage Is  to  be  comnienctHl  In  Louisville 
and  Kentucky  cities,  the  ol)Ject  of 
which  is  to  terteh  the  people  that  beer 
IS  a  heaitbt'ul.  temperate  and  non-ln- 
toxlcatinff  beverage.  This  was  decided 
at  the  resrular  cjuarterly  meeting  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  Kentucky  Brew- 
ers' as'sociatlon. 

It  is  the  intention  to  prosecute  this 
campaign  chiefly  through  the  press.  It 
will  be  urged  that  beer  be  taken  out  of 
the  class    of   Intoxicating   drinks     and 


placed  in  the  ela.«»«  of  family  beverages 
•On  account  of  the  »ma!l  per  cent  of 
al.oliol  it  contains,  beer  ought  n<»l 
really  to  bt-  classed  as  an  Intoxicating 
drink."  said  Joe  A.  Miller,  of  Cincin- 
nati, secretary  of  the  board. 

•  It  contains  les.s  than  5  per  cent  of 
alcohol."  he  continued.  "In  fact,  the 
beer  that  Is  made  by  machinery  con- 
tains an  average  of  only  3»<.  per  cent, 
its  component  parts  are  3"^  per  tent  al- 
cohol. 8  per  cent  nutritious  food  stufia 
and  the  remainder  waler.  so  the  con- 
.sunier  of  beer  gets  chielly  food  and 
\\;;ter  and  :in  ex.eedlngly  small  per 
cent  of  alcohol  stimulant." 

It  Is  contended  that  the  medical  pro- 
fession and  chemists  recognize  the  nu- 
tritions and  healthful  properties  of  beer 
as  a  beverage,  but  that  the  masses  of 
the  petiple  on  account  of  the  fact  th.it 
It  has  been  genenilly  classed  amon< 
intoxicant?,  are  prejudiced  to  a  certain 
extent  against  It.  The  purpose  of  the 
proposed  campaign  of  education  Is  to 
remove  from  the  public  mind  this  pre- 
judice.

"TREELESS" 


Kansas  Reaps  Profit  From 

Lumbermen  on  Their 

Pailence. 

.\bilene.    Kan.,    Nov.    25.— Tlie    "treeless 
plains"  are  losing  all  right  to  such  a  title 
in  tills  part  of  Kansas.    Tlie  abundance  of 
trees  is  an  objection  and  there  is  in  most 
towns    In   the    eastern    part   of   this    state 
an  effort  to  thin  out  the  growth  of  troes 
along    tlie    streets.       Hundreds    of    good- 
sized   shade   trees   have   been  cut   in   this 
city  duriiig  the  recent  months  and  streets 
'ha\e    been    made    beautiful    by    trimming 
;  the   low   limbs.       In   some    towns   It    is    a 
1  cru.-^ade    andordinances    requiring    certain 
\  hei;fhts    In     the     branches    of    trees    are 
rigijly    onforced. 

To  stand  on  a  height  and  look  down 
on  this  city  or  on  Ma-nhattan.  Saline  or 
any  other  adjacent  city.  Is  to  look  a.s 
upon  a  forest.  The  trees  have  covered 
the  housetops,  apparently,  and  rival  the 
cburch   steeples.      On   many   streets   tha 


limbs  m<  et  in  tlie  center  and  arch  the 
driveway. 

Most  Kansas  towns  arc  built  in  tlic 
river  or  creek  bottoms.  The  .s<jil  is  rich 
and  the  water  but  a  short  distance  below 
the  surface.  Once  started  In  their  growth 
th«;re  is  no  stopping  tlie*  progres.s  of  the 
trees  and  In  the  liust  half-dozen  years 
of  rain  abundance  thoy  have  made  re- 
markable growth.  Nurserymen  say  they 
had  few  losses  of  late  years,  though  in 
the  SWs  few  upland  trees  lived  unless 
artificially  wat.-red  and  many  fine  or- 
chards and  groves  died  from  the  drouth. 

From  the  timber  supply  has  come  a 
nfw  Industry— si. ipping  walnut  logs  to 
market.  Up  and  down  the  creeks  that 
flow  into  the  Smoky  Hill  and  Republican 
rivers  aro  w*iJnut  groves,  natural  limber 
or  the  relics  of  old  three  claims  set  out  by 
first  corners  to  the  plains.  These  have 
flourished  in  the  rich  soil  and  abundant 
waler  supply  until  they  are  now  In  many 
in.siances  a  foot  or  more  in  diameter. 

The  demand  for  walnut  lumber  lias 
caused  a  search  for  all  trees  of  this  sort, 
and  .shrewd  speculators  have  made  it  a 
businer.s  during  the  summer  and  fall  to 
travel  along  iht  creeks  buying  the  stand- 
ing walnut.  They  have  contracted  for 
such  as  measures  a  foot  or  more  in  dia- 
meter at  abou  $7  a  thousand,  the  farmer 
to  cut  and  trim  it.  On  one  creek  in 
this  county  It  is  estimated  that  2«I0.0<J0 
feet  have  been  contracted  for.  the  trees 
to  be  cut  during  the  winter  and  the 
timber  to  Ife  shipped  early  in  the  spring. 
It  will  go  to  Kan.s.is  City,  where  It  will 
bring  $.".0  or  more   a  thou.sand. 

The  supply  is  not  exhausted,  for  there 
-ire  many  creek  bottoms  whicli  have  not 
br-en  visited,  and  the  eastern  half  of  the 
state  will  doubtless  be  gone  over  before 
the   search    ends.     .      ^^  ,    ^      ,   ,   „^

BLIZZARD 

H.  G.  Inman   Tells  of 
Northeaster  In  Novem- 
ber 1884. 

"Just  twenty  years  ago  today  my 
brother  iind  myself  sailed  out  of  Dululh 
on  the  old  sttanier  Kasota  when  the 
thermometer  registered  16  degrees  be- 
low zro,"  said  H.  «'}.   Inman. 

"The  Kasota  was  afterwards  named 
the  A.  A.  Parker,  and  sank  a  couple  of 
years    ago.      My    brother    was    captain 


and  I  was  mate  of  hor  at  that  time.  We 
brought  her  in  through  a  blinding  8n»)W 
storm  on  Nov.  2L'.  When  we  landed 
here  we  had  to  shovel  the  snow  away 
from  the  piles  to  get  our  lines  on.  We 
took  on  a  targo  of  wh«at  and  left  on 
Nov.  25.  I  remember  that  it  was  16 
below  at  the  time,  and  during  the  three 
days  Ave  were  h«  re  the  thermometer 
rangd  from  16  below  zero  to  20  below. 
When  we  left  they  were  driving  fenms 
from  Itlee's  I'oint  to  I'ark  Point  on  the 
Ice. 

"We  were  the  last  boat  out  of  Du- 
luth  that  year.  The  only  thing  that 
kept  us  out  so  late  was  the  high  rate 
on  wht-at.  We  wer«'  gv-ttiiig  5  eents  a 
bushel  on  wh«at  to  Huffalo  at  the  time 
and  it  meant  big  money  for  the  owners. 
Tile  Kasota  was  owned  by  the  Wilson 
Transit  company,  and  <'apt.  MeDougall 
was  '.he  agent  here  at  the  time."

Minneapolis,  Nov.  JS.— The  Journal  says: 
"Hennepin  county's  legislative  delegation 
win  be  solid  for  J.  B.  Gilfillan  If  he  be- 
comes aji  active  candidate  for  the  United 
States  senate,"  declared  one  of  the  sen- 
ators today.  "The  question  has  been 
pretty  thoroughly  discussed  among  the 
members  in  an  informal  way,  and  we  are 
safe  in  saying  that  the  six  senators  and 
fifteen  rei>resentatives  who  will  stand  for 
Hennepin  In  the  Republican  caucus  will 
all  vote  for  the  home  man  if  there  is  a 
contest." 

"Will  there  be  a  contest?" 
,'*I  certainly  believe  there  will  be.  The 
result  of  the  state  election  has  been  dis- 
astrous to  Clupp,  who  made  Dunn's  suc- 
ces.s  a  personal  matt'-r.  It  was  a  popular 
repudiation  of  the  state  convention  wlilch 
nominated  Dunn  and  indorsed  Clapp.  The 
.senator's  friends  are  clulming  the  earth, 
but  they  haven't  got  It.  They  haven't 
it  any  more  than  Mr.  Hugo  had  in  ihe 
speakership  contest.  Two  weeks  or  so 
ago  he  was  just  ab<jut  to  sweep  the 
boards.  Tlie  next  thing  we  know  the 
otlier  man  had  corraled  the  whole  busi- 
ness. 

•'Senator  CI.ipp's  attitude  on  the  railroad 
question  has  hurt  him,  e.specially  In  ihe 
.-uutliern  counties,  where  it  is  being  used 
against  him.  Joel  Heatwole,  who  is  no 
longer  a  possibility  himself.  Is  out  to 
beat  Clapp  and  will  throw  all  his  in- 
fluence  ir.    that   direction. 

"If  Clapp  Is  defeated,  1  believe  Henne- 
pin will  get  the  prize.  There  is  con- 
siderable sentiment  outside  in  favor  of 
giving  Minneapolis  the  city  senator.  St. 
Paul  has  had  a  senator  almost  contin- 
uously, while  this  city  has  only  held  the 
place"  for  one  six-year  term.  The  situi- 
tion  may  be  further  complicated  by  other 
candidates  coming  In,  but  it  looks  now 
as  though  the  real  fight  would  be  be- 
tween  Clapp  and   Gilfillan." 

Senator  Clapp  Is  betraying  some  anx- 
iety over  the  situation  and  evidently  does 
not  Intend  to  be  caught  napping  its  his 
friend  Hugo  wa.<.  He  will  not  go  down 
lo  Washington  lor  the  opening  session  of 
congre-ss  week  after  next,  but  will  remain 
in  Minnesota  a  while  looking  after  his 
fences.

Its  author 
is  William  .1.  Pinkerton.  foreman  of  a 
s«v Itching  crew  here  and  a  contributor 
fur  years  t#  railway  Journals. 

Eighteen  years"  continuous  service  In 

railroad    work  have  furnished   him    the 

basis  of  the  book.  It  is  said  that  since 
Pmkertont  plans  became  public  he  has 
been  offered  by  a  high  railway  oHicial 
great  inducements  not  to  publlsli  the 
woik.     He  declined. 

The  work  is  particularly  timely,  in 
view  of  the  unpiecedcntedly  large  num- 
bei  of  fatal  wrecks  of  this  year. 

The  age  Jimit  and  unreasonable 
standard  of  )>hysita!  examination,  the 
wilier  claiiiis,  are  directly  re.'jponsible 
for  the  appalling  Increase  in  railroad 
disasters.     He  says: 

"Thirty-eight  years  is  the  average 
standard  age  limit  of  must  of  the  great 
railway  ct.ri'orations  t>f  the  I'niieu 
Stale;;.  <.me  who  has  lost  his  position 
through  resignation  or  discharge  iii 
many  of  the  depai  trueiits  on  all  of  the 
big  systems  is  barred  from  further  em- 
ploymtn:  at  the  vacation  at  which  he 
has  spent  the  morning  of  hit-  life,  if  his 
age   is  above  the  llniit. 

■  Public  8af^.'ty  demands  caution,  and 
caution  Is  synoiiimous  with  youth,  iliar 
eyes  and  clear  brains,  say  the  railway 
capitulists.  And  the  public  feels  a  little 
ripjde  of  gratitude,  an  electric  thrill  of 
safety  up  its  back,  and  snuggles  conti- 
dently  against  the  cushio.is. 

"But   wait  a  minute. 

"I;  shall  be  the  province  of  this  hook 
to  tell  where  the  .ige  limit  is  unjust, 
wherein  it  works  hardships  and  .^uffer- 
intr;  drives  men  to  criminal  practice.*, 
destitution  and  suicide,  and  .satritites 
the  public  because  Inexpi-rience  is 
cheaper  li;  the  labor  mart  than  experi- 
ence— cheaper  for  the  capitalist  who 
buys. 

"It  Is  not  generally  known  that  all 
the  great  railway  systems  of  the 
I'nited  States  maintain  systems  of 
espion.'^ge  and  bureaus  of  information, 
interchangeable  and  unlimited  in  scope, 
through  whi<h  every  att  of  the  em- 
ploy's life  is  traced,  tabulated,  and  in 
lime  arrayed  against  him:  that  an  ap- 
plicant for  a  ix)sltion  In  the  traffic  ser- 
vice of  a  railroad  must  fill  out  a  per- 
sonal record  blank  covering  his  entire 
life,  and  must,  in  many  cases,  file  a 
tin-type  photograph  of  himself— a  tin- 
type be«ausi  it  cannot  be  retouched, 
and  because  it  will  show  all  facial 
blemishes  and  marks  wliich  surgery  at 
some  future  time  might  remove. 

"Tlie  candidate  for  employment  on  a 
railway  is  subje<  ted  to  a  more  rigid 
exaniinati«>n  than  a  recruit  in  the 
United  States  army.  Give  the  rail- 
way's medical  examiner— In  some  cases 
a  stripling  from  the  bench  of  a  machine 
medical  college— a  good  animal,  sound 
of  wind  and  limb,  and  fresh  from  the 
handlis  of  the  plow,  and  he  will  not 
thump  the  (x-clput  for  a  hollow  sound. 
But  the  veteran  railway  man.  with  the 
tip  of  a  finger  missing  sln<  c  he  made 
a  coupling  one  night  last  winter,  is 
throwf.  upon  the  rubbish  heap,  undone 
by  his  experience.

charged  that  the  railway  companie.« 
d<)  not  fulfill  their  obligations.  But  by 
ridding  tlieinselves  of  old  employes  aiai 
taking  on  in  their  places  men  who  are 
less  liable  to  present  claims  for  as- 
sistance, they  have  the  millions  for 
use    In    the    prosecution    of    th<  ir    busi- 

"They  are  Jealous  in  the  proteoti->n 
of  the.se  funds,  to  which  they  do  noi 
(ontrlbute  one  cent,  and  careful  that 
the  men  who  maintain  them  are  :*■- 
moved  before  age  or  misfortune  shall 
make  them  subject  to  the  benetit  to 
which  they  are  entitled.  This  reaso.i. 
and  this  alone,  is  the  explanati.:.n  of 
the  age  limit  and  jjhysioal  standard? 
of  railroads. 

"The  training  of  a  railroad  man  Is  a 
matter  of  years,  cme  who  has  entervi 
service  at  twenty  is  thoroughly  season- 
ed at  thirty-five.  For  the  next  tea 
vears  he  is  worth  mure  to  his  employ- 
er than  he  was  during  the  fifteen 
years  of  apprenticeship.  But  he  must 
go.  The  weeding  out  process  is  car- 
ried on  incessantly  and  quietly.  Men 
are  discharged  every  day  on  the  most 
tlimsy  pretexts.  ' 

Further  on   Pinkerton  says: 

"Department  is  pitted  iigalnst  .1e- 
partment.  superintendent  against  su- 
perintetident.  when  It  becomes  neces- 
sary from  the  standpoint  of  "high  fin- 
ance' to  increa.se  dividends.  The  word 
goes  out  that  operating  expenses  must 
be  reduced.  Retrer.<hment  is  ma.l-^ 
sometimes  by  actual  reduction  in  the 
daily  wages  of  employes:  sometimes  by 
Increasing  the  tonnage.  Sometimes 
mileage  is  added  to  monthly  men 
while  reducing  the  liumber  employed 
besides  replacing  brakemen  on  pas- 
senger trains  by  negro  porters  who 
will  perform  in  a  way  the  brakeman'c^ 
work  as  well  as  all  scrts  of  menial 
tasks  at  less  than  half  their  pay.  What 
does  'high  finance'  tare  about  human 
life  so  long  as  dividends  increase?"

Slonx  City.  la.,  Nov.  26.— Through  er- 
rors In  the  records  more  than  10)  bodies 
sleep  in  the  wrong  graves  In  Floyd  ceme- 
tery.   In    this    city. 

Over  some  of  these  gvAves  costly  monu- 
ments have  been  built.  They  stand  over 
the  mortal  remains  of  persons  whose  rest- 
ing places  they  were  never  intended  to 
mark.  These  who  sleep  beneath  bore 
different  names  In  life  from  those  chisel- 
ed in  the  stone. 

Si-./ux  City  stands  aghast  at  this  dis- 
covery that  tears  the  hearts  of  all  its 
citizen.s,  for  there  is  none  here  wlio  has 
not  a  relative  or  friend  In  this  confused 
burying  ground. 

It  has  Just  become  known  that  for  ten 
years  the  sexton  of  tiie  cemetery  has  been 
trying  to  rectifv  the  errors.  Two  hun- 
dred graves,  originally  wrongly  marked, 
have  beea  correctly  designated  by  him. 
But  i'io  are  still  improperly  entered  iu 
the  records. 

In  this  group  of  unknown  graves.  If  a 
disintt  rni'-nt  should  be  ordered,  many, 
if  not.  all.  would  have  to  be  opened. 
Only  last  week  th'>  sexton  opened  these 
graves  to  find  one  body. 

Within  a.  month  after  Sexton  Hanson 
took  charge  the  mixup  was  discovered. 
A  wealthy  and  prominent  Sioux  City  wo- 
man whose  baby  had  been  burled  about 
two  years  before  at  the  cemetery.  vTonl  to 
him  and  a.sked  that  tlie  body  be  disin- 
terred, as  slie  desirod  to  remove  It  to  an- 
other locality.  She  presented  n.  lot  deed 
and  pointed  jut  the  spot  where  she  be- 
iiev  -d  her  child  had  t>€en  burled.  The 
.-exion  disinterred  the  body,  only  to  find 
it  Wis  that  of  tlie  Infant  of  otlr.-r  paretns. 
James  W.  Bennett,  whom  Hansen  suc- 
ceeded as  sexton,  was  called  for  and  he 
pointed  out  a  seeond  grave  as  the  one 
owned  by  the  Siou.x  City  woman.  This, 
wht'n  opened,  proved  to  contain  the  dead 
of  yet  another  family.  Before  tlie  body 
was  eventually  discovered  13  graves  were 
opened.  In  the,  meantime  tiie  dislracttd 
parents  of  the  other  12  babies  had  been 
notified  and  picked  out  their  dead.  The 
bodies  were  then  reirUerred  in  the  graves 
marked.  An  exchange  of  deeds  when 
possible  followed  and  In  some  Instances 
new   deeds   were   is.-JUed. 

•We  finally  identified  the  body  of  the 
baby  this  wi>man  was  looking  for,  by 
means  of  a  wre.ith  of  smilax  tied  with 
pink  ribbon,"  said  .Sexton  Hansen.  'The 
smilax  h.id  decayed,  of  course,  but  the 
ribbon   was  still    Intact." 

Strolling  along  the  alley  of  the  district 
where  cor, fusion  exlits.  the  sexton  pointed 
to  a  pat.'h  of  ground,  grown  to  grass 
an<l  unkempt.  Suroruiiding  it  were  lots 
neatly  trimmed  and  wltli  iiandsome  shrub- 
bery  growing. 

••See  those  two  lots?"  he  said.  "Well, 
there  lie  between  fittten  and  twenty 
bodies.  Whose  they  arc  I  don't  know, 
and  1  won't  know  until  some  one  comes 
h.-re  .some  dav  looking  for  the  grave 
of  his  loved  ono.  Then  after  I  liave 
looked  at  his  deed— if  he  has  one— probably 
disinterment  will  biing  to  view  a  .«;lr.inge 
asket.  It  will  l>e  necessary  to  disinter 
all  the  bodies  t.)  discover  the  identity  of 
uny  or  all  of  them. 

"Notk-e  that  lot  there?"  he  continued, 
"Two  children  of  Sam  Short,  now  an  offi- 
cer of  the  Sioux  City  police  department, 
lie  tlierc.  But  a  man  living  at  Blue  Is- 
land 111.,  incc  had  a  deed  for  the  lot.

Webb  City,  Mo.,  Nov.  25.— The  death 
Dr.  J.  P,  Willett  from  a  gunshot  wound 
Inflicted  by  Claude  Price,  a  sixteen- 
year-old  boy,  has  caused  widespread 
interest,  for  the  doctor  was  one  of  the 
best  known  physiciajis  in  all  this  sec- 
tion. 

The  peculiar  circumstance.^  of  his 
death   have   led   many   to   believe   tJirit 

the  tragedy  may  have  been  contem- 
plated by  liim,  though  ther&  is  nothing 
other  than  the  circumstances  to  sup- 
port it. 

These  circumstances  are  that,  within 
less  than  five  minutes  after  he  had 
told  the  boy  to  watch  a  certain  win- 
dow and  shoot  anyone  appearing  before 
it,  he  stealthily  left  the  hou.se  in  .ils 
stocking  feet  and  appeared  in  front  of 
that  iMirticular  window. 

The  doctor's  friends  scoff  at  the  the- 
ory and  say  it  was  thoughtlessness 
that  led  him  in  front  of  the  window. 

There  has  not  as  yet  been  a  coron- 
er's Inquest,  that  formality  having:  been 
deferred  until  after  the  funeral,  in  de- 
ferense  to  the  wishes  of  the  widow. 
Her  grief  and  physical  condition  were 
such  that  she  was  practically  unable 
to  testify.  Coroner  Eames,  however, 
in  conversation  with  Mrs.  WilKtt  and 
the  lad  who  fired  the  .shot,  satisflfd 
hlm.self  that  there  was  no  criminal  in- 
tent on  the  part  of  Price.  The  widow 
said: 

•'1  am  sure,  if  my  hu.sband  could 
speak,  he  would  hold  him  innocent." 

It  was  the  belief  of  young  Price 
when  he  lired  the  shot  that  he  w:us 
shooting  at  a  burglar.  He  was  Indeed 
simply  following  the  explicit  command 
of  Dr.  Willett,  who  hud  told  him  only 
a  short  time  before  to  shoot  at  tin; 
very  first  man  he  saw  anywhere 
around  the  premi.ses.  When  he  saw 
some  one  pass  a  window  that  he  h:id 
bten  directed  to  watch  carefully  the 
boy  at  once  took  aim  and  fired.  An  in- 
stant afterwards  he  was  horrified  when 
he  heard  the  doctor  exclaim: 

"My  Qod,  Claude,  you  have  siiot  me." 

"Whv,  is  that  you.  Doc?"  responded 
the  lad. 

And  all  that  Dr.  Willett  could  say 
in  response  was  the  single  word.  •"Yes." 
Then,  staggering  from  in  front  of  the 
window  to  the  porch,  he  fell,  mortally 
wounded,  and  within  twenty  minutes, 
before  any  medical  assistance  could 
be  procured,  he   was  dead. 

The  belief  is  general  among  the  doc- 
tor's most  intimate  acquaintances  that 
his  almost  hysterical  belief  that  burg- 
lars were  haunting  hts  house  was  more 
of  hallucination  than  reality.  He  had 
just  moved  into  a  new  hou.se  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  and  young  Price 
was  hired  to  stay  with  him  to  work  at 
getting  things  in  shape  around  the  new 
residence. 

The  doctor  had  for  several  nights  In- 
sisted upon  both  the  lad  and  Mr.s.  Wil- 
lett remaining  awake  at  all  hours  to 
assist  him   in   watching  for  thieves. 

He  had  seen  midnight  marauders, 
so  he  .said,  in  the  barn,  all  around  the 
house,  and  even  in  the  basement.  Last 
.Sunday  night  he  told  a  police  offic-'r 
that  a  group  of  them  was  gathered 
in  the  basement,  that  he  shot  at  them 
through  the  kitchen  floor,  and  was  su'e 
he  had  wounded  one  of  them. 

Th»>se  vagaries,  for  such  they  un- 
doubtedly were,  are  believed  to  have 
been  the  result  of  the  use  of  medicine. 
For  years  Dr.  Willett.  it  is  alleged,  had 
lused  these  medicines  and  also  had 
drunk  considerable  liquor. 

Domestic  troubles  and  divorce,  with 
complete  estrangement  from  his  chil- 
dren followed,  ilut  srton  after  his  di- 
vorce had  been  granted  he  braced  up 
and  for  the  past  two  years  he  had  been 
leading  a  different  life.  He  had  re- 
gained all  he  had  lost.  This  was  all 
true  until  a  few  weeks  ago,  when,  the 
police  say,  he  suddenly  began  to  fall 
back  to  his  old  habits. 

What  may  have  beet,  the  cause  of 
his  relapse  no  one  knows  dettnitely.  but 
probably  it  was  from  the  shock  of  an 
accident  that  occurred  to  his  present 
wife,  who  was  severely  burned  about  a 
month  ago  from  the  explosion  of  a 
ga.sollne  stove   In  their  apartments. 

He  was  not  a  man  who  had  any  con-

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RICE  AS  AN 
ARMY  RATION 

Cereal    Experiments   In 
Texas  For  War  Depart- 
ment's Benefit. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Nov.  25.— The 
Santa  Fe  Railway  company  and  the 
American  Rice  Cereal  company,  which 
togelher  are  colonizing  and  developing 
rice  lands  in  Texas,  are  going  lo  makej 
an  effort  to  have  the  United  States 
government  adopt  this  grain  as  a 
staple  food  for  the  army.  j 

Several  months  ago  a  plan  for  a  cam-  j 
paign  of  education  on  the  value  of  rice 
as  a  food  product  was  made,  and  haa 
been  carried  to  a  point  where  the  fact 
will  shortly  be  laid  before  the  secretary 
of  war.  It  is  said  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  this  movement,  men  promi- 
nently connected  with  the  United 
States  army  in  recent  days  have  made 
several  trips  into  this  state.  They  ^Iso 
visited  the  manufactories  of  the  Aiher- 
ican  Klce  company,  where  rice  has 
been  converted  into  a  dozen  or  more 
varied  food  stuff 5. 

on  one  of  these  trips  was  Gen.  Nel- 
son A.  M!l€s.  in  fact,  he  was  here  a 
f»  -.v  weeks  ago,  when  capitalists  from 
Iowa.  Nebraska.  Illinois  and  Wiscon- 
sin visited  the  state  for  a  tour  through 
the  rice  belt. 

Proper  food  for  the  army  has  long 
been  a  much  discussed  matter  at  Wash- 
ington, and  especially  during  a  cam- 
paign. It  is  considered  more  than 
likely  that  the  Influence  of  the  Santa 
Fe  company  will  assist  to  bring  about 
the  adoption  of  rice  as  a  staple  food 
for  the  army.  Ttiere  are.  however,  a 
number  of  things  to  be  considered,  and 
unless  the  rice  company  proves  that 
its  product  is  a  most  valuable  article 
of  food  for  the  soldier,  in  garrison  or 
field.  Is  not  likely  the  government  will 
be  asked  to  adopt  it. 

Among  the  data  gathered  concerning 
the  value  of  rice  are  facts  regarding 
the  work  of  armies  of  other  nations 
campaigning  on  a  rice  ration.  The 
most  shining  of  the  wonders  that  can 
be  accomplished  is  the  work  of  the  Jap- 
anese army,  which  consumes  no  meat 
and  lives  rriainly  on  rice  prepared  in 
many  ways.

His  name  If  Alfred 
Roff,  and  he  halls  from  Crawford  coun- 
ty,  Pennsylvania.     The  story     of     the 


marriage  has  a  tinge  of  romance  that 
makes  the  story  interesting. 

When  R.  L.  Webb  died,  after  having 
been  the  town  miller  for  many  years, 
he  left  as  a  heritage  to  his  widow  and 
family  the  little  mill,  which,  besides  be- 
ing old  fashioned,  was  burdened  with 
a  heavy  mortgage.  A  brother-in-law 
volunteered  at  first  to  take  charge  of 
the  mill,  and  it  w.as  turned  over  to  him 
to  run  for  the  benefit  of  the  family. 
He.  however,  was  unfamiliar  with  the 
work  and  was  not  able  to  keep  it  up  lo 
the  standard  that  had  been  set  by  the 
elder  Webb. 

Then  the  daughter,  Miss  Anna,  came

She  built 
up  the  mill  and  won  fame.  She  got

In  the  In- 
t«rlor  of  Staten  island,  four  miles  or 
thereabout  from  Port  Hichmoiid.  where 
seventv-three  years  ago  she  was  ion. 
She  maintains  that  it  Is  her  ri.i;ht  to  die 
lu'neath  the  roof  where  the  end  came  to 
all  Whom  she  held  dear.  She  sits  at  one 
of  the  windows  of  the  barricaded  house, 
hoping  asalnat  hope  that  some  turn  of 
fortune  will  leave  her  In  tlie  place  until 
the  needs  an  earthly  honi<*  no  longer. 

Every  window  f«  covered  with  b.arred 
j<liutters.  the  doors  are  double  locked,  and 
ax  and  sledge  must  make  way  for  tho»e 
who  would  disp«)ssess  the  descf.idant  of 
Sieur  Jean  de  la  Crocheron.

Jeavi  de  la 
Crocheron  became  ■  Huguenot,  and  after 
the  revocation  Of  the  edict  of  Nantes  \w 
was  marked  for  exe<utlon.  Learning  of 
the  danger  In  which  he  wa«  placed  he 
made  his  way  In  disguise  to  Marseille-!, 
a'nd  was  concealed  by  friends  In  a  wine 
(ask  and  placed  on  bo:ird  a  vessel  bound 
for  the  new  world.  He  rt.iched  tbls  coun- 
trv  in  KST)  and  e^tablisled  himself  on 
Staten  island.  His  pr.'iierty  in  France 
was  gradually  conrcrted  iMto  money,  or 
at  least  a  considerable  portion  of  it, 
and  he  was  able  t<»  buy  a  larse  tract  oi 
land  which  is  now  represented  by  the 
towns  of  Hullshead  and  New  Springvill.' 
and   many  acres  of  salt   meadow.

On  his  death  the  estate  was  apportioned 
among  his  sons,  and  the  hmd  on  which 
now  stands  the  house  which  his  success  >r 
tvould  hohl  agalii.st  the  world  descende  I 
t<»  Henry  Cr.)cheron,  who  le-ame  promi- 
nent In  both  political  and  bushi-ss  lif*'. 
The  old  home  of  the  Crocherons  v. as  torn 
down  <arly  in  the  century,  and  cighty- 
f<,ur  years  ago  H«nry  <Yocheron  built  the 
present   liouse. 

In  this  dwelling  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
Cri>cher<yn  and  her  three  brothers  were 
lx)rn.  Commercial  ventures  In  South 
America  and  Mexico  had  br^iiight  fortun-- 
to  them,  and  many  thousands  (»f  dollars 
were  lavished  In  the  d<*coratl'in  of  the 
hou.'ie.  Rare  woods  came  from  Honduras 
and  Brazil,  and  furniture  was  brought 
from  l.,o>nd'>«i  makers,  .''leraton  and  Chip- 
pendale pieces  still  ad'irn  the  high  ceilel 
rooms.

In 
her  vou-ag  days  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
Crocheron  was  one  <>t  the  leaders  of  the 
societv  <)f  tlie  island.  Those  who  knew 
h<r  In  tho.sr  happier  times  say  that  her 
sprightline.ss  of  manner,  her  wit  and  her 
gift  of  repartee  made  her  the  subject  of 
toasts  by  the  youth  of  the  p.  riinl.  One  of 
her  pictures,  made  when  she  was  I'O  year.^ 
old,  Bhows  why  this  was  s.>. 

It  was  on  her  acinnrnt  that  the  house 
was  nearlv  always  thronRed  with  com- 
pany. Parties  of  >t)ung  men  and  women 
were  accustomed  to  rid«  oa  horseback  t^' 
the  homestead.  The  windows  now  shut- 
tcied  and  bajre4.  were  .aglow  with  light 
In  the  eveni-ngs.  and  across  the  threshold 
m  the  summer  oam*  the  echoes  of  laugh- 
ter and  of  the  patter  of  rtanchig  feet. 
There  was  a  eonnerratory  In  front  of  the 
house,  only  a  few  tr.ices  of  which  re- 
main, where  she  was  now  wilts  In  the 
old  hou.se  for  the- end  of  all  things  direct- 
ed the  culture  of  the  ttowers.

It,  Including  the  Tiouse.  havVng  been  hid 
in    by   the   church    in    July.

Miss  Croeherfkn  has  always  maintaine.l 
that  the  sale  was  not  pioperly  adver- 
tised and  that  bidders  miglit  have  been 
more  active  had  thev  not  been  too  defer- 
ential to  St.  Andrews.  Slie  vabied  the 
estate  at  $50,000,  avid  other  estimates  have 
be<-n  made  at  from  $3(',(»ro  to  f40.0<Xi.  It 
was  her  hope  that  enough  e(|Uity  might 
remain  to  her  to  save  the  house  for  the 
rest  of  her  life.  She  was  allowed  to  re- 
main In  the  homestead.  Tin-  death  last 
July  <»f  the  rector  of  St.  Andrew's  seems 
to  "have  stre'igthened  the  determination 
o"  the  Duxbury  trustees  to  Induce  Miss 
Crocheran  to  leave.  They  liave  an  op- 
portunity of  re'iiting  the  house  to  adviin- 
tage  and  there  are  also  prospects  of  Ili  • 
land  belnt?  sold  at  a  high  price.  Miss 
Crocherqn   refuses  to  go. 

Offers  of  help  have  been  made  to  her, 
all  conditioned  on  her  permitting  the  sale 
of  her  furniture,  the  dismissal  of  h<'r  ser- 
vant and  the  aband<ming  of  all  the  relics 
of  the  days  when  she  was  queen  of  .a 
df  main  of  her  own.  She  his  furniture 
worth  thousands  of  dollars,  old  laces.  Jew- 
els and  silverware,  but  no  money  t<i  buy 
food.  She  will  not  consfnt  to  have  any- 
thing sold. 

All  but  two  or  three  of  the  seventeen 
rooms  are  closed  and  in  them  ar<-  stored 
the  mahogany  tables,  the  Chippendale 
sideboard,  for  which  she  has  refused 
J1(<0.  and  the  silver  service  brought  from 
England.  The  sideboard  is  not  u.sed,  for 
there  Is  nothrng  to  put  on  it  or  in  it.  The 
silver  Is  packed  away,  for  food  is  little  in 
evidtnce   In    the    house    of   Crocheron. 

Were  It  not  for  the  milk  of  three  cows, 
which  still  remain  in  the  stables,  there 
would  b<>  nothi-ng  on  the  estate  to  keep 
life  In  the  two  women,  who  now  hold  the 
house  agai-nst  the  invasion  of  the  sheriff. 
The  food  of  the  cows  consists  of  weeds 
gathered  about  the  place  by  Bridget,  last 
faithful  retainer  of  the  house,  bowed 
down  by  the  weight  of  sixty-five  years, 
yet  ready  to  serve  her  mistress  as  long 
as    her    strength    holds   out. 

Miss  Crocheron  sold  land  to  a  w.it<>r 
compa-ny,  which  has  a  pumping  station 
across  the  w.ay  and  which  has  shut  off 
the  springs  from  which  the  place  was 
once  supplied.  The  women  .Tnd  the  cattle 
have  water  occasionally,  when  Brldg<t  is 
strong  enough  to  go  across  to  the  pu.nip- 
ing  station  to  get  it.  She  has  *jnly  one 
pall,  and  the  trip  Is  a  bng  one,  so  there 
Is  little  water  In  the  house. 

It  Is  not  easv  to  provide  even  for  the 
•\'ants  of  live  stock  on  the  estate,  which 
con.slsts,  besides  the  cows,  of  three  dog.s, 
two  kittens  and  a  parrot.  The  d^gs  are 
not  fed  at  home.  They  find  the'r  way 
to  the  kitchen  doors  of  the  neghbors 
That  is  whv  they  appear  well  nourished. 
The  eows,  which  have  'not  the  privilege 
of  ro.-uninp— for  by  so  doing  they  may 
find  their  wav  to  the  p<nind— .ire  as  atten- 
uated as  the  lean  kine  of  p:gypt.  They  are 
wild-eved  and  at  sight  of  strangers  try 
to  escape  from  the  dilapidated  stable.  The 
eats  shift  for  th<-mFelves.  for  they  kill 
n  Ice  and  birds  and  manage  to  k«ep 
plump.  The  parrot.  Polly.  1:5  years  old. 
a»id  without  much  appetite,  perches  In 
the  room  called  the  kltch<M.  if  a  place 
where  so  little  Is  cooked  may  be  so  de- 
nomlnattd.  and  talks  feebly  all  day  of 
giving  a  party.  ,  ,,  ,   . 

Miss  Cnniheron  aften  calls  on  vieign- 
bors  to  talk  over  plans  for  regaining  the 
old  homestead.  She  is  Induced  frt'iUfHtly 
to  remain  for  dinner.  Occasional  supplies 
are  sent  In  with  the  practically  nothing 
to  do  as  far  as  getting  meals  is  con- 
cerned. 

She  spends  her  time  in  guarding  the 
door  against  deputy  sheriffs.    She  carries 


a  heavy  stick,  and  in  the  front  hall,  lean- 
ing in  a  corner,  is  .a  musket,  with  tllnt- 
li.'ck  and  bayonet.  Bridget  say.s  no  o.ie 
^^ill  ever  get  into  the  liouse  as  long  as 
she,  is  in  the  service  of  Miss  Crocheron. 
In  view  of  financial  clicumsiances  she  h  is 
r.ot  a.sked  for  wages  for  six  yeais,  and 
she  says  she  does  'not  want  any  until 
Miss  Crocheron  finds  payment  entlr<  ly 
coiivenhnt.  Her  strength,  owing  to  her 
Insufficient  diet,  is  hardly  equal  to  a  t»-ntii 
of  the  duties  which  might  I  e  recjuired  In 
more  advanced   housekeeping. 

"We  forget  about  meals  here."  say.-? 
Bridget,  cheerfully,  "and  once  in  a  while 
we  go  out  to  dinner.

Heredity  wa.s  a!8<r  treated  of  as  an 
Important  agency  and  Mr.  Kllnke- 
touched  with  interest  on  the  influence 
of  the  law  of  heredity  has  had  <>n 
child  life  in  the  public  schools.  Ho  hold 
that  while  persistent  effort  may  nut 
entirely  eradicate  certain  tendencies  in 
the  child  of  today,  the  corrective  meas- 
ures will  doubtless  show  their  imprint 
in  the  child  of  tlie  future.  A  contem- 
plation of  this  "one  feature  he  hold 
should  fill  the  mind  of  the  thoughtful 
teacher  with  an  overwhelming  sense 
of  responsibility. 

Mr.  Klinker  touched  at  some  lengih 
on  the  characteristics  of  the  successful 
teacher  and  treated  of  some  of  the 
auxiliary  ajfencios  which  lie  to  some 
extent  within  his  control,  grlvlng  special 
attention  lo  the  sympathetic  rclatioua 


which  should  be  established  by  the 
teacher,  and  how  this  is  to  be  occom- 
plished. 

He  also  spoke  of  the  natural  in- 
stincts and  tendencies  of  the  child  as 
no  significant  agencies  to  which  tne 
teacher  must  pay  attention,  the  chilus 
self  respect,  ambition,  ordinary  habit.-s 
of   life.   etc. 

It  was  argued  that  the  natural  tend- 
ency of  teachers  of  the  present  day 
is  to  attempt  to  do  loo  much  in  thi? 
way  of  helping  the  child,  that  self  re- 
liance is  better  taught  by  permit iing 
the  child  to  grow  through  his  own 
exercise.

A  RELIC  OF  IDOLATRY. 

7'here  still  remain  in  the  world  a  large  number  of 
people  who  have  little  respect  for  a  minister  of  the 
j.ospel  that  does  not  wear  a  gown  in  the  pulpit  and  a 
choker  and  sanctimonious  air  on  the  street;  who  have 
little  faith  in  a  physician  that  docs  not  cultivate  a 
large  crop  of  whiskers  and  sufficient  embonpoint  so  that 
it  vvoukl  injure  his  dignitj-  if  he  should  stoop  over; 
who  entertain  little  respect  lor  the  law  unless  the 
jiiHgc  on  the  bench  is  clothed  in  a  gown  and  wig  and 
looks  like  an  Egyptian  mummy. 

In  England  recently  a  lawyer  appeared  in  court 
without  his  customary  regalia  and  he  asked  permission 
of  the  jurist  to  plead  the  case  of  his  client  without 
wearing  these  trappings.  The  judge  refused  to  give 
official  permission  but  said  that  if  the  otiier  members 
of  the  bar  did  not  object  he  would  ct>nscnt  to  hear  him. 
How  silly.  As  if  justice  would  suffer  because  of  the 
absence  of  a  piece  of  gaudy  cloth. 

It  is  true  that  in  .America  a  large  majority  of  the 
people  have  banished  this  sort  of  frumpery  and  idolatry 
from  tlieir  minds  and  look  to  the  acts  of  the  man 
rather  than  liis  vestments  and  the  cut  of  his  hair  for 
indication  of  liis  ability  and  his  worthiness  of  respect. 
Except  as  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  nation  the 
judicial  ermine  has  been  cast  aside,  and  it  is  well. 

But  there  yet  remains  some  remnant  of  this  foolish 
prejudice  with  regard  to  the  sanctity  of  the  persons 
composing  the  judiciary  which  foimd  its  w.iy  to  the 
surface  during  the  recent  campaign  because  Judge 
Parker  was  nominated  for  the  presidency  and  Judge 
Herrick  for  the  g"vernorship  of  New  York  while  they 
were  still  on  the  bench,  and  since  they  were  both  de- 
feated that  fact  has  bee>i  held  up  as  a  warning  against 
a  repetition  of  such  alleged  degradation  of  the  bcncli 
in   future. 

Undoubtedly  it  is  right  that  no  judge  should  take 
an  act-ive  part  in  political  manipulation  and  jugglery 
while  he  is  on  the  bcnch^  but  there  is  no  good  and 
sound  reason  why  any  .American  jurist  should  not 
be  eligible  to  nomination  for  any  office  within  the  gift 
of  the  people.  This  is  a  democracy  and  when  any  man 
is  asked  to  contest  ff»r  an  office  it  is  his  duty  to 
obey,  unless  he  has  private  reasons  for  refusal,  no  mat- 
ter how  high  his  position  nor  how  much  sanctity  hedges 
him  around.  Simply  because  he  presides  over  a  court 
of  justice  does  not  make  a  judge  one  whit  better 
or  more  sacred  than  any  oilier  man,  and  he  is  only 
entitled  to  such  respect  as  his  ability  as  a  jurist  and 
lii.s    fairness,    impartiality    and    honesty    entitle    him. 

It  is  time  that  Americans  put  away  entirely  the 
silly  notion  that  the  positiou  alone  entitles  a  man  to 
respect  and  sets  him  up  above  his  fellow-citizens  as 
a  sort  of  little  tin  god.  Let  us  cultivate  respect  for  the 
spirit  of  the  law  itself  rather  than  a  species  of  idolatr}*, 
with  the  judge  or  other  representative  of  the  law  as 
an    idol. 

When  the  Democratic  party  decided  that  Judges 
Parker  and  Herrick  would  be  the  strongest  candidates 
they  could  place  before  the  people  they  did  exactly 
right  in  nominating  them  for  president  and  governor 
respectively,  and  those  gentlemen  only  did  their  plain 
duty  to  their  party  and  their  country  by  promptly 
accepting  and  laying  aside  their  judicial  offices. 


them  all,  individually  and  collectively,  to  the  end  that 
there  would  be  no  more  remembrance  among  men, 
women  and  children  of  such  vile  and  villainous  wretches, 
whom  the  people  of  Colorado  have  long  endured  by 
both  their  presence  and  their  political  methods,  as  well 
as  their  associates." 

This  confirms  completely  a  suspicion  long  entertained 
by  the  people  of  this  country  that  the  object  of  all  this 
defiance  of  law  and  the  constitution  by  Governor  Pea- 
body,  his  henchmen,  including  this  military  upstart  and 
anarchist.

NEW  USE  FOR.  LIGNITE. 

It  is  possible  that  a  new  use  for  the  lignite  coal 
of  North  Dakota  has  been  found  and  one  that  will  not 
only  revolutionize  the  gas  business  of  the  country  but 
create  an  important  industry  in  the  mining  of  this  cal, 
of  which  there  are  practically  inexhaustible  stores. 

The  United  States  geological  survey  at  Washington 
the  other  day  was  notified  by  its  experts  at  St.  Louis 
that  experiments  with  North  Dakota  lignite  prove.l 
highly  successful  and  that  the  (luality  of  gas  obtained 
from  this  coal  is  superior  to  anj-  obtained  from  bitu- 
minous coal.  The  experts  further  stated  it  to  be  their 
opinion  that  the  utilization  of  this  deposit  for  gas  pro- 
duction will  revolutionize  the  gas  business  and  prove  a 
boon  for  poor  people  on  account  of  its  cheapness.  Eur- 
ther  developments  along  this  line  will  be  awaited  with 
a  good  deal  of  interest  in  the  Northwest,  in  the  heart 
of  which  are  located  these  vast  lignite  coal  fields.  The 
development  of  the  industry  on  an  extensive  scale  would 
be  of  particular  importance  to  Duluth,  because  much 
of  the  product  of  the  coal  fields  would  be  distributed 
from  this  point  to  other  sections  of  the  country.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  results  obtained  from  these  experi- 
ments may  be  verified  by  practical  tests. 


WISCONSIN'S  PRIMARY  LAW. 

The  primary  election  law,  which  was  endorsed  by 
the  people  of  Wisconsin  at  the  recent  election,  carrying 
by  a  majority  of  40,000,  differs  quite  materially  from 
the  Minnesota  law  in  several  particulars. 

It  provides  for  the  nomination  of  both  state  and 
count}'  officers  by  direct  vote,  and  candidates  for  party 
nominations  must  circulate  petitions  in  order  to  have 
their  names  placed  on  the  primary  ballots;  furthermore, 
the  voters  signing  these  petitions  must  pledge  them- 
selves to  vote  for  the  candidate  whose  petition  they  sign. 

At  the  primary  election  the  names  of  the  candidates 
running  for  the  party  nominations  are  placed  on  sep- 
arate tickets,  and  the  voter  instead  of  declaring  his 
party  affiliation  and  calling  for  his  party  ballot,  is 
given  as  many  separate  ballots  as  there  are  parties  in 
the  field.  When  he  goes  into  the  voting  booth  he 
chooses  his  ballot,  marks  the  names  of  those  whom 
he  wishes  to  nominate,  and  returns  it  to  the  election 
judges,  depositing  the  blank  ballot  or  ballots  in  a  box 
provided  for  this  purpose. 

Candidates  for  the  United  States  senate  are  nomi- 
nated by  the  voters,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  legis- 
lators  will   elect   the   men   whom   the   people   name. 

There  are  many  citizens  of  Minnesota  who  believe 
that  this  is  just  the  kind  of  a  law  that  this  state  should 
have  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  if  the  matter 
were  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  as  was  done  in 
Wisconsin,  it   is  the  kind  of  a  law  they  would  have. 

Representative  Dowling  at  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature  endeavored  to  amend  the  present  law  with 
a  provision  as  to  ballots  exactly  like  that  in  the  Wis- 
consin law,  but  it  was  turned  down.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that   he  will   renew  his  efforts-at  the  coming  session. 

The  selection  of  candidates  for  the  United  States 
senate  is  also  a  splendid  feature  and  the  senitors  from 
Wisconsin  will  hereafter  be  selected  by  popular  vote 
although  they  will  be  elected  by  the  legislature.  The 
ciulorsement  of  this  law  by  so  large  a  majority  in 
Wisconsin  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  the  Minnesota 
legislators  that  the  people  are  not  disposed  to  give 
up  a  particle  of  the  political  power  they  already  possess 
and  that  in  fact  they  demand  more  and  greater  power. 


THE  TRUE  ANIMUS. 

There  have  been  many  contradictory  report?  as  to 
the  character  of  Gen.  Bell,  the  Colorado  "rough- 
rider,"  who  was  right-hand-tnan  to  Governor  Peabody 
during  the  era  of  military  rule  and  official  anarchy  that 
recently  prevailed  in  that  state.

H.  M.  Teller  and  .\lva  .Adams,  who 
pose  as  brigadier  generals  in  the  senator's  socialist 
army  of  insurgents,  are  upholding  him  in  the  commis- 
sion  of   crime,   including   depot    explosions." 

Gen.  Bell  adds:  If  these  people  were  tried,  found 
guilty  and  hung  in  accordance  with  tlie  rules  carried 
in  force  in  the  Chicago  bomb  affair,  they  should  be 
buried  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  in  order  to  have  one 
long  funeral  procession  from  Colorado  to  the  Gulf.

a   necessity   to   public  safety.

THE  PRIMARY  TEACHER. 

Minneapolis  Tribune:  The  whole  spirit 
of  reform  in  public  school  education  is 
expressed  in  the  demand  of  the  state  high 
school  board  that  better  teachers  should 
be  employed  in  the  primary  grades.  The 
rosolutioii  In  which  this  demand  Is  con- 
veyed is  preliminary  and  tentative.  It 
requests  that  schools  under  supervision 
of  the  state  board  should  employ  no  prim- 
ary teachers  hereafter  who  have  not  had 
normal  or  training  school  preparation. 
It  is  understood  to  be  the  purpose,  after 
the  .schools  have  had  time  to  bring  all 
their  primary  teachers  under  this  rule, 
to  deny  state  aid  to  those  that  disre- 
Ccird  It 

We  think  that  the  state  board  might 
well  have  g»  ne  farther  and  put  its  de- 
mand In  more  peremptory  form.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  very  be.-^t  teachers  should 
be  employed  In  the  primary  grades,  and 
that  thev  should  be  paid  in  proportion. 
The  qua'lity  of  an  education  is  largely 
determined  by  the  foundation  laid  in 
the  earliest  youth.  Children  have  to  be 
taught  to  study  before  they  can  be 
taught  to  learn  ny  studying.  The  teach- 
ing of  voung  children  is  most  difficult 
as  well  "as  most  important.  It  requires 
special  natural  endowment  and  the  high- 
est training.  If  we  must  have  Inferior 
and  underpaid  teachers,  let  them  go  to 
the  advanced  classes,  which  are  able  to  do 
most  for  themselves,  and  make  them- 
selves useful  In  weaving  Indian  baskets 
and  touching  up  faked  drawings. 

The  pittance  paid  to  primary  teachers 
tempts  only  raw  high  school  graduates 
with  more  zeal  and  industry  than  skill 
or  training.  Better  qualified  teachers 
who  take  these  places  do  it  from  high 
and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  their 
calling  The  school  funds  are  dis.sipated 
in  paying  high  salaries  to  supervisors 
and  fad  mongers,  teachers  of  polite  ac- 
complishments and  the  so-called  higher 
branches.  The  highest  work  of  educa- 
tion Is  really  carried  on  In  the  lowest 
grades.

After  a  short 
stay  at  Freemantle  the  adventurers  con- 
fidently   count    on    striking    their    way 
boldly    on    an    8,000-mlle    voyage    to    the 
little-known   Islands  off   the   west  coast 
of  South  America. 

This  course  will  cause  them  to  steer 
their  littl'^  SS-footer  through  the  waters 
where  RoV)lnson  Crusoe  was  washed 
ashore  by  the  mighty  imagination  of 
Daniel  DeFoe.  If  the  wind  and  the 
waves,    starvation    and    privation    spare

the  two  plucky  Englishmen  during  th« 
voyage,  far  more  dangerous  and  cer- 
tainly equally  as  venturous  as  that  of 
Columbus  himself,  the  little  Brighton 
will  have  to  avoid  the  eager  canoes  of 
countless  cannibals  who  live  on  the  reef- 
bound  shores  of  these  South  Sea  Islands. 
Touching  probably  at  Valparaiso,  Chill. 
Napper  and  Langford  may  be  expected

New  York,  Nov.  26.— The  illness  of 
Edward  Dressier,  one  of  the  jurors, 
which  was  reported  at  the  opening  of 
court  today  may  necessitate  a  new 
trial  in  the  case  of  Nan  Patterson,  the 
Former  show  girl,  who  is  charged  with 
the  murder  of  Caesar  Young.

By  the  request  of  President  Rcose- 
velt's  private  secretary  the  itinerary 
of  the  trip  through  the  grounds  wa-s 
not  made  public,  and  consequently 
while  there  were  no  immense  throngs 
congregated  at  any  one  spot  at  one 
time,  the  general  program  was  shown 
and  the  probable  route  of  the  presi- 
dential party  was  lined  on  either  side 
by  hundreds  of  persons,  many  of  whom 
had  travelled  hundreds  of  miles  to  see 
the  president  of  the  United  .Stales. 

The  presidential  train  arrived  in  St. 
Louis  at  3:40  this  morning  and  was 
taken  at  once  to  the  Worlds  Fair 
grounds,  where  it  was  sidetracked  on 
the  north  side  of  the  transPoriatlcn 
building.

Knowing  this,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  hear  that  good  strawberry  lands 
sell  here  Tor  ^JO  an  acre;  but  it  does 
rather  make  one  open  his  eyes  to  learn 
that  apple  lands  with  bearing  tree.«  are 
held  at  JIOOO  an  acre. 

For  Mount  Hood's  banner  crop  is  not 
strawberries,  but  apples.  The  most  won- 
derful tales  are  told  here  of  Mt.  Hood 
apples,  and  believed  by  every  one  who  has 
ever  seen  the  orchards  and  the  apples  tliey 
bear.  The  orchards  are  young,  but  they 
yield  $.=500  to  $800  worth  of  large,  tjright. 
wormless  apples  of  fine  flavor  to  the  acre. 
It  Is  of  record  that  one  man  sold  $75*0 
worth  of  apples  from  eight  acre.-,  one  sea- 
son, and  another  $11'J1  worth  from  three 
acres. 

The  arid  West  Is  the  best  adapt*>d  to 
fruit  growing  of  any  countrv  known. 
There  are  no  off  years,  for  irrigated  or- 
chards bear  full  crops  every  year.  What 
a  full  crop  onlv  tho.se  who  have  seen  the 
trees  weighted  down  with  incredible  quan- 
tities of  fruit  can  understand.  Apples, 
peaches,  pears,  plums,  grapes  and  small 
fruits  all  thrive  and  produce  fruit  super- 
ior in  size,  apiiearanee  and  flavor  to  any- 
thing grown  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

There  Is  one  great  plague  which  afflicts 
all  the  arid  West,  and  that  is  dust.  Some 
places  are  mor*"  dusty  than  others,  but  no 
one  ever  heard  of  a  place  that  was  less 
dustv.  But  of  all  the  dusty  roads  that 
ever  a  f<x>l  tenderfoot  ventured  upon  the 
one  up  Mt.  Hood  Is  the  worst.  The  soil 
on  Mt.  Hood  is  of  volcanic  ash.  which 
may  be  good  to  raise  strawberries  upon, 
but  it  is  might  poor  stuff  to  breathe,  it 
is  worse  than  any  other  dust  ever  In- 
vented, for  It  Is  ground  fined,  is  lighter, 
more  penetrating  and  more  Irritating.  It 
is  worse  than  irritating,  it  is  maddening. 
Every  step  of  the  wa>-  the  dust  is  from 
four  to  six  Inches  deep.    The  horses  seem 


to  take  delight  in  dragging  their  feet  so 
as  to  stir  it  up  as  much  as  possible. 
\A'henever  they  get  a  good  chance  they 
plant  their  hoofs  squarel.v  upon  an  un- 
usually impalpable  he.jp.  .sending  great 
uiTibrella-lii<e  rings  of  Ihe  si  uft  cinling 
up  their  legs  and  back  into  your  eyes. 
The  stage  is  eujistantly  cnveloyed  in  a 
great  gray  cleud  in  whii-h  you  cough  and 
t  hoke  and  sneeze  and  gasp  and  darn  tho 
luck  to  thunder.  Vou  try  to  fan  a  little 
hole  in  the  cloud  with  your  hand  so  you 
can  get  at  least  a  p-iri  of  a  breath;  but 
tailing  in  this.  yi>u  try  holding  your  breath 
until  .vou  linve  to  let  go  or  stop  breathing 
lor  keeps.  Then  you  tin<l  ycu  have  made 
things  worse,  for  after  linliiing  the  breath 
one  involuniarily  inhales  more  deeply 
than  usual  for  several  respirations.  This 
sends  the  dust  into  the  ninote  recesses  of 
your  lungs  that  had  hitherto  escaped  the 
general  asph\-xiation,  and  the  result  Is  a 
jiaroxysm  of  siifezing  thai  neatly  brings 
on  apoplexy.  At  rare  interv;ils  a  puff  of 
air  will  roll  the  dust  a  few  inches  awa.v 
from  your  sid.-  of  the  stage.  You  open 
your  lips  to  snatch  a  quick  breath  of 
relatively  pure  air  before  the  clouds  roll 
liack  atid  the  hind  wheel  flirts  a  pint  or  so 
of  the  heavier  dirt  into  your  mouth. 
Even  if  .von  do  contrive  to  get  a  breath 
(»ccasionally.  it  is  .iolted  out  of  you  be- 
fore you  have  a  chance  to  enjoy  its 
possession.  For  you  advance  by  climbing 
up  on  a  rock  and  falling  off  on  the  other 
side  and  then  repeating  the  proce.ss  ad 
Infinitum. 

This  sort  of  travel  is  considered  too 
severe  for  the  liorses.  so  they  are  e!mnge/l 
for  a  fresli  team  h.alf  w.ay  up  the  moun- 
tain. But  no  merc.v  is  shown  the  passen- 
gers: they  are  not  even  given  chloroform. 

In  th.»  innocence  of  your  heart  you  may 
have  imagined  thnt  you  would  get  some 
grand  views  in  going  up  this  mountain. 
At  the  n-re  Intervals  in  which  the  du.st 
chnid  is  lifted  for  an  instant  by  a  wander- 
ing zeph.vr  you  get  ;in  entrancing  vista  of 
chaparral  and  chinquapin  bush<'s  for  sev- 
eral iuf  h«s  on  either  side  of  the  road, 
and  that  is  al>sf>lutely  all.  For  the  road 
is  a  single  tnick  cut  thrf>ugb  underbrush 
so  tliicli  that  a  chipmunk  couldn't  get 
through  it.  This  concentrates  the  dust 
witliin  a  narrfiw  space  so  the  passengers 
can   breathe   it    .all   without    waste. 

After  eight  hours  of  mortal  agony  you 
may  ex!>ect  to  hear  a  relief  p:irty  from 
floud  Cap  Inn.  Guides  ntet  the  stage 
below  the  Inn.  lift  the  helpless  passengers 
out  and   shovel   them  off.

In<iuiry  at  the  office  of  the  board  of 
public  work.s,  tliis  morning,  elicited  the 
lnforni.it ion  tliat  only  one  of  the 
fcpi  inkling  coiitract(»rs  is  siill  wm-king. 
H.  Shapira,  who  held  the  contract  for 
the  Kighth  distriit,  is  sprinklini?  hi;^ 
own  district  and  al.so  the  Fir.st.  These 
two  districts  include  Superior  street, 
from  Eighth  avenue  wi-st  to  Sixteenth 
uvenue  eatit  and  Liondon  road,  from 
Ninth  avenue  to  Sixteenth  avenue  east. 
The  same  amount  of  time  thiit  wa^ 
sptMit  on  the  Klgliih  di.^trict  during  the 
hummer  is  now  divided  between  the 
two  distri<  ts. 

The  contracts  for  sprinkling  let  by 
the  board  la.><t  spring  r.m  only  until 
Nov.  1.  There  was  a  clause  contained 
In  them.  howevi>r.  which  allowed  the 
board  to  renew  tht-m  for  a  longer 
period  at  the  same  price.  This  was 
dene  with  the  contract  of  H.  Shapira, 
who  is  dividing  his  time  between  the 
Ki.v;hth  and   the  First  ilistriets. 

The  continued  dry  weather  and  the 
aljsence  of  snow  has  left  the  streets 
in  a  vt-ry  dusty  condition,  and  the  com- 
plaint i.'^  made  thni  the  need  for  si>rink- 
liJig  i.-i  even  greater  now  than  it  was 
duriu'.^  the  sumnu-r  montlis,  when  oet  a- 
Bional  rains  laid  the  dust.  The  board 
t'laims  tluit  the  propert.v  owners  in  lh»> 
other  di.strirls  showed  their  ilesire  to 
have  the  sprinkling  discontinued  wlien 
the  contract.*  expired,  and  th.-xt  since 
they  were  paying  the  bills,  their 
wishes  were  acceded  to. 

The  council,  however.  Is  empowered 
to  order  si-rinUlIng  done  by  the  day 
where  It  is  thought  necessary  and 
ch.irge  the  exi)ense  to  the  general  fund 
of  the  city.  The  merchants  claim  that 
if  Superior  street  and  First  street  were 
sprinkud  in  this  manner  regularly,  un- 
til the  llr.<t  .snow  falls,  it  wo\ild  add 
greatly  to  the  comfort  of  all  who  are 
compelled  to  use  the  business  streets 
during  the  diiy.  At  present  Superior 
street  or  First  street,  on  a  windy  day, 
somewhat  resembles  a  desert  during  a 
sand  storm.

pared  to  give  any  opinion  on  it.  but  milk 
IS    certainly    a    source    of    contagion    for 
tuberculosi.s." 

"Tht  re  should  be  a  rigid  inspection  of 
the  milk  sui»ply  of  the  citv,"  said  Dr. 
\V.  H.  B;i.sl<y.  "Milk  is  cert.iiiily  a 
ct>mmon  <.ause  of  tuberculosis  and  t)ie 
peoj)lc  should  bo  protected  from  contagion 
from  this  .source."

active  among  those  who  live  In  I'^olated 
barrios  These  are  compelled  to  aid  the 
b:mdlts  In  .spite  of  the  heavy  penalties  n- 
flicted  by  the  government  for  complicity 
with  the"  ladroncs.  »,  ,,. 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Rogers,  who  works 
under  the  Presbyterian  board  of  forelgii 
missions,  and  who  wa«  onO  of  the  earliest 
Protestant  missionaries  on  the  Philippine 
field  after  the  battle  of  Manila  bay,  says 
that  these  bands  of  bandits  are  a  serloiis 
menace  to  missionary  work  In  some  parts 
of  the  Islands,  because  ihey  oppress  the 
Christian  people  and  u.<e  the  fact  that 
tiiey  are  Christians  as  a  reason  for  In- 
flicting Indignities  the  real  objeot  of  which 
Is  i)ootv.  Mr.  Rogers  tells  an  Instance 
which  occurred  In  a  town  close  to  Moaula 
very  recently.  A  band  of  ladrones  came 
Into  the  town,  surrounded  ft  house  In 
which  a  meeting  was  h^lng  held  and  fired 
a  number  of  shots.  They  robbed  several 
houses  and  threatened  some  women,  but 
were  restrained  by  one  «f  the  baud.  They 
finally  left  the  village,  carrying  off  with 
them  one  of  the  Filipinos  who  had  been 


at  the  service,  holding  him  for  ran.som. 
But  the  man  was  brave,  and  when  his 
captors  threatened  him  with  death  he 
accepted  the  matter  In  a  philosopnic  w.ay 
and  said  he  did  not  mind.  He  would 
rather  die  in  the  bosque  (open  country" 
than  In  town,  because  the  funeral  would 
be  cheaper,  and  his  family  was  poor  arid 
could  not  spare  money  for  a  city  funeral. 
His  captors  asked  alwut  his  religion, 
and  what  he  told  them  of  It  seemed  to 
Impress  them,  for  he  was  afterward  treat- 
ed with  mere  consideration,  being  supplied 
with  cigarettes  and  tobacco,  and  in  pracni- 
cally  all  essentials  fared  as  well  as  did 
hi«  captors.  After  a  few  weeks'  captivity, 
when  the  bandits  had  become  convinced 
that  It  was  u.seless  to  expect  a  ransom, 
the  man  was  released  and  permitted  to 
return  to  his  family,  which  had  given 
him  up  for  dead.  It  afterward  transpired 
that  tne  cause  of  the  taking  of  this  man 
by  the  ladrones  was  in  no  sense  religious. 
but  that  the  leaders  of  the  band  believed 
that  he  had  informed  the  officials  against 
one  of  their  number  and  they  wanted  to 
be  avenged.

TO  BREAK  THE  TRUST. 

The  farmer-,  and  stockraisers  ol  the  North 
west  are  becoming  v.eary  of  permitting  the  pack 
iuR-house  trust  to  take  all  the  profits  from  the 
production  of  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  etc.,  and  so 
they  are  talking  of  cst.iblishing  local  packing 
houses  of  their  own.  The  Tribune,  of  VVaverly, 
Minn.,  announces  that  the  farmers  of  that  district 
will  hold  a  meeting  on  Dec.  ^  to  discuss  the  live- 
stock situation  and  the  advisibility  of  going  into 
the  packing  and  shipping  business.  Those  ad- 
vovatiug  the  scheme  believe  it  the  only  way  t<) 
remedy  the  present  inconsistent  conditions  of  the 
live   stock   market. 

Sidney  M.  Owen's  paper,  Farm,  Stock  and 
Home,  has  been  advocating  the  formation  of  these 
local  packing  h'uses,  aiul  in  owe  article  declares 
itself    as    follnvs: 

"One    such    organization    will    make    it*    neigh- 
borhood   independent    of    the    trust;    another    will 
make    another    neigliborho^d    independent    and    so 
on  until  all  are   independent.     And  while  securing 
local   indepetulencc  the  knowledge  and  experience 
will    be    gained   that   will    insure    the    snocess    of   a 
combination    of    local    organizations    designed    to 
carry  on  trade  with  distant  domestic  markets  and 
even  with  foreign  ones.     While  farmers  and  their 
neighboring   consumers   continue    to    supinely   wait 
for  hnv   to  bring  them   relief  they  will  be  laughe«l 
at  by  trust  and  law  maker.     But  when  they  begin 
to  do  things  for  themselves  tru.st  and  law  maker 
will    conclude    that    the    'common    people*      have 
reached    a    stage    of    intellectual    dcvel'>pnient    that 
may   make   them   dangerous   to   monopoly,   and   to 
law  makers  who  respect  if  not  aid  it.     This  is  no 
pipe   dream.      By   the    right    kind    of   bu-incss   or- 
ganizations the  people   may  destroy   monopolistic, 
despotic   and   preilatory   capitalistic   combinations." 
The     Herald    would    not    do    anything    to    dis- 
courage the  formation  of  these   independent   pack- 
ing   houses    in    the    farming    districts.      In    fact    it 
believes    they    will    be    able    to    accomplish    much 
good   not   only  for  the   farmers   but   for  the   con- 
sumers in  tlie  different  cities  of  the  state  if  they 
put    themselves    in    a    position    to    supply    all    the 
needs  of  the  consumers  so  that  local  (U-.ilers  will 
no  longer  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  combine.

CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT  IN  PRISONS 

Mamie  Dc  Cris.  known  as  the  "Diamond  Queen," 
has  ju.^t  been  pardoned  from  the  state  farm  in 
Georgia,  where  she  was  sentenced  ftir  two  years  for 
the  theft  of  diamond.-,  from  several  jewelry  firms. 
Her  pardon  came  only  a  few  days  before  her  sen- 
tence expired,  and  was  granted  as  an  encourage- 
ment V>  her  to  lead  a  better  life  in  future,  as  she 
recently  announced  her  intention  of  doing. 

During  her  imprisonment  in  June,  1903,  Miss  Dc 
Cri.s  broke  into  the  lime  light  of  publicity  when  she 
was  chastized  by  corporal  punishment  because  she 
proved  incorrigible.  The  puni.-.liment  was  ordered 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  state  farm.  .\n  inves- 
tigation was  ordered  and  the  verdict  of  the  investi- 
gators was  that  the  punishment  fit  the  crime,  and 
the  superintendent  was  exonerated.  However,  the 
warden  resigned  his  position  as  a  consequence  of 
the  sensation  the  punishment  created,  and  the  mat- 
ter was  dropped. 

It  is  claimed  that  since  that  time  Miss  Dc  Cris 
lia.s  been  a  model  nrisoner,  and  has  shortened  her 
-entence  two  months  by  good  behavior.

Chicago,  Nov.  26.— It  is  reported  in  Chi- 
cago that  the  United  States  Steel  cor-

THE  CITY  PLAYGROUNDS. 
The  playgrounds  which  the  city  pro- 
vides for  the  children  of  the  poor  are 
usually  regarded  as  excellent  things 
for  giving  the  little  folk-s  a  good  time 
and  keeping  them  out  of  mischief,  but 
lew  have  any  idea  of  the  part  they 
really  play  in  the  life  of  the  city,  says 
the  Chicago  Journal. 

A  properly  conducted  playground 
leavens  the  whole  neighborhood,  .ind 
the  playgroumls  of  the  city,  even 
than  the  public  schools,  are 
American  citizens  out  of  the 
I'Opulation  of  the  tenements. 

These  children  have  never  kn«)wn 
what  freedom  was  before.  Neither 
have  t'ley  known  wh.at  respect  for  law 
was.  Order  is  maintained  in  the  tene- 
ment illstrlcts  only  by  the  presence  of 
the  policeman,  but  <m  the  playground 
the  children  learn  that  laws  exist  for 
the  good  of  the  community  and  ob^y 
them  willingly.  They  le.irn,  in  fact, 
that  liberty  is  net  llcen-e.  and  that 
i.s  the  most  valuable  irainins  they 
could  get   for  American  citizenship. 

In  some  of  the  playgroumls  there  ap- 
ptars    to    the    visitor    to    be    more    law 
than    liberty,    and    there    is    a    painful 
meihaniialness    about    the    play.

Washington.  Nov.  26.— Federal  law 
for  the  further  regrulation  of  railroads, 
under  the  interstate  commerce  power, 
is  to  be  strongly  urged  at  this  session 
of  congress. 

The  movement  will  take  two  lines, 
the  ideas  of  which  the  embodied  in 
two  bills,  both  of  which  the  president 
is  known  to  favor.  One  Is  the  old 
proposition  for  increased  power  in  the 
Interstate  commerce  comn^ission  for 
the  regulation  of  rates,  and  the  other 
is  a  bill  to  diminish,  if  possible,  the 
frightful  number  of  railway  accideuis. 
The  beginning  of  the  campaign  ur 
more  power  in  the  Interstate  commeice 
commission  was  made  when  the  preai- 
dent  waa  waited  on  by  a  delegaliuK 
favoring  the  so-called   Bacon   bill. 

K.  P.  Bacon,  of  Milwaukee,  headed 
the  delegation,  which  included  Gov- 
ernor t'ummins,  of  Iowa.  Governor 
Van  Sant,  of  Minnesota,  Frank  Barry, 
.secretary  of  the  Naticnal  Board  of 
Trade  association,  and  E.  P.  Higbie, 
of  the  National  Lumbermen's  a.ssocia- 
tlon.  Governor  La  FoUette,  of  Wis- 
consin, sent  a  written  communication 
sotting  forth  his  opinion  in  favor  of 
the    movement. 

The  Bacon  bill,  which  was  intro- 
duced in  the  house  of  representativoj 
by  Mr.  Cooper,  represents  the  reforms 
desired  by  the  shipping  interests.  Its 
chief  feature  is  the  restoration  to  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  of  the 
power  to  make  a  rate  on  freight,  and 
to  compel  the  road  to  observe  the  rale 
until  it  is  declared  unjust  by  the 
courts. 

Under  the  law  at  present  the  railroad 
can  not  be  compelled  to  observe  tiie 
rate  until  final  judgment  has  been  ob- 
tained from  a  court  of  last  resort.  The 
consequence  Is  that  a  road  may  start 
suit  and  keep  the  litigation  dragging 
along,  and '  go  on  charging  the  same 
rate  all  the  time,  amounting  In  tiie 
end  to  a  denial  of  justice  to  the  shipper 
who  seeks  a   fair  adjustment. 

"The  proposed  law  would  make  the 
railroad  wait  instead  of  the  shippei-. 
The  Bacon  bill  waa  argued  befoie  the 
house  committee  last  winter,  but  it 
has  not  been  considered  in  the  sen- 
ate. 

The  shippers  held  what  they  called  an 
interstate  commerce  law  convention  in 
St.    Louis    last    month    and    passed    re- 
solutions   favoring    the    Bacon    legisla- 
tion.   The    Trans-MlsKissippi    commer- 
cial  congress  pasi^d  a  similar  resolu- 
tion.   This    was   ha]!^eU    to   the   presi- 
dent Monday,  and  he  was  urged  to  In- 
cocorporate    a   recommendation    in   hla 
message  to  congress. 
Part  of  the  resolution  reads: 
"It    is    the    sense    of    this    convention 
that  the  Interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion,  created  by  the  aforesaid  act,   'to 
execute  and    enforce    the   Provisions   of 
the  act.'  should  be  invested  with  auth- 
ority,  upon  full   hearing  of  any  equit- 
able   rates    to    be    substituted    by    the 
carrier  in   place  of  those   found   to   be 
unreasonable    and    discriminative;    the 
order  of  the   commission   In   such   case 
to  become  operative  upon  due  notice  to 
the   carrier   and   so  continue   until   set 
aside  by  the  court  of  last  resort,  unle.ss 
upon  review  of  the  circuit  court  of  tha 
United  States,  it  is  found  that  such  an 
order  clearly   proceeds   upon  some   er- 
ror or  law." 

The  other  Important  federal  legisla- 
tion touching  railways  will  be  embad- 
led  in  a  bill  to  compel  all  railways  to 
equip  their  roads,  during  the  next  five 
years,  with  the  block  signal  device. 

This  is  on  the  double  recommendation 
of  the  interstate  commence  commis- 
sion and  the  National  Association  of 
Railway  Commissioners.  The  latter 
body  took  up  the  subject  at  their  an- 
nual convention  at  Birmingham.  Ala., 
Nov.  16,  and  made  It  the  subject  of  an 
exhaustive  report.

CALIFORNIA   SALT    FARM. 

One  of  the  strangest  of  farms  In  the 
country,  if  not  in  the  whole  w^orld.  is  sit- 
uated "in  Southern  California.  IL'OS  feet  be- 
low the  level  of  the  sea.  The  place  la 
known  as  Salton.  It  is  a  salt  farm  of 
about  1000  acres.  Here  the  salt  lies,  as 
deposited  bv  nature,  from  six  Inches  to 
sixteen  Inches  In  depth.  The  salt  farmer* 
are  busy  harvesting  this  crop  the  year 
round;  and.  though  the  har\est  has  con- 
tinued for  twenty  years,  during  which 
time  more  than  Mt.iJQO  tons  of  salt  has  been 
harvested,  only  ten  of  the  1000  acres  of  the 
farm  have  l)een  touched. 

Tae  salt  is  first  plowed  up  Into  furrows; 
it  Is  then  thrown  into  conical  piles  by  men 
with  barrows,  after  which  it  is  taken  to 
the  reduction  works  near  by.  and  put  Into 
marketable  condition.  The  work  is  done 
bv  Mexicans  and  Chinamen,  the  intense 
heat  iK'ing  more  than  the  white  man  can 
endure.

"Dick"  and  his  two  bull  terrier.s  are 
a  familiar  sight  to  the  spectators  wno 
have  watched  the  construction  work 
on  the  new'  ferry  bridge. 

"Dick,"  whose  name  In  full  is  Ru-h- 
ard  rii'kard,  is  the  special  United 
States  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep 
guard  over  the  government  propery 
during  the  erection  of  the  bridge. 

When  the  work  on  the  bridge  WdS 
commenced,  the  government  engineers 
realized  that  groat  damage  might  eas- 
ily be  done  to  the  expensive  piers  by 
carele.ss  workmen,  and  they  stationed 
a  watchman  on  the  ground  to  guar! 
against  any  accident  to  the  concrete 
work. 

Up  to  the  present  time  "Dick"  lian 
had  little  occasion  to  protest  against 
any  action  of  the  bridge  workmen,  a^ 
the  company  has  been  as 
the  government  property 
t)eeii  of  its  own. 

The  only  accident  reported  up  to 
the  present  time  was  the  breaking  otf 
of  one  of  the  Iron  lamp  posts,  whieh 
resulted  from  the  breaking  of  a  tuy 
rope  w'hlch  sttadi«d  a  heavy  steel  g-.i-

tion. The  girder  swung  against  the 
post  and  toppled  It  into  the  canal. 
Aside  fi-om  this,  no  damage  has  been 
done  to  the  piers,  thanks  partly  to

the  care  exercised  by  the  bridge 
workmen   themselves. 

In  addition  to  being  a  goiardian  of 
the  government's  property.  Mr.  Plck- 
*rd  is  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
bureau  of  Information  to  the  thousands 
of  spectators  who  have  watched  the 
work  on  the  bridge.  He  estimates  that 
he  answered  the  Question,  "When  Is 
the  bridge  to  be  connected?"  no  less 
than  766  times,  and  has  explained  the 
method  of  operating  the  new  bridge 
at  least  5W  times. 

Visitors  from  other  cities  who  see 
the  strange  structure  are  at  a  loss  to 
understand  its  u.se.  Some  have  a.skei 
if  it  is  a  coal  dock.  Others  think  that 
the  passengers  are  to  be  hoisted  to 
the  top  of  the  towers  by  elevatois 
and  allowed  to  walk  across.

Although  there  are  ' 
very  strong  men  in  the  Held  of  musical  • 
composition,  most  of  these  have  not  ' 
covered,  as  Mr.  Chadw  ick  has  done,  the  , 
rather  broad  field  which  a  s>Tnphony 
program  embraces. 

For  it  is  only  a  singnlarly  versatile 
composer  who  can  write  music  of  suf- 
litiently  varied  character  to  suit  the 
reiiuirements  of  such  a  concert.  People 
wul  not  listen  patiently  to  five  or  six 
numbers  all  written  in  the  severe  clas- 
sical manner.  There  must  be  some  ap- 
peal to  the  liking  of  the  man  in  the 
street  for  melody,  and  to  the  taste  of 
the  general  public  of  music  lovers,  ac- 
customed to  the  exaggerated  effects  of 
grand  opera,  for  high  "color."  Above 
all,  a  composer  must  have  sense  of 
humor  and  be  able  to  vary  the  tragic 
with  comic  elements;  the  emotional 
strains  of  a  concert  program  containing 
only  serious  numbers  Is  too  great.

A 
group  of  .songs  and  the  orchestral  bal- 
lad "Locbinvar,"  together  with  the 
Symphony  in  F.  No.  3,  which  was 
awarded  the  first  prize  by  the  National 
Conservatory  of  Music  of  New  York, 
and  was  performed  by  the  Boston 
Symphony  orchestra  in  1S92,  made  up 
a  rather  wonderful  program  as  coming 
from  a  composer,  practically  all  of 
whose  work  has  been  done  in  an  Amer- 
ican city,  and  who  is  peculiarly  a  prod- 
uct of  American  condition. s 

For  what  renders  Mr.  Chadwick  par- 
ticularly interesting  as  a  composer  Is 
that  his  career  actually  epitomises  the 
history  of  American  music;  much  as 
the  life  history  of  the  race  is  epito- 
hised  in  the  average  individual.  Louis 
C.  Elson  has  lately  traced,  in  his  "Mon- 
umental History  of  American  Music," 
the  evolution  of  American  music  out  of 
the  old-fashioned  New  England  psalm- 
ody. Yankee  land,  however  little  might 
have  bien  expected  from  the  nasal 
tivanglng  of  the  hymn-tuners,  has  fur- 
nished through  the  gradual  develop- 
ment of  its  singing  schools  and  con-  j

The  follow  ing 
autumn  he  began  teaching  at  the  New 
tingland  Conservatory  of  Music,  of 
I  which,  since  1897.  he  has  been  musical 
director.  Like  most  American  com- 
posers he  believes  that  the  musician 
should  teach,  not  merely  for  a  iiveli- 
i  hood,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  advance- 
ment of  the  profession.  In  accordance 
with  his  ideas  the  curriculum  of  the 
Conservatory  has  been  made  a  very 
broad  one,  with  opportunities  for  or- 
'  chestral,  operatic  and  chorus  work, 
I  such  as  the  best  conservatories  of 
Europe  have  provided.  The  Conserva- 
tory Orchestra,  which  the  director  con- 
ducts personally,  and  the  opera  clashes 
under  Chevalier  oresta  Bimboni.  are 
typical  of  this  progressiveness  of  this 
American  music  school.  Many  of  Mr. 
Chadwlck's  former  pupils  have  become 
prominent  musicians,  among  them  Hor- 
!  alio  W.  Parker,  head  of  the  musical 
department  at  Yale  university;  Ar- 
thur Whiting,  J.  Wallace  Goodrich  and 
H.  K.  Hadley.  In  1897  Mr.  Chadwick 
was  accorded  an  honorary  degree  from 
V  ale.

"Every  now 
c.nd  then  you  hear  of  some  criminal 
who  has  been  trapped  into  making  a 
confession,  howling  about  he  was  sub- 
jected to  a  'brutal  course  of  question- 
ing' by  the  police,  and  that  he  was 
•frightened  into  signing  a  confession 
which,  in  reality,  was  merely  the  rav- 
ing of  delirium.' 

"Those  to  whom  such  a  statement 
appeals  should  remember  that  no  m'ar- 
derer  places  his  neck  in  the  noose  wil- 
lingly. Neither  does  a  midnight  as- 
sassin invite  his  friends  and  nelgh- 
horf.  to  come  and  see  him  do  the  killing, 
taking  care  that  the  lights  are  in  good 
.shape  and  the  view  of  the  crime  un- 
obstructed. In  order  that  the  law  may 
claim  its  own  when  a  murder  has  been 
committed,  the  only  probable  eye-wit- 
ners  of  the  crime,  the  murderer  him- 
self, must  be  induced  to  throw  light 
upon  it.  The  penalty  being  death,  the 
task  of  making  a  murderer  convict 
hinir-elf  Is  no  easy  one.  To  the  uncom- 
mon measures  that  have  been  adopted 
to  force  the  murderer  to  tell  his  story 
the  newspapers  have  given  the  name 
of  the  'third  degree.'  Since  the  name 
came  to  be  familiar  to  newspaper  read- 
ers the  most  astounding  stories  have 
been  told  concerning  the  methods  em- 


police    in    bringing   the 
degree    to    Ijear    on    a 


ployed  by  the 
so-called  third 
case. 

"The  simple  truth  regrarding  the  third 
degree  is  that  it  usually  is  merely  a 
pitiless,  long  continued,  rajiid  rain  of 
quest icns,  delivered  with  a  view  to 
making  a  murderer  who  is  dependent 
upon  his  stubborn  nerve  alone  for  his 
defense,  yield  in  desperation  as  his 
self-will  fails  and  admit  the  truth  of 
the  charges  against  him. 

"There  have  been  some  actual  depar- 
tures from  this  course  in  the  annals  of 
criminology.  One  graphic  story  Is 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Pinkcrtons. 
A  negrp  had  murdered  a  white  man  In 
the  South.  There  was  no  doubt  about 
his  guilt.  All  efforts  to  get  him  to 
confess  the  crime,  however,  failed. 
Pinker  ton  adopted  a  novel  plan.  He 
sent  a  man  down  to  the  scene  of  the 
crime,  well  primed  with  a  description 
of  the  victim,  his  habits,  his  manner- 
isms and  the  color  and  general  appear- 
ance of  the  horse  he  was  riding  when 
killed. 

•'The  detective  obtained  work  at  the 
same  plantation  on  which  the  murderer 
was  employed,  and  thenceforth  began 
a  series  of  dramatic  surprises,  care- 
fully calculated  to  make  the  murderer 
lose  his  nerve.  The  negro  would  pick 
up  a  hoe  and  drop  it,  with  an  exclama.- 
tion  of  horror.    He  would  find  blood  on

For  reception  gowns  the  transparent 
yoke  still  prevails,  and  a  recent  fancy  Is 
to  use  tie  palest  of  pink  chiCTon  rather 
than  white  for  a  lining,  the  pink  casting 
a    very    becoming    reflection    upon    the 

complexion. 

Crepe  de  chine  In  several  new  weaves 
and  in  all  of  the  faded  am',  dead  tints,  or 
half-tones  of  colors,  as  our  artist  frlemls 
sometimes  designate  them,  have  almost 
the  entire  reccjitlon  costume  class  to  it- 
self. The  draped  bodice  Is  favored  here, 
and  there  Is  a  strong  suggei^tlon  of 
draped  skirts  to  match.  In  some  In- 
Fiaiivts  the  little  flounces  and  ruchlngs 
are  disposed  to  simulate  this  effect;  and, 
doubt  leas,  it  Is  but  a  short  time  uiiiil  we 
6hall  have  the  real  draped  skirt  back 
again. 

There  is  simply  no  end  to  the  elahora- 
tion   lavished  ur<)n   the  decollete  frocks, 
and  all  sorts  of  handwork  and  embroid- 
eries are  called  upon  to  aid  in  the  rich 
cffott.      The    ribbon    embroideries    upon 
net   or  chiffon   background.-*  are   largely 
employed,  and  spangUs  of  varying  sizes 
are    lavishly   used   to   fill   In   the  design. 
Chenille    embroideries,     too,     and     cfpo- 
cialiy    In    the    deliv-atc    tints,    are    most 
effective.     A  white  crepe  de  chine  gown 
Is    heavily    trimmed    with    chenille    em- 
br">iderie.<j  in  several  shades  of  coral  done 
upon  white  net,  and  tiny  touches  of  coral 
panne   are    cU  vcrly    introduced   on    both 
corsage  and  skirt  to  supplemtnt  the  ef- 
fect of  tho  embroideries. 
I      In  evening  coats  there  Is  a  wide  latl- 
tude    as    to    length;    but    one    feature    Is 
imp- rathe   In   all   of  them,    and    that   Is 
I  width.     The  coat  may  "show  some  sem- 
I   blance  of  :\   fit   over  the   shoulders,    but 
I  frc.m  there  down  the  circular  cut  Is  em- 
'  ployed,  so  that  there  is  a  very  graceful 
I   outward    sweep    to    the    garment    from 
shoulder  to  hem.     Sleeves  and  capes  di- 
vide   favor    rather    evenly.      When    the 
sleeves    are    used    they    must    be   of    tho 
fullest     and     puffiest     variety     possible. 
Some  recent  models  show  a  sleeve  that 
Is  composed  of  alternate  puffs  of  cloth 
I  and    velvet,     four    or    six    making    the 
I   sleeve   and    fringe   or   lace   used   in   fiill 

fashion  over  eacn  puff, 
I      The  dolman   desigp   is   often   seen    for 
i  evening  wear;   but  It  must  be  confessed 
1  that  tlicre  is  but  little  that  Is  youthful 
or  graceful  about  this  garment.     Rather 
'  Is  It  of  the  sedate  and  severe  order,  and 
no  amount  of  trimming  can  make  It  ac- 
1  ceptable  for  the  younger  generation. 
!      As     a     reaction     from     the     Ecantily 
i   trimmed    or    the    severely    plain    frocks 
I   that   have   prevailed    for   so   long    Dame 
I  Fashion  now   turns  her  attention  to  the 
'  trimming  counters,  and  Intricate,  Indeed, 
are  the  effects  she  weave*  fiom  the  ma- 
terials she  finds  there. 

Handwork  still  prevails  to  a  marvel- 
ous extent  upon  the  dressier  gowns,  al- 
though the  oscillating  stitch  of  the  sew- 
ing machine  can  and  does  duplicate 
many  of  them  in  a  fraction  of  the  Ume 


that  evpn  a  skilled  needlewoman  can 
turn  them  out.  In  all  of  the  frilly  and 
fluffy  effects  that  prevail  in  the  current 
fashions  even  the  most  casual  and  cui 
sor>'  glance  cannot  fall  to  sec,  and  per- 
haps to  appreciate  the  amcunt  of  worK 
that  goes  to  the  making  of  even  the 
simplest  gowns. 

Tucklngs.  puffings,  cordlngs.  shlrrln* 
and  smocking  are  all  used  In  connec- 
tion with  the  most  elaborate  of  lace  and 
braid  trin.nilngs.  Of  course,  the  sheer 
and  shimmery  materlal.s  that  rule  fash- 
ion's roost  in  these  days  Invite  all  this 
sort  of  thing;  indeed,  they  p-.esent  bui 
a  meager  appearan^re  without  jt;  and  so 
It  Is  that  dressmakers'  bill.*  today  cais 
for  miles  Instead  of  yards  of  lace,  that 
20  yards  of  material  are  nect.s.sary  where 
a  dozen  sufficed  a  season  or  two  ago, 
ond  with  all  the  necessary  trimming  and 
elaboration  tlie  price  for  workniiiiishii. 
has  increased   with  all  the  rest. 

The  re-entry  of  ribbons  into  the  fleld 
of  fashions  opens  a  delightful  vista  o.' 
dainty  trHiiniing  cffecU  easily  accom- 
plished. So  far  It  Is  but  the  extrenieiy 
broad  sash  widths  and  the  very  narrow 
ribbons  that  are  shirred  and  pleatcu 
that  aj-e  used  to  any  great  extent;  bui 
as  the  season  advances  doubtless  new 
and  novel  modes  of  application  will  pre- 
sent themselves,  to  the  great  Joy  of  tbt 
home  dressmaker. 

It  was  Dickens,  was  It  not,  who  said 
that  "ribbons  are  cheap,  and  make  a 
goodly  show  for  sixpence?"  Well,  on^ 
could  hardly  expect  a  mere  man  to  oo 
posted  upon  such  things,  but  assuredly 
the  ribbons  of  today  would  make  but  ■\ 
very  meager  showing  for  the  bura  men- 
tioned. 

The  broa,d  sash  widths  are  variously 
used.  A  new  design  pleats  the  broad 
ribtwn  Into  bretelles  or  braces  that  pass 
over  the  shoulders  and  meet  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  back  at  the  waist  line,  from 
whence  they  fall  In  long  or  short  sash 
ends,  as  fancy  may  dictate. 

The  half  length  ombrelle  sleeve,  too.  la 
Often  made  entirely  of  ribbons,  varying 
widths  being  shirred  row  after  row  until 
the  foundation  la  covered.  For  the  new 
panels  and  tabller  fronts  ribbons  offer 
manj'  possibilities,  and  the  flounce  that 
usually  finishes  the  modish  skirts  often 
shows  one  or  more  Insets  of  ribbon  In 
horizontal  rows,  with  lace  entre-deux  or 
t'jckings  or  puffed  bands  for  a  border. 

The  craze  for  seK-lrlmmlngs  is  one 
that  Increases  dally.  In  the  soft  silk 
and    crepe    de    cbln«    gowna    these    are 


brown  one-seam  crepe  de  chine,  which 
consists  of  three  pieces— the  blouse, 
skirt  and  visite— the  latter  trlmnK<l  with 
much  Valenciennes  and  occasional  mo- 
tifs of  guipure.  The  blouse  has  a  fag- 
otted  yoke,  many  hand-run  lengthwise 
tucks,  and  sleeves  that  are  fu'l  in  the 
upper  part  and  finished  with  ruffles  at 
the  elbow.  The  skirt  Is  shirred  over  the 
hips,  and  the  full  flounce  Is  applied  be- 
neath a  broad  band  of  shirred  lingerie 
tucks,  two  little  ruffies  appearir.g  above 
the  velvet-faced  hem  with  a  \cry  old- 
fashioned  air. 

VISITING    COSTT'MK    IN    CREPE   DB 
CHINE. 

If  anything  the  new  crepes  de  chine, 
and  especially  the  double-width  one- 
seam  kind,  surpass  their  predecessors  in 
coloring,  weave  and  texture.  The  latest 
fancy  calls  for  the  dull  and  faded  tones, 
or  half-tones,  of  which  the  toilette  In  a 
dull  faded  pink  Is  a  good  example. 
Emanating  from  the  Malson  Leroux. 
Paris  there  are  some  hints  and  sugges- 
tions '  that  arc  novel.  The  corsage  !■ 
cleverly  draped  upon  a  fltted  lining, 
the  shirring  at  the  side  seams  simulat- 
ing a  girdle  effect,  while  over  the  shoul- 
ders the  crepe  is  draped  In  fichu  fashion. 
The  sleeves  show  a  full  puff  to  the 
elbow,  and  a  succession  of  s*^!^"  V'«.^ ''i 
alternate  crepe  and  lace  head  the  fitted 
oufl-  The  skirt  Is  pleated  in  groups  to 
the  band,  and  tiny  ruching  simulates  a 
drapcrv  in  front,  wjile  shirred  tucks  are 
grouped  in  points  after  a  flounce  fash- 
ion that  is  very  effective. 

HIGH    NECK    AND   DECOLLETE   RE- 
CEPTION GOWNS. 

Both  stvles  find  adherents  for  recep- 
tion wear,  but  the  decollete  "  aPP^^" 
after  dark  only.  The  gown  P'f;tured 
«hows  white  chiffon  combined  with  em- 
broidered and  spangled  P""*''^  ,  «"^ 
flounce-shaped  inserts,  the  tiny  ribbon 
embroidery  being  used,  and  the  chifTon 
cpangled  with  several  sizes  of  small  gilt 
paillettes.  The  corsage  Is  fashioned  on 
the  bebe  order,  with  deep  girdle  of  white 
panne  The  skh  t  ha.<»  tabller  front  panel 
of  embroidery,  and  from  knee  to  the 
hem  the  embroideries  are  spaced  wltb 
deet)  tucks.  The  high-neck  gown  Is  in  a 
fine  net  lace  with  chiffon  .yoke  an« 
sleeve  puff.  The  skirt,  in  two  pifces. 
has  the'^upper  part  '^h'rred  to  the  ban^ 
and  the  flounce  applied  with  fordea 
tucks  Both  corsage  and  skirt  are  trim- 
med with  pomegranate  pink  sllk-a  dull 
niiik  verelng  upon  a  brown— tnm 
Threaded  In  narrow  strips  through  the 
lacrand  finished  with  a  plain  border  of 
white  panne. 

SMART   LITTLE   EVENING   COAT. 

Not  nil  of  the  new  wraps  are  In  the 
full  length  garments, that  one  hears  so 
much  about.  Some  short  coats  are  much 
I  In  voKue  for  the  younger  set.  and  an 
!  Ixcellfnt  model  Is  displayed  In  the  full 
I  coat  of  a  vellowlsh  white  chiffon  clotn. 
'  There  Is  the  usual  concealed  yoke  to 
effect  a  fit  over  the  shoulders,  and  tO 
this  the  full  circular  folds  of  the  coat 
are  applied,  these  hanging  full  and  loose 
almost  to  the  knee.  The  sleeve  Is  one 
of  the  new  full  puffy  patterns.  '*''t^'  a 
plain  shallow  cuff  of  goodly  ^'<i"i- 
There  Is  a  cape  effect  over  the  sho"!^*;'^. 
with  a  smart  shawl  point  In  the  back, 
.^nd  extending  in  further  points  over  the 
sleeve  to  the  elbow,  the  fronts  falhng 
In  scarf  ends  to  the  waist.  This  Is  In  a 
braid  lace  with  little  Irregular  pieces  of 
ermine,  punctuated  with  the  little  ermine 
tails  at  intervals  with  a  very  piquant 
effect. 

NOVEL  MODEL  IN  CREPE. 

An  effective  simplicity  Is  the  komote 
of  the  dull  framboise  shade  of  crepe  de 
chine.  In  the  one-seam  double-wldtn 
weave.  The  corsage  has  a  yoke  and  vest 
in~one  done  In  Bruges  lace,  the  design 
being  followed  In  the  cr.  pe.  and  the 
bodico  blousing  slightly  all  around  over 
the  fancv  belt.  The  sleeve  has  an  elbow 
puff  above  the  lace  cuff,  plea  tings  of 
crepe  being  used  as  a  finish.  The  skirt 
Is  in  three  sections,  the  upper  one  shlrrea 
to  the  band,  and  the  succeeding  ones 
each  shirred  with  a  headlns:  to  the 
straight  edge  of  the  preceding.  Ap- 
plloues  of  Bruges  lace  appear  above 
each  heading,  and  add  much  to  the  rlcD 
effect. 

W^HERE     RIBBONS     MAKE     THH 
STYLE. 

The  use  of  ribbons,  especially  In  the 
very  broad  sash  widths.  Is  a  feature  of 
•some  of  the  recent  models,  and  Is  clev- 
erlv  Illustrated  In  the  gown  of  chenille 
dotted  net.  wiilch  uses  a  chine  sash  rib- 
bon for  the  broad  bretelles  that  are 
draped  on  the  corsage  and  hang  below 
the  belt  In  sash  fashion.  This  same  r\\i- 
bon  likewise  fashions  the  drnped  pufC 
sleeve  and  appears  as  an  Insert  on  the 
deep  flounce  that  finishes  the  skirt.  A 
fine  mesh  lace  borders  the  ribbon,  ana 
soft  black  velvet  buttons  about  the  size 
of  a  penny  are  used  with  a  lavish  nana. 


most  attractive;  and  the  best  m.akers 
ore  Ufcing  the  ubiquitous  boulllonne 
bands,  with  the  edges  corded  with  a 
featherbone  piping  to  give  stability  to 
the  design.  All  sorts  of  Intricate  and 
convoluted  patterns  appear  In  these,  and 
a  most  elaborate  effect  Is  readily  achiev- 
ed In  this  manner,  at  a  really  small  ex- 
penditure of  time  or  money. 

And  Madame  La  Mode  makes  use  of 
several  laces  in  the  trimming  of  the  one 
frock  or  blouse.  The  narrow  laces  are 
used  lavishlv,  and  the  new  Paris  tint  In 
Valenclenncs-lt  is  merely  the  old  butter 
color  deepened— Is  in  great  demand. 
Both  the  edge  and  the  entre-deux  are 
used,  and  large  separate  motifs  In  some 
coarse  and  bold  design  are  often  posed 
on  the  finer  mesh  with  excellent  effect. 

Braids  are  used  In  bewildering  variety 
upon  all  classes  of  gowns  and  today  It 
is  no  uncommon  thing  to  see  a  rich  silk 
frock  trimmed  with  a  vegetable  braid. 
Many  of  them  show  a  discreet  touch  of 
gold  In  the  weave,  but  this  must  be 
subdued:  on  no  account  Is  It  to  l>e  of 
the  bold  and  glaring  brilliancy  that  had 
such  a   vogue  last  season.

No  fewer  than  188  of  the  63G  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Lends  won  their 
titles  by  hard  work  and  conspicuous 
service  of  their  country  in  on..-  line 
or  other. 

It  Is  hardly  necessary  to  tell  of  tne 
Bervlees  of  such  world-famous  soldlcis 
as  Lord  Roberts,  Lord  liltchener  and 
Lord  Wolseley.  They  have  all  le- 
ceived  the  hlKh  honors.  Including 
large  grants  of  money  as  well  a.s  title.'* 
But  it  would  be  easy  to  piclt  out  a 
score  of  fither  members  of  the  Hou.<e 
of  Lords  who  are  great  generals,  li 
m(st  cases,  however,  their  titles  have 
bten  inherited,  net  won  by  thir  sk.H 
in  the  art  of  war.

Anoiher  peer  whose  right  to  a  titular 
reward    cannot   be   questioned    is     John 
Burns    the  lirst  Lord  Invt  relyde.     He  i.s 
the   founder   of     the   Cunard   .steamship 
company,  and   has  i>robably  done  more 
than  any  other  man  to  bring  up   Eng 
land  s  men  antile  marine  to  its 
position.     But   this   was  not   the 
or   at    least    not    the   main    reason,    why 
he  was  ma<le  a  i»eer.     He  was  the  first 
to    recoinin'-nd    to    the    TJritish    govern- 
ment the  adapting  of  merchant  steam- 
ships  as  scouts  and   reserves  in 
warf.ire.     The  example  was  widely  fol- 
lowed   by    other    countries,    until    it    !.■< 
now   general   among   the   naval    powers 
cf  the  world;  but  John   Burns  was  the 
lust  man  to  git  the  idta. 

The  wondt-rful  work  done  In  Egypt 
by  l..ord  Cromer  Is  well  known,  but 
many  people  in  America  seem  to  have 
the  Idea  that  he  inherited  his  title.  That 
is  not  the  ease.  He  started  his  caro  r 
as  Evelyn  Baning.  and  won  his  peer- 
age by  his  own  good  work  as  a  soldier 
a  tii.aneier,  .1  dlplon;atist  and  an  ad- 
ministrator. 

Lord  Milner.  who  ranks  seeond  In 
public  estimation  anioiiif  British  col- 
onial    administrators,     although     he     Is 

pr(»bal.ly  by  no  means  seifud  in  ability i  the    service    of    his 
also    won    his    title.      Ho    wjis    once    an;  been    a    soldier,    a 


by  birth,  with  the  title  of  Earl  de  Grey, 
but  he  was  ralseil  a  step  and  made  a 
marquis  as  a  reward  for  his  i>ublic 
services.  There  are  many  men  in  the 
house  of  lords  who  have  been  elevated 
I  in  that  way  for  the  same  cause. 

There  are  no  lack  of  men  In  tb'e 
Hotise  of  Lords  who  have  won  ihcir 
titles  by  public  service  fully  as  dik- 
tlngulshcd  as  that  of  the  pt  ers  who.^o 
1  names  have  been  mentioned,  but  there 
Is  no  si.ace  in  which  to  refer  to  al' 
of  the  hundred  and  odd  who  have 
been  made  lords  by  Queen  Victoria 
and    King   Edward. 

The  Idea  so  prevalent  that  a  British 
lord  is  a  lake  smd  a  spendthrift  and  a 
worthless  person  generally  is  most  in- 
correct and  unjust.  There  are  a  few 
who  come  under  the  «:<»ndemnatlon,  but 
the  percentage  is  certainly  much  lower 
than  It  would  be  among  any  body  of 
men  as  numerous,  taken  at  random, 
while  the  percentage  of  men  who  aie 
doing  great  and  good  w<iik  is  far 
higher,  t  ven  taking  only  those  peers 
whose  tiths  have  come  to  them  be- 
cause thiy  are  the  sons  of  their  fatn- 
er.s. 

Jt   Is   quite   the  exception   for  him   to 
simply    enjoy    his    title    and    his    money 
and   rest  content  with   the  .social  pres- 
tige   of    his    position.      Nine    times    out 
of  ten,  he  tries  to  amount  to  .something 
present  I  in  the  world  Independently  of  his  rauK, 
reason,  land    he    usually    succeeds.      Of    course, 
he  has  a  great  start  over  the  poor  Doy 
with    similar    ambitions; 
ambitions    are    none    the 
and    creditable     to    him 
naval  j  count. 

Typical  peers  cf  this  order  are  the 
Duke  of  .Sutherland  and  Lord  Hanfur- 
ly,  who  both  visited  America  the  other 
day;  Lord  Wolverton  and  the  Earl  ol 
Jersey.

Lord  Jersey  is  a  man  who  belongs 
to  the  same  class  as  Lord  frcmer  and 
Lord  Milner.  He  has  done  work  as 
great  as  theirs,  but  without  comirg 
much  Into  |>ublic  notice.  He  was  ih«' 
best  governor  that  New  .«oulh  Wab  ' 
ever  had,  and  probably  th''  best  gov- 
ernor who  ever  went  out  from  England 
to  j^ustralin.

scribed sectie)ns.  Tlie  cars  of  Oakland, 
Cal.,  are  operated  by  current  transmitted 
at  5i<,(i00  volts  .from  a  water  power  plant 
160  miles  away.  The  power  plants  of  the 
New  York  traction  lines  have  a  standard 
transmission  at  11.000  volts,  to  which  the 
New  Y'ork  Central  wlH  adhere  In  Its 
system,  so  that  In  c«se  of  Interruptions 
of  the  operation  of  any  oiie  plant,  cur- 
rent may  be  obtained  from  the  others. 
The  development  of  electric  rallw.ay  ser- 
vice, with  this  long,  dijjtance  transmhs- 
slon,  thus  promises  the  at)oilshment  of 
one  great  smoke  nuisance  in  large  cities, 
and,  for  that  very  reason,  an  Immediate 
direct  return  to  the  railroad  corporatlems. 
In  the  u.se  of  large  parts  of  terminal 
yaids  In  valuable  business  sections  as 
sites  for  buildings  over  the  tracks.

HOW  STARS  ARE  MADE. 

Flamins:  Gas  Takes  A§:es  to 
Evolve  a  Sun. 

The  immensity  of  the  abyss  that  separ- 
ates   us   from   stars   about    which    planets 
might    revolve    prevents    us    from    gather- 
ing   evidence    of    tiie    existence    of    othe-r 
systems— stars  so  large  and  brilliant  that, 
compared    with    them,   our   sun,    if   tians- 
porteel    to    the     distance    from    the    earth, 
would    appear    no    bigger    than    a   coin    a 
thousand    miles    away,     says     the     Book- 
lovirs'  Magazine.     Kven  a  telescope  many 
limes    more    powerful    than    tlie    instru- 
ments   now    mountei-d      in      observatories 
would   not    help   the;   astrnomcr   when    the 
distance  between   him  and  the  hypotheti- 
cal   center    of    a    remote    solar    system    Is 
such  that  the  light  of  that  center,  travel- 
ing at  the  rate  of  ISfi.OttO  miles  per  secemd, 
reaches    us   only    after   the    lapse   of   cen- 
I  turles;   so   that   we  see  the  strs  not  as  it 
(is  now,   but  as  it  was  hundreds  of  years 
I  ago   when   Columbus  discovered   America. 
Obviously,     the    evidence    supporting    the 
doctrine    of   the    primeval    cload    must    be 
gathered  by  means  more  exquisite  In  their 
rellnement  than   the   telescope  alone  pro- 
vides. ,  .,.,.. 
The    light     of    the    sun,     as     everybody  |  y,^.^j 
knows  at  this  late  day,  consists  etf  many 
hues,    some    Virililanl    and   others   dull,    all 
of  which  united  form  a  white  glares     The 
I  separation    of   the    sun's    white    light    Into 
I  its   constituent   colors  and   lines— its   spec- 
trum—is  accomplished  by  prisms  of  glass. 
It  was  discovered   rather  late  in  the  last 
!  century     that     each    of    these    colors,     or 
I  groups  of  colors,   or  lines,   were  produce?d 
by   glowing   chemical   elements.     A   grain 
I  of    common    table    salt— .sodium    chloride— 
I  heated  to  incandescence  in  the  blue  flame 
]  of  a  Bunsen  burner,  exhibits  a  spectrum 
I  In  which  a  yellow  tint  l.«  the  predominant 
;  feature.    That  yellow  tint  is  characteristic 
of  the  clement  soilium;  it  always  appears 
I  In  the  same  place  when  seen  In  the  spee- 
)  troscope.    The  same  yellow  gleam  appears 
I  In  the  ."jpectrum  of  the  sun  exactly  in  the 
same  position.     What  better  evidence  can 
there   be   that    the   metal    sodium    is    ce)n- 
tained  in  the  sun?    Thus  the  spectro.-cope 
j  has  enabled   the  astronomer  to  determine 
I  not    cinly    wiiat   known    metals   and    ga.'^es 
i  are  glowing  in  the  sun.  but  even  what  un- 
1  known     clem.ents     are     cemtained     in     the 
i  center  of  our  solor  system.     And   thus   it 
I  becomes   a   matter   of   no  great   difficulty 
I  to  analyze  a  star  chemically  with  the  ut- 
most nicety,   although  separated   from  us 
by  a  chasm  that  can  be  mesured  only  by 
myriads  of  miles. 

A  body  that  has  .lust  condensed  from 
the  original  mist  will  have  a  spectrum 
eiuite  different  from  tliat  of  a  body  ten 
miliie.n  years  older;  and  this  ohler  be.ii;.- 
will  in  turn  exhibit  a  .«iectrum  unlike 
tiiat  of  an  orb  still  more  aged.  Just  as 
the  ancestry  of  the  modern  horse  is  traced 
through  the  many-toed  skelclons  of  his 
geologic  forefathers  so  the  life-story  ol 
a  star  i.«  traced  by  stellar  spectra.  Th« 
groups  of  colors  and  lines  that  distingui.^li 
each  gleiwing  celestial  body  can  be  ar- 
ranged In  a  series  as  orderly  as  that 
of  prehisteiric  eejuine  skelete)ns. 

From  the  spectroscopic  .study  of  the 
heavens  it  has  been  concluded  tliat  the 
cloud-like  masses  known  as  nebulae  are 
the  stuff  of  which  stars  are  made.  Kach 
nebula  is  a  fiery  mLst  which,  as  the  ages 
gei  by.  congeals  into  a  star.  So  far  has 
congelatlein  progressed  In  some  of  these 
gle)wlng  mists  that  they  hive  been  calUd 
bv  astronomers  "i-lanetary  nebulae."  In 
the  eX)nstellatlon  of  Orion  a  planetary 
nebula  Is  found  in  whicli  a  brilliant  spot 
may  be  seen,  consisting  In  reality  of  four 
stars,  all  of  them  suns  probably  as  large, 
if  not  larger,  than  our  own.  Those  feiur 
suns  tellingly  exemplify  the  development 
of  a  star.  That  they  constitute  a  system 
of  their  own  cannot  be  ejuestioned;  anJ 
that  they  we're  forme-d  by  tiie  draining 
of  the  i)rimeval  mist  is  amply  proved  b/ 
the  empty  l)lackness  of  the  nebula  imme- 
diately surrounding  them.  Examined  by 
the  spectroscope,  the  nebula  or  Oiiem  Is 
found  to  consist  of  an  enormous  volume 
of  incandescent  gas,  partly  hydrgen, 
partly  nitrogen,  partly  an  imknown  gas; 
and  In  this  great  vtdume  of  gas  star.-*  are 
plunged.  When  it  is  considered  that  the 
gases  of  which  four  stars  In  question 
are  cemstituied  are  exactly  the  same  as 
those  of  the  nebula  itself,  we  can  no 
Jonger  doubt  that  In  Orion  may  be  found 
a  most  wonderful  example  of  stellar  evo- 
lution. 

That  nebulae  are  really  compo.-^ed  of 
gas,  and  that  they  may  be  consid- red  ear- 
ly stges  in  stellar  eve>lution.  are  discover- 
'  ies  due  to  Sir  William  and  Lady  Huggins. 
■  Before  their  epoch-making  Investigations 
1  it  was  supposeel  by  many  an  astronomer 
i  that  nebulae  v.ere  in  reality  only  vast 
'  numbers    of    star.«    clustered    together 


spiral  nebulae,  an  admirable  example  of 
whlcli  may  be  founel  in  Canes  Venatiei. 
The  primordial  mist  may  possibly  have 
assumed  seme  such  spiral  form.  At  ail 
events,  recent  investigations  seem  to 
prove  that  in  the  spiral  nebula  we  see  a 
very  early  stage  In  the  process  of  con- 
densation. 

Because  the  spectroscope  is  aljle  to  dls- 
tingui.^h  an  Incandescent  gas  fre>m  a  par- 
tially condensed  star-like  mass,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  ascertain  how  far  con.tjelation  has 
progressed  and  how  advanced  a  star's 
de\elopinent  may  be.  The  relative  In- 
tensities (if  spectrum-lines  render  It  pos- 
sible to  estimate  the  temperature  e>f  a 
distant  blazing  sun.  anel  the  width  and 
sharimess  of  the  lines  the  pressure  to 
which  tb.e  \aeeors  of  that  sun  are  sub- 
jected. Tims  it  happens  that  the  spectro- 
coplc  analysis  of  a  star— which  even 
through  the  mo.st  jxiwerful  telescope 
must  apear  only  as  a  brilliant  point- 
reveals  to  us  secrets  of  its  structure  that 
the  astronomer  tif  lialf  a  century  .iigo 
despairenl    of    f.atlioming. 

As  a   star  contracts   rre>m   the  sm-round- 
ri.ses.  and  with  tl.is  augumented  heat  oc- 
curs a  change  be>th  In  the  stars  spectrum 
.and   color.     Reil-hot   irein   is  ne^t    nearly  so 
hot   as  white-lu't  ire)n.     B.v  observing  the 
various   change-s   in   tint   which   the   metal 
undergoes  the  foundryman  is  able   to  tell 
with    considerable   accuiac.v    its   degree   ot 
A    somewhat     similar    method    of 
'  gauging  a  star's  temeperaf  nre,  and  ihere- 
:  foie    its    age.    is    relied    upon    by    the    as- 
,  tronomer.     Color  then,    and    spectroscopic 
j  analysis    enable    the"  astronomer    to    estl- 
,  mate    the   age   of  orbs    that   are   only   be- 
'<  ginning    to    exist    as    stars,     and    others 
whose  light   is  fast   faeling. 
I     After    liaving    coagulated,    as    it    were, 
from  a  nebulous  mass,  a  star  assumes  a

At  what  stage  in  Its  evolution  does  a 
star  leach  its  Jiighest  temperature?  As- 
tronomers are  not  altogether  in  accord  em 
the  point.  The  singular  law  which  para- 
eioxieally  holds,  that  as  it  cools  and  con- 
tracts a  star  prow  hotter  up  to  a  certain 
pe)int.  coupled  with  Sir  William  and  Lady 
Huggins's  explanation.  wouM  seem  to 
point  tet  <nir  sun  as  the  hottest  type  of 
star,  o  be  sure,  tlie  sun  Is  not  iiluibh- 
white.  But  the  suns  atmosphere  has 
mucli  to  do  with  its  ce>lor.  Indeed,  It 
that  atmosphere  were  not  present  the  so- 
lar si>ectriim  would  be  two  and  one  half 
times  brighter  at  the  blue-violet  end  of 
the  spectrum.  Armed  with  an  instrument 
.so  delicate  that  it  could  measure  the  heat 
ratliated  from  a  man's  face  one  half  a 
mile  away.  Prof.  Nichols,  of  Verkes  Ob- 
servator.v,  has  measureel  the  lieat  sent 
to  us  by  Vega  and  Arcturus.  stars  so  re- 
mote that  it  would  take  a  terreslral  ex- 
press train,  traveling  at  the  rate  of  6a 
miles  an  hour,  nearly  3.O('C>.(t00,000  years  to 
reach  Vega,  the  nearer.  From  Arcturus, 
removed  from  the  earth  six  times  the 
distance  of  Vega,  we  receive  as  much 
light  as  we  would  from  a  candle  six 
miles  away.  Such  delicate  measuremnts 
have:-  leel  to  the  conclusion  that  Ve^a  is 
still  young  star,  that  it  sends  us  less  heat 
than  Anturu-'— although  it  i  hotter-anel 
that  Vega,  era  hence,  will  develop  into  a 
body  like  <JUr  sun. 

After  a  star  has  passed  the  stage  which 
our  sun  h.as  now  reached,  the  metallic 
elements  in  Its  Structure  increase  in  num- 
ber and  Importance,  while  the  gases 
dwindle  away.  As  the  star  reaches  tlie 
red  stage  earbein  becomes  particularly 
prominent  In  its  spectrum.  Ages  must 
still  elapse  boftwe  the  star  ceases  to  be 
self-Iumir.ous  and  then  Is  converted  Into 
a  gigantic,  blackened  cinder  ru.-hlnar 
through  space.  Of  the  develejpment  that 
fejllrj^s  the  I'lanets  above  us  and  our  own 
earth  affend  striking  examples.  The  last 
and  most  pathetic  period  is  represented 
by  our  moon— frozen,  desolate,  de-iul. 
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the  coui*!e  of  their  we.rk.         .    ,     ,      ,   ,

THE  GREAT  QUESTION 

Of    All   OtherTls   That   of 
Wa^es. 

To  the  F:dit.»r  of  The   Herald: 

I  have  been  thinking,  actually  doing 
some  good  hard  thinking.  VVitli  the  hope 
of  inducing  someone  el.se  to  do  some 
thinking  along  the  same  line.  I  have  de- 
cided to  writi-  .some  of  my  thoughts  and 
oCTer  them  to  you  for  publication.  The 
controversy  be;we< n  the  laborer  and  his 
emi>l<«yer  has  calb-d  out  these  thought.-*. 
I  wanted  to  know  who  Is  right,  not  just 
largely  right,  but  right  when  Judged  by 
the  gre.i't  Lawgiver,  who  said:  '"As  ye 
wouM  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do 
ye  even  so   unto   them." 

Whatever  other  questions  m.Ty  appear, 
the  question  at  the  bottom  of  every  trou- 
ble Is  a  Mue.Mtlon  of  wages,  it  is  almost 
uidversally  admitted  that  most  labor  Is 
not  paid  enough,  or  that  society  as  a 
wlnde  Would  be  bene!lt»'d  if  the  nil  n  that 
do  the  work  were  better  paid.  Hut  how 
shall  he  secure  better  pay?  Many  years 
ago  our  statesmen  conceived  the  Idea  of 
raising  wages  by  imi>o.-lng  a  duty  on  Im- 
ported g(  ods.  but  this  falh'd;  at  least  It 
failed  to  rai.te  wages  to  a  point  .satisfac- 
tory to  the  lalvirer.  After  trying  many 
experiments,  all  of  whieb  have  failed,  we 
are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  we  must 
unite,  and  this  union,  if  it  would  succeed, 
mti.sl  he  strong  enough  to  he  a  monopoly. 
Now.  that  soimds  bad.  Have  we  not  been 
crying  out  against  monopoly?  Yes,  but 
It  Is  not  80  much  the  monopoly  that  we 
condemn  as  the  use  that  Is  made  of  the 
power  of  the  monopoly.  If  organized 
liibor  had  so  used  the  pow"er  given  bv 
their  monopoly  that  tliejr  etni)loy,rs  were 
reduceil  to  beggary  while  thev  were  living 
in  luxury,  then  we  would  a<lmlt  that  they 
were  wrong.  Is  It  not  Just  as  wrong  for 
the  employers  to  band  together  and  Ixith 
reduce  wages  and  raise  prices  until  the 
working  man  Is  rohhe.j  of  the  wealth  that 
his  labor  produces?  So  long  as  capital 
organizes,  so  long  must  lalxir  organize; 
and  so  long  as  he  does  not  by  Ids  organi- 
zation extort  more  than  his  just  share 
he    caniKd    be    blanieil. 

Many  good  people  who  think  that  labor 
ought  to  organize,  also  think  that  a 
great  wrong  Is  done  the  non-union  man 
when  he  is  not  allowed  to  work  along 
with    his    union    brother.     I.#t    us   see. 

In  this  country  the  majority  is  sup- 
IMjsed  to  rule.  Now.  it  Is  oiily  where 
the  majority  are  union  that  we  hear 
any  complaint.  The  malority  have  unit- 
ed; spent  their  time  and  moncv  for  the 
benefit  of  all.  and  now  the '  minority 
non-imlon  m.in  complains  because  he 
cannot  have  his  way  against  the  major- 
ity and  undo  all  that  they  have  done 
and  injure  not  them  only  but  himself 
as  Well.  At  first  thought  It  does  seem 
that  a  man  ousht  to  have  the  right  to 
sell  his  lal>or  for  whatsoever  and  to 
whomsoever  ho  may  clu>o.se.  Ry  the 
same  rule  a  man  ought  to  have  the 
right  to  build  on  his  own  land  whatsoever 
building  he  may  choose.  Suppose  that  a 
man  owns  a  lot  on  Superior  street  hut 
has  only  money  enough  to  bidld  a  frame 
building.  He  is  not  allowed  to  build  It. 
He  can  not  build  any  other,  so  his  lot 
is  made  worthless  to  him.  The  welfare 
of  the  city  is  of  more  importance  than 
his  i>ersonal  welfare,  and  he  Is  justly 
denied  the  right  to  build  anything  that 
might  Injure  the  city.  So  no  man  has 
a  moral  right  to  sell  his  lalxir  nor  any- 
thing else  at  so  low  a  price  or  under 
such  conditions  that  the  rest  of  the  peo- 
ple  shall    be   injured    thereby. 

Do  not  be  deceived.  A  labor  organiza- 
tion Is  a  trust.  In  some  respects  like 
the  meat  trust  or  the  Standard  OH  com- 
pany, but  with  this  difference.  The  meat 
trust  or  the  St.Tiidard  Oil  company  are 
organized  for  tlie  purpose  of  robbing  the 
people  for  their  own  aggrandizement, 
while  labor  organl«.\tlons  are  Intended 
to  assist  In  getting  for  each  individual 
worker,  whether  union  or  non-nnlon,  a 
little  more  of  what  is  his  Just  due  with- 
out   Injuring    anyone.

Islanders    Regard    the 

Baltic  Squadron  as 

Only  a  '^Bluff/' 


Chicago.  Nov.  2fi.— Walter  W'ellman 
says  in  a  Washlng"ton  special  to  the 
Hei'ord-Herald:  Aci'ordlng  to  official 
and  trustworthy  advices  received  here 
the  Japanese  government  hrs  no  fear 
of  what  the  Ilussian  Second  Pacific 
squadron  may  be  able  to  do  alter  its 
arrival  in  Eastern  waters — provided  it 
c\er  arrives.  The  Japanese  naval  au- 
thorities are  skeptical  as  to  the  inten- 
tion ot  the  Russian  government  to  send 
the  fleet  all  the  way  to  the  China  sea. 
They  still  incline  to  the  opinion,  so 
say  telrgraniH  just  received  in  Wash- 
ington, that  the  Hussians  arc  really 
putting  up  a  bluff  for  the  purpo.se  of 
Intluencing  the  negotiations  for  peace 
which  are  looked  for  during  the  coming 
winter.  According  to  tho  ofticial  Jap- 
aneso  vl«w  the  St.  I'eternburg  author- 
itiej,  while  valiantly  "protesting  that 
thty  will  never  listen  to  peace  propos- 
als till  after  they  have  won  a  decisive 
victory  and  recover«-d  at  least  a.  part 
of  their  lost  military  prestige,  are 
secretly  planning  to  have  negotiations 
started  during  the  winter  lull  in  field 
oiieratlons.  The  Japanese  think  Rus- 
sian diplomacy  will  contrive  tlie  means 
before  8i>ring  to  set  on  foot  sucli  nego- 
tiations as  may  lead  to  peace.  This 
might  be  done  throu^  France  or  some 
other  mutually  friendly  power. 

•  •    • 

In  well-informed  diplomatic  quartern 
here  it  is  said  Japan  is  wlHing  to  make 
peace  at  any  time  on  the  basis  of  the 
original  proposals  niade  by  the  Tokio 
go\  ernjiient,  plus  tho  J.ipanese  pos- 
.ses.«ion  of  Port  Arthur.  Many  leading 
Japanese  officials  believe  the  .Second 
Russian  squadron  was  dispatched  for 
the  East  with  a  view  to  exerting  an 
influence  upon  the  expected  peace  ne- 
gotiations. As  long  as  Russian  sea 
power  1?  not  destroyed  the  Japanese 
could  not  claim  to  have  vanquished 
their  advc.=ary  and  to  be  eititled  to  a 
Victor's  settKement.  The  best  evidence 
of  Russia's  retention  of  claim  to  naval 
power  would  be  the  presence  of  the 
Pacific  squadron  In  waters  adjacent  to 
the  theater  of  war.  Hence  the  Japan- 
ese belief  that  the  Russian  aovemment 
has  dispatched  the  tU-et  more  as  a  dip- 
lomatic than  as  a  naval  enterprise,  and 
that  the  St.  Petersburg  government  in- 
tends to  send  Admiral  Rojostvensky's 
ships  near  enough  to  the  Japanese 
squadron  to  exert  an  Influence  In  the 
peace  negotiations,  but  not  near  enough 
to  invite  battle.  If  this  shall  tv.rn 
out  to  be  the  correct  view  of  the  Ru* 
sian  program,  of  course  it  will  be  easy 
for  the  czar's  clever  ministers  to  find 
plausible  pretexts  on  which  to  hold  the 
fleet  indefinitely  at  some  port  in  French 
China. 

In  diplomatic  circles  at  Washington 
there  is  a  general  belief  that  during 
the  coming  winter  efforts  are  to  be 
made  to  negotiate  peace  between  Rus- 
sia and  Japan,  but  no  such  efforts  will 
be  made  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment in  the  absence  of  a  direct  Inti- 
mation from  St.  Petersburg  that  such 
action  would  be  welcome  to  the  Russlaji. 
government.  Although  this  e^p^la- 
tlon  of  peace  negotiations  exis^.*.  it  is 
adinitted  to  be  the  result,  of  general 
knowledge  or  observgitiqn.  and  that  it 
is  not  based  upon  any  direct  informa- 
tion as  to  the  attitude  of  the  czar  and 
his  advisers.

Togo  and  the  officers  of  his  fleet,  ac- 
cording to  information  which  reaches 
Washington  through  official  channois, 
are  eager  for  the  fray.  If  the  Russians 
come  near  enough  to  give  them  a 
chance  the  Japanese  fighting  force  will 
be  overjoyed. 

It  is  declared  that  the  Japanese  fleat 
Is  now  in  better  condition  to  meet  a 
powerful  foe  than  it  was  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war.  Barring  the  los^s  cf 
two  important  ships,  the  Japanese 
navy  Is  now  a  more  effective  fighting 
force  than  it  was  six  months  ago.  Tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  inprlsonment  oi 
the  First  Russian  Pacific  squadron  in 
Port  Arthur.  Admiral  Toga  not  oiilly 
has  maintained  a  fairly  effective  block- 
ade, but  has  dispatched  his  ships,  one 
or  two  at  a  time,  to  Japanese  dock- 
yards. There  all  the  ships  of  his 
squadron  have  been  overhauled,  their 
l>ottopns  scraped,  repairs  made,  weak 
parts  renewed.  Moreover,  the  officers 
and  crews  hava  all  had  shore  leave, 
and  are  freshened  and  recuperated. 
There  is  nothing  stale  about  either  the 
ships  or  the  personnel  of  the  Japanese 
navy,  and  If  the  Russians  really  mean 
to  fight   there   is   warm   work  ahead.

If  the  Russian  s^ps  appear  within 
striking  distance  of  the  Japanese  navy 
they  will  have  to  fight  whether  they 
wish  to  or  not.  The  Japs  will  attend 
to  that.  Word  comes  to  Washington 
almost  direct  from  Admiral  Togo  that 
he  expects  to  bo  able  to  whip  the  Rus- 
sians at  long  range.  In  guns  of  high 
power  the  Japanese  fleet  Is  vastly  su  , 
perlor  to  the  Russian  squadron.  If  he 
gets  the  opportunity,  which  he  is 
afraid  he  will  not.  Admiral  Togo  is 
confident  he  can  smash  his  enemy  at 
alx>ut  60*^  yards,  while  his  own  ships 
remain  comparatievly  free  from  dau- 
ger  His  torpedo  flotilla  and  smaller 
craft  may  engage  In  close  fighting,  but 
as  to  his  battleships,  the  Japanese  ad- 
miral will  pursue  the  policy  he  has  iol- 
lowed  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war- 
never  to  put  his  battleships  In  jeop- 
ardy. As  to  the  superiority  of  th^ 
Japanese  personnel  and  of  the  mark- 
manship  and  tactics,  there  is,  of 
course,  no  doubt.  For  these  reasons 
American  anval  experts  agree  with 
the  Japanese  view  that  the  Russians 
will  never  give  battle  nor  permit  their 
ships    to    get    within    striking    distancs 

of  Togo.

Before  Admiral  Rojestvensky  can 
reach  Chinese  waters  the  Japanese  arc 
confident  cf  beln^r  in  possession  jf 
Port  Arthur.  In  fact,  the  fall  of  that 
fortress  Is  expected  almost  any  day.  If 
the  Russian  squadron  is  to  reach  .t 
home  port  at  all  it  must  go  to  Vladi- 
vostock,  and  that  harbor  is  generaliy 
icebound  in  the  winter,  and,  even  whllo 
the  late  Admiral  Makaroff's  powerful 
ice-breaker  can  be  entered  only  with 
great  difficulty,  if  at  all,  and  whiit 
would  tha  Japanese  fleet  be  doing  all 
that  lime  ?  If  Port  Arthur  falls  tn-r 
Jftps  will  doubtless  blockade  Vladlvo. 
stok  and  Rojestvensky  will  be  literal- 
ly out  In  the  cold  without  a  fortified 
port  flying  the  Russian  flag  in  which 
he  mav  coal,  repair  and  find  refugc\ 
Having  In  mind  all  these  facts,  naval 
experts  agree  with  the  diplomatic  aiid 
Japanese  judgment  that  the  dlspa'.cii 
of  the  Second  .squadron  to  the  far  East 
is  a  bluff  rather  than  a  serious  fi^ht* 
Ing  expedition.

ARE  OPALS  REALLY 

UNLUCKY  ?

resentment,  dark  red  sparks  seemerj 
to  flash  from  the  mystic  broach  as  If 
it  sympathized  with  its  mistress's  em- 
otions. The  Baroness  was  particlarly 
apprehensive  when  any  water  was 
brought  near  it,  and  when,  at  tlie 
christening  of  her  child,  a  drop  of 
holy  water  lighted  on  the  opal  it  will 
be  remembered  how  the  stone  shot  out 
a  spark  like  a  falling  star  and  instant- 
ly became  lightless  and  colorless  as  a 
common  pebble.  The  Baroness  .sank 
to  the  ground  with  a  cry  of  pain,  and 
was  carried  to  hor  chamber  a  dying 
woma.!!.  This  mysterious  lady,  who 
had  appeared  so  suddenly,  disappeared 
as  suddenly,  for  a  few  hours  after- 
ward nothing  could  be  seen  of  the  late 
Baroness  except  a  handful  of  light 
gray  ashes. 

It  may  be  considered  improbable  that 
so  prevalent  a  superstition  should  be 
based  on  such  slender  grounds  aj?  a 
fairy  tales  in  one  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's 
novels,  but  such  appears  to  be  the 
case,  as  it  would  be  dllficult  to  find  an 
actual  case  where  the  successive  wear- 
ers of  an  opal  have  been  dogged  with 
bad  luck.  Such  stories  are  frequent, 
but  their  origin,  like  that  of  so  many 
erhost  stories,  is  probably  entirely  my- 
thical. 

It  is  posslljle,  however,  that  the  so- 
called  111  luck  of  the  opal  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  tho  stone  is  a  soft  one,  and 
is  exposed  to  constant  friction  Is  li- 
able to  become  loose  and  fall  out.  It 
is  very  necessary  that  opals  should  bi 
securely  set,  but,  whatever  the  set- 
ting, it  is  always  advi.sable  to  give 
the  stones  a  careful  scrutiny  from  \\n\?. 
to  time,  and  not  to  expose  them  to  un- 
due wear  and  tear.  If  this  is  done, 
there  seems  to  be  no  valid  reason  why 
the  opal  .should  be  regarded  as  bring- 
ing ill-luck  to  the  wearer.  Judging 
from  l;istorj',  the  reverse  seems  to  be 
the  case. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  late  Quean 
Victoria,  who  was  blessed  with  pro- 
\erbia,l  luck,  was  very  fond  of  these 
stones  and  presented  each  of  her 
daughters  upon  their  marriage  with  a 
parure  of  opals  and  diamonds.  It  can- 
not be  said  that  these  marriages  have 
been  otherwise  than  fruitful  and  pros- 
perous, A  lady  in  waiting  pnce  said 
to  the  late  queen:  "I  am  surprised. 
Your  Majesty,  that  you  are  so  fond  of 


opals,  as  they  are  known  to  be  so  un- 
lucky." The  queen's  reply  was  as  fol- 
lows: "Queen  El:zal>elh  always  wore 
opals,  and  I  have  always  worn  them, 
and  we  liave  always  found  them  lucky 
f-tones."  The  opal,  too,  is  a  favorite 
stone  in  the  German  royal  family.  Tho 
ex-Empress  Eugene,  on  the  contrary, 
steadily  refused  to  wear  opals  if  any 
description,  and  her  life  was  full  >">f 
vicLssitude   and   disaster. 

If  we  go  back  to  the  times  of  the 
ancient  Romans,  we  find  no  trace 
wliatever  of  any  ill  repute  attaching 
to  the  "opals."  The  esteem  with 
which  this  stone  was  regarded  by  them 
was  very  marke<i.  "<)f  all  precious 
stones,"  writes  Pliny,  "the  opal  is  the 
most  difficult  to  describe,  since  it  com- 
bines in  one  gem  the  beauties  of  many 
species,  the  fire  of  the  carbuncle,  the 
purple  of  the  amethyst,  the  green  of 
the  emerald,  and  the  yellow  of  the 
topaz."  We  learn  from  tlie  same 
writer  that  the  Senator  Nonius  pos- 
sessed a  valuable  ring,  in  the  cent.?r 
of  which  was  set  an  opal  -about  the 
size  of  a  hazel  nut.  This  ring  was 
covered  by  Marc  Antony,  and  Nonlu"? 
sooner  than  lose  his  precious  jewel,  es- 
caped from  the  country,  carrying  th-? 
ring  with  him  as  the  sole  relic  of  his 
fortune.  He  preferred  exile  with  his 
opal  to  living  in  Rome  without  it.

The  malorlty  have  unit- 
ed: spent  their  time  and  money  for  the 
Ix^nefit  of  all,  and  now  the  "minority 
non-union  man  eomplnins  because  he 
cannot  have  his  way  against  the  major- 
ity and  \indo  all  that  they  have  done 
and  in  lure  not  them  only  but  hlm.self 
wn  well.  At  first  thotiKht  It  di>.  s  seem 
that  a  man  ought  to  have  the  right  to 
sell  his  l.ahiir  for  whatsoever  atui  to 
whomsoever  he  may  choose.  By  the 
same  rule  a  man  otisht  to  have  the 
right  to  build  on  his  own  \\\\m\  whatsoever 
building  he  may  choose.  Suppose  that  .1 
man  owns  a  lot  on  Superior  street  hut 
has  only  money  enough  to  bnlld  a  frnme 
building.  He  is  not  allowed  to  build  it. 
He  catJ  not  bidld  any  otljer.  so  his  lot 
is  made  worthless  to  him.  The  welfare 
of  the  city  is  of  more  Importance  than 
his  personal  welfare,  anti  he  Is  justl.v 
denied  the  right  to  hulld  anything  that 
might  injure  the  city.  So  no  man  has 
a  moral  right  to  .«"ll  his  labor  nor  any- 
thing else  at  so  low  a  price  or  under 
such  conditions  that  the  rest  of  the  peo- 
ple   shall    be    injured    thereby. 

Do  not  be  deceived.  A  labor  organiza- 
tion is  a  trust.  Tn  some  respects  like 
the  meat  trust  or  the  Standard  Oil  c.>m- 
pany.  but  with  this  difference.  The  meat 
trust  or  the  St.Tndard  Oil  company  are 
orcinized  for  the  piirr>ose  of  robbing  the 
people  for  their  own  apgraiidlzement. 
wliil,'  labor  organlz.itlons  ar,»  intended 
to  assist  In  getting  for  each  individual 
worker,  wlether  union  or  non-union,  a 
little  more  of  what  is  his  Just  due  with- 
out   Injuring    anyone.

Chicago,  Nov.  2fi.— Walter  Wellinan 
Bays  In  a  Wa^hing^ton  spoelal  to  the 
Ueeonl-Herald:  Acxording  to  official 
and  trustworthy  advices  received  here 
the  Japanese  government  has  no  fear 
of  what  the  llusslan  Second  Pacific 
.s<iuadron  may  be  able  to  do  alter  Its 
arrival  in  Eastern  waters — provided  it 
ever  arrives.  The  Japanese  naval  au- 
thoilties  are  skeptical  aa  to  the  Inten- 
tion ot  the  Russian  government  to  send 
the  ileet  all  the  way  to  the  China  sea. 
They  still  incline  to  the  opinion,  so 
say  telegrams  Just  received  in  Wash- 
Ingtjn,  that  the  Kussians  are  really 
putting  up  a  bluff  for  the  purpo.se  of 
inlluencing  the  ne.ijotlatious  for  peace 
which  are  looked  for  during  the  coming 
\\ inter.  According  to  the  oftleial  Jap- 
anese vi«w  tlie  St,  I'etersburg  author- 
itle?.  while  valiantly  protesting  that 
thi  y  will  never  listen  to  i>eace  projios- 
iils  till  after  they  liave  won  a  decisive 
victory  and  r€<over«^  at  least  .a  part 
of  their  lost  military  jirestlge,  are 
secretly  planning  to  have  nejjotiations 
started  during  the  winter  lull  in  field 
operations.  The  Jai'anese  think  Ilus- 
sian  diplomacy  will  eontrive  the  means 
before  8i>ring  to  .'«t  on  foot  such  nego- 
tiations as  may  lea  1  to  peace.  This 
might  be  done  through  France  or  some 
other  mutually  friendly  power.

In  well-informed  diplomatic  quarterH 
here  It  is  said  Japan  Is  willing  to  make 
peace  at  any  time  on  the  basis  of  the 
original  proposals  made  by  the  Tokio 
go\ernment.  plus  the  Japanese  jios- 
session  of  Port  Arthur.  Many  le.<ding 
Japanese  olficials  believe  the  .Second 
Itusslan  squadron  was  dispatched  for 
the  Kast  with  a  view  to  exerting  an 
inrtuence  upon  the  expected  peace  ne- 
gotiations. As  long  as  Uusslan  sea 
power  1?  not  destroytnl  the  Japanese 
could  not  claim  to  have  vanquished 
their  advesary  and  to  be  eititled  to  a 
victor's  settlement.  The  best  evidence 
of  Russia's  retention  of  claim  to  naval 
l>ower  would  be  the  presence  of  the 
Pacific  s<iuadron  In  waters  adjacent  to 
the  theater  of  war.  Henee  the  Japan- 
ese belief  that  the  Russian  aovernment 
has  dispatched  the  tl*  et  more  as  a  dip- 
lomatic than  as  a  naval  enterprise,  and 
that  the  St.  Petersburg  government  in- 
tends to  send  Admiral  Rojestvensky's 
ships  mar  enough  to  the  Japanese 
squadron  to  exert  an  influence  In  the 
peace  negotiations,  but  not  near  enough 
to  invite  battle.  If  this  shall  turn 
out  to  be  the  correct  view  of  the  Ru.s. 
sian  progmm.  of  course  It  will  be  easy 
for  the  czar's  clever  ministers  to  find 
plausible  pretexts  on  which  to  hold  the 
lie.  t  indefinitely  at  some  port  in  French 
China. 

iw  diplomatic  circles  at  Washington 
there  is  a  general  belief  that  during 
the  coming  winter  efforts  are  to  be 
made  to  negotiate  peace  between  Rus- 
sia .and  Jap.an.  but  no  such  efforts  will 
bo  made  hy  the  T'nited  States  govern- 
ment in  the  absent  e  of  a  direct  Inti- 
mation from  St.  Petersburg  that  such 
action  would  be  welcome  to  the  Russiap 
government.  Although  this  expela- 
tion  of  peace  negotiations  exisi*.  it  is 
admitted  to  be  the  result  of  pen^^ral 
knowledge  or  observjition.  and  that  it 
is  not  l>ased  upon  any  direct  Informa- 
tion as  to  the  atMtude  of  the  czar  and 
his  advisers.

If  the  Russian  ships  appear  within

to  that.  Word  comes  to  Washington 
almost  direct  from  Admiral  Togo  that 
he  expects  to  be  able  to  whip  the  Rus- 
sians at  long  range.  In  guns  of  high 
power  the  Japanese  fleet  is  vastly  su- 
perior to  the  Rus.slan  squadron.  If  he 
gets  the  opportunity,  which  he  is 
afraid  he  will  not.  Admiral  Togo  is 
confident  he  can  smash  his  enemy  at 
alMJUt  6i)»l!J>  yards,  while  his  own  ships 
remain  comparatievly  free  from  dan- 
ger His  torpedo  flotilla  and  smaJki 
craft  may  engage  In  close  fighting,  but 
as  to  his  battleships,  the  Japanr.se  ad- 
miral will  pursue  the  policy  he  has  iul- 
lowed  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war- 
never  to  put  his  battle.ships  in  jeop- 
ardy. As  to  the  superi'ority  of  th^ 
Japanese  persinnel  and  of  the  mark- 
manship  and  tactics,  there  is.  of 
cour.se,  no  doubt.  For  these  reasons 
American  anval  experts  agree  with 
the  Japanese  view  that  the  Russians

ARE  OPALS  REALLY 

UNLUCKY  ? 
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resentment,  dark  red  sparks  .seemed 
to  Hash  from  the  mystic  broach  as  if 
it  sympathized  Mith  its  mistres.s'a  em- 
otions. The  Barone.->s  was  paiticlarly 
apprehensive  when  any  water  was 
brought  near  it,  and  when,  at  the 
christening  of  her  child,  a  drop  of 
holy  water  lighted  on  the  opal  it  will 
be  remembered  how  tlie  stone  shot  ou'l 
a  spark  like  a  falling  star  ar.d  instant- 
ly became  iightle.ss  and  coJorles.s  as  a 
common  pebble.  The  Baroness  sank 
to  the  ground  with  a  cry  of  pain,  and 
was  carried  to  her  chamber  a  dying 
woma,ii.  This  mysterious  lady,  who 
had  appeared  so  suddenly,  disappeared 
as  suddenly,  for  a  few  hours  after- 
ward nothing  could  be  seen  of  the  late 
Baroness  except  a  handful  of  light 
gray  ashes. 

It  may  be  consideied  improbable  that 
so  preva-lent  a  superstition  should  be 
based  on  such  slender  grounds  as  a 
fairy  tales  in  one  of  .Sir  Walter  .Scott's 
novel.s,  but  such  apjiears  to  be  the 
case,  as  it  would  be  dililiult  to  find  an 
actual  case  where  tlie  successive  wear- 
ers of  an  opal  have  been  dogged  with 
bad  luck.

It 
is  very  necessary  that  opals  should  'a 
securely  set,  but,  whatever  the  set- 
ting, il  Is  always  advi.sable  to  give 
the  ."tones  a  careful  scrutiny  from  tini;? 
to  time,  and  nut  to  expose  them  to  un- 
due wear  and  tear.  If  this  is  don?, 
there  seems  to  be  no  valid  reason  why 
the  opal  .should  be  regarded  as  bring- 
ing ill-luck  to  the  wearer.  Judging 
from  l;istory,  the  reverse  seems  to  be 
the  case. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  late  Que?n 
Victoria,  who  was  blessed  v.ith  pro- 
AerbiaJ  luck,  was  very  fond  of  these 
stones  and  presented  each  of  her 
daughters  upon  their  marriage  with  a 
parure  of  opals  and  diamonds.  It  can- 
not be  said  that  these  marriages  have 
been  otherwise  than  fruitful  and  pro.i- 
perous.  A  lady  in  waiting  pnce  said 
to  the  late  queen:  "I  am  surpri-sed. 
Your  Majesty,  that  you  are  so  fond  of 


opa!.«(,  as  they  are  known  to  l)e  so  un- 
lucky." The  queen's  rejdy  was  as  fol- 
lows: "Queen  Kl;za belli  always  wore 
opals,  and  I  have  always  worn  tliem. 
and  we  have  always  found  them  lucky 
i-tones."  The  opal,  loo,  is  a  favorite 
stone  In  the  German  royal  family.  The 
ex-Empress  Eugene,  on  the  contrary, 
steadily  refused  to  wear  opiis  of  any 
description,  and  her  life  was  full  .ti 
viei.ssitude   and   disaster. 

If  we  go  back  to  the  times  of  the 
ancient  Romans,  we  And  no  trace 
whatever  of  any  ill  repute  attaching 
to  the  '"opaLs."  The  esteem  with 
which  this  st(jue  was  regarded  by  them 
was  very  m,  rke<l.  "Of  all  precious 
slone-s,"  writf-s  Pliny,  "the  opal  is  the 
most  difficult  t)  describe,  since  it  com- 
bines in  one  gem  the  beauties  of  many 
species,  the  fire  of  the  carbuncle,  tlie 
purple  of  the  amethyst,  the  green  of 
the  emerald,  and  the  yellow  of  the 
topaz."  We  learn  from  tlie  same 
writer  that  the  Senator  Nonius  pos- 
se.ssed  a  valuable  ring,  in  the  center 
of  whicli  was  set  an  opal  about  the 
size  of  a  hazel  nut.  This  ring  v>Aa 
covered  by  Marc  Antony,  and  Nonius 
s'>'jner  than  lose  his  precious  jewel,  es- 
cai>ed  f!om  the  country,  carrying  th.? 
rii^.g  with  him  as  the  sole  relic  of  his 
fortune.  He  preferred  exile  with  his 
opal  to  living  in  Rome  without  it.

Nels'in  is  in  camp  at  Larkspur,  a  little 
village  at  the  bas.»  of  Mount  Tanmlpsiis. 
an<l.  according  to  all  accounts,  Is  diggin.< 
Into  his  woi  k  with  the  same  stolid  per-

Corbett  seldom  c-mflnes  himself  to  the 
match  In  hand  •wlien  ctinversing  with 
visitors.  lit  fcems  to  regard  It  as  a 
nieie  stepping  s:oii'  to  the  return  «  v<-nt 
with  Jimmy  liri'.t.

Athletics  During  First 

Half  of  Year. 

Chicago,  Nov,  26.— The  intercollegiate 
conference,  a  body  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Western  college, 
known  as  the  "Big  Nine,"  in  annual 
session  here  yesterday,  adopted  a  ruie 
barring  freshmen  from  participating 
in  'varsity  athletics  during  the  llr.st 
half  of  their  year. 

< Jther  rules  adopted  prevent  migrat- 
ing students  from  entering  athletic 
coiniietilions  during  the  first  year  after 
a  change  from  one  school  to  another, 
and  permit  football  players  to  compete 
ill  three  preliminary  games  of  the  sea- 
son w  ithout  using  up  the  entire  year  of 
their  football  career. 

Carlisle  and  Haskell,  two  hltheito 
unclassified  schools,  were  raised  to  the 
rank  of  colleges,  and  In  the  future 
students  from  these  institutions  who 
have  participated  for  four  years  in 
athletics  will  be  barred  from  all  com- 
petition in  the  colleges  controlled  by 
the  "Big  Nine."  In  the  past  the  best 
athletes  from  the  two  Indian  schoois, 
after  graduating,  have  often  entered 
some  of  the  Western  colleges  and  have 
been  eligible  to  contest  in  all  athletic 
games  for  four  more  years. 

Professor  Jones  of  the  University  of 
Minnes<.ta  asked  the  conference  for  an 
interpretation  of  the  rule  which  limits 
a,  player  to  four  years  of  intercollegi- 
ate athletics,  desiring  to  know  what 
constituted  an  "intercollegiate  game." 
The  question  was  asked  because  Capt. 
istraihern  of  the  Minnesota  football 
team  was  disqualified,  last  .'Saturday 
in  Chicago,  on  account  of  the  protest 
of  Northwestern  university,  which 
charged  that  he  had,  in  1900,  partici- 
pated in  games  ngaln.st  Ames  and 
North  Dakota.  It  was  decided  that 
when  questions  of  this  kind  arise  in 
the  future  the  two  colleges  concerned 
shall  appeal  to  United  States  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  Harris  to  ascer- 
tain how  the  school  in  question  is 
classified.  If  it  is  by  him  ranked  as  a 
normal  school,  the  game  will  not  be 
termed  "Intercollegiate,"  and  will  not 
be  c<  unted  against  the  players  partici- 
pating. 

I'rofessor  A.  G.  Smith  of  Iowa  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  conference  and 
Professor  H.  J.  Barton  of  Illinois,  sec- 
retary.

The  other  tackle  position  is  not  so 
easy  to  fill.  There  are  several  stroi.g 
men  in  Kafer,  of  Northwestern;  Par- 
ry, of  Chicago;  Moynihan,  of  liinois; 
Brush  and  Chase,  of  Blnnesota,  and 
Boone,  of  Chlcaso. 

Parry  seems  to  be  the  best  in  any 
department  of  the  game.  First  of  ai!, 
he  is  a  great  ground  gainer.

GREATEST  KICKER  OF  THEM  ALU 
Waltei  Ecker.^all,  of  Chicago.  haS 
demon  St  rated  that  the  great  ijuarter- 
ba<  kf  do  not  all  ceune  frojii  the  East. 
If  Walter  Camp  picked  Johnson,  o£ 
Carlisle  as  the  all-American  quarter 
last  year,  it  is  difTicult  to  see  how  h« 
can  avoid  naming  Eckersall  this  sea- 
sen.  Johnson  is  not  in  the  same  clas^ 
with  Eckersall.  and  he  is  not  the  sur 
perior  of  Harris,  of  Minnensota,  or 
Norcross,  of  Michigan.

Asked  how  he  fcrould  overcome  the 
effects  of  the  ".splp"  ball.  Capt.  Collins 
said:  "I  would  have  balls  from  the  hip 
to  the  shoulder  go  as  strikes.  This  would 
force  the  pitcher  to  put  them  over  and 
give  the  batsmen  a  .better  opportunity  to 
meet  the  ball.  This  would  also  help  the 
umpire  to  judge  the  ball,  as  he  must 
now  continually  strain  himself  to  look 
over    the    catcher's    shoulder." 

I  find  a  number  of  players  In  favor 
of  letting  the  foul  strike  rule  alone  and 
try  some  other  method  of  improving  the 
batting.  Personally  I  l)elleve  Capt.  Col- 
lins is  right  in  saying  that  the  public 
eiijoy    small    .«!Core.<    the    best. 

That  combination  Bt  hedule  will  keep 
the  boys  busy  once  more  this  spring.  It 
is  hoped  that  President  Johnson  will 
not  have  occasion  to  call  down  Mr. 
Dreyfuss  by  telephone,  for  the  Pittsburg 
man  was  no  doubt  twisted  in  sucli  a 
way  last  spring  that  he  has  not  fully 
straightened  up  to  the  present  time. 
The  committees  on  schedules  should  have 
a  joint  meeting  with  a  disinterested 
party  for  a  judge  oi,  all  disputes,  for  I 
know  of  several  djrcs  that  will  cause 
friction. 

New  Orleans  will  see  three  if  not  four 
American  league  clubs  this  spring— Chi- 
cago. Cleveland  and  tlie  Boston  cham- 
pions. The  latter  will  do  all  their  train- 
ing at  that  place  If  possible,  and  then 
work  north  via  I^oulsvlUe.  The  clubs 
receive  big  money  for  the  Satinday  and 
Sunday  games  in  the  Crescent  City, 
where  the  American  league  is  a  great 
favorite. 


SHEVLIN  MAY 
BE  CAPTAIN 

Yale  Players  Favor  Him 
For  a  Peculiar  Reason. 

New  Haven.  Conn.,  Nov.  26.— The  tld> 
iij  turning,  and  instead  of  Roswell 
Tripp,  of  Chicago.  Yale's  right  guard 
getting  the  captaincy  for  next  year. 
Thomas  Lee  Sheviin,  Jr.,  of  Minne- 
apolis, left  end,  wHl  proba-bly  be  thv? 
man.  Tripp  came  from  Chicago  uni- 
versity, and  a  growing  sentiment  la 
heard  against  electing  a  player  as  a 
Yale  captain  who  came  from  another 
univer.slty.  Only  Yale  men  for  Yale 
captains  is  the  cry  now  heard. 

The  second  argument  against  Trlpp'o 
election  Is  that  he  has  had  conditions 
In  his  studies,  and  the  Yale  coaches 
want  no  captain  who  Is  in  danger  of 
being  thrown  dnvn  by  the  faculty  for 
scholarship  eondltlons.  Shevlln  enter- 
ed Yale  three  years  ago.  having  passed 
his  entrance  examinations  without  a 
hitch.  He  has  since  held  an  honor 
stand  in  his  general  scholarship.  Tripp 
Is  near  sighted,  which  Is  a  handicap. 

Rockweirs  Ineligibility  consists  of  the 
following  transgression.  He  entered 
Yale  in  the  opening  game  of  the  seas- 
on against  Trinity,  in  two  weeks  he 
went  to  the  Hotchkiss  school  at  Lake- 
ville  for  the  rest  of  the  school  year. 
He  entered  Yale  the  following  fall  and 
played  throughout  the  seasons  of  lytW, 
lt«03  and  1904.  But  the  five  minutes  he 
played  in  1901  will  count  for  a  whole 
year  In  football,  according  to  the  new 
Yale-Harvard  eligibility  rules.  The 
rule  Is  unpopular  at  both  Yale  and 
Harvard,  and  there  Is  talk  of  abandon- 
ing It.  Harvard's  great  pitcher.  Co- 
burn  Is  hit  by  the  same  rule  and  so 
Harvard  feels  the  shoe  pinch,  too. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Yale  Foot- 
ball association  for  the  last  year  will 
foot  up  to  about  $70,000.  There  were 
about  31.000  people  at  the  Yale-Har- 
vard game  last  Saturday  and  Yale  took 
$1  apiece.  There  were  22,000  people  at 
the  Yale-Princeton,  and  11,000  people 
at  the  Yale-Columbla  game,  making 
$64,000  for  the  three  games.  The  miner 
games  will  net  Yale  about  $8000. 

It  is  certain  that  Jim  Hogan,  cap- 
tain this  season,  will  be  Yale's  head 
coach  next  fall,  and  that  RockweH 
will  be  a  permanent  coach  throughout 
the  season  for  the  quarter  backs.  Rock- 
well will  be  a  senior  In  the  academic 
department  next  year.  Hogan  will.  It 
is  expected,  enter  the  Yale  law  school 
next  fall.  .     , 

There  Is  absolutely  no  truth  in  the 
report  that  Yale  threatens  to  break 
off  athletic  relations  with  Harvard  be- 
cause the  crimson  played  Matthews,  a 
negro,  last  Saturday.  Harvard  has 
played  negroes  against  Yale  before. 
Matthews  has  been  on  the  Harvard 
baseball  nine  for  two  years,  meeting 
Yale  in  three  games  each  year. 

ROGERS  DEFEATED.

Rogers  did  not 
succeed  in  getting  behind  Gotch,  the 
champion  winning  the  fall  in  43.10. 
Rogers  made  a  poor  showing  ar 
Graeco-Roman  style,  backing  to  Iho 
ropes  whenever  Gotch  assumed  the  ag- 
gressive. Rogers  finally  went  through 
the  ropes.  He  was  stunned  by  the 
fall  and  Gotch  was  declared  the  win- 
ner In  32:00 


WHY  FIGHTERS  PLAY  OUT. 

Dissipation  Is  More  Responsi- 
ble Than  Any  Other  Cause. 

There  has  existed  an  Impression  among 
followers  of  fighters  that  a  pugilist  in 
order  to  achieve  fame  and  fortune  in  the 
prize-ring,  provided  nature  has  endowed 
him  with  the  requisite  physique  and 
ability,   must   start  out  when  he   is  quite 

young,  says  the  New  York  Sun.  But 
according  to  a  fistic  authority  who  has 
compiled  a  tabie  of  the  ages  at  which 
some  of  the  most  prominent  scrappers 
started  in  the  business  this  is  a  mistaken 
Impression.  B.Jb  Fitzsimmons  was  27 
years  old  before  he  began  his  ring  career, 
and  he  is  still  before  the  public,  ready 
to  meet  all  comers  with  the  gloves.  Fitz 
never  had  a  glove  -m  until  that  time,  and 
this  probably  accounts  for  his  long  cam- 
paign in  the  roped  square.  The  Cornish- 
man  was  born  in  1862  and  is  now  In  his 
forty-second  year.  Some  say  he  is  o'.der. 
But  whatever  his  correct  age  may  be. 
there  is  no  gainsaying  that  be  Is  one  of 
the  greatest  pugilists  the  sporting  world 
has    ever    known. 

Jim  Jeffries's  pugnacious  temperament 
aserted  itself  when  the  bollermaker  was 
22,  and  now  at  the  .age  of  JS  he  is  a  cham- 
pion of  champions.  Jeffries  is  still 
young,  and  probably  wlli  be  on  top  four 
or  five  years  from  now.  John  L.  Sulli- 
van l)ecame  a  full-fledged  pugilist  when 
he  was  22  years  old.  but  lost  Ills  title 
before  he  was  35.  Jim  Corbett  started 
out  as  a  boxer  at  10,  wifMe  Peter  Mahar 
was  19  years  when  he  thought  that  a 
fighting  career  was  better  than  working 
In   a    brewery    In    Dublin,    Ireland. 

Ben  Jordan,  at  the  age  of  25  years, 
realized  that  he  possessed  the  necessary 
ability  to  become  the  featherweiKht  cham- 
pion "of  England.  Kid  McCoy  began  his 
ring  operations  at  18,  Tom  Sharkey 
sought  fighting  fame  when  he  was  :;l, 
but  Gus  Ruhlln  was  24  before  he  was 
seized  with  a  desire  to  follow  the  vag- 
aries of  the  prize  ring.  Terry  McGovern 
faced  an  opponent  for  the  first  time  at 
IS,  Joe  Gans  at  18,  "Pedlar"  Palmer  at 
18.  and  Young  Corbett  nt  th©  same  age. 
Tommv  Rvan  also  fought  his  Initial  mill 
at  18.  while  Jack  John.son.  the  negro 
heavyweight  who  has  ehallenged  Jeffries 
for  the  title,  entered  the  profession  at 
the  age  of  22.  The  age  of  17  saw  Dave 
Sullivan's  first  try  for  pugilistic  honors. 
Frankle  Nell's  fighting  talents  were  first 
tested  at  17.  and  Harry  Forties,  who 
was  defeated  bv  him  for  the  champion- 
ship of  this  class,  began  when  he  was 
one  year  older.  Jimmy  Britt  wa.s  IS 
when"  he  decided  to  try  his  fortunes  at 
boxing,  while  Joe  Choyn.skl  was  19  when 
he  donned  skintight  gloves  to  do  battle. 
Martlit  Canole  was  19.  Benny  Yanger. 
the  "Tipton"  slasher,  17.  and  Jack  Root. 
21.   before  they  attempted   to   win  laurels 

In    the  rin?.  ,..,.... 

Jack  O'KrIen's  fighting  career  had  its 
Inception  at  tb^  age  of  18.  Marvin  Hart 
began  at  19.  Hugo  Kelly  at  16,  George 
McFadden  at  17,  Jack  OKeefe  at  l-i 
Jlmmv  Brlggs  at  18,  Battling  Nelson  at 
18  and  Joe  Walcott  at  1..  Sandy  1- er- 
guson  was  only  19  when  he  started  out 
to  thump  rivals,  and  Kid  Lavlgne  waa 
18  when  his  bruising  nature  asserted 
Itself 

Eddie  Hanlon.  of  San  Francisco,  began 
his  fighting  career  very  early.  He 
branched  into  the  profession  at  IB.  Even 
at  that  Hanlon's  success  was  short,  as 
before  he  was  18.  he  was  whipped  after 
It  was  thought  that  he  possessed  the 
knowledge  to  succeed  Terry  McGovem, 
who    was   then    the   featherweight    cliam- 

Cimpared  wltii  Fitzsimmons  these  per- 
formers were  all  schoollx>ys  when  thny 
entred  the  business.  The  result  has 
been  that,  scoring  successes,  many  of 
them  Indulg-d  In  youthful  follies,  which 
resulted  In  their  discomforture  \\ith 
the  exception  of  Gans.  WalcMt.  Ryan, 
Jordan  and  Jeffries,  all  the  above  pug- 
ilists have  either  lost  their  titles  or  tasted 
defeat  Outside  of  dissipation  constant 
training  does  more  to  sap  the  vitality  of 
the  pugilist  than  aything  else.  When 
a  fighter  .strats  out  very  young,  and 
makes  a  success  of  it.  by  the  time  he 
rea."he'5  the  age  of  25  or  thereabout  he  is 
nractlcaJly  all  In.  "fitarllght"  the  noted 
colored  Australian  middlewelkht.  who  is 
close  to  30  If  he  is  a  day.  did  not  begin 
his  career  as  a  boxer  until  he  was  past 
30  Still  todav  he  Is  well  preserved  and 
cap.able  of  exchanging  knocks  with  the 
shiftiest    and   strongest   youngsters. 

Fitzsimmons  said  recently  that  if  he 
were  In  the  business  as  a  manager  ot 
flehters  he  would  not  undertake  to  de- 
vel"p  a  man.  especially  a  heavyweight, 
iinioAs  the  asolrant  was  over  2o. 

"rt  that  age/'  said  the  Comishman. 
"he  is  sufficiently  matured  to  know 
rlcht  from  wrong.  In  other  words,  he 
is  old  enough  to  exercise  common  sense. 
Nothing  can  prevent  a  man  from  dissip- 
ating if  he  w.uit8  to.  But  when  he  Is 
nast  i  he  has  different  views  of  the 
world  and  would  like  to  settle  down.  He 
h«j»  all  his  strength  th^n.  and  he  then  will 
^.-ihe  to  pick  up  all  the  tricks  Just 
^  easily  as  If  he  were  still  in  his  teens. 
When  I'  .started  out  I  was  bound  to  suc- 
ceed My  training  at  the  forge  as  a 
blacksmllth  naturally  developed  my 
muscle?  and  made  me  strong.  The  sev- 
erest kind  of  training  had  no  terrors 
for  me  The  harder  the  work  the  better 
T  liked  It  because  I  was  used  to  it.  Now, 
at  the  age  of  42.  and  really  I  am  no 
older  than  that.  I  am  just  as  good  a 
man  phvslcally.  If  not  better,  than  I 
wa"  at  the  age  of  21.  At  any  rate.  I 
feel  better.  Boxing  Is  all  right  and  can 
be  learned  at  any  time.  But  my  advice 
to  those  who  mean  to  take  it  up  as  a 
livelihood  is  to  start  as  la»e  in  life  as 
your  phvslque  will  permit.  Some  per-

AN    ARTISTIC    ROAST. 

If  "city  dads"  think  they  are  severely 
criticised  In  these  piping  times  of  peace, 
they  should  get  over  the  notion  when 
thev  read  this  artistic  roast  of  St.  Paul's 
aldermen,  which  appeared  In  one  of 
the  papers  of  that  city  forty  years  ago 
and  reproduced  by  the  Dispatch  of  Sat-

"Despite  the  mayor's  veto  and  the  pro- 
test of  every  taxpayer  in  the  city  our 
distlnrul.shed  aldermen  are  determined  to 
charge  for  their  services.  They  consider 
them  of  value  if  no  one  else  does,  and 
though  the  city  treasury  is  utterly  ex- 
hausted: though  the  salaries  of  city 
officers  have  not  been  paid  since  last 
June;  though  the  chief  of  police  has  been 
compelled  to  borrow  money  on  his  Indi- 
vidual responsibility  to  pay  the  police 
force;  though  the  city  treasurer  has  been 
trving  both  at  home  and  abroad  to 
negotiate  a  loan,  without  success,  our 
astute  aldermen  vote  themselves  $1»3<)  as 
one-quarter  of  their  yearly  salary.  This, 
too.  In  defiance  of  law  and  decency.  If 
the  majority  of  the  council  consider  the 
time  given  to  the  city,  which  would 
otherwise  be  occupied  in  selling  wiilsky 
and  running  two-penny  bank;-;,  is  worth 
$300  per  head  per  annum,  the  people  do 
not;  and  if  they  will  withdraw  their 
sticky  fingers  from  the  empty  treasury 
their'  places  will  be  filled  with  men  who 
will  labor  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  Instead  of  fastening  themselves  like 
leeches  upon  Its  vitals.  To  the  credit 
of  Alderman  Berkey  it  can  be  .said  that 
he  has  requested  that  his  name  be  with- 
drawn from  the  list  of  those  drawing 
the    salaries." 

RAILROAD   MEN  BTSY   AGAIN. 

News  from  all  the  large  railroads  is 
that  over  30.000  men  who  were  laid  off 
last  spring  have  been  restored  to  work, 
says  the  New  York  World.  The  Penn- 
svlvanla  road  has  taken  back  11.000.  the 
New  York  Central  6000.  the  Reading.  3000. 
What  were  the.se  men  doing  and  how 
have  thoy  and  their  families  been  living 
during  the  past  five  months?  They 
were  all  railroad  men.  accustomed  to  that 
work  and  nothing  else.  Almost  every 
one  of  them  kept  waiting  for  his  return 
to  work.  If  he  got  an  odd  job  at  any- 
thing it  was  only  for  a  few  days.  His 
name  was  kept  on  the  waiting  list,  ^nd 
the  returns  show  that  over  nine-tenths 
of  these  men  have  returned  to  the  places 
which  they  formerly  filled,  so  it  Is  evi- 
dent that  a  very  small  percentage  of 
them  could  have  found  other  profitable 
employment. 

But  how  did  they  manage  to  subsist 
during  these  months  of  idleness?  How 
did  they  pay  their  rent  and  where  did 
families  come  from?  The  privations  of 
many  of  these  men  must  have  been 
severe.

ARIZONA'S  CACTCS  FARM. 

A  mile  south  of  Phoenix.  Ariz.,  close  by 
the  unusually  dry  channel  of  Salt  river. 
is  one  of  the  oddest  farms  in  America.  It 
I  is  planted  to  nothing  but  cactus  of  every 
form  found  within  Arizona.  Each  kind  Is 
cultivated  under  the  same  conditions  that 
prevail  upon  Its  native  heath,  to  as  great 
an  extent  as  is  possible,  and  most  of  them 
thrive  well  under  the  hot  skies  of  southern 
Arizona,   cared  for  by  experts. 

The  main  owner  of  the  farm  Is  Dr.  R.  E. 
Kunz,  a  college  bred  German  scientist, 
who  has  taken  up  the  study  of  cacti  and 
their  cousins  as  his  life  work.  A  phy- 
sician, lie  has  partlculary  studied  the 
plants  for  the  possibility  of  securing  pro- 
ducts valuable  in  medicine.  And  the  utili- 
tarian side  has  appealed  to  lilm  in  other 
ways  and  he  knows  the  plants  wherefrom 
comes  good  fruit,  tho.se  that  bear  good 
water  for  the  thirsty  desert  traveler  and 
those  useful  to  the  architecture  of  the  ab- 
original   housebullder. 

Tne  most  prominent  of  the  cacti  of  the 
garden  is  the  saguaro.  It  is  one  of  the 
landmarks  of  the  desert.  It's  large  white 
flowers  cover  the  end  of  every  branch  in 
April  and  Ma.  followed  by  a  greenish  yel- 
low fruit,  which,  when  it  bursts,  dis- 
clases  a  scarlet  pulp  filled  with  black 
seeds.    This  Is  very  nutritious. 

Another  species  of  far  greater  use.  If  not 
attraction,  is  ereus  thurberl  or  pitaya  of 
the  natives.  The  flower  Is  white,  iK>ct«r- 
nal  and  smaller  than  that  of  the  saguaro. 

The  fruit  of  these  .species  is  of  delicious 
taste,  and  for  months  is  the  support  of 
tribes  of  Indians,  who  then  feast  upon  It 
The  pulp  is  also  dried  for  future  use,  and 
a  sirup,  as  well  as  an  intoxicating  liquor. 
Is  made  from  the  fresh  fruit.  The  Ta- 
quis,  Pepagoes,  and  Pimas  largely  sulMdat 
on  the  fruit  of  this  cactus.  The  stem  ol 
this  cactus  grows  fro  msix  to  twenty  feet 
high.

with  their  ancestral  s<iuare  milerf  of 
lands. 

AN    ARTISTIC    ROAST. 

If  "citv  dads"  think  they  are  .severely 
criticised"  in  these  piping  times  of  peace, 
they  should  get  over  the  notion  wien 
thev  read  this  artistic  roast  of  St.  Paul'.s 
aldermen,  which  appeared  In  one  of 
the  papers  of  that  city  forty  years  ago 
and  reproduced  by  the  DL^patcIi  of  Sat- 
urday: .  ^, 

"Despite  the  mayor's  veto  and  the  pro- 
test or  every  taxpayer  in  the  city  our 
dlstlnrulshed  aldermen  are  determined  to 
charge  for  their  ser\ices.  They  consider 
thepi  of  value  if  no  one  else  doe.'c,  and 
though  the  city  treasury  Is  utterly  ex- 
hausted: though  the  salaries  of  city 
officers  have  not  been  paid  since  last 
June;  though  the  chief  of  police  has  been 
compelled  to  borrow  money  on  his  Indi- 
vidual responsibility  to  pay  the  p<dice 
force;  though  the  city  treasurer  has  Ijeen 
trvlng  both  at  home  and  abroad  to 
negotiate  a  loan,  without  success,  our 
astute  aldermen  vote  themselves  $lt'>5'i  as 
one-quarter  of  their  yearly  salary.  This, 
too.  In  defiance  of  law  and  decency.  If 
the  majority  of  the  council  consider  the 
time  given  to  the  city,  which  would 
otherwise  be  occupied  In  selling  wiilsky 
and  running  two-penny  bank.-;,  is  worth 
$300  per  head  per  annum,  the  people  do 
not;  and  if  they  will  withdraw  their 
stickv  fingers  from  the  empty  treasury 
their"  places  will  be  /llled  with  men  who 
will  lalxir  for  the  best  Interests  of  the 
city  Instead  of  fastening  themselve.s  like 
iP^^ehes  upon  its  vitals.  To  the  credit 
of  Alderman  Berkey  It  can  be  said  that 
he  has  requested  that  hi.s  name  be  with- 
drawn from  the  list  of  those  drawing 
the    salaries." 

RAILROAD   MEN   Bl'SY   AGAIN. 

News  from  all  the  large  railroad;-^  is 
that  over  30.000  men  who  were  laid  off 
last  spring  have  been  restored  to  work,  i 
says  the  New  York  World.  The  Penn- 
svlvanla  road  has  taken  back  11.000.  the 
New  York  Central  6000.  the  Reading.  3000. 
What  were  these  men  doing  and  how 
have  they  and  their  families  been  living 
during  the  past  five  months?  They 
were  all  railroad  men,  accustomed  to  that 
work  and  nothing  else.  Almost  every 
one  of  them  kept  waiting  for  his  return 
to  work.  If  he  got  an  odd  job  at  any- 
thing It  was  only  for  a  few  days.  His 
name  was  kept  on  the  waiting  list,  qnd 
the  returns  show  that  over  nine-tenths 
of  these  men  have  returned  to  the  places 
which  they  formerly  filled,  so  It  Is  evi- 
dent that  a  very  small  percentage  of 
them  could  have  found  other  profitable 
employment. 

Rut  how  did  they  manage  to  subsist 
during  these  months  of  idleness?  How 
did  thej'  pay  their  rent  and  where  did 
families  come  from?  The  privations  of 
many  of  these  men  must  have  been 
severe.

ARIZONA'S  CACTCS  FARM. 

A  mile  south  of  Phoenix.  Ariz..  clo.«ie  by 
the  unusually  dry  channel  of  Salt  river. 
is  one  of  the  odde.sf  farms  in  AmerlcMi.  It 
is  planted  to  nothing  but  cacius  of  every 
form  found  within  Arizona.  Each  kind  Is 
cultivated  under  the  s^ime  conditions  that 
prevail  upon  U-.  native  heath,  to  as  great 
an  extent  as  is  possible,  and  most  of  them 
thrive  well  under  the  hot  skies  of  southern 
Arizona,    cared   for  by   experts. 

The  main  owner  of  the  farm  is  Dr.  R.  E. 
Kunz.  a  college  bred  German  scientist, 
who  has  taken  up  the  study  of  cacti  and 
their  cousins  as  his  life  work.  A  phy- 
sician, he  has  particulary  studied  the 
plants  for  the  possibility  of  securing  pro- 
ducts valuable  in  medicine.  And  the  utili- 
tarian side  has  appealed  to  him  in  other 
ways  and  he  knows  the  plants  w herefrom 
comes  good  fruit,  tho.se  that  bear  good 
water  for  the  thirsty  desert  traveler  and 
those  useful  to  the  architecture  of  the  ab- 
original   hou.=ebuilder. 

The  most  prominent  of  the  cacti  of  the 
garden  is  the  saguaro.  It  is  one  of  the 
landmarks  of  the  dessert.  Its  large  white 
flowers  cover  the  end  of  every  liranch  In 
April  and  Ma,  followed  by  a  greenish  yel- 
low fruit,  which,  when  it  bur.=  ts,  dls- 
clases  a  scarlet  pulp  filled  with  black 
seeds.    This  is  v.ry  nutritious. 

Another  species  of  far  greater  use.  If  not 
attraction.  Is  ereus  thurberl  or  pitaya  of 
the  natives.  The  flower  is  white,  iK>ctiuP- 
nal  and  smaller  than  that  of  the  saguaro. 

The  fruit  of  these  species  is  rjf  deiicious 
ta*te,  and  for  months  is  the  supp<jrt  of 
tribes  of  Indians,  who  then  feast  upon  It 
The  pulp  is  al.so  dried  for  future  use.  and 
a  sirup,  as  well  as  an  intoxicating  liquor. 
Is  made  from  the  fresh  fruit.  The  Ta- 
quis,  Pepagoes.  and  Pimas  largely  subsist 
on  the  fruit  of  this  cactus.  The  stem  ol 
this  cactus  grows  fro  msix  to  twenty  feet 
high.

The  Russian 
losses  were  nine  killed  and  fifty-seven 
wounded. 

"On  Nov.  26.  the  .Japanese  resumed 
the  offensive  and  endeavored  to  en- 
velop our  left  flank  whilst  advancing 
against   our   center.

RUSSIA  ACCEPTS

St.  Petersburg,  Nov,  2*>.— Russia  has  ac- 
cepted the  Invitation  of  the  United  States 
to  conclude  an  arbitration  reaty  on  the 
lines  of  the  American-French  treaty. 

The  American  proposal  was  submitted 
to  Russia  in  tiie  form  of  a  note  fiom  Sec- 
retary Hay.  which  was  presented  perso- 
nally to  Foreign  Secretary  I>amsdorff  bi 
Charge  Ekldy.  Nov.  27.  This  afternoor 
Count  I..amsdorflf  replied,  accepting  in 
principle  In  behalf  of  the  Imperial  gov- 
ernment the  text  of  the  treaty,  but  in- 
dicating that  Russia  would  propo.se  somt 
slight  modifications.  These  are  exp<  ctcd 
to  f)e  drafted  In  a  few  days,  and  the  tinai 
consummation  of  the  new  reapproachment 
with  Russia  will  not  long  be  delayed.

Ottawa,  Ont.,   Nov.     28.— The     move- 
ment of  grain  for  export  from  Canada 
this   year  has  been   far  behind   that   of 
last  year.     This  falling  off     Is     largely! 
attributed  to  the  demand  in  the  United  j 
States.    The  high  price  of  grain  at  Chi- 1 
cage,  compared  with  the  price  in  Eur-l 
ope.  Is  said  to  have  retarded  shipments 
for  export,  and  the  outlook  is  that  the 
movement    of    the    crop    just    thrashed 
will  not  be  heavy  this  winter.  ] 

Last  year  the  movement  of  grain  wasj 
abnormally   heavy,    and    a   large    share! 
of   It   came   through   Canada,   owing   to! 
late  cutting  by  the  lake  carriers.     Al-| 
though  in  Canada  the  volume  this  year! 
has  been  small,  as  compared  with  1903, 
the  difference  is  not  found  so  marked 
when  a  comparison   is  made  with  pre- 
vious 5'ears. 

The  recent  threatened  clash  between 
Russia  and  Great  Britain  has  brought 
more  prominently  before  t^anadlans  the 
prospect  of  supplying  the  mother  coun- 
try with  wheat  In  the-  event  of  the 
supply  from  the  Russian  source  being 
suddenly  cut  off  by  an  outbreak  of 
hostilities.  Many  Canadian  grain  men 
are  of  opinion  that  Britain  would  feel 
keenly  the  lack  of  sufficient  wheat 
should  war  with  Russia  come. 

Within  the  last  year  or  so  Russia  has 
l>een  the  largest  shipper  of  wheat  to 
Great  Britain.  The  United  States, 
owing  to  Increased  domestic  demands, 
is  said  to  be  shipping  about  one-flfth 
of  what  was  usually  exported  from 
there  a  few  years  ago.  Russia  and 
Argentina,  consequently,  have  been 
called  upon  to  make  up  the  deficiency; 
Russia,  last  year,  shipping  about  one- 
fifth  the  total  wheat  Into  Great  Britain, 
whose  £cnnual  requirements  are  upward 
of  200,«K>0,000  bushels.  It  is  considered 
that  now  Is  an  orrportune  time  for  Can- 
ada to  assert  herself,  for  England,  It 
is  said.  nu»3t  sooner  or  later  look  for 
her  whe»'  supply  to  other  markets  than 
thosd  of  the  United  States  and  Argen- 
tipo  alone. 

The  total  wheat  harvested  in  Mani- 
toba and  the  Northwest  territories  this 


year  amounts  to  63,000.000  bushels,  of 
which  not  much  more  than  half  will  be 
available  fur  export.  These  figures  fall 
far  short  of  the  estimate  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  .season,  while  the 
wheat  crop  of  Ontario  shows  a  mu<  h 
greater  shrinkage  in  comparison  with 
past  records.  Next  year,  however,  th  » 
area  in  grain  in  the  territories,  accord- 
ing to  the  government  report,  will  be 
increased  by  half  a  million  acre.s.  while 
it  is  said  the  older  sections  will  pro- 
duce 25  per  cent  more  next  season  than 
in  any  previous  year.  Much  of  this  in- 
crease is  due  to  the  extraordinary  open 
weather  and  the  absence  of  frosts  In 
the  West  up  to  the  present  date.

Several  of  the  large  lumber  companies 
In  this  district  who  are  conducting  opera- 
tions in  the  woods  on  a  considerable  .«cale 
this  winter  have  placed  large  orders  for 
supples  with  local  jobbers  within  the 
last  few  days,  with  the  idea  in  mind 
that  the  weather  is  now  likely  to  continue 
cold,  and  the  supplies,  particularly  the 
fresh  meats,  can  be  kept  without  spoil- 
ing. 

X  arties  who  were  In  the  city  from  the 
north  shore  Saturday  report  the  Nester 
estate  as  making  preparations  to  conduct 
logging  operations  at  Grand  Marals  on 
a  large  scale  this  winter.  The  company 
is  said  to  have  cleared  a  right-of-way 
several  hundred  feet  wide  from  the  harbor 
front  back  to  the  timber,  and  the  Intention 
is  to  put  the  logs  into  Grand  Marais 
harbor  to  be  towed  out  in  the  spring. 

Protest  has  been  made  to  the  govern- 
ment engineer  of  this  district  by  fisher- 
men from  that  place,  the  claim  being 
made  that  the  harbor  Is  small  and  the 
utilizing  of  the  space  by  logs  will  prevent 
the  ti.=;hing  boats  from  having  the  refuge 
they  will  need  in  the  soring.  The  gov- 
ernment has  not  yet  taken  any  steps  in 
the  matter,  but  it  is  under.»-tood  that  the 
fishermen  have  equal  rights  with  the 
lumber  concerns  and  that  the  latter  will 
not  be  permitted  to  utilize  too  much  of 
the  harbor  facilities. 

The  Edward  Hines  Lumber  companv  Is 
vacating  its  summer  camps-  in  Northern 
Wisconsin  and  Is  opening  its  winter 
camps.  It  is  said  that  the  company  will 
put  about  5<i.0fi0.(i00  feet  of  logs  into  Su- 
perior to  be  sawed  next  season  at  the 
Murray-McCann  mill.  The  new  mill  was 
late  in  getting  started  this  past  season, 
and  the  10.000.000  feet  of  logs  which  it  was 
unable  to  saw  have  been  towed  across  the 
bay  from  the  plant  and  boomed  for  the 
winter.

Prof.  Ward's  Discoveries 

In  Mounds  Near  Lake 

Okoboji. 

Eldora,  Iowa,  Nov.  2S.— Explor  itlon  of 
the  Indian  mounds  In  the  vicrnity  of  lake 
Okoboji  by  scientists  calls  attention  to 
the  numerous  mounds  of  the  same  de»- 
cription  In  other  parts  of  tie  state.  Many 
an  Iowa  schoollioy  possesses  a  collectioTi 
of  Indian  relics,  spear  and  arrow  heedH^ 
axes  and  other  stone  implements,  found 
at  the  base  of  some  of  these  mounds. 
Near  Gifford,  sevoa  miles  south  of  be  e, 
are  large  mounds  which  n^ver  have  beea 
explored  or  opf'^H-d,  and  which,  it  is  te- 
lleNed,  would  yield  lich  fields  for  the 
archaeologist.  On  tlie  Bainlnghauren 
farb,  near  this  city,  there  recently  liave 
been  found  some  large  flint  sp  ar  he.ids, 
some  of  them  ten  inches  lung,  and  all 
•i:ear   big   coal    beds. 

Dr.  Duren  H.  Ward  of  the  state  univer- 
sity, who  has  been  for  some  time  explor- 
ing the  mounds  at  Lake  Okoboji.  went 
about  his  work  very  systematecilly.  a..id 
important  discoveries  were  brought  to 
light.  He  is  rmly  convinc  d  that  North- 
ein  Iowa  was  at  one  time  ivihabit  d  by  a 
r.tce  of  Indians  remark;:ble  In  size  and 
pliysical  courage,  and  when  he  makes 
his  report,  illustrated  by  drawings,  map;^, 
figures  and  statistics,  the  details  of  early 
Indian  life  may  be  traced  by  th;'  rem.rns 
which  they  have  left.  Dr.  Ward  tbi-nks 
the  explorations  have  revealeJ  la  es 
radically  difTerent  from  the  Greeks  ^nd 
Romans,  and  that  around  Lake  Okob  >jl 
was  the  common  ground  of  s;-veral  races, 
and  that  thy  olten  met  theie  in  combat. 
This  partly  accounts  for  the  prevaler.ce 
of  arrow  heads  all  over  Ihi.s  part  of 
Iowa. 

One  of  the  mounds  explore  1  is  flfiy- 
flve  feet  in  diajneter.  six  feet  high,  atid 
the  formation  shows  that  It  v.as  built 
on  layers,  during  several  hund:e.l  yeirs, 
the  latest  burials  being  made  over  a  hun- 
dred years  ago.  Great  care  was  tHken 
In  removing  the  layers.  The  bodies  f>.ua<l 
lowest  down  in  the  mound  w^re  by  lar 
the  best  preserved,  and  b«  bmged  10  an 
unusual  race  of  large  Indians.  Ir.di  -a- 
tlons  point  to  their  leing  wairiors  who 
u.ndoubtedIy  had  been  killed  at  a  ciH- 
tavice  and  later  brought  to  the  mound 
and  buried.  Two  of  the  best  pr.se.-\ed 
skulls  showed  evid<-nfe-i  of  having  re- 
ceived blows  from  heavy  war  clubs.  Al- 
together there  were  found  the  relics  of 
twenty-eight  different  bodies,  and  th« 
indications  point  to  the  fact  that  prob- 
ably I'X)  persons  had  been  buried  in  the 
mound,  although  the  bones  of  many  had 
entirely    disappeared.

MONKS  BUY 
AN  OLD  ABBEY 

Carthusian  Order  Has  New 

Home  Near  Pisa, 

Italy. 

New  York,  Nov.  28.— A  Rome  special 
cable  to  the  World  says:  The  beautiful 
abbey  of  Farneta,  near  Pisa,  which  was 
lK)Ught  for  $500,000  some  time  ago  by  the 
Carthusian  monks,  who  were  expelled 
from  the  Grand  Chartreuse  at  Grenoble, 
has  been  undergoing  extensive  repairs  of 
late,  so  as  to  be  fitted  as  the  headtiuarteis 
of  the  French  order. 

The  work  now  has  been  nearly  complet- 
ed and  last  week  the  monks  took  posses- 
sion to  the  number  of  nearly  300.  arriving 
from  several  monasteries  of  France, 
Spain,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  to  which 
thev  had  been  temporarily  dispersed. 

a'  huge  vault  has  been  built  in  the  new- 
residence,  where  the  general  and  the 
other  superiors  of  the  order  are  to  reside 
permanently,  and  already,  it  Is  said,  much 
of  the  funds  constituting  the  treasury 
of  the  monks  have  been  deposited  there. 
The  order  handles  a  large  .imount  of 
money,  owing  to  the  manufacture  and 
the  sale  of  their  famous  liqueur,  which 
is  now  being  made  in  Tarragona,  Si>ain, 
and  is  sold  all  over  the  world. 

Notwithstanding  the  competition  estab- 
lished by  the  French  government,  which 
has  begun  the  manufacture  of  the  liqueur 
at  Grenoble  under  state  supervision,  the 
Carthusians  sell  Just  as  much  of  the 
liqueur  as  formerly. 

They  have  added  to  their  mark  a  special 
label  showing  that  liqueur  contained  In 
bottles   so   marked  is   made  by   them   in 


Spain,  and  French  epicures  and  connois- 
seurs prefer  their  product  to  that  of  the 
state,  which,  notwithstanding  the  emin- 
ent chemists  it  has  employed,  has  not 
yet  been  able  to  discover  the  real  secret 
of  the  Carthusian  monks. 

It  Is  estimated  that  the  Carthusian  order 
makes  an  annual  profit  of  rs.OOo.txw  out  of 
the  sale  of  thoir  liqueur,  but  by  order  of 
the  late  potK>  they  have  to  contribute 
more  than  $1.(00.000  a  year  toward  the 
support  of  the  French  national  Ci>llege  and 
.several    French    religious    institutions    in 

Rome.  .      ^       . 

The  new  residence  of  the  order  has  been 
adapted.  aocordli\g  to  the  rules  of  the 
Carthusians,  so  that  each  professed  monk, 
besides  his  cell,  i^ossesses  an  axljolning 
piece  of  ground  which  he  has  to  cultivate 
in  his  spare  moments. 

No  liqueur  will  bo  manufactured  at 
Farneta,  unless  tiio  climate  shall  prove 
adapted  to  the  cultivation  of  the  numer- 
ous herbs  which  enter  into  Its  composi- 
tion, but  the  large  tract  of  land  attached 
to  the  abbey  will,  it  Is  thought,  bo  suffi- 
cient for  the  support  of  the  monks  and 
the   daily  exercises  of   the   institution.

Carthusian  Order  Has  New 

Home  Near  Pisa, 

Italy. 

New  York,  Nov.  28.— A  Rome  sperial 
calde  to  the  World  says:  The  beautiful 
abbey  of  Farneta,  near  Pisa,  which  was 
Iwuglit  for  1500,000  some  time  ago  by  the 
Carthusian  monks,  who  were  expelled 
from  the  Grand  Chartreuse  at  Grenoble, 
has  been  undergoing  extensive  repairs  of 
late,  .'^o  as  to  be  fitted  as  the  headquarters 
of  the  French  order. 

The  work  now  has  been  nearly  complet- 
ed and  last  week  the  monks  took  posses- 
sion to  tlie  number  of  nearly  300,  arriving 
from  several  monasteries  of  France, 
Spain,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  to  which 
thev  had  been  temporarily  dispersed. 

a"  huge  vault  lias  been  built  m  the  new 
residence,  where  the  general  and  the 
other  superiors  of  the  order  are  to  reside 
permanently,  and  already,  it  is  said,  much 
of  the  funds  constituting  the  treasury 
of  the  monks  have  V>een  denoslted  there.

BE  CONSIDERATE. 

George  Skinner  puts  "in  other  words"  an  idea  as 
to  the  essential  difference  between  the  "labor  trust" 
and  other  trusts  that  lias  been  frequently  expressed 
in  these  columns.  In  a  communication  appearing  on 
Saturday   he  said  in  conclusion: 

"Do  not  be  deceived.  A  labor  organization  is  a 
trust.  In  some  respects  like  tiie  meat  trust  or  the 
Standard  Oil  company,  but  with  this  difference.  The 
meat  trust  or  the  Standard  Oil  company  are  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  robbing  the  people  for  their  own 
aggrandizement,  while  labor  organizations  are  intended 
to  assist  in  getting  for  each  individual  worker,  whether 
union  or  non-union,  a  little  more  of  what  is  his  just 
due  without  injuring  anyone." 

But  there  is  just  one  injustice  as  a  result  of  this 
effort  of  the  union  workman  to  gain  a  little  more  of 
his  just  due:  The  getting  i>ften  does  injure  somebody. 
When  there  is  a  great  strike  the  public  is  generally 
injured  either  l>y  an  increase  in  the  price  of  the  product, 
a  famine  in  the  product,  or  both.  Again  very  often  an 
emi;*.>yer  of  ial)<>r  who  is  struggling  to  make  both 
ends  meet  is  met  by  a  demand  on  the  part  of  organized 
labor  that  he  is  unable  to  fulfill  and  keep  his  head 
above  water.  The  result  is  that  if  the  union  insists 
upon  its  price  he  is  forced  out  of  business  and  his  trade 
goes  to  some  larger  competitor.  Many  employers  of 
labor  are  not  wealthy  men  and  are  not  engaged  in 
robbing  the  public  through  the  operations  of  a  combine 
or  trust.  It  is  these  who  feel  most  keenly  the  competi- 
tion of  the  trusts  on  one  side  and  the  demands  of 
organized    labor   on    the    other. 

The  operations  of  both  the  trust  and  the  labor 
union  have  a  tendency,  therefore,  to  consolidate  all 
industry  in  few  hands,  while  the  middleman  and  the 
small  em|)Ioyer  is  gn-tund  between  the  upper  and  nether 
millstones  initil  he  is  ground  into  powder  and  out  of 
existence.  Of  course  places  are  made  for  some  of  these 
in  the  impr>rtant  positions  in  larger  institutions  at  fair 
wages  but  instead  of  retaining  their  positions  of  inde- 
pendence, as  an  important  wheel  in  the  machinery  of 
the  world,  they  become  simply  cogs  in  a  greater  wheel. 
It  is  a  serious  question  whether  the  sacrifice  of 
these  small  employers,  by  forcing  them  out  of  business, 
compensates  for  the  gains  made  by  the  laboringmen 
in  wages.  If  the  benefits  of  this  consolidation  and  co- 
operation went  directly  to  the  people  in  the  way  of 
reduced  cost  of  living,  or  if  the  income  of  the  masses 
of  working  people  advanced  propi^rtionately  to  the  in- 
creased co-.t  of  living  then  there  would  be  good  reason  to 
answer  the  question  in  the  affirmative.  Dut  with  the 
trusts  in  control  of  both  production,  distribution  and 
consumption  the  cost  of  living  increases  faster  than 
wages,  with  the  result  that  the  masses  generally  do 
not   receive   their  just   dues. 

It  is  true  that  organization  of  labor  has  a  tendency 
to  better  the  condition  of  all,  and  to  advance  the  wages 
of  all,  but  as  long  as  the  great  industrial  combines  have 
control  of  the  machinery  of  government  and  enjoy 
the  privilege  of  taxing  the  people  for  their  own  benefit, 
the  advantage  to  the  masses  in  this  centralization  and 
co-operation  will  be  practically  nil. 

But  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  out  of  this  confusion 
attendant  upon  a  great  change  in  the  relations  of  em- 
ployer and  employe  there  will  yet  come  a  solution  that 
will  work  to  the  benefit  of  all  and  that  will  place 
humanity  in  general  upon  a  higher  plane.  In  the  mean- 
time it  should  be  the  aim  of  all  right-minded  union 
workmen  to  be  as  considerate  as  possible  of  thi">sc  small 
employers  whose  lives  are  being  ground  out  by  the 
"system."  It  should  also  be  tlie  aim  of  every  man 
who  desires  to  do  unto  others  as  he  would  he  done  by, 
to  so  use  the  franchise  as  to  put  an  end  to  the  power  of 
great  combinati(^ns  of  capital  to  take  more  than  a  right- 
ful share  of  the  fruits  of  production.  It  is  only  in  this 
way  that  the  masses,  as  well  as  the  middle  classes, 
ran  be  freed  from  the  galling  yoke^  that  now  rests  so 
heavilv    upon    them. 

Doth  union  and  non-union  laboringmen  have  paid 
too  little  attention  to  this  feature  of  the  matter  in  the 
past  and  as  a  rule  have  been  too  much  disposed  to  con- 
sider self  alone  and  their  own  immediate  fortunes 
rather  than  the  welfare  of  the  people  as  a  whole  and 
the  future  welfare  of  mankind.  Tiie  prosperity  of  today 
is  a  thin  veneer  that  will  not  bear  vigorous  scratching 
with  the  stick  of  investigation.

LAWSON  ON  INSURANCE. 

In  his  attack  upon  the  lite  in.surancc  companies  in 
Everybody's  Magazine  Thomas  W.  Lawson  makes  the 
assertion  that  he  was  never  refused  insurance  in  any 
of  the  large  companies  he  attacks.  Three  of  these 
insurance  companies,  including  the  New  York  Life,  say 
he  was  refused  insurance  by  them.  The  latter  company 
asserts  that  on  July  25,  1S92,  Mr.  Lawson  applied  to 
the  company  for  insurance  and  was  asked,  as  usual, 
if  he  had  ever  been  rejected  by  any  other  company  to 
which  he  had  made  application.  He  answered:  "No." 
The  iNiew  York  Life  ascertained  that  four  years  before 
he  had  been  rejected  bj'  two  other  companies  doing 
business  in  Ncv.'  York  and,  thereupon,  his  application 
was    declined. 

Mr.  Lawson  rfoes  not  make  specific  denial  of  this 
but  attempts  to  show  that  the  company  states  an  un- 
truth by  publishing  a  copy  of  a  circular  letter  recently 
received  by  him  which  solicited  him  to  take  out  insur- 
ance in  this  company. 

The  company  replies  that  it  sends  out  thousands 
of  these  circular  letters  every  year  and  that  no  doubt 
many  of  them  are  sent  to  men  who.  like  Lawson,  are  ! 
not  able  to  pass  the  required  physical  examination  and  j 
who  would  not  be  accepted  as  risks  if  they  appliecL  The 
company  also  asserts  that  on  Feb.  12.  1898.  and  on 
Jan.  18,  1900,  Mr.  Lawson  indirectly  applied  for  insur- 
ance and  was  refused. 

This  reply  appears  on  the  face  to  be  truthful  and

Washington.  Nov.  28— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— A  boom  pamphlet  of  1S71, 
•etting-  forth  the  brilliancy  of  Duluth's 
future,  i.s  an  inttrtsiing  exhibit  that  is 
contained  in  the  archives  of  the  library 
of  congress  here. 

Musi  of  its  prophecies  are  good 
prophe'  i -a  .still,  while  many  of  thvm 
are  alieady  fulfilled.  Others,  in  view 
of  what  has  hjppened  in  the  thirty- 
three  years  thai  have  elapsed,  are 
rather  pathetically  humorous. 

The  full  title  of  the  pamphlet  is  as 
follows: 

'Duluth:  Its  location  in  the  United 
istatts  and  its  commanding  |X)sition  on 
tiie  highway  of  trade  between  the  terri- 
tory of  the  Northwest  and  the  Atl.in- 
tic  citie.s  and  of  the  commerce  between 
Asia  and  the  Eastern  states  and  Eur- 
ope; to  which  is  added  a  brief  descrin- 
tion  of  the  towns  on  the  line  of  the 
J-Kike  Superior  &  Mississippi  railroad, 
■which  connects  the  head  of  navigation 
on  Lake  Superior  witn  the  head  of 
navigation  on  the  Mississippi  river  at 
St.   Paul." 

The  fust  of  the  number  of  maps 
shows  Dulutli'.s  position  on  the  -conti- 
nent, and  .-^hows  it  to  be  handy  to 
nearly  everywhere.  It  shows  Duluth 
surrounded  by  vast  pine  forests,  and 
Indicates  the  existence  of  gold  and  sllv»r 
prospects  to  the  northward.  Slate  is 
a>so  .«!hown  to  be  a  valuable  po.sbibility, 
but  iron  is  still  overlooked. 

The  map  is  a  web  of  circles,  each  so 
many  miles  from  Duluth.  One  circle 
Includ's  Alaska,  whi'h  is  shown  to  ne 
only  l\t>io  miles  from  Duluth.  New 
York  is  fortuitlou.-'ly  situated  on  the 
1000-mile  line.  An  area  of  2,000,i»0») 
aduare  miles,  west  to  the  Pacittc  and 
north  to  Hudson  bay.  is  shown  to  be 
directly  tri»>utary  to  Duluth.  St.  Paui, 
Mlnneai>olis  and  Omaha  are  accorded 
places   within   this  belt. 

A  plat  of  Duluth  of  that  dav  Is  hl.s- 
torlcally  Uit?rosting.  Out  at  Twtn- 
tioth  avenue  west,  a  county  road  runs 
negligently  over  the  platted  blocks. 
The  only  railroad  feature  is  the  Lake 
Superior  &  Missis.sippi.  afit-rward  the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and  now  a  part  of 
the  Northern  Pa.^iriri  system.  The 
depot  U;  at  Fifth  avenue  west,  some- 
what btlow  the  site  of  the  pre.sent 
Union  st.itlon.  The  freight  station  is 
at  Third  avenue  p,ii>t,  with  an  clev.itor 
handy.  Outside  the  point,  and  above

Rice's 
point  is  platted  more  than  half  way 
over  to  Minnesota  point,  and  beyond 
■where  the  |>resent  steamship  chaiinel 
exists  is  shown  dry  lantl  in  the  f.vm 
of  several  islands,  about  midway  be- 
tween the  points.  The  depth  of  water 
In  the  hnrbor  exceeds  ten  feet  no- 
where, according  to  the  plat.  I

For 
instance: 

"Even  the  residents  of  Superior  City 
admit  that  with  the  building  of  our 
harbor,  the  prize  has  eluded  th«!r 
gra.siv  and  many  of  them  are  remov- 
ing themselves  and  their  Interests  to 
this  city.  Those  that  remain,  base  ail 
their  business  hopes  upon  the  ov-sr- 
llowlng    prosperity   of   Duluth." 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
for  lake  commerce.  Superior's  natural 
entry  to  the  harbor  is  no  good,  oe- 
cau.se  by  one  storm  In  the  preceding 
summer  it  was  .so  blocked  up  with 
sand  as  to  be  inaccessible  to  vessels 
drawing  six  feet  of  water.  The  ex- 
istence of  the  channel  at  the  Superior 
entry  is  said  to  depend  upon  whether 
or  not  the  current  of  the  St. Louis  river 
is  strong  eiiough  to  carry  out  the  .sand 
it  brings  down,  or  whether  the  lake 
waves  are  strong  enough  to  stop  tl»e 
sand  at  the  entry,  blcx-king  It  up,  as 
sometimes  happened.  Because  of  this 
uncertainty,  Duluth  was  building  a 
ship  canal,  protected  by  a  large  break- 
water. 

Comparisons  are  odious,  but  the 
book  compares  St.  Paul  with  Duluth. 
It  states  that  St.  Paul  has  risen  to  ba 
a  place  of  200,000  people  with  an  an- 
nual wholesale  trade  of  $15,000,000. 
with  its  best  lots  worth  $6tJ0  a  front 
foot.  It  gained  this  triumphant  emin- 
ence solely  with  Us  river  navigation. 
Moral:  What  can  Duluth  do  with  her 
suiicrior   advantages? 

The  painphl.  t  gravely  discusses  the 
possibility  of  bringing  iron  ore  from 
Marquette,  300  miles  by  lake,  to  be 
manufactured  in  Duluth.  Not  much 
attention  is  given  to  the  rep'»rt3  that 
"vast  mountains  of  iron  ore  have  been 
found  at  Vermilion  lake,"  but  stress 
is  placed  on  the  fact  that  gold,  sliver 
and  copper  have  been  found. 

The  book  appears  to  have  been  de- 
signed to  a  considerable  extent  to  ad- 
verti.se  the  Lake  Superior  &  Missis- 
sippi railroad,  which  it  is  .said  passes 
through  a  country  containing  i),aOO,00u,- 
iv»  feet  of  lumber. 

Slate  is  to  be  found  at  "the  Important 
city  of  Thomson,"  and  a  description  of 
this  find  takes  up  more  space  than  do?3 
the  reference  to  the  lumber  industry. 

It  is  stated  that  Duluth  "must  be- 
come, and  that  speedily,  the  greatest 
grain  market  in  the  world.  Minnesota 
produced  20.000,000  bushels  of  wheat 
in   1S71." 

Duluth  Is  also  designed  to  be  the 
chief  fur  emporium  of  the  Unite  1 
.States,  as  well  as  the  greatest  cattlo 
market  of  the  North  American  con- 
tinent. It  will  also  be  a  great  porii 
and  beef  packing  center. 

More  interesting  historically  Is  th3 
description  of  Duluth  as  At  was  at  tho 
writing  of  the  pamphlet: 

"Le.s8  than  two  years  ago  there  was 
a  small  village  here,  all  the  inhabit- 
ants for  four  miles  around  not  ex- 
ceeding 150.  Now  We  have  an  organiz- 
ed city  of  4')00  to  5iXX).  increasing  at  an 
unprecedentedly  rapid  rate.  Nine  milii 
of  stre^-ts  have  been  opened  in  th-j 
past  year.  The  breakwater  has  be-n 
completed  from  the  shoi-e  at  Third 
avenue  East  nearly  500  feet.  The  Citi- 
zen's dock,  forty  feet  wide  and  extend- 
ing 600  feet  into  the  lake,  has  bee.i 
completed.  The  digging  of  the  canal 
has  been  started,  and  it  Is  expected  to 
be  open  for  the  commence  of  the  next 
sea.son.  There  are  four  churches,  their 
buildings,  costing  as  follows:  Epis- 
copal, Jjr.OO;  Pre-sbyterlan,  $17,000,  near- 
ly completed;  Methodist,  $S(>00.  nearly 
completed;  Catholic,  $GOi)0.  There  are 
four  public  schools  and  one  private 
school,    with  about  400  pupils. 

The  hotels  are  the  Clark  house,  open- 
ed July  4  last,  and  the  Buy  View  house, 
and  the  town  has  about  600  buildings 
Oas  and  water  comimnles  havo  been 
formed,  and  water  has  been  Introduced 
In  part  of  the  city.  Six  lines  of  steam- 
boats are  operating  on  the  lake  and  a 
projected  new  line  of  six  boats  will 
give  the  port  an  average  of  two  boats 
a  day. 

Very  interesting  are  the  references  to 
S3«ne  of  the  towns  on  the  line  of  the 
railroad.  Thomson  seems  to  have  been 
especially  favored,  as  witness  this  re- 
ference: "What  Manchester  is  t>  Lon- 
don, Lowell  to  Boston,  so  will  the  city 
of  Thomson  be  to  Duluth."  Lumber, 
water  power  and  slate  are  to  be  the 
business,  and  "siKeedlly  anwng  the 
known  manuf.act urlng  centers  will  be 
enrolled   the  city  of  Thonx.son." 

Other  towns  mentioned  are  as  fol- 
lows: Oneota.  600  people;  Fond  du  Lao, 
the  "Long  nranch"  of  Duluth.  200  peo- 
ple; Hinckley,  150  people;  IMne  City, 
250  people;  North  Hranuh,  Kush  City, 
Wyoming.    Forest    Lake.

'I'he  unnleasant  task  of  breaking  the 
news  to  the  family  was  then  undertaken 
by  Mr.  Crawford,  who  called  at  the  house 
altout  8:30  o'clock.  It  was  a  i>eaceful 
little  family  party  that  he  was  called  upon 
to  Interrupt.  The  father  and  mother 
were  talking  In  the  living  room  anJ  the 
two  little  si.ster.s  of  the  dead  man  were 
re;iiling    bt-.-iide    tho    fireplace. 

Mr.  Crawford  called  the  father  to  the 
door  and  asked  him  If  his  son  had  re- 
turned tr<im  his  hunting  trip.  The  father 
lmm<>dlately  suspected  tlie  truth,  and, 
'oursting  into  tears,  asked  If  the  boy  had 
been  shot.  When  Mr.  Ciawford  replied 
In  the  affirmative,  the  f.ather  In  t>rol{en- 
hearted  tones  announced  the  sad  news 
to  the  other  members  of  the  family. 

Leo  Te.ske.  tho  young  man's  companion 
on  the  fatal  trip,  did  not  learn  of  the 
accident  until  'j  o'clock  last  evening. 

He  and  the  father  both  called  at  the 
undertaking  rooms  and  Identitled  the 
body  of  the  young  man. 

An  examination  of  the  body  was  m!»d* 
li^.^t  evening  by  Deputy  Coroner  Unne- 
man.  The  bullet  was  found  to  have 
.severed  the  abdominal  aorta  at  the  left 
of  the  ninth  rib  and  to  have  imbedded 
Itself  in  the  muscles  of  the  back.  Death 
was  probably  instantaneous  owing  to  the 
great  loss  of  blood.  The  hullet  was  flat- 
tened out  by  contact  with  the  bones. 

Coroner  B")yer  will  commence  an  In- 
vestigation today  to  ascertain  if  possible 
who  fired  the  .ohot.  and  if  the  culprit  can 
be  dl.scovered  .a  charge  of  second  degree 
murder  or  manslaughter  will  l>e  laid 
Against   him. 

Wendt's*  death  is  the  eighth  cauoed  by 
careles.s  hunter.^  In  the  woods  of  North- 
ern Wlscon.sln  and  Minnesota  .since  the 
dcfr  season  opr>r.cd. 

The  w<^ods  In  the  vicinity  of  Dnluth  yes- 
terday  were  overrun  with  himters  out 
for  the  day.  Dr.  T.innem.m  stated  thst 
ho  passed  no  lei^s  than  twenty-five  while 
returning  with  the  body  yesterday  after- 
noon, and  that  he  could  he.lr  guns  in  all 
directions.  At  one  time  a  stray  bullet 
cllpp.'d  a  small  branch  from  a  tr»e  1*»S3 
than  1«X>  feet  from  where  the  party  stood.

Then-  would  !»»•  times  when  a  fi.rl- 
ing  of  rejuvenation  told  him  that  he 
had  slept.  He  timed  his  slumbers,  ai«d 
on  no  oeeasion  for  thirty-nine  years. 
he  says,  have  they  lastetl  for  m-re 
than  n  half  hour. 

"Whenever  I  diil  fall  asleep,  even 
though  it  wa.s  not  for  more  than  thirty 
minutes,  I  felt  fully  refre.shed."  Tin- 
ney says.  "Kven  now  this  wakefuln.-s.^ 
is  terrible.  I  eannet  ke'p  my  brair. 
from  reviewing  all  thf  things  I  nu .  >• 
seen  in  my  travels— and  I  »)uild  such 
castles,"   Tinney  .said    with  a  sigh. 

Tinney's  eyt-s  have  a  faded,  listl>j<.s 
appearance  like  those  of  the  b!ii;d. 
He  cannot  use  drugs  or  stimulanls,  as 
they  inert^ase   his   niTvoii.'^ness. 

The  present  period  of  wakefulne  ji 
is  longer  than  usual,  and  Tinney  at- 
tribule.<^  this  to  indoor  work.  He  says 
that  formerly  there  were  perhaps  sixty 
nights  during  a  year  when  he  would 
catch  a  few  minute.s'  sleep.  His  sleep- 
lessness is  moi»'  pinnounved  during  In- 
winter,    when    the    bloo<l    is    thieker. 


ENDS  LIFE  m  CELL. 

Man  Believed  to  Be  Prominent 
German,  Is  Dead. 

Cincinnati,  Nov.  J">.— A  man,  be!ie\>d 
to  be  prominently  connect*^  In  Ger- 
many, commited  suicide  by  hanging 
himself  in  his  cell  at  the  central  po- 
lice station  here  yesterday.  He  svvta 
registered  as  Max  liickhardt,  aged  IT. 
Germany,  at  the  police  headquarter.^.

undei  diflerent  name.s  and  under  other 
names  in  St.  L.ouls  and  e'-'o^'wliere 
throughout  the  country,  he  was  caMt-d 
"The  German  Prince  of  Many  Aliases." 
Letters  were  found  addrosseil  to  Lid- 
dle  Lang.  Reiehentjaek.  Saxony,  Ger- 
many, and  he  repuatediy  said  she  was 
waiting  there  for  his  return.  He  was 
arrested  last  Tuesday  at  the  Grand 
hotel,  where  he  had  registered  as 
Clement  Christian  Luteren,  aiil 
charged  with  Ix'ing  a  hotel  thief.  He 
had  i>assports  and  letters  of  recom- 
mendation that  it  is  alleged  were 
stolen.  Since  his  arrest,  telegrams 
have  poured  Into  cineinnati  from  Iij- 
dianapolis,  Louisville  and  other  cilios. 
and  espwially  from  St.  Louis,  In- 
quiring about  the  alleged  hf>tel  •  '--f. 
He  had  railway  mileage  in  the  name 
of  J.  liuitman.  of  »;incinnati,  and  C. 
W.  Nicliols  and  L.  McDonald,  of  N'e»v 
York,  all  .said  to  have  been  .secured 
from  rooms  in  hotels.  While  the  man 
was  wanted  in  a  dozen  cities,  it  is  oc- 
lieved  that  he  dhnJ  without  anyone 
in   this  country   learning   his   name.

PROM  THE  MenAUO 

WASHINGTON  BU  ftgAU. 

Wa.shington.  Nov.  28— (Special  to  The 
Herald)— The  Si.  Louis  exposition  will 
close  this  week  and  another  chapter  in 
the  history  of  great  financial  sacrlfltes 
for  the  benefit  of  American  commerce 
will  have  been  written.  Of  all  the 
great  "World's  fairs"  held  in  this  coun- 
try In  the  piist  thirty  years  that  in  St. 
Louis  was  the  greatest  in  extent  and 
th*;  most  disastrous  for  its  finanriaJ 
backers.  lieglnning  with  Philadelphia, 
in  18('6,  and  ending  with  .St.  Louis  in 
1904,  there  have  been  held  in  the  past 
three  decades  nine  of  these  interna- 
tional expositions— namely,  Philadel- 
phia, New  Orleans,  Chicago,  Nashville, 
Atlanta,  Omaha,  Buffalo,  Charleston 
and  St.  Louis.  With  the  slnble  excep- 
tion of  the  trans-Mississippi  expositioa 
in  Omaha,  in  1K!«s.  each  and  every  one 
of  these  great  fairs  entailed  large  fin- 
ancial loss  upon  the  men  who  furnished 
the  funds  for  their  establishment 
Omaha's  exposition  w;is  not  too  large 
for  the  territory,  and  although  in  op- 
eration during  the  year  of  the  Spanish 
war.  it  shines  out  as  the  one  American 
exposition  which  most  nearly  ap 
proached  a  financial  success. 

There  are  two  other  "World's  fairs" 
on  the  program  of  national  events.  The 
"Lewis  and  Clark"  ext>osltion  in  Port 
land.  (Jre.,  next  year,  and  the  celebra- 
tien  of  the  three  hundredth  annivereary 
of  the  settlement  of  Virginia  in  James- 
town, the  year  following.  Government 
aid  has  been  extended  to  both  and  each 
will  doubtless  prove  a  great  attraction 
for  the  local  people,  but  neither  is  ex- 
pected to  draw  big  crowds  from  the 
country  at  large. 

One  other  exposition  is  in  contempla- 
tion whii-h  promises  to  lie  unique  in 
the  extreme  If  the  plans  of  its  project- 
ors art  carried  out.  This  is  no  less 
th.in  a  great  railroad  show,  right  here 
at  the  capital  of  the  nation.  Unlike  all 
the  others,  this  exi>osltlon  will  ask  not 
a  dollar  of  governnn-nt  aid.  nl  fact,  it 
IS  not  intended  to  even  form  a  stock 
company.  The  plan  is  to  simply  ask 
congress  for  authority  to  use  the  va- 
cant lands  south  of  the  "White  lot" 
and  the  "Monument  grounds,"  for  a 
period  of  three  or  four  months.  If  that 
consent  is  granted  there  will  be 
brought  to  Washington  for  exhibit 
lure  about  everything  In  the  way  of 
railroad  appliances  that  have  ever  been 
u.sed  on  the  railroads  of  the  countr>'. 
There  will  be  engines  of  all  typ«"8. 
steam  and  electiic,  car.s^f  all  de.-'crlp- 
tions,  frt.m  the  old-fashfnned  "flat"  and 
the  "gondola,"  up  to  t*ie  most  luxuri- 
ous of  the  "private  palaie"  v.irlety. 
.^witches,  froK.s.  ties,  signal  appliances, 
biakes,  <  ouplers,  comlensers.  injectors 
and  tin'  thous.and  and  one  devices 
which  form  th'^  stock  in  trade  of  the 
railroad  appliance  men  will  be  on  ex- 
hibition. In  fact,  if  the  plans  n€  the 
projectors  of  the  "show"  are  carried 
t>ut  there  will  be  brought  to  Washing- 
ton the  most  comprehensive  and  com- 
plete railroad  etiuipifient  ever  shown  at 
one  time  In  the  world. 

The  project  has  met  with  the  most 
hearty  .apjiroval  of  railroad  nien  and 
manufacturers  throughout  the  country, 
and  no  possible  doubt  exists  as  to  tlie 
success  of  the  enterprise.  This  Is  not 
to  be  a  mrney  nniking  .show  In  any 
sen^ie  of  the  word.  The  idea  is  simply 
to  bring  together  everything  offered 
for  sale  to  railroad  builders  and  rail- 
road managers  which  could  possibly 
Interest  them,  and  naturally  the  man- 
ufacturers are  eager  to  seize  the  op- 
portunity to  display  their  products 
under  such  advantageous  circumstan- 
ces. The  railroad  exposition  will  be  the 
most  unhjue  affair  of  the  kind  ever 
projected  in  this  or  any  other  country, 
and  It  is  only  reasonable  to  believe 
that  congress  will  grant  the  necessary 

authority  for  the  use  of  the  grounds. 

*  •    * 

It  is  doubtful  If  the  president  ever 
made  a  more  appropriate  apjwlntment 
than  that  of  Francis  E.  Leupp,  to  be 
commis.-ioner  of  Indian  affairs.  Mr. 
Leupp,  who  ha?  been  the  rorres|)ondent 
here  of  the  New  York  Evening  Post  for 
the  past  fifteen  years,  has  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  Indian  jiroblem. 
and  he  is  recognized  as  an  authority 
upon  .ill  subjects  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  the  red  nun.  He  has  un- 
selfishly devoted  hi.<  time  ;ind  talents 
to  the  advancement  in  civilization  of 
ihe  aborigims,  and  has  been  a  valiant 
champion  of  their  rights  before  con- 
gress and  the  departments.  For  years 
Mr.  Leupp  was  connected  with  organi- 
zations established  to  secure  them 
their  rights,  and  during  President  Mc- 
Kinleys  term  he  was  api^olnted  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  Indian  commis- 
.sioners.  a  body  of  gentlemen  who  have 
devoted  their  time  and  talents  to  the 
well  being  of  the  Indians,  without 
other  reward  than  the  knowledge  th.it 
th<y  were  aiding  the  cause  of  human- 
ity and  civilization. 

Mr.  I..eupp  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Syra.  use  Herald,  in  the  "TOs.  and 
came  to  Washington  eight  or  ten  years 
after  to  devote  himsdf  to  literary  and 
newspai>er  work.  In  an  atmosphere 
offering  greater  advantages  than  the 
thriving  city  In  Central  New  York. 
From  the  outset  he  won  for  himself  a 
place  In  the  very  rank  ef  literary  men 
here,  and  no  man  stands  higher  in  the 
esteem  of  his  associates  and  public 
men,  generally,  totlay  than  the  cour- 
teou.s  gentleman  who,  on  the  first  of 
January,  will  assume  control  of  the 
bureau  of  Indian  affairs.

One  of  the  first  results  of  the  official 
visit  of  Assistant  Secretary  of  State 
Pierce  to  the  American  consulates  !n 
Europe  and  Asia  will  be  a  decided 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  I'nii*^ 
.Elates  consular  corps.  Mr.  Pierce  dis- 
covered officially  what  so  many  trav- 
elers have  found  out  for  them.selvis. 
namely  that  in  morals  and  intt'grll:' 
the  consular  corps  is  capable  of  great 
improvement.  It  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  e\  er  since  this  country  sent  con  - 
mercial  representatives  abroad  politi- 
cal services  have  governed  8electio..s 
m:^re  frequently  than  absolute  fitne.3S. 
The  result  has  been  that  in  the  past 
the  American  consul  has  frequently 
done  far  more  harm  than  good  to  his 
country.  There  are  known  Instances 
where  a  consul  with  a  bad  repulatirn 
has  so  far  Impressed  his  personality 
upon  the  i>oople  among  whom  he 
seivcd  that  his  successors  have  been 
unable,  after  years  of  faithful  service 
to  undo  the  great  damage  created.  Mr. 
Pierce  did  not  start  out  on  a  "junket"  I 
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when  he  began  his  tour  of  inspection. 
He  went  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
absolute  facts  and  the  information 
which  he  presented  to  the  president 
upon  his  return  has  convinced  the  lat 
ter  that  there  is  a  wide  field  for  im- 
provement and  Mr.  Roosevelt  Is  the 
man  to  carry  out  the  reforms  wlikh 
are  shown    to   be  necessary. 

During  the  next  few  months,  and  es- 
pecially during  the  extra  .session  of  the 
senate  in  March,  there  will  be  a  great 
many  changes  in  the  consular  force. 
Every  man  whose  record  is  clouded 
will  be  removed,  no  matter  how  in- 
fluential his  "backing"  may  be.  Cf 
course  there  will  be  a  protest  from 
senators  who  have  political  friends  in 
the  list  whom  they  desire  to  retain,  no 
matter  how  unworthy,  but  Mr.  lioo.se- 
velt  is  determined  that  his  adminis 
tratlon  shall  be  marked  for  Its  reform 
in  this  Important  branch  of  the  federal 
service  and  the  men  who  are  on  Mr. 
Pierce's  "little  list"  will  have  to  step 
down  and  out,  no  matter  how  influcr. 
tlal   their  friends  in.  political   life   may

The  national  Ixxird  for  the  promo- 
tion of  rllle  practice  is  collecting  In- 
formation from  various  governments 
as  to  what  is  being  done  in  the  san.e 
direction  in  other  countries.  An  inter- 
esting description  of  what  the  Italian 
government  is  doing  for  the  promo- 
tion of  rifle  practice  has  been  received 

"In  1SS2  the  Italian  government  or- 
ganized an  as.six-iatlon  for  the  purpose 
of  teaching  all  the  citizens  how  to 
properly  handle  the  military  ride.  Thl.> 
organization  Is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  secretary  of  war,  who  has  his 
headquarters  at  Rome.  As  soon  as 
there  are  10  members  affiliated  In  ar.y 
one  community,  a  branch  is  form* . I. 
Every  citizen  above  sixteen  years  of 
age    making   an    application   with    boni 
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flde  certificate,  on  the  payment  of 
8i.\ty  cents,  a  year  becomes  a  membi  r. 
"Total  or  partial  xemption  from  mil- 
itary duty  is  given  to  members  who 
have  profitably  taken  shooting  lesso:is 
for  two  years  before  the  call  to  arms. 
A  student  cannot  get  his  diploma  or 
attend  any  university,  unless  he  pre- 
sents the  shooting  booklet,  proving 
that  he  has  attended  tlie  shooting  ex- 
ercises of  his  .society.  • 

"As  soon  as  a  branch  society  is 
formed,  it  takes  the  name  of  the  Na- 
tional Rilie  association — .«!Ociety  of  tiie 
city  or  town  where  it  is  located.  Tlie 
memliers  meet  and  elect  an  cxecuil\:^ 
board,  which  holds  office  for  two  yeais. 
This  board  is  composed  of  three  men 
for  every  100  members,  five  for  2<>0, 
seven  for  500,  and  nine  for  1000  or  more 
members.  The  Italian  government  al- 
so appoints  a  commissioned  officer  over 
each  society,  who  has  the  same  au- 
thority as  the  ether  members  of  the 
executive  board.' 

"In  the  vicinity  of  each  branch  so- 
ciety, by  the  order  of  the  exccuti .e 
board  and  under  the  supervision  of  a 
military  engineer,  thre  is  built  a 
shooting  ground.  If  the  society  can- 
not pay  the  expense  of  making  and 
maintaining  it,  such  expense  will  »»• 
paid,  one-third  l)y  the  city,  one-third 
by  the  county  and  one-third  by  the 
government.  Tliis  is  a  law  of  the 
country." 

"The  government  gives  each  branch, 
according  to  tiie  number  of  member.-i. 
sufficient  rifles,  and  sells  the  ammu- 
nition at  cost  price.  Many  complain  is 
weie  made  that  the  cartridge  for  th'^ 
small  caliber  rifles  were  too  powerful 
for  safety  at  the  ranges,  and  three 
years  ago  the  government  experts 
made  a  cartridge  for  practice  onl.v, 
which  shoots  accurately  up  to  300 
yeads,  and  costs  something  less  than  a 
cent  each.  The  difference  between  iht- 
regular  and  the  reduced  cartridges  i'^ 
as  follows:  Regular  cai-tridgts,  weight 
of  bullet  10.r)0  grains,  filled  with  sclen- 
Ite  l'.2.S  grains.  The  reduced  cartridg- 
looks  the  same  as  the  regular,  excpl 
that  the  metallic  outside  Part  of  th<' 
bullet  has  an  opening,  the  size  of  a 
s<tuare  millimeter,  which  is  filled  wltli 
sand." 

The  day  for  practice  is  always  Su  i- 
day.  so  the  workingmen  can  always 
attend  the  meetings  without  losing  a 
day's  work.

Shot  Down  In  New 

Mexico. 

AlV>uquerfiue,  N.  M..  Nov.  2S.  — News  was 
r»  ceived  here  y»-sterday  of  the  assas.>-ina- 
tion  of  Col.  F.  Fran<uis  Chave?,  proltably 
the  liest-known  Hepulilican  i>oiitiei;in  in 
New  Mexico,  at  Pines  Wells.  Torence 
comity.  <'ol.  Chaves  was  the  guest  of  a 
friend,  and  wliile  they  were  eating  supp«  r 
a  sliot»was  tired  through  a  window  and 
Ciiaxes  fill  from  his  (  liair  dead.  As 
soon  as  possilile  a  posse  took  tlie  trail  of 
tlie  assassin.  A  spetiai  train  was  sent  out 
over  the  Santa  Fe  <*entral  witii  blood- 
houn<ls  from  a  penitentiary,  and  extra- 
ordinai  y  efri>rt>  are  being  made  by  na- 
tional. territoiTal  and  county  offictrp  to 
capture  the  assassin.  J'eoplt-  In  re  believe 
that  the  assassination  was  the  work  of 
some   politival   enemv. 

Col.  Chaves  was  norn  in  New  Mexico 
in  is:<3.  He  was  edu(  ated  in  St.  I.ouis 
university  and  also  atteiided  tlie  college 
of  Fhysicians  and  Surgt<ins  in  New  Vork. 
lie  served  as  u  scout  und<r  Kit  Carson 
in  many  Indian  wars,  ami  in  ISdl  was 
commissioned  ma.lor  of  the  First  New 
Mexico  infantry  i'V  I'resideiit  Lincoln  and 
afterwards  pronioted  to  colonel. 

He  had  been  in  the  territorial  execu- 
tive couiu-il  continuously  since  18T0.  Two 
years  ago  lie  was  api>ointed  by  the  gover- 
nor territorial  superintendent  of  instriic- 
tlon  and  was  named  by  tiie  legislature 
of  \[K>:\  the  iiistorian  for  New  Mexico. 
These  positions  he  laid  at  the  time  of  his 
death.

Mr««.  Asher's  subject  was  "Our  "Work 
Among  the  Poor."  Her  address  con- 
tained much  that  was  of  great  hutnan 
interest.  It  dealt  with  the  condition.? 
existing  among  the  poor  of  the  city, 
and  many  of  those  present  were  p.-ob- 
ably  surprised  to  learn  to  what  extent 
the  society  had  gone  in  alleviating  th? 
sun'ering  of  this  cla.ss,  and  in  brinj:- 
Inf  joy  where  before  there  had  been 
misery.  It  was  under  the  superinleud- 
ency  of  Mrs.  Asher  that  hundreds  of 
the  poorest  and  most  needy  home.<<  of 
the  city  were  visited  regularly.  About 
$300  were  expended  in  connection  with 
this  work  during  the  past  year,  and 
many  generous  donati>ii)s  of  clothing 
and  pro\  isions  were  sent  out  from  tlie 
Bethel,  of  which  no  exact  record  was 
kept.  In  addition  to  what  was  do.ie 
for  fdmilies.  many  needy,  homti..ss 
men  were  helped.  A  large  number 
were  giv«n  clothing  and  medical  at- 
tention, and  r»25  men  were  sui»pllcil 
with  work  through  the  agency  of  ujc 
Btthel. 

"The  year  has  brought  with  it  many 
causes  for  happiness  and  encourage- 
ment. "  said  Mrs.  Asln  r.  "but  of  neces- 
sity, it  has  preac!ite«l  many  distress- 
ing s<  enes.  many  calls  to  the  sick  ai.d 
the  sorrowing,  and  many  requests  lor 
foi.d  and  <  i(Jthing  and  for  assistance 
in  the  ( mt  rgencles  w  hich  .so  often  ac- 
company poverty.  But  we  are  thank- 
ful that  it  has  been  possible  for  u.»  to 
meet  every  reque'^t  for  assistance." 
•     •     • 

"Our  Cottage  Prayer  Meetings"  was 
the  subject  assigned  L.  D.  Turner, 
under  w  ho.<e  direction  these  nH-eting.^ 
were  .'.Uii  ted  in  May.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  nearly  4tKi  of  them  have  been 
conducted,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  two.ity.  These  services  were  held 
in  neglected  and  un-Christian  homes 
of  the  city.  Mr.  Turner  dealt  w  ith  this 
phase  of  the  Bethel  work  in  an  inter- 
esting manner,  and  said  that  manv 
conversions    had    resulted      from      the 

meeting*.

In  her  talk  on  "Our  Rescue  Home," 
Miss  Mary  E.  .*<hannon  dealt  with 
many  pathetic-  incidents  that  had  come 
under  her  fd)servation  as  superintend- 
ent of  this  department.  Her  daily  ex- 
periences bring  her  face  to  face  with 
almost  every  form  of  sin  and  suffering, 
and  .so  fs-r  as  lies  within  the  power  of 
the  B.-thol.  each  Individual  is  giv-;n 
the   necessary   assistance. 

"Too  often  the  attempt  is  made," 
said  the  speaker,  "to  change  the  11  .vs 
of  fallen  women  by  human  power 
alone.  This  cannot  be  done.  Divine 
assistance  must  be  calh-d  in  before 
8U(  h  lives  as  these  are  changed.  Many 
of  these  pror  creatures  aie  deserving 
of  our  pity,  rather  than  of  our  V)lan.e. 
If  we  could  understand  their  early  his- 
tory, know  of  the  surroundings  and 
teuiidations  of  their  youth  and  of  thclv 
manner  of  bringing  up.  we  would  i..>t 
be  so  prone  to  Mame.  and  the  sight  of 
the  poor,  panting  women  walk»i-.g 
about  the  streets  would  wring  sorrow 
fiom   our   hearts. 

"Many  of  the  calls  for  help  are  fr.m 
those  V  ho  cannot  be  termed  fall-  n 
women  as  that  word  Is  commonly  used 
in  rescue  work.  Not  every  one  who 
applies  is  a<lmilte^d  Into  the  family. 
Often   the  'help   needed   is   a   bed   o,-  a 


meal  or  direction  as  to  where  to  find 
work  that  is  ^va^te^  and  someiinits  it 
is  only  the  chamie^o  sit  lor  an  hour 
and  unburden  oijf'B-'tieart  to  a  friendly 
listener.  i 

'During  the  pa»t  year  a  considerable 
number  of  young  girls  have  come  to 
the  home  for  rest  after  a  siege  of  sick- 
ness, or  have  been  sent  to  us  on  tiielr 
arrival  in  the  city  in  .search  of  work. 
Several  such  cases  are  mentioned  iii 
my  annual  report,  and  scores  more 
might  be  told  of.  One  we  have  helped 
was  a  bright-faced  Gorman  girl,  iif- 
leen  years  old,  who  reached  Du'.uth 
with  only  a  few  cents  in  her  pocket, 
and  without  an  idea  as  to  wheic  sh? 
would  spend  the  night.  She  was  a  total 
stranger,  not  only  to  this  city,  but  tc 
the  city  ways.  A  woman  who  dis- 
covered her  predicament  sent  her  to 
the  home.  We  are  Indeed  thanliful 
that  today  she  is  happily  working  in 
one  of  the  best  homes  in  the  city  .n- 
stead  of  sitting,  broken-hearted  among 
the  throngs  of  unfortunates,  as  she  no 
doubt  would  be  had  she  fallen  into 
evil  hands  the  first  day,  as  many  do. 

"Another  girl  who  calls  our  house  her 
home  and  comes  back  to  it  at  every 
opportunit.v,  came  m  us  last  winte.'. 
sick  and  discouraged.  Her  pale  face, 
and  parched  lips  confirmed  the  sloiy 
that  she  had  been  sie  k.  The  landlady 
who  had  kept  her  while  her  money 
lasted  felt  unable  lo  do  so  Kiiger.  \.'c 
a«ked  the  girl  where  her  parents  were. 
The  tears  rolled  down  her  face  as  she 
told  that  they  had  been  dead  for  years 
and  that  she  was  without  home  and 
practically  without  friends  here.  She' 
often  expresses  gratitude  that  she  wj.^ 
led  to  a  place  where  she  found  friends 
whom    she   could    trust.  ' 

Many  other  instance-s  of  a  simi.ar 
nature  were  mentiined,  and  ihe 
speaker  also  told  of  bringing  back 
into  the  right  way  of  living,  certain 
women,  who.  when  taken  in  cnajge.

Interesting  Figures  Com- 
piled By  Department 
Of  Commerce. 

Washington.  Nov.  28.— (Special  to  The 
Herald. >— The  recent  announcement  e)f  a 
proposed  new  form  of  courrency  for  Mex- 
ico leads  especial  interest  to  some  fig- 
ures Just  compiled  by  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor  through  its  bureau 
of  statistics,  regai'ding  the  commerce  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Mexico. 
These  figures  show  that  the  exjKjrts  from 
the  I'nited  States  to  Mexico  have  grown 
from  $13.0»Xi.W)  in  1890  to  $46.00O.fX>0  in  If^l, 
speaking  in  round  terms;  and  that  the 
imports  Into  ihe  I'liited  States  from  Mex- 
ico have  growm  from  $23,00C»,O0O  in  li-^i  to 
$44.iWO,'>X»  in  1904.  Thus  our  exports  to 
Mexico  in  19«>t  wer"  thre^  and  one  half 
times  as  great  as  in  1890.  and  our  im- 
ports from  Mexico  practically  twice  as 
great  .'«s  in  that  year. 

An  even  more  int»>resting  fact  is  found 
in  a  comparison  of  the  figures  of  Mexican 
trade  with  the  United  States  with  the 
total  trade  of  Mexico.  The.se  show  that 
of  the  Imports  into  Mexico  in  the  latest 
year  for  which  infonnation  is  available, 
the  United  .St.ites  supplied  59  per  cent 
of  the  total  imports,  and  that  of  the  ex- 
ports from.

supi)ly  is  secured,  the  dairymen  of  the 
city  will  m.U<e  a  fight  against  the  pro- 
posed milk  ordinance  which  will  come  be- 
fore the  council  this  evening  for  discus- 
sion.

The  milkmen,  it  is  under8t<H>d,  will  be 
repres«nt'-d    by   -Attorney    Porter   J.    Neff. 

On  the  other  hand  the  supporters  of  the 
ordinanco  claim  that  a  similar  ordinance 
is  in  torce  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
and  is  being  us« d  to  good  effect  there.

located,  and  such  men  a«  are  wanted 
there  are  principally  to  1111  vacancies 
which  may  o<.cur  from  time  to  lime  in 
the  three  companies  stationed  there, 
while  the  balance  of  the  men  who  land 
thero  are  distributed  to  other  points, 
as  needed.

After  6  o'clock  this  afternoon  not  a 
wheel  will  be  turning  In  any  of  the 
West  Duluth  saw  mills.  The  Red  Cliff 
mill  cU>sed  for  the  eeason  Saturday 
night  and  the  Alger-Smlth  plant  ceas- 
ed operations  for  the  year  this  morn- 
ing. Merrill  &  King  would  also  have 
shut  down  but  for  the  fact  that  a 
bunch  of  logs  which  it  was  desired  to 
cut  was  left  in  the  pond  this  morniner. 
For  this  reason  the  mill  was  run  to- 
day, though  not  without  difficulty.  It 
will   close  at  6  oclo<.k  today. 

The  Duluth  mills  have  enjoyed  a 
very  successful  season,  and  the  cut 
has  been  large.  The  combined  cut  of 
the  three  millsaoin  aoln  aoln  aoln  aoln 
the  three  above  named  amounted  to 
126,1><»0,«K)0  feet  of  lumber,  the  Alger- 
Smilh  leading,  with  46,000,000  feet.  The 
Red  ClifT.  which,  by  the  aid  of  its 
steam  pond,  started  in  on  the  8eas>- 
on's  cut  last  winter,  cames  a  close 
second  with  45,000,000  feet.  Merrill  &; 
Ring's  cut  amounts  to  about  35,000,- 
COO  feet.  The  Liesure  mill  closed  laat 
September. 

Nearly  900  men  are  thrown  out  of 
employment  by  the  clo.^lng  of  the  mills. 
Many  of  them  will  now  take  up  work 
In  the  woods  for  the  winter.  While 
the  majority  have  their  homes  in  Du- 
luth, not  a  few  of  the  workers  in  the 
saw  mills  were  transients,  while  others 
resitle  at  outside  points.  The  largest 
number  was  employed  by  Alger-.Smlth, 
with  a  full  night  iind  day  crew  of  450. 
The  Red  Cliff,  which  ran  nights  only 
part  of  the  season,  employed  250  men 
at  the  time  of  closing.  The  Merrill  & 
Ring  Plant  had  only  a  day  crew  num- 
bering 170  men. 

The  mills  closed  nearly  a  full  two 
weeks  later  this  year  than  last,  when 
all  of  them  shut  down  on  Nov.  15  and 
16.  The  ice  between  the  logs  In  the 
several  ponds  this  morning  measured 
two  Inches  thick;  It  is  said.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  since  the  closing  of  th-? 
West  Duluth  plant  Alger.  Smith  &  Co. 
will  put  a  full  night  crew  at  the  Gar- 
field avenue  mllU  which  will  run 
through  the  winter.  It  has  not  been 
running  nights  lately.

John  L.  Tarman.  of  New  Paris,   was  a 

:  candidate    for    township    assessor    in    the 


recent  election  and  was  chosen  by  a  ma- 
jority of  three  vott^s.  Two  nights  before 
tlie  election  the  barn  of  John  Cart  was 
robbed  of  a  large  quantity  of  grain. 
Cart  and  liis  neighbors  started  out  to 
trace  the  tlii»>v<'s.  got  on  the  track  of  tho 
wagon  in  which  tiio.  erain  was  hauled 
away,  and.  It  Is  said,  followed  it  to  the 
Tarman  barn.  Cart  and  his  friends  called 
at  the  house  and  made  Tarman  acquaint- 
ed with  the  circumstances. 

They  were  willing  to  drop  the  matter. 
but  Tarman  insisted  that  tliey  should  ex- 
amine every  nook  and  corner  of  liis  farm. 
Tliey  did  so.  but  found  no  uvldence  of 
the  stolen  grain.  Tarman  acknowledged 
that  his  horses  and  wagon  had  left  the 
barn  the  night  before,  had  been  driven  to 
the  Cart  barn  and  back,  but  it  was  no 
less  clear  that  none  of  liie  grain  had  been 
brought  to  his  i)lace.  Where  the  horses 
had  ben  driven  except  to  and  from  his 
barn    cuuld   not   l)e   determined. 

Claude  Jackson,  13  years  old,  was  with 
the  party,  but  lingered  around  the  Tar- 
man barn  after  the  others  had  left.  He 
saw  in  the  mud  at  the  gate  the  imprint  of 
a  peculiar  horseshoe,  and  compared  it 
with  the  shoes  of  the  Tarman  horses.  It 
did  not  correspond  to  any  of  them.  He 
cut  out  of  the  mud  the  print  of  the  shoe 
and  dried  it  In  the  sun,  believing  thiit  It 
might  be  used  in  detecting  the  person 
who  had  borroweil  Tarman's  wagon  and 
horses  to  rob  Cart's  barn  of  the  grain. 
As  young  Jackson  was  crossing  the  street 
in  New  Paris  recently  he  stopped  to  let  a 
buggy  driven  at  a  rapid  gait  pass.  He 
had  made  it  a  point  to  examine  every 
imprint  of  a  horse's  foot  that  he  came 
across,  and  as  he  crossed  the  street  lie 
noticed  that  the  track  of  the  horse  that 
h.id  just  passed  him  was  identical  with  the 
one  that  lie  had  cut  out  of  the  mud  at  the 
Tarman  barn. 

Calling  an  officer,  he  explained  his  flTid. 
I.oavinK  liim  to  prevent  the  imprint  from 
being  obliterated,  he  hurried  home  and  re- 
turned with  the  cake  of  mud  secured  at 
Tarman's.  The  two  imprints  were  Identi- 
cal. The  owner  of  the  horse  with  the  pe- 
culiar shoe  is  one  of  the  best-known  citl- 
zejis  of  New  Paris,  and  the  officers  have 
taken  no  action.

New  York,  Nov.  28.— The  cotton  market 
opened  firm  at  an  advance  of  8  lo  10  points 
In  respun.se  to  higher  cables  and  the 
theorv  that  the  recent  sharp  decline  had 
altered  the  technical  conditions  and  left 
the  market  short.  At  first  some  of  the 
month.s  Increased  the  gain  slightly,  sell- 
ing about  12  points  higher,  but  there  was 
heavy  realizing  on  the  advance  and  con- 
siderable bear  pressure,  and  during  the 
first  half  hour  prices  worked  down  about 
8  points  from  the  top.  Commission  houses 
•seemed  to  have  moro  buying  than  selling 
orders,  and  In  spite  of  tlie  reactionary 
tendency  the  undertone  seemed  pretty 
steadv.  After  the  early  profit-taking  sub- 
sided "somewhat,  prices  worked  up  a  little 
from  the  bottom,  with  the  market  at  the 
end  of  the  hour  about  5  to  6  points 
hlbgher

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The  season  of  navigation  on  the  great 
lakes  will  practically  come  to  a  close 
next  week,  though  the  ice  along  the  lakes 
Is  not  thick  enough  to  seriously  inter- 
fere with  the  operation  of  vessels.  The 
Insurance  on  hulls  of  all  lake  vessels  will 
expire  next  Monday  at  noon.  Any  boat 
leaving  port  after  that  time  will  do  so  at 
Its  own  risk. 

Cargo  insurance  will  not  expire  until 
6  o'clock  Monday  afternoon,  and  any  cargo 
shipped  from  a  port  before  that  hour  will 
be  protected  until  arrival  at  its  destina- 
tion. Thus  It  may  happen  that  a  steamer 
will  start  down  th<'  lake  after  the  noon 
hour  Mondav  and  have  no  Insurance  on 
the  hull,  while  the  cargo  will  be  fully  in- 
sured. 

Some  of  the  boats  will  continue  run- 
ning for  several  days  after  the  expira- 
tion of  all  marine  Insurance  ccrnnc^tes. 
but  the  majority  will  probably  be  in  win- 
ter quarters  by  the  end  of  next  week,  if 
not  before.  Already  they  are  going  Into 
winter  quarters  locally  at  the  rale  of 
two  or  three  a  day.  ,      .       ,       ,  »,. 

The  wheat  rate  this  week  stands  at  2% 
cents  a  bushel  by  vessel  from  Duluth  to 
Buffalo.  This  is  con.sidered  nulte  low  loi 
this  season  of  the  year.  The  shippers. 
h<)wever,  do  mn  look  for  an  advance,  un- 
le.ss  some  unusual  and  unexpected  cir- 
cumstance should  arise.  The  shipments 
of  all  kinds  of  grain  from  the  local  har- 
bor last  week  aggregated  3,540,000  bushels. 
Thi«  Is  not  a  heavy  shipment,  but  is 
rather  lighter  than  Is  usually  the  cas^t 
near  the  close  of  navigation.  During  th. 
same  week  last  year  the  total  shipnientr 
of  grain  came  to  4.2<X>,0'K),  which  was  by 
no   means  a  record  breaker.

For    Record-Brcali- 

ing  Feat. 


One  Hundred    Sliips

Lewis  Nixon  will  leave  for  Sebas- 
topol  about  Feb.  I  to  undertake  th? 
gigantic  task  of  creating  for  Russia  a 
navy  so  powerflil  that  when  It  takes 
the  seas  no  doubt  will  be  felt  In  St. 
Petersburir  *»  to  its  ability  to  wrest 
the  power  of  tl»  sea  from  the  Japan- 
ese.

made  a  trip  to  St.  Petersburg  last 
summer,  returning  about  July.  And  at 
that  time  it  was  reported  that  he  was 
to  build  four  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
for  Rus.«ia.  It  is  said  here  that  he 
has  constructed  many  more  torpedo 
boats  and  destroyers  than  that,  and  in 
proof  it  is  said  the  contract  he  brought 
home  with  him  called  for  ninety  of 
these  small  cralt.  This  contract  he 
has  filled,  and  the  mosquito  fieet  Is 
ready  for  the  czar.  The  boats  are  all 
either  on  their  way  or  have  been  de- 
livered at  various  Russian  ports. 

But  Russia  was  not  willing  to  stop 
there. 

To  meet  the  emergency  it  Is  decided 
to  build  on  the  lilack  sea  a  fleet  which 
should  be  able  to  cope  with  any  force 
the  Japanese  could  muster.  Accord- 
ingly arrangements  have  been  mado 
for  the  construction,  under  the  person- 
al supervision  of  Mr.  Nixon,  in  home 
nu.s.sian  waters  of  100  fighting  ships, 
ranging  from  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
and  cruisers  of  all  classes  up  to  the 
heavily  armored  battle  .ships. 

This  work  must  be  done  within  two 
years,  and  it  is  to  be  assumed  that 
Russia  does  not  expect  to  see  the  wai 
end  until  after  the  elapse  of  that  time. 
To  accomplish  this  in  the  given  time 
the  great  shipbuilding  plant  of  Russia 
at  Sabastopol  has  been  greatly  aug- 
mented and  improved.  It  is  now  con- 
sidered the  third  largest  shipyard  in 
the  world.  Much  in  the  way  of  mak- 
ing ready  already  has  been  done.  The 
enormous  plant  on  the  Black  sea  will 
be  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Nixon,  and 
he  will  take  with  him  to  fill  the  great 
order  7000  skilled  American  artisans. 

That  there  shall  be  no  hitch  in  the 
arrangement.".  Mr.  Nixon  is  planning 
for  a  long  sojourn  abroad.  He  is  build- 
ing a  large  yacht  on  which  he  will 
live  while  on  the  Black  sea.  Mrs.  Nix- 
on will  accompany  him.  From  this 
yacht  he  will  direct  bis  plans. 

Much  of  the  material  which  will  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  this  mighty 
fieet  will  be  purchased  in  this  country 
and  in  Germany.  Mr.  Nixon  has  esti- 
mated that  with  the  men,  material  and 
money  at  his  disposal  he  can  do  the 
work  which  would  ordinarily  consume 
eighteen   months  In  three  months. 

In  this  country  we  now  complete  a 
battle  ship  in  forty-two  months.  The 
Connecticut  was  constructed  and 
launched  In  twenty  months. 

Mr.  Nixon  purposes  turning  out  bat- 
tle ship.s  in  such  short  lime  that  it  w<M 
break  the  world's  record  for  rapidity 
of  construction.  The  fleet  which  Rus- 
sia eventually  will  launch  against  Jap- 
an from  the  Black  sea  must  be  ready 


in  two  years  and  this  can  only  be 
done  bj^  a  vast  expenditure  of  mon?v. 
;  Each  ship  may  cost  Russia  sereral 
times  what  her  vessels  cost  her  in  time 
of  peace.  But  Russia  will  strive  to 
:  win  the  war  at  any  scst. 

Nothing    has    been    known    definitely 
as    to   the   extent   of    work    which    Mr. 
Nixon  has  been  doing  at  Elizabethport. 
He  has  excluded  visitors  from  his  ship- 
yards, and  has  had  a  twenty-foot  fence 
\  built  around  his  works.     Not  long  ago 
!  a    report    came    that    he    had    laid    th^" 
I  keels  of  thirty  torpedo  boats.     Nothing 
;  positive    could   be    learned    in    confirm- 
!  ation.    Mr.   Nixon  would  not  talk.

St.  Paul,  Nov.  28.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  Dispatch  today  say.s:  The 
fight  to  oust  Moses  E.  Clapp  from  the 
senatorship  is  on.
